al participation under such rules and regulations as the Board of Control of 
the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama may prescribe.

Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendments, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to- 
wit: 


H. 1802. (With Amendments): To make annual appropriations for 
the support, maintenance, and development of public education in Alabama 
for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1972 and September 30, 
1973. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 
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H. 1805. To make appropriations for the support and maintenance of 
the Lyman Ward Military Academy. 


H. 1806. To make appropriations for support and maintenance of the 
Tuskegee Institute, located in Macon County. 


H. 1807. To make appropriations for the support and maintenance of 
the Walker County Junior College, located at Jasper, in Walker County. 


H. 1808. To make appropriations for support and maintenance of 
the Marion Institute, located in Perry County. 


H. 1078. To regulate the rate of assessing property for taxation; re- 
pealing conflicting laws. 


H. 2079. Proposing an amendment to Article XI, Section 217, of the 
Constitution of Alabama 1901 relative to ad valorem taxation; establishing a 
classification system of property taxation; fixing assessment rates for each 
class of property. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the Con- 
stitution. 


H. 2080. Relating to ad valorem taxation; providing for the classifica- 
tions of property for purposes of taxation; and fixing percentages of fair and 
reasonable market value of the property in the several classes at which such 
property shall be valuated and taxes thereon assessed. 


H. 74. To amend Act No. 60, H. 218, Second Special Session 1965, 
which levies and provides for the collection of the “fair trial tax” upon crimi- 
nal and quasi criminal cases: Amending the title, and Sections 1, 2, 3, 4 and 
6, so as to make the tax applicable to suits at law and in equity, prescribe cer- 
tain duties for registers of equity courts relative to the tax, to regulate further 
cases which are excepted from the operation of the act; to authorize and reg- 
ulate payment to those counties which maintain public defenders offices of a 
part of the expense thereof out of the process of the fair trial tax, and to pro- 
vide that the unexpended balance in the fair trial tax fund shall not be paid 
into the state general fund but shall be retained in the fair trial tax fund and 
thereafter used for fees of appointed counsel and aid to the counties in main- 
taining public defender’s offices. 


H. 101. To provide a cost of living increase to certain retired members 
of the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with substitute, 
and it was read a second time and place on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 643. (With Substitute): To raise revenue: Designating certain 
leasehold interests in lands, buildings and other improvements thereon as sep- 
arate and special interests in land and subject to ad valorem taxation when 
the leased premises are owned by the State, a county, a city or a public cor- 
poration; providing for the valuation of such leasehold interests, and for the 
assessment and collection of ad valorem taxes levied thereon, and prescribing 
exemptions. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
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bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and it was read a second time and place on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1101. (With Amendment): To amend further Title 51, Section 94 
of the Code of Alabama 1940, as amended providing for the term of service 
and compensation of members of the county boards of equalization. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1269. Relating to any county in this State having a population of 
not less than 150,000 nor more than 180,000 according to the last or any 
subsequent federal decennial census, otherwise known as the Fifteenth Judi- 
cial Circuit; providing for an additional Circuit Court Judge in such Circuit. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to- 
wit: 


H. 1799. (With Amendment): To authorize Alabama Public School 
and College Authority to sell and issue $10,000,000 aggregate principal 
amount of additional bonds for capital improvements for public educational 
purposes, including trade schools and junior colleges; to provide for the de- 
tails of the said bonds and the public sale thereof; to make an appropriation 
and pledge, for the pro rata payment of the principal of and the interest on 
the said bonds and the bonds of the Authority that may be issued under Act 
No. 94 adopted at the 1971 Special Session of the Legislature, from proceeds 
of the residue of certain excise taxes, and that the appropriation and the 
pledge made in this Act shall be in lieu of that made in the said Act No. 94; to 
authorize the Authority to pledge for payment of the principal of and interest 
on the bonds issued under this Act, pro rata with the principal of and interest 
on the bonds issued under the said Act No. 94, the moneys so appropriated 
and pledged in this Act; to provide that the bonds shall be limited obligations 
of the Authority payable solely out of the funds so appropriated and pledged, 
and will not create a debt or obligation of the state; to provide that the bonds 
and the income therefrom shall be exempt from taxation in this state and the 
bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds of this state and its political 
subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies, shall be eligible for the invest- 
ment of fiduciary funds, and shall constitute negotiable instruments: to au- 
thorize the issuance by the Authority of refunding bonds for the purpose of 
refunding the principal of any of the outstanding bonds theretofore issued by 
either the Authority or Alabama Education Authority, or both, the expenses 
of such refunding and any premiums necessary to retire those so refunded; to 
provide that after payment of the expenses of the issuance of the bonds the 
proceeds from the sale thereof shall be used to pay for capital improvements 
for public educational purposes. including trade schools and junior colleges; 
and to provide that if any portion of this Act should be held invalid, such 
holding shall not affect the validity of any other portion of this Act. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Wavs and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 
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H. 2062. To amend Section 2 of Act No. 590 adopted at the 1939 
Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, as amended, so as to increase 
the rate of the tax levied in said act to nine cents per gallon. 


S. 42. To amend Section 28 G, Act No. 91, 1969 Special Session of the 
Alabama Legislature, (Acts of 1969, p. 136) in order to provide that an ap- 
propriation for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1970, “For the construc- 
tion of a high school at Fayette” be changed to read “For the construc- 
tion of a school, schools, or other educational facilities in Fayette County”; to 
make the provisions of this Act retroactive to the effective date of the original 
Act. 


S. 60. To amend Section 28 D, Act No. 91, 1969 Special Session of 
the Alabama Legislature, (Acts of 1969, p. 136) in order to provide that an 
appropriation for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1970, “For the con- 
struction of a school at Camden (Wilcox County High School)” be changed 
to read “For the construction of a school or schools in Wilcox County”; to 
make the provisions of this Act retroactive to the effective date of the original 
Act. 


S. 154. To make appropriations from the Alabama Special Education- 
al Trust Fund. 


S. 179. To appropriate from any funds not otherwise appropriated the 
sum of Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) to pay printing expenses of the Sen- 
ate incurred in fiscal year ending September 30, 1969. 


S. 180. To provide for payment of travel expenses of members of the 
Legislature when traveling within the State of Alabama on business of the 
Legislature or any of its committees, sub-committees or legislative depart- 
ments. 


S. 212. To provide for payment of actual necessary travel expense of 
the State Treasurer and the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries when 
traveling within the State of Alabama on business of the State. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, report- 
ed that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were sev- 
erally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 2076. To amend Act No. 470 Regular Session of 1969, Vol. I, page 
912, so as to exempt state institutions of higher learning under the control! of 
boards of trustees from having to secure approval of the Governor for out- 
of-state travel. 


H. 1746. Creating a presumption as to the delivery of instruments 
conveying interests in land. 


H. 1747. Limiting the Duration of Contracts for the Sale of Land and 
Notice thereof. 


H. 1748. Forbidding the recording of certain instruments describing 
land by unrecorded plats and providing a penalty for the making of false reci- 
tations as to the unavailability of plats. 


H. 1749. Giving the protection afforded an innocent purchaser for val- 
ue to those receiving quitclaim deeds or similar instruments. 
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H. 1750. Forbidding the recording of certain instruments failing to re- 
cite the marital status of the grantor and providing a penalty for the making 
of false recitations as to such status. 


H. 1751. Repealing Section 21, of Title 9, of the Alabama Code of 
1940, relating to contracts entered into on Sunday and to validate contracts 
heretofore entered into on Sunday. 


H. 1752. Abolishing the requirement for the recitation of considera- 
tion in deeds and other conveyances of land and validating deeds and other 
conveyances heretofore executed and not containing such a recitation.

H. 1993. Relating to domestic stock insurance companies and to give 
the right to domestic stock insurance companies to merge, consolidate with 
domestic or foreign stock insurance companies or exchange stock with 
domestic or foreign corporations; to provide a procedure for such merg- 
er, consolidation or exchange of stock; to require approval of the board of 
directors and to require approval of the superintendent of insurance and ap- 
proval of stockholders; to provide rights for dissenting stockholders; to pro- 
vide for public hearings by the superintendent of insurance, and to set forth 
the effect of such merger, consolidation or exchange of stock. 


H. 1995. To authorize and provide for minute entries in misdemeanor 
cases appealed from a city recorder’s court, county court, mayor’s court, po- 
lice court, or any municipal court, to the circuit courts or any other courts of 
record in Alabama. 


S. 30. To amend Sections 31 and 33 of Title 13, Code of Alabama 
1940, as amended, pertaining to the election by the chief justice or any asso- 
ciate justice of the supreme court to become a supernumerary justice, pre- 
scribing the conditions for such election, and further prescribing the term of 
office of supernumerary justices, and the duties, powers, and salaries of such 
justices. 


S. 460. To further identify creditable years of service under the State 
Employees’ Retirement System. The Retirement System advises that cost in- 
volved in this bill is undeterminable. 
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Mr. Pruitt, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Banking, reported 
that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were severally 
read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit:

by certain public officials; to provide for the furnishing of records to other 
public agencies and to provide for the admission for certain records of the 
Division in court proceedings; to provide that certain employees be registered 
land surveyors and providing that no employee of the Division shall engage in 
private land surveying or consultation; to grant the Division the right to pro- 
duce and sell maps and other data and providing for the deposit of such 
funds; to grant to the Division power to enter into contracts; to establish a 
Land Surveys Fund to accomplish the purposes and to fulfill the provisions of 
this Act; and further providing that any moneys in the Land Surveys Fund in 
excess of $100,000.00 at the end of any state fiscal year shall be transferred 
into the General Fund of the State.

No. 1, H. 46, approved May 22, 1945, General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 
1; and to further amend Section 12 of Act No. 1, H. 46, approved May 22, 
1945 as amended by Act No. 83, H. 6, approved April 12, 1956, General 
Acts of Alabama, Second Special Session, 1956, page 374, which Act pro- 
vided for the regulation, control, and supervision of the drilling for and the 
production and use of oil and gas in the State of Alabama.

To establish the Alabama State Housing Authority (Authori- 
ty) for the purpose of providing housing for persons of low and moderate in- 
come; to provide for the appointment of commissioners for the Authority by 
the Governor; to provide for the terms and method of appointment of the 
commissioners of the Authority; to provide for ex officio commissioners of 
the Authority; to provide for an Executive Director for the Authority; to give 
the commissioners of the Authority the same functions, rights, powers, duties, 
privileges, immunities and limitations as those now provided or which may in 
the future be provided for housing authorities in counties, municipalities or 
groups of counties or municipalities under Act No. 56 (H. 131), Regular 
Session, 1935, Acts of Alabama, as amended, appearing as Title 25 of the 
Code of Alabama, all of which are provided under other statutes of Alabama 
or which may in the future be provided for such housing authorities; to make

housing authority exists if the Authority makes findings of need, notifies the 
county or municipality housing authority of said findings and does not receive 
an acceptable plan for meeting the need from the county or municipal hous- 
ing authority within sixty (60) days, provided the Authority shall first obtain 
the approval of the governing body of the county or municipality in which 
the housing will be located and to provide for an effective date for this Act. 


Mr. Naramore, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Highway Safe- 
ty, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was 
read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 
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H. 1878. To prohibit any person, firm or corporation from operating 
or conducting any motor vehicle race or exhibitions on any permanent race- 
track or other place where races or exhibitions are held unless there shall first 
be obtained a license as set forth herein; to provide certain requirements for 
licensing; to provide for fees; to authorize the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety to grant, revoke or suspend any such licenses; to provide penal- 
ties for violation of this Act; to provide an effective date; to repeal conflicting 
laws; and for other purposes. 


Mr. Bassett, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation 
No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 769. To amend the title and Sections 1 and 2 of Act No. 908, H. 
1286, Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 1636), which Act provides for 
changes in election precincts, regulation and use of voting machines, changes 
in boundary lines, use of paper ballots, election officials and compensation 
therefor, and duties of the judge of probate in certain counties classified on a 
population basis. 


H. 770. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 118, H. 194, 
Special Session 1966 (Acts 1966, p. 156), which Act provides for the hunting 
of female deer or unantlered male deer in certain counties classified on a pop- 
ulation basis.

Relating to all counties having populations of not less than 
27,900 nor more than 33,500 according to the most recent federal decennial! 
census; to impose a tax upon the sale by liquor licenses of liquor in half-pint 
and miniature packages, the amount thereof dependent upon whether said 
sales occur within the police jurisdiction and outside the corporate limits of 
municipalities or outside the police jurisdiction of municipalites, no tax being 
imposed upon sales occurring within corporate limits; providing for the ad- 
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ministration of this Act and the collection and use of the proceeds; requiring 
permits for taxable sales to be made, and providing penalties for violations of 
this Act.

Relating to counties having a population of not less than 
30,000 nor more than 33,575, according to the most recent federal decennial 
census; to provide for the annual salary of jury commissioners of such coun- 
ties to be $800.00 per year. 


H. 1964. Relating to counties having a population of not less than 
30,000 nor more than 33,575 according to the most recent federal decennial 
census; to provide for jurors pay in such counties to be $15.00 per day.

To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 594, S. 716, Reg- 
ular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 1081) which fixes the per diem pay for 
members of the county board of equalization of certain counties classified on 
a population basis. 


To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 160, H. 54, Spe- 
cial Session 1961 (Acts 1961, p. 2108) which authorizes the county govern- 
ing body to fix the compensation of deputy sheriffs in certain counties classi- 
fied on a population basis. 


S. 637. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 194, S. 417, Reg- 
ular Session 1967 (Acts 1967, p. 560), which fixes the fee for issuance of a 
pistol permit by the sheriff and provides for the distribution and use of such 
funds, in certain counties classified on a population basis. 


S. 638. To amend the title and Sections ! and 3 of Act No. 1092, S. 
907, Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 2077) which provides for the elec- 
tion and qualifications of members of the county governing body in certain 
counties classified on a population basis. 


To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 1006, S. 832, 
Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 1880) which regulates the compensation 
of jurors in certain counties classified on a population basis. 


To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 190, S. 409, Reg- 
ular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 504) which increases the salary of the depu- 
ty solicitor of certain counties classified on a population basis. 

To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 66, H. 32, Special 
Session 1964 (Acts 1964, p. 87) which regulates the compensation of elec- 
tion officers in certain counties classified on a population basis.

ing body in such counties shall name the depositories to receive such funds, 
and may provide that any of such funds may be invested; to provide that 
such circuit clerks or deputy clerks or registers in chancery who also serve as 
deputy clerks shall be relieved from personal liability for any loss by reason 
of the failure of any depository designated by the aforesaid county commis- 
sions or like governing body; that such clerks or deputy clerks or registers in 
chancery who also serve as deputy clerks of the circuit court shall disburse 
such funds in accordance with the judgments, orders and decrees of any 
judge of the circuit court sitting in and for such counties; that any clerk or 
deputy clerk or register in chancery who also serves as deputy clerk of the 
circuit court who fails to comply with the provisions of this Act shall be 
guilty of wilful neglect of duty; that all laws or parts of laws, local, special or 
general, in conflict with this Act are hereby repealed. 
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H. 1086. To further amend Act No. 502 of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama of 1923, approved September 29, 1923, (General Acts of Alabama of 
1923, page 663, et seq.), which established a policeman’s pension system for 
cities having a population of 100,000 or more, as re-enacted by Act No. 283 
of the Legislature of Alabama of 1943, approved June 28, 1943, (General 
Acts of Alabama of 1943, page 241, et seq.), as heretofore amended. 


H. 1214. To provide for the compensation to be paid circuit district 
attorneys by counties having a population of 600,000 or more according to 
the last or any subsequent decennial federal census. 


H. 1261. To further amend Act No. 95 of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1965, (Alabama Acts, 1965, Page 120 et seq.) es- 
tablishing the “Criminal Court of Jefferson County,” as heretofore amended. 


H. 1262. To further amend Act No. 95 of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1965, (Alabama Acts, 1965, Page 120 et seq.) to 
provide for the appointment of counsel for indigent defendants at preliminary 
examinations in the Criminal Court of Jefferson County in criminal cases 
wherein the defendant is charged with a serious offense; to provide for the 
compensation of counsel in such cases from funds in the general funds of Jef- 
ferson County, Alabama; to provide that the County Treasurer pay such 
funds to counsel upon approval of one of the judges of the Criminal Court of 
Jefferson County.

To authorize the governing body of Jefferson County, Ala- 
bama, to adopt ordinances or a fire prevention code applying only to fire dis- 
tricts created under Act No. 79 of the Special Session of the Legislature of 
Alabama of 1966 (Ala. Acts, Special Session 1966, p. 106 et seq.); to pro- 
vide that such ordinances or code may prescribe plans and specifications for 
buildings, designed to prevent the occurrence, or spread, of fires in buildings, 
or to minimize the damages caused by fires; to authorize the governing body 
of such county to prevent the use of any building in conflict with any such or- 
dinance or fire prevention code; to authorize such governing body to employ 
inspectors to enforce such ordinances or fire prevention code and to charge

district for such inspections; to provide that any person violating any such or- 
dinance or fire prevention code shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punished as provided for by Section 327, Title 15, Code of Alabama of 1940; 
to repeal all laws, or parts of laws, in conflict with this act; and to provide 
when this act shall become effective. 


H. 1519. To create and establish a court in Jefferson County with lim- 
ited jurisdiction with the Circuit Court for the limited purpose of disposing 
non-capital felony criminal cases on an information, before indictment, under 
Title 15, Article 8 of Chapter 11 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 as recom- 
piled in 1958, and to act on matters pertaining to probation in such cases; to 
provide for the officers of such court and to fix their duties. 


H. 1525. To provide that when any vacancy occurs on the governing 
body of any county of this State having a population of 500,000, or more, ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent Federal census, a special election shall 
be held under the provisions of Chapter 19, Title 17, Code of Alabama of 
1940, subject to the changes in the provisions of said Chapter 19, as are pro- 
vided for by this Act. 


H. 1531. To provide for and create the Jefferson County racing com- 
mission for the regulation, licensing, and supervision of greyhound racing, 
and wagering thereon; to prescribe the composition, appointment, powers, 
and duties of the commission; to provide for and regulate the para-mutuel or 
certificate method of wagering within the enclosure of licensed race tracks; to

it or other benefit paid to a member of the system shall be called “‘a benefit” 
and that any person receiving a benefit shall be called “the beneficiary”; to 
prescribe for any beneficiary, or beneficiaries, to enter into a contract, or con- 
tracts, with an attorney, or attorneys, whereby the beneficiary, or beneficiar- 
ies, employ the attorney, or attorneys, to perform legal services in endeavor- 
ing to secure an increase in benefits from the beneficiary or beneficiaries; to 
provide that any such contract of employment may contain a provision for 
the city to deduct the attorney’s fee provided for in the contract of employ- 
ment, from any increase in benefits sought by the attorney, or attorneys, and 
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actually obtained for the beneficiary, or beneficiaries, which last mentioned 
provision is called in this Title, and in this Act, “The Deduction Provision”; 
to provide that when the contract of employment contains a deduction provi- 
sion, the disbursing officer, for the pension system or the city, shall deduct 
from any increase in benefits the attorney’s fee in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the deduction provision and shall pay such fee to the attorney enti- 
tled to the same, or to the attorney’s appointee: to provide that any benefici- 
ary of the pension system can enter into such contract of employment by and 
through an agent, provided such beneficiary has signed a written power of at- 
torney authorizing such contract; to provide the terms and conditions on 
which the deduction of the attorney’s fee shall be made; to provide that the 
city shall have the right to require, as a condition to deducting any such attor- 
ney’s fee, that the attorney file an indemnifying bond, or deposit security, 
with the disbursing officer of the city or pension system, the disbursing officer 
and all beneficiaries against damage or loss arising from the illegal, improper 
or unauthorized deduction of an attorney’s fee; to repeal all laws or parts of 
laws, whether general, special or local, in conflict with the provisions of this 
Act; and to provide when this Act shall become effective. 


H. 1789. To provide for the filing for record and the preservation of 
all orders and Decrees made and entered by any Judge of the Circuit Court 
in all counties having a population of 500,000 or more according to the last 
or any subsequent federal census. 


H. 1877. To authorize any Lieutenant in the Police Department of the 
City of Bessemer to issue warrants of arrest. 


S. 364. To provide for the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board to issue 
liquor licenses to Civic Center Authorities established under Act No. 547 of 
the Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1965, approved August 
20, 1965, (Ala. Acts 1965, p. 797, et seq.); to regulate the issuance of such 
licenses; to provide the amount of the license tax, or fee, which shall be paya- 
ble for such licenses; to provide that such license shall authorize the Civic 
Center Authority holding the same to keep and sell in its Civic Center alco- 
holic, malt and vinous beverages, and to repeal laws or parts of laws in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act. 


S. 365. To provide that this act shall apply to each county of the State 
having a population of 500,000 or more, according to the last or any subse- 
quent Federal census, and to each municipality of such county; to provide 
that within that area of any such county lying outside the corporate limits

have the exclusive authority to prohibit the giving away, selling, serving or 
drinking of alcoholic beverages in public places at such hours, or times, as 
may be specified by the governing body, and also exclusive authority in the 
last mentioned area to prohibit in public places the sale, or service, of alco- 
holic beverages except to persons seated at tables, or to impose restrictions on 
the sale, or service, of any such beverages to persons not seated at tables; to 
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provide that the governing body of any such county or any such municipality, 
shall have the power to adopt ordinances prescribing any prohibition or re- 
striction this act authorizes the county or city to establish; to provide that any 
violation of any such ordinances shall constitute a misdemeanor; to repeal 
any such ordinance of any such county or any such municipality in effect 
when this act becomes effective in such county or such municipality; to repeal 
all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this act except laws 
prohibiting or regulating the sale or use of alcoholic beverages on election 
day or in relation to elections; and to expressly provide that this act repeals 
any part of either of the following laws in conflict with this act: Act No. 102 
of the Regular Session of the Legislature of 1949, approved June 20, 1949, 
(Ala. Acts, 1949, p. 120) and Section 44, Title 29, Code of Alabama of 
1940, as now or hereafter amended. 


Mr. Gloor, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation 
No. 2, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 789. (With Amendment): To amend Section 26 of Title 21 of the 
1940 Code of Alabama, as recompiled in 1958, to provide that in counties 
having a population of 500,000 or more, according to the last or any subse- 
quent Federal census, guardianships may be transferred to the Circuit Court 
only by order of the Judge of Probate upon the petition of a party in interest 
showing the need for such transfer. 


H. 788. (With Amendment): To amend Section 139 of Title 13 of the 
1940 Code of Alabama, as recompiled in 1958, to provide that in counties 
having a population of 500,000 or more, according to the last or any subse- 
quent Federal census, administrations of estates may be transferred to the 
Circuit Court only by order of the judge of probate upon the petition of a 
party in interest showing the need for such transfer.

sustained by the employees in line of duty.

To authorize ail cities in the State of Alabama having a popu- 
lation exceeding 70,000 and not exceeding 135,000 inhabitants, according to 
the 1970 or any succeeding regular decennial federal census, or which shall 
hereafter have such population according to any such census that amy hereaf- 
ter be taken, to enact ordinances to establish and maintain a general system 
of pensions and retirements, including allowances payable on retirement for 
age or disability, or benefits on separation from service, for the benefit of 
their regular employees, including regular employees whose compensation is 
computed and paid on a per diem basis, and the regular employees of any 
board or commission, with necessary classification and terms of admission; 
and providing that upon the establishment of any system of pensions and re- 
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tirements such employees theretofore or thereafter appointed shall be eligible, 
subject to such exceptions, limitations and restrictions as deemed expedient, 
to admission to such system; to authorize such ordinances to prescribe the 
manner in which the system may be conducted and its funds collected and 
distributed; to authorize such cities enacting such ordinances to establish such 
board for the administration of the fund as is deemed expedient, and to per- 
mit the governing body of the city to serve as such board; to require the par- 
ticipating employees and the city to contribute to the funds of such retirement 
system and to provide for the fixing of the rates of contribution; to require 
the board to have prepared annually actuarial valuation of the assets and lia- 
bilities of the system and to permit, on the basis of such valuation, increase or 
decrease in the rates of contribution; to require such pension or retirement 
system organized under the provisions of this Act to create and maintain re- 
serves, calculated to be adequate to cover the liabilities on account of benefits 
payable under the ordinances, on the basis of an interest rate not in excess of 
four percentum per annum, and mortality, disability and other experience ta- 
bles, or a similar group of employees; to authorize the reserves required in re- 
spect of service rendered or benefits granted prior to the date of the organiza- 
tion of such system under the provisions of this Act to be accumulated on a 
basis calculated to produce a balance between the actuarial present value of 
the assets and of the liabilities of the system within a period of not exceeding 
thirty years from the date of establishment of said system; to authorize the 
organization of a retirement system under this Act to provide for the cessa- 
tion, limitation or application of any former system of retirement benefits 
applying to persons eligible to be included in the newly organized system pro- 
vided that any funds of such former system transferred to the newly organ- 
ized system shall be applied first to the payment of the benefits on account of 
which such funds were contributed; to require that the funds of such retire- 
ment system organized under the provisions of this Act constitute a trust fund 
to be used only for the purpose of providing the benefits of such retirement 
system and shall be held independently of the funds in the treasury of the 
city; to require that the ordinances provide for trustees, to invest and reinvest 
the funds of the system and the terms and restrictions in the manner of mak- 
ing such investments; to provide that the property of said system, the portion 
of wages or salary of an employee deducted or to be deducted, the right of an 
employee to a benefit, and all his rights in the funds of the system shall be ex- 
empt from taxation, attachment, execution or other process to satisfy any 
debt or liability of any employee of the system and any law relating to bank- 
ruptcy or insolvency; to provide that no assignment of any right in said funds 
or any benefits under the provisions of said ordinances shall be valid; to pro- 
vide the time of taking effect of this Act.

1957 Regular Session by deleting therefrom the words “and must be a gradu- 
ate in civil engineering of a recognized institute of technology or other insti- 
tute or engineering school of collegiate rank” as said words appear in Section

H. 2049. To amend Section 1 of Act No. 26, H. 48, Special Session 
1962 (Acts 1962, p. 37), which provides for the payment of benefits to em- 
ployees who are totally disabled as a result of injuries received in the per- 
formance of their official duties in certain cities classified on a population ba- 
sis. 


S. 435. Providing that in all cities of the State of Alabama now having 
or hereafter having a population of as many as 70,000 and not more than

ployees employed after the appointment and creation of any such water 
works board or other board, public corporation or commission, in any pen- 
sion or retirement system, law or plan, or other benefit plan, now applicable 
to or for the benefit of the employees of any such city, and as part of any 
such agreement to provide for contributions or payments to be made by any 
such water works board or other board, public corporation or commission in 
connection with the participation by their respective employees in any such 
pension or retirement system, law or plan, or other benefit plan; and provid- 
ing that any such water works board or other board, public corporation or 
commission, may enter into agreements with any such city for participation 
by their respective employees, whether employed before or after the creation 
or appointment of any such water works board or other board, public corpo-

For the relief of Clyde Royal; authorizing the Montgomery 
County Commission to appropriate funds from the Gasoline Tax Fund for 
such purpose. 


S. 437. To provide that the Board of Revenue, or like governing body 
now existing or that may be hereafter created in all counties of Alabama, 
having a population of not less than 150,000 nor more than 180,000 inhabit- 
ants according to the 1970 federal census pay to the Recorder of the Recor- 
der’s Court of all cities located in said County or counties for ex-officio serv- 
ices rendered by the Recorder in the trial of cases in the Recorder’s Court

der such system; further regulating benefits payable under such system and 
the investment of monies in the Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pension and Re- 
lief Fund; and for such purposes amending Sections 4, 16, and 26 and further 
amending Sections 9 and 15, as amended. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 4, 16 and 26 of Act No. 13, H. 118 of the Regular 
Session of 1947 (Local Acts 1947, p. 7) which establishes for the municipali- 
ty of Phenix City a pension and relief system, are hereby amended and Sec- 
tion 9 and 15 of such Act are hereby further amended to read as follows: 


“4, The revenues of the fund shall be derived and obtained from the fol- 
lowing sources: A) From the salary of each fireman and each policeman 
there shall be deducted, as the salary becomes payable, a sum equal to five 
percent of the amount of such salary: provided, however, that this deduction 
from his salary shall be stopped upon the completion by a fireman or a po- 
liceman of thirty years of membership in the fund; and thereafter he shall be 
deemed to be entitled to full pension coverage, without additional monthly 
contributions to the fund. Whenever a member of the fire department or of 
the police department is ineligible to participate in the benefits of the fund, 
neither he nor his salary or other compensation shall be subject to any assess- 
ment for the benefit of the fund. B) Each fire insurance company doing busi- 
ness in the city shall, before the first day of March of each year, pay into the 
fund a sum equal to one and one-half percent of the gross premiums, less re- 
turn premiums, received by such company for and on account of business 
done by it in the city during the preceding calendar year. It shall be unlawful 
for any fire insurance company or its agent to take or receive any premium 
for insurance against fire within the city unless such company pays the fund 
any amount herein required to be paid by it. Any fire insurance company that 
violates any provision of this Act shall forfeit the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars, to be recovered for the use of the fund by suit brought in the name of 
the city. Each person, firm, or corporation conducting a fire insurance agency 
or brokerage business in the city shall make, and file with the city clerk with- 
in the first ten days of each calendar year, a sworn statement of the name and 
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address of each fire insurance company which such person, firm or corpora- 
tion represented or did business for as agent or broker during the preceding 
year. Any person who fails or refuses to file such statement shall forfeit the 
sum of one hundred dollars, to be recovered for the use of the fund by suit 
brought in the name of the city. Forfeitures and penalties, when collected, 
shall be a part of the fund. Any sum, or sums, except forfeitures and penal- 
ties, required by this Section to be paid by fire insurance companies shall be 
treated and held to be a part of the privilege license tax which any municipal 
corporation may impose upon fire or marine insurance companies under Sec- 
tion 739 of Title 37 of the 1940 Code. C) Each fireman and policeman is re- 
quired to pay promptly into the fund his witness fee in any case in which he 
may have been summoned by the city, and all money received by him as a 
donation, reward or gratuity, including any liquor seizure fee, for unusual or 
special services performed in the line of duty. D) There shall be paid into the 
fund, as and when received by the city, amounts received by it from the Ala- 
bama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board for contraband liquors and bever- 
ages confiscated and delivered to that agency. E) The Board may take by 
gift, grant, devise, or bequest, any money, personal property, or real estate or 
any interest therein. Any gift, grant, devise, or bequest may be absolute or 
upon condition that only the rents, income, and profits arising therefrom shall 
be applied to the purpose for which the fund is created. F) The governing 
body of the city shall cause to be paid into the fund, monthly, out of the city 
treasury, an amount sufficient to match the sums contributed from salaries by 
members of the fire and police departments who are eligible to participate in 
the benefits of the fund. 


“9. The Board may invest money held in the fund, or such portion of it 
as may be safely withdrawn for the purpose, in interest bearing bonds, war- 
rants, or other obligations of the United States of America, of the State of 
Alabama, or of the city, any FDIC insured bank, or any savings and loan as- 
sociation insured by FSLIC. Income from investments shall become part of 
the fund. Securities belonging to the fund shall be held by the treasurer of the 
fund subject to the management and control of the board. 


“15, The Board shall have the authority to retire without regard to the 
length of service, any fireman or policeman who attains the age of 65 years. 
Any person so retired, who has as much as twenty years of creditable service, 
shall be paid monthly from the fund as provided in Section 16. Any person so 
retired who has less than 20 years of creditable service shall be paid monthly 
from the fund, a sum equal to two percent of the amount of the monthly sal- 
ary he was receiving at the time of his retirement, multiplied by the whole 
number of years he served in the department prior to retirement. No compen- 
sation paid under this section shall exceed $175 per month. 


“16. Regardless of age or physical condition, any fireman or policeman 
who has been in the service for as long as 20 years, may be retired and his 
name placed on the pension roll upon his application therefore. Any person 
so retired shall be paid monthly from the fund as follows: 


“a, Patrolmen and firemen with twenty years of service may retire with 
benefits of $210 per month, plus $10 for each additional year of service 
through thirty years. 


“b, Sargeants and drivers with twenty years of service may retire with 
benefits of $220 per month, plus $10 for each additional year of service 
through thirty years. 
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“c, Lieutenants with twenty years of service may retire with benefits of 
$230 per month, plus $10 for each additional year of service through thirty 
years. 


“d. Captains with twenty years of service may retire with benefits of 
$240 per month plus $10 for each additional year of service through thirty 
years. 


“e. Assistant Chiefs with twenty years of service may retire with benefits 
of $250 per month, plus $10 for each additional year of service through thir- 
ty years. 


“f. A chief with twenty years of service may retire with benefits of $260 
per month, plus $10 for each additional year of service, through thirty years. 


“26. If any fireman or policeman is discharged, or if for any other rea- 
son he leaves his employment before he becomes entitled to the retirement 
benefits provided in this Act, he forfeits his rights under the Act. But he shall 
be entitled to a refund of ail deductions made against his salary, without in- 
terest, less one-half of all benefits which may have been paid to him from the 
fund. If any such person however, elected or elects upon leaving such service 
to leave on deposit in the fund the money he has theretofore paid into tne 
fund, he shall, if reemployment in the fire or police department within six 
months, be entitled to receive credit for continuous service from the begin- 
ning of the service which he had rendered prior to leaving the service, provided 
he pays all the dues which he would have been required to pay had he re- 
mained a member of the pension fund from the date of his withdrawal to the 
date of his re-employment, with interest thereon, at the rate of six percent per 
annum from the date due until his re-employment. If such fire fighter or po- 
liceman does not repay the fund as above prescribed, he may be re-admitted 
to membership in the fund, in which case he shall be entitled to credit for 
services rendered prior to his ceasing to be a fire fighter or policeman but not 
for the interim when he was out of such service. 


“Any member of the pension fund, who upon ceasing to be a fire fighter 
or policeman withdraws the money which he has contributed to the fund, 
upon re-entering the fire or police service may, within 30 days, repay to the 
fund all the money so withdrawn with interest at the rate of six percent per 
annum from the date of such withdrawal to the date of his re-employment, 
and thereby be re-admitted to the membership in the fund with all the credit 
for his prior service. In the event a person who has previously withdrawn the 
monies he had paid into the fund becomes a fire fighter or policeman again 
and fails to repay the fund all the money withdrawn with interest thereon as 
above prescribed, he shall receive no credit for his years of service prior to 
his re-entry into the fire or police department, but he shall be deemed a new 
employee and a new member of the fund as of the date of his re-employment 
as a paid fire fighter or policeman. Firemen or policemen absent from the 
service for a period of two years or more are ineligible to participate in a 
pension fund other than as a new member. 


“Any person who is presently employed as a fireman or policeman when 
this Act becomes effective who has previously severed his employment with 
the fire or police department and withdrawn his retirement monies and re-en- 
tered such service as a new member of the fund who desires to re-instate his 
prior service credit may do so, provided that within 90 days after this Act be- 
comes law, he repays all the pension monies withdrawn from the fund, with 
interest at the rate of six percent per annum. If he also repays monies that he 
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would have paid into the fund during the period of his absence from service 
he will be given full continuing service credit from the time of the beginning 
of his previous employment in such fire or police service toward pension ben- 
efits under the fund. If, however, he repays the monies withdrawn from the 
fund but does not repay the monies that he would have paid during his ab- 
sence from the service, then he shall only have credit for service rendered 
prior to the time he left the fire or poiice service.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Provided that where all the sales of a com- 
pany are single sales of peanut products, milk products, coffee, and confec- 
tions sold in dispensing machines located in industrial plants or on private 
property for employees where such machines dispense exclusively articles not 
to exceed ten cents (10¢) per sale, and the person operating such machines 
shall be engaged in the business of selling exclusively articles not to exceed ten 
cents (10¢) per sale and shall file with the State Department of Revenue a 
sworn statement to that effect and shall keep and maintain records satisfacto- 
ry to the State Department of Revenue, the gross receipts tax herein provided 
for shall not be levied. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing with- 
in Monroe County in the business of conducting or operating places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, amuse- 
ment devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving picture shows, 
vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including wrestling matches, 
prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and baseball games (in- 
cluding athletic contests conducted by or under the auspices of any educa- 
tional institution, or any athletic association thereof, or other association 
whether such institution or association be denominational, a state, county, or 
a city school, or other institution, association, or school), skating rinks, race 
tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which any exhibition, dispiay, 
amusement, or entertainment is offered to the public or place or places where 
an admission fee is charged, including public bathing places, public dance 
halls of every kind and description, conducted or carried on within Monroe 
eee an amount equal to one percent of the gross receipts of any such 

usiness. 


3. There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section and 
from the computation of the amount of the tax imposed in this section the 
gross receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
presently exempted under the state tax statutes from the computation of the 
amount of the state sales tax. In addition, there shall be exempted from the 
computation of the amount of tax the gross proceeds of the sale of automo- 
tive vehicles, truck trailers, semi-trailers, and house trailers; the gross pro- 
ceeds of sale of any machine, machinery or equipment either that which is 
self-propelled or otherwise propelled or drawn and which is used in planting, 
cultivating and harvesting farm products, or used in connection with the pro- 
duction of agricultural produce or products, livestock or poultry on farms, 
and the parts of such machines, machinery or equipment, attachments and re- 
placements therefore which are made or manufactured for use on or in the 
operation of such machine, machinery or equipment, and which are necessary 
to and customarily used in the operation of such machine, machinery or 
equipment; and the gross proceeds of the sale of machines used in mining, 
quarrying, compounding, processing, and manufacturing of tangible personal 
property, including the parts, attachments, and replacements therefor which 
are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines 
and which are necessary to the operation of such machines and are customar- 
ily so used. 


4. An excise tax on the storage, use, or other consumption in Monroe 
County of tangible personal property purchased at retail, on or after the first 
day of the second month succeeding the month during which this Act shall 
become a law, for storage, use, consumption in Monroe County, at the rate of 
one percent of the sale price of such property, regardless of whether the re- 
tailer is or is not engaged in business in Monroe County or in this State. 
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5. There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section and 
the tax imposed in this section the storage, use, or other consumption of 
property the storage, use, or other consumption of which is presently exempt- 
ed under the state use tax statutes from the state use tax. The storage, use, or 
other consumption in Monroe County of the following tangible personal 
property is hereby specifically exempted from the tax imposed by this sec- 
tion: automotive vehicles, truck trailers, semi-trailers, and house trailers; any 
machine, machinery or equipment either that which is self-propelled or other- 
wise propelled or drawn and which is used in planting, cultivating and har- 
vesting farm products, or used in connection with the production of agricul- 
tural produce or products, livestock or poultry on farms, and the parts of 
such machines, machinery or equipment, attachments and replacements there- 
for which are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such 
machine, machinery or equipment, and which are necessary to and customar- 
ily used in the operation of such machine, macinery or equipment; and ma- 
chines used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing, and manufactur- 
ing of tangible personal property, including the parts, attachments, and re- 
placements therefor which are made or manufactured for use on or in the op- 
eration of machines and which are necessary to the operation of such ma- 
chines and are customarily so used. Subject to these exemptions, every person 
storing or using or otherwise consuming in Monroe County tangibie personal 
property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed by this section 
and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid by such 
person as hereby provided; provided, however, that a receipt from a regis- 
tered seller given pursuant to Section 5 of this Act to the purchaser of any 
property to be used, stored, or consumed in Monroe County shall be sufficient 
to relieve the purchaser from further liability for a tax to which such receipt 
may refer. 


Section 3. The taxes levied by Section 2, subsections 1 and 4 of this 
Act shall be subject to all definitions, exceptions, exemptions, proceedings, re- 
quirements, rules, regulations, provisions, penalties, fines, punishments and 
deductions that are applicable to the taxes levied by the state sales and use tax 
statutes, except where inapplicable or where herein otherwise provided, 1n- 
cluding all provisions of the state sales and use tax statutes for enforcement 
and collection of taxes. 


Section 4. The taxes levied in Section 2, subsection 1 of this Act shall 
be due and payable in monthly installments on or before the twentieth day of 
the month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues; and the taxes 
levied in Section 2, subsection 4 of this Act shall be due and payable quarter- 
ly on or before the twentiety day of the month next succeeding each quarterly 
period during which the storage, use, or other consumption of the tangible 
personal property became taxable hereunder, each such quarterly period to 
end on the last days of each of the months of March, June, September and 
December. All taxes levied in this Act shall be paid to and collected by the 
State Department of Revenue at the same time and along with the coliection 
of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or prior to the due dates of the 
taxes as herein levied, each person subject to such taxes shall file with the 
State Department of Revenue a report or return in such form as may be pre- 
scribed by the Department, setting forth, with respect to all sales and business 
that are provided in Section 2, subsection 1 hereof to be used as a measure- 
ment of the tax levied in said Section 2, subsection 1 a correct statement of 
the gross proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such business 
and setting forth, with respect to the tax levied in Section 2, subsection 4 here- 
of, the total sales price of all property, the use, storage, or other consump- 
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tion of which became subject to the tax imposed by said Section 2, subsection 
4 during the then preceding quarterly period; however, that said report shall 
include also such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes in the 
amount thereof as the State Department of Revenue may require. All reports 
or returns filed with the State Department of Revenue under this section shall 
be available for inspection by the chairman of the Monroe County governing 
body, or his designated agent at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 5. Every registered seller making sales of tangible personal 
property for storage, use, or other consumption in Monroe County (which 
storage, use, or other consumption is not herein exempted from the tax im- 
posed in Section 2, subsection 4 hereof) shall at the time of making such sale 
or if the storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible personal propcer- 
ty in Monroe County is not then taxable under this act, at the time such stor- 
age, use or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect the tax im- 
posed by Section 2, subsection 4 of this Act from the purchaser, and shall 
give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the manner and form prescribed in 
the State Department of Revenue. On the twentieth day of the month follow- 
ing the close of each quarterly period provided for in Section 4 hereof, each 
registered seller shall file with the State Department of Revenue a return for 
the preceding quarterly period in such form as may be prescribed by the De- 
partment showing the total sales of the tangible personal property sold by 
such registered seller, the storage, use, or other consumption of which became 
subject to the tax imposed by Section 2, subsection 4 of this Act during the 
then preceding quarterly period and each return shall be accompanied by a 
remittance of the amount of the tax herein required to be collected by such 
registered seller during the period followed by the return. Any person who 
has paid to a registered seller the tax with respect to the use, storage, or other 
consumption of tangible personal property in Monroe County need not file a 
report or make any further payment of the said tax, but each person who 
purchases tangible personal property, the storage, use, or other consumption 
of which is subject to the tax imposed by Section 2, subsection 4 of this Act 
and who has not paid the tax due with respect thereto to a registered seller, 
shall report and pay the tax as required by Section 4. 

Section 6. The State Department of Revenue shall charge Monroe 
County for collecting said special taxes herein levied by this Act the cost of 
making such collections, which charge shall not exceed five percent of ihe 
amount collected. Such charge may be deducted once each month from the 
special sales and use taxes collected before certifying the amount of special 
taxes due Monroe County. The Commissioner of Revenue shali pay into the 
State Treasury all taxes collected under this Act as such taxes are received by 
the Department of Revenue; and on or before the tenth day of each succes- 
sive month (commencing with the month following the month in which the 
Department makes the first collection hereunder), the Commissioner shall 
certify to the State Comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the pro- 
visions of this Act and paid by him into the State Treasury for the benefit of 
Monroe County during the month immediately preceding the making of such 
certificate. Provided, however, that before certifying the amount of the taxes 
paid into the State Treasury for the benefit of Monroe County during each 
month, the Commissioner may deduct from the taxes collected in said month 
the charges due the Department for the collection of the taxes for the Coun- 
ty. It shall be the duty of the Comptroller to issue his warrant each month 
payable to the Custodian of Public School Funds, Monroe County, in an 
amount equal to the amount so certified by the Commissioner of Revenue as 
having been collected for the use of Monroe County and paid into the State 
Treasury. 
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Section 7. Proceeds from the taxes herein levied shall be used for op- 
erating the public schools of Monroe County. 


Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are re- 
pealed. 


Section 9. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 10. This Act shall become effective on the first day of the sec- 
ond month succeeding the month during which it becomes law.

WHEREAS, Adequate health care is recognized as the right of all citi- 
zens in the State of Alabama, and 


WHEREAS, There is always a need for innovative approaches to assure 
this right of adequate health care to all citizens, and 


WHEREAS, The people’s right to adequate health care has been brought 
to the forefront in the 1971 Regular Session of the Legislature by the intro- 
duction of House Bill 841 and Senate Bill 492, which proposes to re-align the 
State Committee on Public Health, and 


WHEREAS, It is the belief of the Legislature of Alabama that before

sociation; one hospital administrator chosen by the Alabama Hospital Asso- 
ciation; one member of the Health Committee of the House of Representa-

H. 666. (With Substitute): To authorize the state of Alabama depart- 
ment of conservation, division of state parks, monuments and historical sites 
to enter into contracts with persons, firms or corporations to operate conces- 
sions within state park areas, said concession contracts to be awarded on a 
competitive bid basis; to provide for negotiated concession contracts in partic- 
ular instances; and to provide for cancellation of said concession contracts. 


Was taken up. 


The question, then, was on the adoption of the substitute reported by the 
Standing Committee on Conservation, said Committee substitute being as fol- 
lows: 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the state of Alabama department of conservation, division 
of state parks, monuments and historical sites, to enter into contracts with 
persons, firms or corporations to operate concessions within state park areas, 
said concession contracts to be awarded on a competitive bid basis; to provide 
for negotiated concession contracts in particular instances; and to provide for 
cancellation of said concession contracts. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The department of conservation, division of state parks, 
monuments and historical sites, may enter into contracts with persons, firms 
or corporations to maintain and operate concessions within the state park 
areas for the welfare of the general public in the use and enjoyment of the 
state park system. 


Section 2. For any concession contract, except as provided in section 
six (6) herein, authorizing occupancy by the concessionaire of any portion of 
the state park system, the division of state parks shall prepare an invitation to 
bid, which shall include a summary of the terms and conditions of the con- 
cession sufficient to enable persons, firms or corporations to bid solely on the 
basis of rates to be paid to the state. Bids will be made only on the basis of 
the invitation to bid. 


Section 3. The division of state parks shall advertise for seated bids on 
all concessions, except as provided in section six (6) herein, by publication of 
notice thereof one time in a newspaper published in Montgomery County, 
Alabama, or in any other manner and for such lengths of time as the director 
of the department of conservation may determine, provided, however, that 
the director of the department of conservation shall also solicit sealed bids by 
sending notice by mail to all persons, firms or corporations who have filed a 
request in writing that they be listed for solicitation on bids for such conces- 
sions as are set forth in such request. If any person, firm or corporation 
whose name is listed fails to respond to any solicitation for bids after the re- 
ceipt of three such solicitations, such listing may be cancelled. All bids shall 
be sealed when submitted, shall be opened in public at the hour stated in the 
notice, and all original bids together with all documents pertaining to the 
award of the contract shall be retained and made a part of a permanent file 
or record, and shall be open to public inspection. 


Section 4. All concession contracts, except as provided in section six 
(6) herein, authorizing occupancy of any portion of the state park system 
shall be awarded to the highest responsible bidder, as determined by criteria 
set out in the notice therefor, and who, in the opinion of the director of the 
department of conservation, will operate the concession consistent with the 
contract and in the best interests of the state and public. All concession con- 
racts of whatever nature or form shall provide for the reasonableness of the 
concessionaire’s rates and charges to the public and such rates shall be judged 
primarily by comparison with those rates or charges for facilities and services 
of comparable character under similar conditions with due consideration for 
length of season, peak loads, average percentage of occupancy, accessibility, 
availability, cost of labor and personnel, type of patronage and such other 
factors deemed significant by the director of conservation. All concession 
rates and charges will be subject to periodic review by the director of conser- 
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vation who shall have authority to require the concessionaire to reduce such 
rates when, after review of same, he finds them to be excessive and not based 
on and in compliance with the foregoing criteria. The director shall further 
have authority to include in concession contracts such other terms and condi- 
tions as, in his judgment, are required to assure the state of adequate protec- 
tion against loss of investment in structures, fixtures, improvements, equip- 
ment, supplies and other properties. 


Section 5. The director of conservation shall require and set appropri- 
ate bonds for all concession contracts in an amount deemed sufficient to fully 
protect the interest of the state for the faithful performance of the terms of 
said contracts and the payment of all moneys which may become due to the 
state by virtue of such contracts. A failure on the part of the successful bid- 
der to sign and deliver the concession contract within thirty (30) days of re- 
ceipt thereof and to provide the state with any bond and any evidence of in- 
surance required thereunder, and on the time limit presented, may be treated 
as a refusal to execute if the division of state parks so elects. 


If the director of the department of conservation deems that the accept- 
ance of any bid is not for the best interests of the state, he may reject all bids. 


Section 6. If the director of the department of conservation deems it is 
for the best interests of the state he may negotiate a concession contract, in- 
cluding terms and conditions, when (1) the bid process as prescribed in this 
Act has failed to produce a responsible bidder, but in no event shall such con- 
tract permit less stringent terms and conditions than were contained in the 
original notice for bids; or (2) it constitutes an extension of an existing con- 
cession contract obtained through the process required by this Act, but in no 
event shall such extension provide for a longer term or for a lesser rate to be 
paid to the state than was provided in the original contract. 


Section 7. All concession contracts whether negotiated or awarded 
shall contain a provision which will permit cancellation of said contracts at 
the end of the first year of the term if the director of conservation deems it to 
be to the best interest of the state so to do. If the state’s option to cancel is 
exercised such notice of cancellation must be delivered in writing to the con- 
cessionaire no less than thirty (30) days prior to the expiration of the first 
year of the concession contract. Thereafter said right to cancel by the director 
except for violation by the concessionaire of the terms of the contract shall 
cease. 


Section 8. No concession contract shall be granted, the term of which 
exceeds five years, unless the concessionaire is required by the terms of the 
contract to expend major monetary sums for the purpose of improving, fur- 
nishing, equipping, or enlarging existing facilities or constructing and/or 
furnishing additional facilities on the concession premises. In the event such 
major expenditures are made by a concessionaire the term of his concession 
contract may be extended, but in no event exceed ten (10) years. 


Section 9. All concession contracts entered into by virtue of the provi- 
sions of this Act shall be consummated by the director of conservation and 
must have the written approval of the Attorney General and the Governor on 
the face thereof. 


Section 10. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby expressly repealed. 
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Section 11. This Act is to become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To provide a state scholarship program to promote the education of 
nurses at the Sylacauga Nurses Training School, Sylacauga, Alabama; and 
making appropriations therefor. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There shall be awarded each year thirty (30) scholarships 
to the Sylacauga Nurses Training School at Sylacauga, Alabama for nursing 
education. These scholarships shall be awarded to applicants from the State- 
at-Large. They shall be distributed, insofar as practicable, throughout the 
state. 


Section 2. To be eligible to receive a scholarship provided by this Act, 
a person must have been a resident of the State of Alabama for a period of at 
least one year immediately preceding the time of making application, must be 
a person of good character, and shall have been accepted for matriculation by 
the authorities of the Sylacauga Nurses Training School, and shall have met 
the requirements for professional nursing education as determined by said 
school. Applications for scholarships shall be made to the Sylacauga Nurses 
Training School of Nursing of Sylacauga, Alabama. 


Section 3. Each scholarship provided for by this Act shall be in the 
amount of six hundred dollars ($600.00) per year, payable from funds ap- 
propriated to the Sylacauga Nurses Training School for this purpose. A schol- 
arship may either be renewed by the said school of nursing for the same stu- 
dent or awarded to another applicant for the scholarship. Appropriate com- 
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petitive examinations of aptitude and ability shall be administered to the ap- 
plicants by the Sylacauga Nurses Training School. The results of the exami- 
nations shall be used as guides in the selection of the recipients of the scholar- 
ships from the various geographical areas of the state. A scholarship student 
must agree to practice professional nursing in the State of Alabama for at 
least one year after completing the course at the Sylacauga Nurses Training 
School. In case a scholarship student fails to complete the prescribed course, 
or fails to practice professional nursing in Alabama for at least one year next 
succeeding the completion of the course of study, such student must repay all 
scholarship funds awarded to such student, except in cases of extreme hard- 
ship. Any funds thus repaid shall be used for scholarship assistance for other 
nursing students. 


Section 4. There is hereby appropriated for the fiscal years ending 
September 30, 1972, and ending September 30, 1973, to the Sylacauga Nurs- 
es Training School, out of any funds in the state treasury to the credit of the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, the sum of eighteen thousand dol- 
lars ($18,000.00) to be used solely for paying scholarships provided for by 
this Act.

AN ACT 


Authorizing a special referendum to determine the classification of coun- 
ties as wet or dry counties, which would provide a series of special rules gov- 
erning the sale of alcoholic beverages in wet counties in addition to those pro- 
vided in the general law. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act shall be known and cited as the Special Method 
Referendum Act of 1971. 


Section 2. Whenever petitioners for an election under Title 29, Section 
68, Code of Alabama, shall so desire, the petition shall contain the following: 
“It is requested that the election herein requested be on the adoption of the 
Special Method Referendum Act of 1971.” In an election called for the above 
Stated Act, the vantere of the county chau be asked the question: “Do you fa- 
vor the legal sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages within this county 
under the Special Method Referendum Act of 1971? Yes , No ” 


Section 3. If the majority of the voters in any county approve the sale 
and distribution of alcoholic beverages under the Special Method Referen- 
dum Act of 1971 as provided in Section 2 of this Act, the sale of alcoholic 
beverages in such county shall be governed by the following conditions: 


(a) Within 90 days after the affirmative vote of the voters of a couniy, 
each governing body of any incorporated municipality within such county 
may vote to exclude the sale of alcoholic beverages within its limits, as pro- 
vided for in this Act. If the governing body does not take such action 90 days 
after the affirmative election, the provisions of this Act shall apply for a peri- 
od of 10 years, after which the municipality shall again have 90 days to ex- 
clude said municipality. Should a municipality choose to exclude the applica- 
tion of this Act from its limits, it may, by its own action, include the munici- 
pality under the provisions of this Act at any subsequent time for a period of 
10 years, and after said 10 year period shall have 90 days to continue or dis- 
continue its applicability. A municipality may, within the 90 day period, sub- 
mit the decision on the applicability of this Act to its voters by a special clec- 
tion, said election being binding on the governing body. 


(b) The governing body of any county which has adopted the special 
method as provided in Section 2 of this act may from time to time vote to ex- 
clude the sale of alcoholic beverages within all or any part of its unincorpor- 
ated areas, but if a municipality annexes any unincorporated area, that area 
shall be subject to the rules of the municipality with regard to the sale and 
distribution of alcoholic beverages. 


(c) Only nonrefrigerated malt beverages may be sold in any area in the 
county. 


(d) Spiritucus or vinous liquors may only be sold at stores operated by 
the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. 
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(e) Possession of alcoholic beverages in any area in a county where 
their sale has not been legalized is prohibited. 


(f) The consumption of alcoholic beverages on the premises where sold 
or in any public place is prohibited. 


Any person who violates any provision of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Section 4. Any county or city which allows the sale of malt beverages 
under the provisions of this Act shall be authorized to levy and collect a tax 
upon the sale of such beverages in an amount not to exceed S¢ on each 
twelve fluid ounces or fraction thereof, provided the county shall not have au- 
thority to impose such tax within any incorporated municipality within such 
county. A minimum of 60% of the proceeds of such tax shall be used solely 
for the purpose of public education, with the remainder to be allocated by the 
county governing body or city governing body levying and collecting the tax 
for any other public use. The county governing body shall distribute the pro- 
ceeds of this tax for public education to school systems within the county un- 
der the average daily attendance calculation used by the State Department of 
Education. 


Section 5. Ali provisions of Title 29, Code of Alabama, and other laws 
and regulations of the State associated with the sale, taxing, and regulation of 
alcoholic beverages shall apply to a county adopting the Special Method Ref- 
erendum Act of 1971 except when in conflict with the special provisions of 
said Act. 


Section 6. Upon the effective date of this Act, no county which cur- 
rently authorizes the sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages shall be au- 
thorized to conduct a referendum under the provisions of Section 2 of this 
act. 


Section 7. This act is intended to be cumulative and supplementary to 
existing law or laws.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide further for water pollution control, establishing a new Water 
Improvement Commission and prescribing its jurisdiction, powers and duties, 
providing for enforcement of the Act and rules, regulations, and orders of the 
Commission, prescribing penalties and repealing Act No. 574, Regular Ses- 
sion, 1965, as amended. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. —Statement of Policy and Purpose—Whereas the pollution 
of the waters of this State constitutes a menace to public health and welfare, 
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creates public nuisances, is harmful to wildlife, fish and aquatic life, and im- 
pairs domestic, agricultural, industrial, recreational and other legitimate bene- 
ficial uses of water, it is hereby declared to be the public policy of this State 
and the purpose of this Act to conserve the waters of the State and to protect, 
maintain and improve the quality thereof for public water supplies for the 
propogation of wildlife, fish and aquatic life, and for domestic, agricultural, 
industrial, recreational and other legitimate beneficial uses; to provide for the 
prevention, abatement and control of new or existing water pollution; and to 
cooperate with other agencies of the State, agencies of other states and the 
federal government in carrying out these objectives. 


Section 2. Definitions. When used in this Act the terms defined shall 
have the meanings here ascribed to them unless it clearly appears from the 
context that some other meaning is indicated. 


“Commission” means the Water Improvement Commission; and “mem- 
ber” means a member of said Commission. 


“Waters” means all waters of any river, stream, watercourse, pond, lake, 
coastal, ground or surface water, wholly or partially within the state. 


“Pollution” means such contamination, or other alteration of the physi- 
cal, chemical or biological properties, of any waters of the State, including, 
but not limited to, any violation of water quality standards, change in temper- 
ature, taste, color, turbidity, or odor of the waters, by the discharge of any sew- 
age, industrial wastes, or other wastes, or of any liquid, gaseous, solid, or 
other substance into any waters of the State as will or is likely to create a 
nuisance or render such waters harmful, detrimental or injurious to public 
health, safety or welfare, or to domestic, commercial, industrial, agricultural, 
recreational, or other legimitate beneficial uses, or to livestock, wild animals, 
birds, fish or other aquatic life. 


“Sewage” means water-carried human wastes from residences; buildings, 
industrial establishments or other places including, but not limited to, any 
vessels, or other conveyances traveling or using the waters of this State, to- 
gether with such ground, surface, storm or other waters as may be present. 


“Industrial Wastes” means liquid or other wastes resulting from any 
process of industry, manufacture, trade or business or from the development 
of natural resources. 


“Other Wastes” means all other substances, whether liquid, gaseous or 
solid, from all other sources including, but not limited to, any vessels, or oth- 
er conveyances traveling or using the waters of this State, except industrial 
wastes or sewage, which may cause pollution of any waters of the State. 


“Person” means any and all persons, natural or artificial, including any 
individual, firm or association and any municipal, public, or private corpora- 
tion organized or existing under the laws of this or any other state or county. 


Section 3. Commission created; members, compensation and expenses; 
meetings; administrative and disbursing agent. 


(a) There is hereby created a Water Improvement Commission consist- 
ing of seven members as follows: The State Health Officer, who shall be the 
Chairman of the Commission; the Director of the Department of Conserva- 
tion, who shall be the Vice Chairman and shall act in the place of the Chair- 
man in his absence; and five members who shall be representatives of the 
public at large, their terms and appointments as hereinafter described. 
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(b) The Chairman and Vice Chairman shall be non-voting members, 
except the Chairman shall vote in the case of a tie and shall hold office as 
such throughout their respective terms and until the appointments and quali- 
fications of their successors as such. 


The five public at large members shall be voting members and shall be 
appointed by the Governor, provided however, that the initial Commission 
members must be appointed on or before October 1, 1971, said appointments 
to be made with the advice and consent of the Senate, as follows; 


(i) One member shall be a physician licensed by the State of Alabama 
qualified in infectious diseases. 


(ii) One member shall be a registered professional engineer qualified in 
the fields of water resource management and water supply. 


(iii) One member shall be an attorney admitted to practice in the State 
of Alabama who is qualified in the fields of water supply and riparian rights. 


(iv) Two members who shall have been residents of the State of Ala- 
bama for two years but who shall not be required to have any specialized ex- 
perience. 


(c) No person shall be eligible to serve as a member of the Commission 
who is an officer, employee or agent, or who is a stockholder owning 7.5 per 
cent or more of the voting stock of any corporation or organization holding a 
permit from the Commission for the discharge of waste or sewage into the 
waters of this state, or who is an officer, employee, or agent of any trade asso- 
ciation which represents a corporation or organization holding a permit from 
the Commission for the discharge of waste or sewage into the waters of this 
state, or who is an employee of any municipality depositing or dumping waste 
or sewage into the waters of this state. One of the five members appointed by 
the Governor shall serve for a term of four years, two for a term of three 
years, two for a term of two years and one for a term of one year, and the 
Governor shall designate at the time of making such appointments the length 
of the term each member shall serve. At the expiration of the terms of all 
members initially appointed, their successors shall be appointed by the Gover- 
nor for terms of four years and shall be selected in the same manner as the 
first members. If a vacancy occurs in the appointed membership, and upon 
certification thereof by the Commission, the Governor shall fill such vacancy 
for the unexpired term in accordance with the procedure prescribed herein. 
When a Commission member is appointed during a period when the Legisla- 
ture is not in session to advise and consent, such appointee shall have the full 
power of the office until and unless the Senate, upon the reconvening of the 
Legislature, shall, by affirmative vote, refuse to consent in such appoint- 
ment.” 


(d) The five public at large members shall be compensated in the 
amount of $50 per official meeting but not to exceed $50 per day nor more 
than one thousand dollars per annum, plus expenses provided hereinafter 
The Chairman and Vice Chairman are to receive no compensation, however, 
this shall not be construed to affect in any way their regular compensation; 
their services on the Commission being considered a part of their regular and 
official duties. Actual and necessary travel, subsistence, and other expenses in- 
curred by members in the discharge of their official duties as members of the 
Commission and by direction or request of the Commission, shall be paid at 
the rate allowed other State employees as provided by law from funds which 
are or may become available for the purpose of this act. 
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(e) The Commission shall meet regularly, at least one meeting every 90 
days, and such additional meetings as may be prescribed by Commission 
rules, or by the call of the Chairman, or by any four Commission members, 
upon delivery of written notice to each member 72 hours prior to the meet- 
ing. All Commission meetings shall be open to the public, and public notice 
shall be given at least twenty-four hours in advance of each meeting. In an 
emergency, the requirement for 72 hours advance notice and the public no- 
tice may be dispensed with, and Commission members and the public shall 
receive such notice as is reasonable under the circumstances. 


(f) Four members of the Commission shall constitute a quorum, and 
the Commission shall keep a complete and accurate record of all its meetings, 
a copy of which shall be kept on file in the office of the Chairman and open 
to public inspection. 


(g) The State Department of Public Health shall be the administrative 
and disbursing agent for the Commission within the limits of appropriations 
and funds, which are or which may become available from any source for 
this purpose. The Director of the Bureau of Environmental Health of the 
State Department of Public Health shall be the Technical Secretary to the 
Commission and in addition to such other duties assigned to him by the Com- 
mission, he shall coordinate activities of the Bureau he directs with those of 
the Commission. 


(h) The Chairman shall appoint, in accordance with the merit system 
law of this State, a chief administrative officer who shall be a person fully 
trained and experienced in water pollution control. The chief administrative 
officer shall exercise administrative supervision of water quality control pro- 
grams adopted by the Commission and, in the interim between meetings of 
the Commission, shall have authority to perform in the name of the Commis- 
sion all functions and duties delegated to him by the Commission. The Com- 
mission may, acting through its chief administrative officer, employ, compen- 
sate, and prescribe the powers and duties of such officers, employees, and 
consultants, in accordance with Merit System and other laws of this State, as 
may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act. The Commission 
may delegate any of the powers and duties vested in it by this Act to the chief 
administrative officer except: the adoption and promulgation of standards, 
rules and regulations; and revocation of permits; and the issuance, modifica- 
tion, or revocation of orders except in cases of emergency. The Commission 
may appoint hearing officers as may be necessary or desirable in the adminis- 
tration of its duties and responsibilities. 


(i) The Attorney General shall be the attorney for the Commission and 
shall provide such assistance as the Commission shal! reasonably request; pro- 
vided that this shall in no way affect the right and duty of the Attorney Gen- 
eral to act independently of the Commission to enforce the provisions of this 
Act as provided hereinafter. 


(j) In order to make available to the Commission the services of an ad- 
visory body on such technical matters as the Commission shall require, there 
is hereby created the Technical Advisory Committee to the Commission 
which shall consist of the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries, the 
Director of Conservation, the Director of Alabama Development Office, and 
the State Geologist, each of whom shall be members of said Advisory Com- 
mittee throughout his respective term and until the appointment of his succes- 
sor. The Technical Advisory Committee shall meet on call of the Chairman 
of the Commission, and shall advise the Chairman and the Commission on 
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any technical matters referred to it by the Chairman of the Commission. 
From time to time as circumstances may require a member of the Technical 
Advisory Committee may designate a representative of his department or 
agency to perform the duties of the member making the designation. Such 
person, if any, designated pursuant to this subsection, shall have the powers 
and be subject to the duties and responsibilities of the officer appointing him. 
The staffs and departments of the members of the Technical Advisory Com- 
mittees supporting them in their official capacity are hereby authorized and 
directed to render whatever assistance is necessary to further the duties of 
said Advisory Committee or to accomplish the purposes of this Act. 


(k) Funds which are or may become available from any source, appro- 
priations or otherwise, to accomplish the purposes of this Act, shall be dis- 
bursed by the Commission or by its chief administrative officer in accordance 
with rules prescribed by the Commission. 


Section 4. Powers and duties of Commission; review and enforcement 
of orders. It shall be the duty of the Commission to control pollution in the 
waters of the State and it shall specifically have the following powers: 


(a) To study and investigate all problems concerned with the improve- 
ment and conservation of the waters of the state. To conduct independently 
and in cooperation with others, studies, investigation, research, and to pre- 
pare, or in cooperation with others prepare, a program or programs, any or 
all of which shall pertain to the purity and conservation of the waters of the 
State of Alabama or to the treatment and disposal of sewage, industrial 
wastes, or other wastes which may be the causes of pollution, which studies, 
investigations, research and program or programs shall be intended to result 
in the reduction of pollution of the waters of the State of Alabama according 
to the conditions and particular circumstances existing in the various com- 
munities throughout the State of Alabama; to propose remedial measures in- 
sofar as practical means are available for abatement of such pollution. To this 
end the Commission may cooperate with any public agency, including Feder- 
al agencies, or with any private agency in the conduct of such experiments, 
investigations and research, and may receive in behalf of the State of Ala- 
bama, any moneys which any such agency may contribute as its share of the 
cost under any such cooperative arrangement. Provided that such moneys 
shall be used only for the purposes for which they are contributed, and any 
unexpended balance remaining after the conclusion of the experiments, inves- 
tigation and research, or other uses for which such moneys were granted or 
donated, shall remain to the credit of the Water Improvement Commission 
Fund unless the terms of such grant, gift, or donation specifically require the 
return of any unexpended balance. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the Commission to conduct surveys with re- 
spect to the pollution of any streams in the state either navigable or not nav- 
igable; to establish criteria standards for recognized limits of pollution; and, 
independently or in cooperation with other agencies, both public and private, 
to promote, through education and demonstration, water conservation and 
the abatement of stream pollution. 


(c) The Commission may require any person discharging, or applying 
to discharge, pollution into the waters of this State to establish and maintain 
such records; make such reports; install, use and maintain such monitoring 
equipment or methods; sample pollution in accordance with such methods, at 
such locations, intervals and procedures as the Commission shall prescribe; 
and provide such other information as the Commission reasonably may re- 
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quire. Any records, reports or information obtained under this Act shall be 
available to the public, except that upon a showing satisfactory to the Com- 
mission by any person that records, reports, or information, or particular part 
thereof, (other than effluent data) to which the Commission has access under 
this Act, if made public, would divulge production or sales figures or methods, 
processes or production unique to such person, or would otherwise tend to af- 
fect adversely the competitive position of such person by revealing trade se- 
crets, the Commission shall consider such record, report, or information or 
particular portion thereof confidential in the administration of this Act. Noth- 
ing herein shall be construed to prevent disclosure of such report, record or 
information to Federal or State representatives as necessary for purposes of 
administration of any Federal or States water quality control laws, or when 
relevant in any proceeding under this Act. The fees of witnesses for attend- 
ance and travel shall be the same as fees of witnesses before the courts of rec- 
ord and shall be paid from the appropriation for the expenses of the Commis- 
sion. Any judge of a court of record, either in term time or vacation, upon 
application of the chairman or vice-chairman of the Commission shall compel 
the attendance of witnesses, the production of books and papers, and the giv- 
ing of testimony before the Commission or any agent thereof by attachment, 
or contempt or otherwise in the same manner as the production of evidence 
shall be compelled before said court. The chief administrative officer shall re- 
quire the attendance of employees who are needed as witnesses without sub- 
poena. Any member of the Commission or its employees or agents may enter 
any property, or any industrial or other establishment at any reasonable time 
for the purpose of collecting such information and no owner or official in 
charge shall refuse to admit such member, employee or agent for all purposes 
necessary to the discharge of his official duty. 


(d) It shall be the duty of the Commission to render a formal report 
biennially to the governor and each succeeding legislature in regular session 
assembled, of its activities and progress, and it must include any recommen- 
dations for amendment to this Act. 


(e) It shall be the further duty of the Commission to extend its coopera- 
tion and to advise with industries and municipalities relative to the control of 
waste and other deleterious matter of pollutive nature and to make available 
to industries and municipalities the benefits of its studies and findings. 


(f) It shall be the duty of the Commission to exercise general supervi- 
sion over the administration and enforcement of all laws relating to pollution 
of the waters of the State. Whenever the Commission determines that any 
person is violating or is about to violate any of the provisions of this Act or 
any rule or regulation or order of the Commission promulgated thereunder, 
the Commission may notify such person of such determination of the Com- 
mission. The notice may be served by registered mail or by an officer empew- 
ered to serve process under existing laws or by an officer or agent of the 
Commission. Within such time as may be specified in such notice, such per- 
son shall file with the Commission a full report, showing steps that have been 
taken and are being taken to control such discharge or pollution. Thereupon, 
ae Commission may make such orders as in its opinion are deemed reasona- 

e. 


(g) It shall be the duty of the Commission, after notice as hereinafter 
provided and after consideration of the purpose of this Act, to establish such 
standards of quality for any waters in relation to their reasonable and neces- 
sary use as shall be in the public interest, recognizing that because of variabie 
factors and varied use of waters, no single standard of treatment and no sin- 
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gle standard of quality are practical, and that the degree of treatment of sew- 
age and industrial waste must take into account the present and future uses, 
and such general policies relating to existing or proposed future pollution as it 
shall deem necessary to accomplish the purposes of this Act, and to modify, 
amend or cancel the same. Any provision of law to the contrary notwith- 
standing, the quality of pollution existing in an effluent at any time shall be 
subject to the control of the Commission if it creates a health hazard. Prior to 
establishing standards as herein provided, the Commission shall cause to be 
published in a newspaper published in and of general circulation in each 
county within which any such waters, wholly or partially, are located, a no- 
tice in substantially the following form:

Such notice shall be published once a week for three consecutive weeks prior 
to the holding of any hearing of the Commission for consideration of such 
standards; provided, however, in any county where no such newspaper is 
available for publishing said notice, the prescribed notice shall be posted at 
the county courthouse of said county for a period of three weeks prior to 
holding of any such hearing of the Commission. Any hearing required by this 
subsection may be conducted by a hearing officer appointed by the Commis- 
sion. 


(h) It shall be the duty of the Commission to receive and examine ap- 
plication, plans specifications and other data and to issue permits for the dis- 
charge of sewage, industrial waste entering directly or through a municipal or 
private treatment facility, and other waste into the waters of the state, stipu- 
lating in each permit the conditions under which such discharge may be per- 
mitted. 


(i) It shall be the duty of the Commission, and it shall have the authori- 
ty to adopt rules and regulations to carry out the provisions of this Act and to 
accomplish the purpose of this Act. 


(j) (1) It shall be the duty of the Commission to issue, modify or re- 
voke orders (a) prohibiting or abating discharges of sewage, industrial wastes 
or other wastes into the waters of the State; and (b) requiring the construc- 
tion of new disposal systems or any parts thereof or the modification, exten- 
sion or alteration of existing disposal systems or any parts thereof, or the 
adoption of other remedial measures to prevent, control or abate pollution. 


(2) It shall be the duty of the Commission to issue, continue in effect, 
revoke, modify or deny, under such conditions as it may prescribe, to pre- 
vent, contro!, or abate pollution, permits for the discharge of sewage, in- 
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dustrial wastes or other wastes into the waters of the State and for the instal- 
lation, modification or operation of disposal systems or any parts thereof. 


(3) Every person who, prior to the effective date of this Act, is dis- 
charging any sewage, industrial wastes or other wastes into any waters of this 
State under a permit of the then existing Water Improvement Commission 
may continue to do so under said permit unless and until the Commission 
modifies or alters the terms of the permit. 


(4) Every person who, prior to the effective date of this Act, is proceed- 
ing to comply with a plan toward control of the pollution for which the plan 
was developed under a permit of the then existing Water Improvement Com- 
mission must do so within the time limit specified by said plan and/or permit. 


(5) Every person, who, prior to the effective date of this Act, is dis- 
charging any pollution into any waters of this State without a permit covering 
such discharge shall, in accordance with the terms of this Act, apply in writ- 
ing, within 30 days of the effective date of this Act, for a permit and obtain a 
permit as a condition of continuing such discharge. Said permit shall be 
granted upon the submission to and approval by the Commission of a plan to 
control such discharge within two years from date of application. 


(6) Every person who, subsequent to the effective date of this Act, 
wishes to begin discharging any new or increased pollution into any waters of 
this State shall apply to the Commission in writing for a permit and must 9b- 
tain such permit before discharging such pollution. 


(7) Any and all pollution is hereby declared to be a public nuisance and 
shall be subject to immediate control of the Commission by order or injunc- 
tion if it creates, or is about to create, a health hazard. Any order issued un- 
Paty paragraph shall be deemed to be final and conclusive for the purposes 
of this Act. 


(k) The Commission may enter into agreement with the responsible au- 
thorities of the federal government and of other states, subject to the approv- 
al of the governor, relative to policies, methods, means and procedures to be 
employed to control pollution of any interstate waters and to carry out such 
agreements by procedures provided for in this Act. This power shall not be 
deemed to extend to the modification of any agreement with any other state 
concluded by direct legislative act, but unless otherwise expressly provided, 
the Commission shall be the agency for the administration and enforcement 
of any such legislative agreement. 


(1) Whenever the Commission has cause to believe that any person is 
violating any rule or regulation promulgated by the Commission, the Com- 
mission shall cause a prompt investigation to be made in connection there- 
with. If upon inspection the Commission discovers a condition which is in vio- 
lation of the provisions of this Act or any rule or regulation promulgated pur- 
suant thereto, it shall be authorized to order such violation to cease and to 
take such steps necessary to enforce such an order. The said order shall state 
the items which are in violation and shall provide a reasonable specified time 
within which the violation must cease. The person responsible shall make the 
corrections necessary to comply with the requirements of this Act or rule or 
regulation promulgated pursuant thereto within the time specified in the or- 
der. Nothing herein shall be deemed to prevent the Commission or the Attor- 
ney General from prosecuting any violation of this Act or any rule or regula- 
tion promulgated pursuant thereto notwithstanding that such violation is cor- 
rected in accordance with any order. 
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(m) Any person aggrieved by an order of the Commission under this 
Act may, upon application made within 15 days after notice thereof, be enti- 
tled to a hearing before the Commission which shall within 30 days thereafter 
hold a hearing of which at least 15 days written notice shall be given to such 
persons. Within 30 days after such hearing the Commission shall issue an ap- 
propriate order modifying, approving, or disapproving its order. A copy of 
such order shall be served upon all interested parties. Pending the determina- 
tion by the Commission and upon application therefor the Commission may 
stay the operation of such order upon such terms and conditions as it may 
deem proper. The testimony taken at any hearing shall be under oath and re- 
corded stenographically, but the parties shall not be bound by the strict rules 
of evidence prevailing in the courts of law and equity. True copies of any 
transcript and of any other record made of or at such hearing shall be fur- 
nished to any party thereto upon request and at his expense. Any hearing re- 
quired by this Act to be held before the Commission shall be held before a 
hearing officer designated by the Chairman who shall have power to subpoena 
witnesses and compel their attendance, administer oaths and require the pro- 
duction for examination of any books or papers relating to any matter under 
investigation in any such hearing. The Commission, at the request of any in- 
terested person, may subpoena and compel the attendance of such witnesses 
as such person may designate and require the production for examination of 
any books or papers relating to any matter under investigation in any such 
hearing. 

(n) Any duly designated employee of the Commission may administer 
oath to witnesses and may conduct hearings or investigations and any such 
duly designated employee of the Commission may sign and issue subpoenaes 
requiring persons to appear before him or the Commission and the Commis- 
sion, through its designated officers, shall have the power to serve said sub- 
poenaes upon any such person by sending a copy of such subpoena through 
the United States mail, postage prepaid, which said mail shall be registered 
with return receipt attached and such service shall be complete when said reg- 
istered mail shall be delivered to said person and such receipt returned to the 
Commission or its designated employee, signed by the person sought to be 
subpoenaed. Obedience to a subpoena issued by the Commission or any per- 
son authorized and designated by the Commission to issue said subpoena may 
be enforced by application to any judge of the Circuit Court of the county in 
which said subpoena was issued or to the judge of any Circuit Court in which 
such person subpoenaed resides in the same manner as is provided by law for 
the grand jury of a county to enforce its subpoenaes and with the same pen- 
alty as provided therefor for the failure of any person failing or refusing to 
comply with such subpoena. 

(o) Any person who violates any provision of this Act, or any rule or 
regulation adopted by the Commission, or any order which has been issued 
by the Commission as provided for in this section, or who discharges sewage, 
industrial wastes, or other wastes into the waters of Alabama without a per- 
mit as required by this Act shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
$100.00 nor more than $10,000.00 for said violation which may be recovered 
in a civil action in the Circuit Court. Each and every day during which such 
violation continues shall constitute a separate violation for purposes of this 
subsection. It shall be the duty of the Commission and the Attorney General 
or any District Attorney to commence such actions to recover said penalties. 
The issuance of an order shall not be a condition precedent to the commence- 
ment of any action under this section; however, where an order has been is- 
sued, the alleged violator shall be afforded an opportunity to be heard upon 
said order as provided herein before any action is commenced hereunder. 
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(p) The Commission or the Attorney General or any District Attorney 
may commence a civil action for damages for pollution of the waters of the 
State including, but not limited to, any reasonable costs to prevent, minimize 
or clean up any damage resulting from pollution, resulting from the wrongful 
act, omission or negligence of a person. Such suits may be filed in the name 
of the State by the Commission or the Attorney General in the county or 
counties where pollution occurs or in which the defendant resides or does 
business. Both punitive and compensatory damages may be recovered in a 
case where pollution resulted from willful or wanton conduct on the part of 
the defendant; compensatory damages alone may be awarded when the pollu- 
tion is caused by a negligent act or omission. Should a verdict for damages be 
obtained in any such action, the court shall also assess and tax as costs 
against the defendant all reasonable costs incurred by the particular depart- 
ment or agency which investigated the pollution in such action. Such costs, as 
testified to by sworn affidavit, shall be paid over by the court to that depart- 
ment or agency which performed the investigation. 


(q) Any person who violates any of the provisions of, or fails to per- 
form any duty imposed by, this Act, or regulation issued hereunder, or who 
violates any order or determination of the Board promulgated pursuant to 
this Act, and causes the death of fish or other wildlife shall, in addition to the 
penalties and remedies provided in subsections (0) and (p), be liable to pay 
to the State an additional amount equal to the sum of money reasonably nec- 
essary to restock such waters or replenish such wildlife as determined by the 
Commission after consultation with the Game and Fish Division or the Sea- 
foods Division of the Department of Conservation, or any other governmen- 
tal agency. Such sums as may thus be recovered, including punitive damages, 
if any, shall be credited, regardless of who instituted such action, to the 
Game and Fish and/or Seafood Fund as the Director of Conservation may 
determine. If the pollution has caused damage to fish and/or other wildlife in 
excess of $5,000.00, as determined by the Alabama Department of Conserva- 
tion or any other governmental agency, and testified to by sworn affidavit, the 
damage shall be presumed to have been the direct and proximate result of 
negligence of the person shown to be responsible for such pollution and the 
burden shali then be upon such person to prove freedom of negligence in 
causing the pollution in such cases. 


(r) Nothing contained or authorized in this Act, and no suit by the 
Commission or the Attorney General or any District Attorney, as provided 
for hereinabove, shall be construed to impair or abridge or abrogate any 
cause of action which any person or class of persons may have by any other 
statutory or case law for the alleviation, abatement, control or prevention of 
pollution or for the restitution for damages resulting therefrom. Nor shall any 
provision of this Act be construed so as to create a new cause or causes of ac- 
tion with reference to this subsection. 


(s) The Commission or the Attorney General or any District Attorney 
may bring suit to enjoin any actual or threatened violation of any provision 
of this Act or violation of any rule, regulation or order made hereunder, cr to 
control a health hazard resulting from pollution. 


Section 5. Funds, facilities and personnel. The Commission is author- 
ized to accept and use such funds, facilities, or personnel as may be or may 
become available for the purposes of this Act, either directly to the Commis- 
sion or in any of the state departments or from Federal or other agencies rep- 
resented; but nothing herein shall be construed to limit, modify, or supercede 
any of the powers or duties of said cooperating departments or agencies un- 
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less in direct conflict with this Act, nor to interfere with the power of each 
such department or agency to determine the disposition of funds specifically 
appropriated to it and to select, employ and control all of its employees re- 
gardless of the fact that said employees may be assigned and devoting the 
whole or a part of their time to work under the direction of the Commission. 
There is hereby created and there shall be a fund which shall be known as the 
Water Improvement Commission Fund. This fund shall consist of: (a) All 
moneys appropriated to the Commission by the State Legislature of Alabama; 
(b) All moneys received by the Commission by appropriation from county or 
municipal governments; (c) All gifts, grants, bequests or donations from indi- 
viduals, associations, corporations, or industries; (d) All moneys derived 
through any source of Federal Aid; and (e) All moneys accruing to the Com- 
mission from any source whatever. The fund shall be used and expended by 
the Chairman of the Commission in accordance with the terms of the gift, 
grant, bequest, appropriation or donation from which said moneys are de- 
rived, and in the absence of any such terms or stipulations shall be expended 
by the Chairman of the Commission in furtherance of any of the provisions 
of this Act. All necessary expenses of the Commission shall likewise be paid 
out of said fund on the requisition of the Chairman of the Commission as 
may be deemed advisable. The Commission is authorized to employ such con- 
sultants and fulltime technical and clerical and other workers as are necessary 
and within the available funds to carry out the purposes of this Act. 


Section 6. All of the matters pending before the Water Improvement 
Commission upon the effective date of this Act shall upon the effective date 
of this Act be transferred to the jurisdiction of the new Commission, and all 
actions heretofore taken and jurisdiction heretofore exercised by the Water 
Improvement Commission shall be considered in all respects as having been 
acts of the new Commission. All personnel who are in the employ of or are 
assigned to the Water Improvement Commission upon the effective date of 
this Act shall, upon the effective date of this Act, become the employees of or 
assigned to the new Commission. All books, records, equipment, facilities, 
funds allocated to or in its possession (including unexpended appropriations), 
notes and accounts receivable and all other property of every kind whatsoever 
of the Water Improvement Commission upon the effective date of this Act 
shall, be transferred to, vest in and become the property of the new Commis- 
sion, and all contracts, leases, debts, obligations and liabilities of every kind 
whatsoever of the Water Improvement Commission upon the effective date of 
this Act shall, upon the effective date of this Act, be transferred to, inure to 
the benefit of and be binding upon the new Commission, it being the intent of 
this Act that the new Commission supersede and replace, but continue ail 
business and affairs of, the Water Improvement Commission. 


Section 7. The Commission is hereby designated the State Water Pol- 
lution Control Agency for this State for all purposes of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act, as amended (33 USC 466) and is hereby authorized 
to take all actions necessary and appropriate to secure to this State the bene- 
fits of said Federal Act. 


Section 8. This Act is intended to supplement existing law, and no part 
hereof shall be construed to repeal any existing laws specifically enacted for 
the protection of health or the control of radiation; however, Act No. 574, 
Regular Session of 1965 Legislature, is hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 9. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 
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Section 10. This Act shall become effective 60 days after its passage 
and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

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State shall be made a party and shall be substituted by order of the court for 
the person who brought the suit and the injunction, whether temporary or 
permanent, shall be issued as if the State had at all times been the complain-

(With Amendment and Substitute): Relating to certain schools 
and/or courses of instruction publicized, sold, offered for sale and/or adminis- 
tered to residents of this State; prescribing certain requirements relative to the 
operation of schools and solicitation of students; providing exceptions for the 
application of this act; providing for the issuance of permits by the Alabama 
State Board of Education; authorizing the Alabama State Board of Education 
to adopt rules and regulations for the administration and enforcement of this 
act and to establish an advisory committee to assist in its functions; providing 
for appeals from decisions of the Alabama State Board of Education and 
providing penalties for violations. 


Was taken up. 


The question, then, was on the adoption of the substitute reported by the 
Standing Committee on Education, said substitute being as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to certain schools, operating in this State; to require any person 
or other organization who operates such school or publicizes or offers for sale 
any course of study or course of instruction in this State to obtain a license 
from the State Department of Education for the operation of such school or 
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the solicitation of students for such school; providing exceptions for the appli- 
cation of this act; providing for the issuance of permits by the Alabama State 
Board of Education; authorizing the Alabama State Board of Education to 
adopt rules and regulations for the administration and enforcement of this act 
and to establish an advisory committee to assist in its functions; providing for 
appeals from decisions of the Alabama State Board of Education and provid- 
ing penalties for violations. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Declaration of Policy. It is hereby declared to be the policy 
of the State of Alabama that education of our citizens is a desirable goal of 
our State. It is hereby recognized that substantial benefits can accrue to our 
citizens through education and that the citizens of our State can receive great 
benefit through the operation of private as well as public schools. It is also 
recognized, however, that persons who are enrolled in certain private schools 
should be afforded protection under the laws of this State so that they may be 
assured that all private schools included in this act operate in accordance with 
recognized educational standards. It is hereby recognized that both students 
and such private schools or institutions are entitled to protection under the 
law and it is the purpose of this act to provide such protection. It is also the 
purpose of this act to supplement existing laws which prohibit fraud or fraud- 
ulent practices. 


Section 2. School as used in this act defined: The term “school” shall 
mean any person, group of people, institution, establishment, agency, corpo- 
ration, or other organization which offers or administers, or proposes to offer 
or administer, a plan or program of instruction in any subject, vocation or 
trade, regardless of whether such is offered or conducted in person, by mail, 
or any other method provided, however, that no school or course of study 
which is exempted by the provisions of Section 4 of this Act shall be con- 
sidered a school within the meaning of this Act. 


Section 3. Course Defined as Used in This Act: The term “course” 
means any course, plan or program of instruction, whether conducted in per- 
son, by mail, or by any other method. 


Section 4. Act Inapplicable. The following schools are specifically ex- 
empted from the provisions of this Act: 


(a) Schools of a parochial or denominational character offering courses 
having a sectarian objective. 


(b) Courses conducted by employers exclusively for their employees 
and courses conducted by labor unions exclusively for their members. 


(c) Schools accredited by the State Department of Education for the 
training of teachers. 


(d) Private schools or academies, which meet the requirements imposed 
by Title 52, Section 299, Code of Alabama of 1940, whether incorporated or 
not, which offer educational studies or courses of study parallel or similar in 
nature and scope to the courses of study, or any portion thereof, offered from 
grade 1 through 12, or any portion thereof, in the public school system of 
Alabama. 


(e) Schools that are supported mainly by state and/or local tax funds. 
(f) All other schools accredited by the State Department of Education. 
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(g) Colleges offering academic courses toward a recognized and valid 
degree which is accepted by the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools. 


(h) Schools which offer professional courses in law, medicine, nursing, 
or other allied health occupations where the graduates of such schools are ac- 
cepted for examination and licensing by any board, association or other au- 
thority specifically authorized by law to license members of such profession. 


Section 5. Publicizing of Instruction. No person shall: 


(a) Make, or cause to be made, any statement, or representation, oral, 
written, or visual, in connection with the operation of a school or the offering 
of a course, if such person knows or reasonably should know the statement or 
representation to be false, inaccurate or misleading. 


(b) Promise or guarantee employment utilizing information, training, or 
skill purported to be provided or otherwise enhanced by a course or school, 
unless such person offers the student or prospective student a bona fide con- 
tract of employment agreeing to employ said student or prospective student 
for a period of not less than six months in a business or other enterprise regu- 
larly conducted by him and in which such information, training, or skill is a 
normal condition of employment. 


(c) Do any act constituting part of the conduct or operating a school or 
administration of a course, or the obtaining of students therefor if such per- 
son knows or reasonably should know that any phase or incident of the con- 
duct or operation of the school or administering of the course if being carried 
on by use of fraud, deception, or other misrepresentation, or by a person or 
persons operating a school or soliciting students without a permit, provided 
for by this Act. 


Section 6. Operation of a School. 


(a) No school except those which are specifically exempted from the 
provisions of this Act by Section 4 of this Act, shall operate within this state 
unless said school first secures a permit from the Alabama State Department 
of Education. If the school operates in more than one permanent location, a 
separate permit shall be obtained for each location. Upon approval of a 
school for a permit, the Alabama State Board of Education shall issue a per- 
mit to be publicly displayed on the premises where the school operates. The 
application for a permit shall be made on forms to be furnished by the Ala- 
bama State Department of Education and shali be accompanied by a fee of 
not more than two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) and a surety bond ac- 
ceptable to the Alabama State Department of Education in the penal sum of 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00). Such bond may be continuous and shall 
be conditioned to provide indemnification to any student suffering loss as a 
result of any fraud, or misrepresentation used in procuring his enrollment in 
(and/or) administering a course covered by this Act. A permit shall be valid 
for one year from the date on which it was issued. The liability of the surety 
on such bond shall in no event exceed the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00) as an aggregate for any and all students for all breaches on 
conditions of the bond by such school. The surety of any such bond may can- 
cel the same upon giving thirty (30) days notice in writing to the Alabama 
State Department of Education and thereafter shall be relieved of liability for 
any breach of condition occurring after the effective date of said cancellation. 
An application for renewal of permit shall be accompanied by a fee of not 
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more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) and a surety bond as provided in 
this paragraph if a continuous bond has not been furnished. The Alabama 
State Department of Education may at its option reduce the above fees if it is 
determined by the Board that this act can be properly administered by col- 
lecting lesser fees. All fees collected for issue or renewal of such permits shall 
be deposited in the state treasury to the credit of the Alabama State Approv- 
ing Agency of the Alabama State Department of Education. 


Application for a permit shall also be accompanied by not less than two 
copies of the current catalog or bulletin which have been certified as true and 
correct in content and policy by an authorized official of the school which 
must include the following: 


(1) Identifying data such as volume number, date, and publication. 
(2) Name of the school and its governing body, officials, and faculty. 


(3) A clear and concise statement of the objectives of the training given 
by the school. 


(4) The exact manner in which the stated objectives are to be attained. 


(5) Such other reasonable information as the Alabama State Depart- 
ment of Education may require to be submitted. 


Upon receipt of the above information, the Alabama State Department 
of Education may issue a permit provided the institution is complying with 
the following standards: 


(1) The courses, curriculum, and instructions of such school are con- 
sistent in quality and content, with recognized educational standards as deter- 
mined by the Alabama Department of Education. 


(2) There is in the school adequate space, equipment, instructional ma- 
terial, and instructor personnel to provide training of good quality. 


(3) Adequate records as determined by the Alabama State Department 
of Education are kept to show attendance and student progress. Records must 
be available upon request of the student to be furnished prospective employ- 
ers and other interested parties. 


(4) The school is financially sound and capable of fulfilling its commit- 
ments for training. 


(5) The school administrators, directors, owners, instructors and other 
employees are of good moral character and reputation. 


(b) Any permit applied for pursuant to Paragraph (a) of this section 
shall be granted or denied within thirty (30) days of the receipt of the appli- 
cation therefor by the Alabama State Department of Education. 


(c) Any permit issued may, upon notice, be revoked by the Alabama 
State Department of Education if the holder of the permit solicits or enrolls 
students or administers instructions through fraud, deception, or misrepresen- 
tation. 


(d) The fact that a bond is in force pursuant to this section shall not 
limit or impair any right of recovery otherwise available under law, nor shall 
amount of such bond be relevant in determining the amount of damages or 
other relief to which any plaintiff may be entitled. 
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(e) No recovery shall be had on any contract between a school which is 
in violation of the provisions of this Act, or which were in violation of the 
provisions of this Act at the time such school, or its representative, negotiated 
such contract. 


Section 7. Solicitation of Students. 


(a) No person representing any school or other individual or organiza- 
tion offering courses in this state, or from a place of business in this state, 
whether located within or outside this state, shall sell any course or solicit stu- 
dents therefor in this state for a consideration or remuneration unless he first 
secures a permit from the Alabama State Department of Education. If the 
agent represents more than one school, a separate permit shall be obtained 
for each school represented by him. Upon approval for a permit the Alabama 
State Department of Education shall issue a pocket card to the person whose 
name appears, giving his name and address, the name and address of his em- 
ploying school and certifying that the person whose name (and photo) ap- 
pears on the card is an authorized agent of the school. The application for a 
permit shall be made on forms to be furnished by the Alabama State Depart- 
ment of Education and shall be accompanied by a fee of fifty dollars 
($50.00) and a surety bond acceptable to the Alabama State Department of 
Education in the penal sum of two thousand five hundred dollars 
($2,500.00). Such bond may be continuous and shall be conditioned to pro- 
vide indemnification to any student suffering loss as a result of any fraud or 
misrepresentation used in procuring his enrollment, and may be supplied by 
the representative of a privately owned school or by the school itself as a 
blanket bond covering each of its representatives in the amount of two thou- 
sand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00). A permit shall be valid for one year 
from the date on which it was issued. The liability of the surety on such bond 
for each representative covered thereby shall in no event exceed the sum of 
two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) as an aggregate for any and 
all students for all breaches of the conditions of the bond by such representa- 
tives. The surety of any such bond may cancel the same upon giving thirty 
(30) days notice in writing to the Alabama State Department of Education 
and thereafter shall be relieved of liability for any breach of condition occur- 
ring after the effective date of said cancellation. 


An application for renewal of a permit, as previously provided for, shall 
be accompanied by a fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) and a surety bond as 
provided in this paragraph, if a continuous bond has not been furnished. All 
fees collected for the issuance or renewal of such permits shall be deposited 
in the state treasury to the credit of the Alabama State Approving Agency in 
the Alabama State Department of Education. All funds left over after operat- 
ing expenses at the end of each fiscal year shall be turned over to the Public 
Schoo! Funds. 


(b) No person representing a school or other organization offering 
courses, which school or other organization is located outside this state, shall 
sell any course or solicit students therefor in this state for a consideration or 
remuneration unless he first secures a permit from the Alabama State Depart- 
ment of Education in the manner and on the same terms provided in para- 
graph (a) of this section. 


(c) No person shall be issued a permit to represent any school whether 
located within or outside this state until it has been determined by the Ala- 
bama State Board of Education that said school has qualified under the re- 
quirements of Section 6 of this Act for a permit. 
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(d) Any permit applied for pursuant to Paragraph (a) or (b) of this 
section shall be granted or denied within thirty (30) days of the receipt of the 
application therefor by the Alabama State Department of Education. 


(e) Any permit issued, may upon notice, be revoked by the Alabama 
State Department of Education if the holder of the permit solicits or enrolls 
students through fraud, deception, or misrepresentation or upon a finding that 
the holder of the permit is not of good moral character and reputation or the 
permit to operate the school which he represents is revoked or it is deter- 
mined by the Alabama State Department of Education that the school located 
outside of the State which the holder of the permit represents does not meet 
the requirements of Section 6 of this Act. 


(f) The fact that a bond is in force pursuant to Paragraph (a) or (b) 
of this section shall not limit or impair any right of recovery otherwise availa- 
ble under law, nor shall the amount of such bond be relevant in determining 
the amount of damages or other relief to which any Plaintiff may be entitled. 


(g) No recovery shall be had on any contract for or in connection with 
a course by any person selling or administering such course if the representa- 
tive soliciting the students or selling the course was not the holder of a permit 
as required by this section at the time that such representative negotiated the 
contract for or sold such course. 


(h) No recovery shall be had on any contract for or in connection with 
a course by any person or institution holding such a contract who is legally a 
third party or a holding agent for one of the other parties where the selling of 
the course or the conduct or operation of the school or the administering of 
the course is carried on by use of fraud, deception, or other misrepresentation 
or if the person or persons operating the school, administering the course or 
soliciting students is without a permit provided by this Act. 


(i) The issuance of a permit pursuant to this section shall not be 
deemed to constitute approval of any course or the person or institution of- 
fering, conducting, or otherwise administering the same. Any representation 
contrary to this paragraph or tending to imply that a permit issued pursuant 
to this section constitutes such approval shall be a misrepresentation within 
the meaning of this act, except that permits to sell courses, solicit students, or 
otherwise represent a school located within this state will not be issued unless 
the school has first obtained a permit to operate under Section 6 of this act, 
nor will permits be issued to represent schools located outside of the state un- 
til it has been determined by the Alabama State Department of Education 
that such school qualifies under the requirements of Section 6 of this Act. 


Section 8. Rules and Regulations: Advisory Committee. The Alabama 
State Board of Education is authorized to adopt rules and regulations for the 
administration and enforcement of Sections 6 and 7 of this Act, and may es- 
tablish an advisory committee of owners or operators of institutions to which 
this act applies and of other persons with knowledge in the field to which this 
Act applies to advise it in its administration of this Act. 


Section 9. Enforcement Proceedings. The Alabama State Board of Ed- 
ucation may institute such actions at law or in equity as may be necessary to 
enforce the provisions of this Act. In addition to any other remedy under this 
Act, the Alabama State Board of Education may apply for relief by injunc- 
tion. mandamus or any other appropriate remedy in equity without being 
compelled to allege or prove that an adequate remedy at law does not other- 
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wise exist nor shall the Alabama State Board of Education be required to give 
or post bond in any action to which it is a party, whether upon appeal or oth- 
erwise. All legal actions shall be brought against the Alabama State Board of 
Education in the name of the Alabama State Board of Education. The Ala- 
bama State Board of Education shall have the power to institute an action by 
its own attorney, but it shall have the right if it deems advisable, to call upon 
any County Solicitor or District Attorney to represent it in the Circuit Courts 
of this State or the Attorney General to represent it on appeal in the appellate 
Courts of this State. 


Section 10. Appeals from Decision of Alabama State Department of 
Education. Any person or school aggrieved by the actions of the Alabama 
State Board of Education with respect to the issuance, denial or revocation of 
a permit provided for in Sections 6 & 7 of this Act, may file within 20 days, a 
Petition for Review by the Alabama State Board of Education. The aggrieved 
person or school shall then be entitled to a hearing before the Alabama State 
Board of Education; he shall have the right to be represented by Counsel at 
said hearing; said aggrieved person or school shall have the right to adduce 
evidence, both oral and documentary, at such hearing, and an official record 
of such hearing shall be transcribed by a qualified Court Reporter. After the 
Alabama State Board of Education acts on said Petition for Review, any per- 
son or school aggrieved by the Alabama State Board of Education’s actions 
shall, within 20 days after receiving notice of any such actions, have such ac- 
tion reviewed by a Writ of Certiorari by filing in the Circuit Court of Mont- 
gomery County, Alabama, a verified petition setting out the specific action of 
the Alabama State Board of Education by which said person or school is ag- 
grieved and such Court shall consider only such matters as are contained in 
said Petition. Upon such Petition being so filed, a Writ of Certiorari shall be 
issued out of said Court directly to the Alabama State Board of Education re- 
quiring it to file with the Court, the records and transcript of testimony upon 
which such action or order was made and requiring said Board to file an an- 
swer to said Petition within 30 days of service of said Writ, and upon said 
Board filing such answer, issue shall be joined thereon without further plead- 
ing and the case considered on said Petition, the records of said Board, and 
the answer filed by said Board, but no new or additional evidence shall be 
taken or heard by the Court. If new or additional evidence is discovered by 
any party or school, after the hearing of the Alabama State Board of Educa- 
tion, the same may be made grounds for a motion for a new hearing before 
the Alabama State Board of Education under the rules applicable to similar 
laws for a new trial in the State Courts of Alabama. Such Court shall have 
the power to suspend or stay such actions of the Alabama State Board of Ed- 
ucation complained of in such Petition, pending final hearing, only upon Peti- 
tioner executing a bond in such amount as the Court deems reasonably suffi- 
cient to pay all costs of appeal if said Petition shall not be sustained, but in 
no case shall said bond be less than the reasonable cost of the transcript of 
hearing before the Alabama State Board of Education which was had in the 
proceeding wherein the action was taken which was appealed from. Upon 
final hearing, such Court shall have jurisdiction to reverse, vacate or modify 
the action complained of, if upon, the consideration of the issues before the 
Court, the Court is of the opinion that the action is unlawful. 


Section 11. Violations Made Misdemeanors; With Penalties. 
It shall be unlawful for any person to violate any provision of this Act. 
Any person required by this Act to have a permit who shall do in this State 
any business, of the nature described in this Act, without first obtaining such 
a permit as required of him by this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
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upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not more than $500.00 or a 
term of imprisonment not to exceed 6 months, or both. Each day’s violation 
of this Act shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 13. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Legislative Intent 


(a) Shortages of all skilled health personnel, both physicians and others, 
new scientific and technological developments, and new methods of organiz- 
ing health services have made the question of new uses for allied health per- 
sonnel the critical issue to be resolved if our supply of health manpower is to 
be used effectively and productively. In its concern with the growing shortage 
and geographic maldistribution of health care services in Alabama, the Legis- 
lature intends to establish in this Act, a framework for legal recognition and 
development of new categories of health manpower—assistants to physicians. 


(b) It is also the intent of this Act to encourage the more effective utili- 
zation of the skills of physicians by enabling them to delegate certain health 
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care tasks to qualified assistants to physicians where such delegation is con- 
sistent with the patient’s health and welfare. 


(c) It is also the intent of this Act to encourage and permit the utiliza- 
tion of the assistants to physicians by physicians and to remove existing legal 
constraints. It is also the purpose of this Act to allow for innovative develop- 
ments of programs for the education of assistants to physicians. And, it is 
also the purpose of this Act to provide for the establishing of a system of ap- 
proving and regulating physicians and assistants to physicians so that a high 
quality of service is insured. 


Section 2. Definitions—As used in this Act: 


(a) “Board” means the Board of Medical Examiners of the State of 
Alabama. 


(b) “Approved program” means a program for the education and train- 
ing of assistants to physicians which has been formally approved in writing by 
the Board. 


(c) “Trainee” means a person who is currently enrolled in an approved 
program in this State.

(d) “Assistant to physician,” means a person who is a graduate of an 
approved program and is certified by the Board to perform medical services 
under the supervision of a physician or physicians approved by the Board to 
supervise such assistant. 


(e) “Physician,” for the purpose of this Act, means a person who is li- 
censed to practice medicine in this state and approved by the Board to super- 
vise assistants to physicians. 


Section 3. Services Performed by Trainees and Assistants. 


(a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, an assistant to a physician 
may perform medical service when such services are rendered under the 
supervision of a licensed physician or physicians approved by the Board. 


(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, a trainee may perform 
medical services when such services are rendered within the scope of an ap- 
proved program, provided such services are rendered under the supervision of 
a licensed physician or physicians approved by the Board. 


(c) In the performance of any medical service contemplated by this 
Act, an assistant to a physician shall be conclusively presumed to be the 
agent, servant or employee solely of the licensed physician or physicians un- 
der whose supervision he performs such service; and no other person, firm, 
corporation or other organization shall be held liable or responsible for any 
act or omission of such assistant arising out of the performance of such medi- 
cal service. 


Section 4. Powers and Duties of the Board. 


(a) The Board shall have and exercise all powers and duties previously 
granted to it. The Board shall also have the power to make specific rules and 
regulations pertaining to the approval and regulation of assistants to physi- 
cians. The Board shall also have the power to make specific rules and regula- 
tions pertaining to approvals, disapprovals, and withdrawing approvals from 
physicians to utilize assistants to physicians. 
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(b) The Board shall have the power to recognize, approve, and disap- 
prove new categories and specialties of assistants to physicians as they devel- 
op in the delivery of health care. 


(c) The Board shall issue certificates of approval for programs for the 
education and training of assistants to physicians which meet Board stand- 
ards. 


(d) In developing criteria for program approval the Board shall give 
consideration to, and encourage, the utilization of equivalency and proficien- 
cy testing and other mechanisms whereby full credit is given to trainees for 
past education and experience in health fields. 


(e) The Board shall adopt and publish standards to insure that such 
programs operate in a manner which does not endanger the health and wel- 
fare of patients who receive services within the scope of the program. The 
Board shall review the quality of the curriculum, faculty, and the facilities of 
such programs, and shall issue certificates of approval, and at such other 
times as it deems necessary to determine that the purposes of this Act are 
being met. 


(f) The Board shall formulate guidelines for the consideration of appli- 
cations by a licensed physician or physicians to supervise assistants to physi- 
cians. Each application made by a physician or physicians to the Board shall 
include all of the following: 


(1) The qualifications, including related experience, possessed by the 
proposed assistant to physician. 


. (2) The professional background and specialty of the physician or phy- 
sicians. 


(3) A description by the physician of his, or physicians of their, prac- 
tice, and the way in which the assistant or assistants are to be utilized. 


(g) The Board shall approve an application by a licensed physician or 
physicians to supervise an assistant to a physician where the Board finds that 
the proposed assistant is a graduate of an approved program, is certified by the 
Board, and is fully qualified by reason of experience and education to perform 
medical services under the supervision of a licensed physician, and that said 
licensed physician or physicians are suitable and competent to exercise such 
supervision. 


(h) The Board shall provide for penalties for violation of rules and reg- 
ulations promulgated by the Board including the revocation or suspension of 
approval of certification to act as an assistant to a physician and approval of 
physicians to supervise assistants to physicians. Further, any person other 
than one who has been approved by the Board who holds himself or herself 
out as an “assistant to a physician,” is guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punishable as provided by law. Any violation of the provisions duly promul- 
gated by the Board shall constitute a misdemeanor and shall be punishable as 
provided by law. 


(i) The Board shall prescribe a method by which a candidate for ap- 
proval, having prior certification or licensure, can be evaluated and approved. 
The Board shall also prescribe a method by which a candidate for approval 
can be evaluated and given approval based upon candidates past education 
and work experience. 
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(j) The Board may cooperate and participate in those federal programs 
affecting or in conjunction with these types of allied health personnel. 


(k) For the administration of its duties and power in connection with 
these new categories of health manpower, the Board shall establish a reasona- 
ble fee schedule, and receipts from payment of said fees shall be expended by 
the Board in carrying out the purposes of this Act. 


(1) And, the Board may adopt such other rules and regulations as are 
reasonably necessary to carry out the intent, purposes and provisions of this 
Act. 


Section 5. Injunctive Proceedings. 


(a) The Board may, in the name of the people of the State of Alabama 
and through the Attorney General of the State of Alabama, or District Attor- 
ney under the supervision of the Attorney General, apply for an injunction in 
any court of competent jurisdiction to enjoin any person from committing 
any act prohibited by the Board or by the provisions of this Act. 


(b) If it be established that any person has been or is committing any 
act prohibited by the Board or by any provision of this Act, the court or any 
judge shall enter a decree perpetually enjoining said person from further 
committing said Act. 


(c) In case of violation of any injunction issued under the provision of 
this section, the court or any judge thereof may summarily try and punish the 
offender for contempt of court. 


(d) Such injunctive proceedings shall be in addition to and not in lieu 
of all penalties and other remedies provided in this Act. 


Section 6. Repeal! of Conflicting Laws. 


(a) All laws or part of Jaw in conflict with any of the provisions of this 
Act are hereby specifically repealed insofar as, but only to the extent that 
they so conflict with this Act. 


Section 7. Severability. 


(a) If any provision, clause, sentences, paragraphs, section, phrase, or 
part of this Act shall be adjudged by any court of competent jurisdiction to 
be invalid, the judgment shall not affect, impair, or invalidate the remainder 
thereof, but shall be confined to its operation to the clause, sentence, para- 
graph, section, or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in which 
the judgment shall have been rendered. To this end, the provisions, clauses, 
sentences, paragraphs, sections phrases or parts of this Act are declared to be 
severable. 


Section 8. Effective Date. 


This Act shall become effective immediately, upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

The requisitions shall state by items the arti- 
cles that are desired and needed, that the articles are necessary, that the 
amount of the requisition is not excessive, and that no part of the article will 
be used except in conducting the public business. The requisitions, with the 
purchase invoices attached, shall be kept on file in the office of the purchasing 
agent, in an orderly manner, as a permanent record subject to public inspec- 
tion at all reasonable times. 


The provisions of this Act requiring purchases to be made through the 
county commission may be waived in the case of small purchases costing no 
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more than fifty dollars ($50.00), provided that no such purchase is part of a 
larger purchase which has been divided for the purpose of coming within this 
exception. 


All county officers, and all county offices and departments shall inspect, 
upon delivery, all materials, supplies, and equipment purchased for him or it, 
and no item shall be accepted and paid for without having been approved by 
the officer, office, or department requesting the purchase. Any official or per- 
son who purchases or procures any supplies, materials, equipment, or services 
contrary to the provisions of this section shall be personally liable for the 
amount of such purchase. 


Section 4. The purchasing agent shall obtain at least three written, 
sealed, competitive bids on all purchases of supplies, materials, equipment, 
and contractual services when the amount involved is Five Hundred and 
No-100 ($500.00) Dollars or more. If the proposed purchase or contract in- 
volves an amount less than Five Hundred and No-100 ($500.00) Dollars, the 
purchase may be made either on the basis of sealed bids or in the open mar- 
ket. It shall be a violation of this section to divide or otherwise adjust the 
quantity of a purchase to an amount less than Five Hundred and No-100 
($500.00) Dollars for the purpose of evading the requirements of this sec- 
tion. Invitations for bids shall be posted on a bulletin board in the county 
courthouse at least ten days prior to the mecting at which the purchase is to 
be made and advertised in a newspaper of general circulation in the county at 
the discretion of the purchasing agent. If the amount of the proposed pur- 
chase or the proposed contract is in excess of Five Hundred and No-100 
($500.00) Dollars, written notice by registered mail, with return receipt re- 
quested shall be given to at least three merchants or dealers in the goods or 
materials to be purchased, or where notice is of a contract to be let, to at 
least three contractors engaged in the type of work contemplated. A copy of 
such notice or notices, together with the return receipts showing their deliv- 
ery, must be recorded in and shall become a part of the permanent records of 
the county purchasing agent. 


All bids received on proposed purchases or contracts shall be opened 
publicly at the time and place stated in the invitation to bid. The contract or 
order shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, or all bids may be re- 
jected and re-advertised as provided above. The purchasing agent may obtain 
information from the Division of Purchases and Stores of the State Depart- 
ment of Finance relative to the items to be purchased by competitive bids: 
and if the state price is less than the lowest bid received, and if the delivery 
date is reasonable, all bids may be rejected and the purchase may be negotiat- 
ed through the State Purchasing Agent. All bids, with the names of the bid- 
ders, shall be entered on a permanent record. Each record, with the success- 
ful bid indicated thereon, and with the reasons for the award if not awarded 
to the lowest bidder, shall, after the award, be open to public inspection. In 
the event of a sale, trade, or other disposition of any property of the county 
of any nature or kind the procedure as outlined herein as it relates to the ob- 
taining of written, sealed, competitive bids shall be followed. and such sale, 
trade. or disposition of the property of the county shall be made in accord- 
ance with the most advantageous offer made. 


Section 5. In an emergency a purchase not to exceed one thousand five 
hundred dollars ($1,500.00) may be made without competitive bids and 
without obtaining information from the Division of Purchases and Stores. 
However, a full written account of the circumstances necessitating any such 
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emergency purchase, together with a statement describing the item purchased 
and naming the vendor from whom the item was purchased, shall be at once 
prepared by the purchasing agent and filed in his office. An emergency, as the 
term is used herein, means a situation where needed equipment of the county 
is idle due to lack of parts, supplies, or repairs therefor, or when materials or 
supplies are immediately needed to place in operating condition the road or 
bridge system of the county which has become impassable or dangerous due 
to damage or destruction of existing portions thereof. The records of such 
emergency transactions shall be open to public inspection. The provisions of 
this Act regarding competitive bidding and obtaining information from the 
State Purchasing Agent may be waived for purchases of perishable commodi- 
ties, utility services, machinery repairs, and commodities or services for 
which there is no competitive situation. 


Section 6. In making purchases for the county the purchasing agent 
shall give preference to commodities produced or sold in Cleburne County, 
provided there is no sacrifice or loss in price or quality. 


Section 7. All contracts of whatever nature for the sale or disposal of 
tangible personal property owned by Cleburne County, shall be let by free 
and open competitive public auction or sealed bids. Every proposal to make a 
sale covered by this Act shall be advertised for at least two weeks in advance 
of the date fixed for receiving the bids. Such advertisement shall appear at 
least once a week for two consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circu- 
lation in Cleburne County and a copy of such proposal shall simultaneously 
be posted on a readily accessible public bulletin board at the Cleburne Coun- 
ty Courthouse. The advertisements shall further state the date, time and place 
of auction or opening of sealed bids and no bid shall be received at any time 
after the time advertised. The bids shall be publicly taken, or opened in the 
case of sealed bids, by the purchasing agent and all bidders shall be entitled 
to be present in person or by representative. The bid of the successful bidder 
so marked, as well as the bids of the unsuccessful bidders in the case of 
sealed bids shall be placed on file in the office of the purchasing agent and 
opened to public inspection. In the event that all bids received are less than 
the estimated market value of the property the purchasing agent may reject 
all bids and readvertise as provided above. 


All proceeds from sales made under the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid into the County Treasury to be credited to the fund from which original- 
ly purchased. 


Section 8. Whoever purchases or disposes of, or attempts to purchase 
or dispose of property for or on behalf of Cleburne County contrary to the 
provisions of this Act, or whoever violates any provision of this Act, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) nor more than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), 
and in addition may be imprisoned in the penitentiary for one year and one 
day. 

Section 9. The county commission, board of revenue, or other like 
county governing body of Cleburne County shall provide the purchasing 
agent with the quarters, supplies, books, equipment, postage, and assistance 
necessary for the proper and efficient conduct of his duties. The purchasing 
agent may employ, County expense, not more than one employee for the ad- 
ministration of this act. 


Section 10. Before entering upon the discharge of his duties, the coun- 
ty purchasing agent shall execute a bond in the sum of five thousand dollars 
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($5,000.00). The bond shall be payable to Cleburne County, with good and 
sufficient surety, and shall be conditioned upon the faithful discharge and per- 
formance of his duties. The bond shall be filed and recorded in the office of 
the judge of probate of the county, and the premium thereon shall be paid by 
the county. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 12. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 1. That the fee for issuance of a permit to carry a pistol in a 
vehicle or concealed on or about the person as provided in Title 14, Section 
177, Code of Alabama 1940, shall henceforth be five dollars ($5) in Cham- 
bers County.

Alabama; and he shall devote his entire time and attention to the mainte- 
nance and construction of the Chambers County public roads, highways, 
bridges and ferries, and shall, during his employment, reside in Chambers 
County, Alabama. 


Section 2. Said county engineer shall be appointed by the County 
Commission from a nomination made by the state highway director. If said 
nomination is not acceptable to said board the state highway director shall be 
requested to make additional nominations. Should the state highway director 
refuse, or fail to make nominations, the County Commission may fill the po- 
sition of county engineer with any person who has the qualifications herein 
set out. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the said county engineer, (1) to em- 
ploy, supervise and direct all such assistants as are necessary properly to 
maintain and construct the public roads, highways, bridges, and ferries of 
Chambers County, and he shall have authority to prescribe their duties, and 
to discharge said employees for cause, or when not needed; (2) to perform 
such engineering and surveying service as may be required, and to prepare 
and maintain the necessary maps and records; (3) to maintain the necessary 
accounting records to reflect the cost of the county highway system; (4) to 
build, or construct new roads, or change old roads, but only when ordered to 
do so by proper order of the County Commission; (5) it shall be his further 
duty, in so far as is feasible to construct and maintain all county roads on the 
basis of the county as a unit, without regard to any district or beat lines. 


Section 4. The said county engineer is hereby designated as the person 
authorized to make written requisition upon the duly designated purchasing 
agency, for all articles, materials, supplies, and equipment necessary for the 
maintenance and construction of roads, bridges and ferries in Chambers 
County.

Said bond shall be executed by a surety company au- 
thorized and qualified to do business in Alabama, and be approved by the 
board. The premiums thereon shall be paid by the county.

in the practice of optometry, to the position of optometrist on the board; and 
the Alabama Labor Council shall appoint one representative of organized la- 
bor to the position of a consumer member on the board. Members to consti- 
tute the first board under this Act shall be appointed as follows: Two for a 
term to expire on September 30, 1977; two for a term to expire on September 
30, 1976; two for a term to expire on September 30, 1975; two for a term to 
expire on September 30, 1974; two for a term to expire on September 30, 
1973; and two for a term to expire on September 30, 1972. Their successors 
shall, in each case, be appointed by their respective organizations as above 
prescribed for a term of five years. No member shall be appointed to succeed 
himself more than once, even though he does not serve a full term under one 
appointment. In the event of the resignation or the incapacitation of a mem- 
ber of the said board, the replacement to fill the unexpired term of said mem- 
ber shall be appointed in the same manner as mentioned herein.

The House proceeded to the consideration of the Special Order. 
And the bill: 


H. 305. (with substitute): To provide for the protection of the public 
health from unnecessary medical exposure to ionizing radiation, regulating 
the practice of radiologic technology, providing for appointment and opera- 
tion of the Board of Radiologic Technologists Examiners for the State of Ala- 
bama; providing for examination and licensing of radiologic technologists; 
providing for the enforcement of this act; and prescribing penalties and fees. 


Was taken up. 


The question, then, was on the adoption of the substitute reported by the 
Standing Committee on Health, said Committee substitute being as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Establishing, providing for appointment to and operation of Board of Ra- 
diologic Technologists Examiners; to provide for educational and training 
qualification standards for radiologic technologists; to provide for examina- 
tion and licensing of and annulment or revocation of licenses of radiologic 
technologists; providing for the enforcement of this Act; providing for and 
prescribing penalties and fees. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. BOARD OF RADIOLOGICAL TECHNOLOGISTS CRE- 
ATED: There is hereby created a Board of Radiologic Technologists Examin- 
ers. Said board shall be composed of seven members, who shall be appointed 
by the Governor, and shall be composed as follows: Three Radiological Tech- 
nologists, one Nuclear Medicine Technologist, one physician, two physician 
radiologists. 


(a) Powers and Duties of Board: It shal! be the duty of the Board to 
pass upon the qualifications of the applicants for licensure in X-ray Technolo- 
gy, collectively referred to as Radiologic Technology; to conduct examina- 
tions and to issue licenses and renewals to X-ray, Nuclear and Radiation 
Therapy Technologists qualifying under this act, and in the proper cases to 
suspend or revoke licenses of such persons, all as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. SUBMISSION OF NOMINEES TO GOVERNOR. The 
Alabama Society of Radiologic Technologists through its executive committee, 
shall submit to the Governor a list of nominees containing the names of eight 
(8) radiologic technologists, two (2) of whom shall be Nuclear Medicine Tech- 
nologists. From this list, the Governor shall appoint three (3) Radiclogic 
Technologists and one (1) Nuclear Medicine Technologist. The State Ccm- 
mittee of Public Health shall submit to the Governor a list of nominees con- 
taining the names of two (2) physicians and four (4) physician radiologists from 
which the Governor shall appoint two (2) physician radiologists and one (1) 
physician to said Board. 


Section 3. TERM OF OFFICE, VACANCY. Radiologic Technologist 
members of the first Board shall be appointed for terms of one, two, three and 
four years respectively. Thereafter, appointments shall be made for a term of 
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four (4) years and until their successors are appointed and qualified. Appoint- 
ments to the first Board of a physician and the physician radiologists shall be 
for three (3) and four (4) year terms respectively. Subsequent appoint- 
ments shall be made for a term of four (4) years and until their successors 
are appointed and qualified. Upon the expiration of the term of a member of 
the Board, the Governor shall appoint his or her successor in the same man- 
ner as the original appointment except that subsequent nominees from the list 
of radiological technologists shall be licensed under this Act. Vacancies shall 
be filled by the Governor in like manner from the list submitted by the Ala- 
bama Society of Radiologic Technologists or the State Committee of Public 
Health, as the case may be. 


Section 4. OFFICERS, THEIR ELECTION, AND ADOPTION OF 
RULES, ET CETERA. The Board of Radiologic Technology shall, as soon as 
practical after the date of this Act, and annually thereafter in the month of 
October, elect from its number a President and a Secretary-Treasurer. The 
Board shall adopt rules by which it shall operate and shall adopt a seal which 
shall be placed on all certificates of licensure as hereinafter described, and also 
all additional documents of the Board. It shall be the duty and responsibility of 
the Board to put into effect and to administer the provisions of this Act and to 
carry out its purposes. 


Section 5. RECORD OF MEETINGS; OFFICIAL REGISTER OF 
APPLICANTS: The Secretary-Treasurer shall keep a written record of all 
meetings of the Board and shall perform all other acts directed by the Board. 
The Secretary-Treasurer shall also keep an official register of all applicants for 
licenses under the provisions of this Act. This register shall indicate the name, 
age, date of birth, residence, each date of examination for licensure hereunder, 
the result of said examination, and such other information as shall be reason- 
ably required by the Board. Said register shall be prima facie evidence of all 
matters therein contained and shall be open to inspection to the public at all 
reasonable times. 


Section 6. RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS BY SECRETARY- 
TREASURER, BOND, ANNUAL REPORT: All moneys received for fees 
or otherwise under the provisions of this act shall be received by the secretary- 
treasurer, and shall be deposited in a special account in the State Treasury as 
provided in Section 8, and shall be handled and disbursed by such officers in 
such manner and for such purposes as may be prescribed by the Board. The 
secretary-treasurer shall give bond payable to the Board in such sum as the 
Board may direct, conditioned to discharge the duties of said office according to 
law, which bond shall be approved by the president and the premium therefor 
paid by the Board. The Secretary-Treasurer shall make an annual report to the 
Board; including a financial statement, containing an itemized statement of all 
receipts and the disbursements and such other information as the Board may 
require. 


Section 7. MEETINGS, QUORUM, NOTICE: The Board shall meet at 
least once in each year for the purpose of holding examinations as in this Act 
provided, and at such other times as the Board may deem appropriate. Special 
meetings of the Board shall be called by the Secretary-Treasurer upon request 
of the President, or upon written request of any two members of the Board. 
Four members of the Board including at least one physician Board member 
shall constitute a quorum. Notice of each meeting shall be given each mem- 
ber of the Board at least three days before the date of such meeting, and the 
notice of each meeting called for the purpose of holding examinations shall 
be given to the public press, and by mail to each applicant for examination 
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and to every approved training school in Alabama, at least thirty days prior 
to the date of such meeting. 


Section 8. COMPENSATION AND EXPENSES, FUND FOR EN- 
FORCEMENT OF ACT: The Secretary-Treasurer shall receive a salary to be 
fixed by the Board; and each member of the Board shall be reimbursed for 
expenses necessarily incurred in attending meetings of the Board, as provided 
for by Act 470, Acts of Alabama, Regular Session 1969. All fees collected by 
said Board shall be deposited in special fund in the State Treasury which is to 
be established solely for the use of said Board and such funds as are necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this Act are hereby appropriated for each of the 
fiscal years ending September 30, 1972 and September 30, 1973. 


Section 9. GENERAL QUALIFICATIONS OF APPLICANTS. 
Every applicant for licensure in any or all of the three specialties of radiologic 
technology must be a citizen of the United States or have filed a declaration of 
intention or a petition for naturalization for United States citizenship, must 
reside in Alabama or be employed in Alabama, must have a high school educa- 
tion or the equivalent as documented by evidence acceptable to the Board and 
must be of good moral character. 


Section 10. RADIOLOGIC TECHNOLGIST REFINED: A radiologic 
technologist, within the meaning of this Act, is a person who is licensed in any 
of the following; X-ray technology, nuclear medicine technology, radiation 
thereapy technology. 


SECTION 11. LICENSURE IN X-RAY TECHNOLOGY, QUALI- 
FICATIONS: Applicants must have successfully completed a program of form- 
al training of not less than twenty-four months duration which has been ap- 
proved by the Council of Medical Education of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. Applicants receiving parts of the twenty-four months training in more 
than one approved school must have satisfactory recommendations from each 
supervising radiologist as to time applicant spent in training under his super- 
vision. All of the twenty-four months must be within an approved program of 
training. All applicants shall furnish full information regarding age, education, 
training and experience, and a recent photograph. The radiological supervisor 
and the supervising technologist under whom an applicant for a license received 
his training shall attest to the fact that such applicant received such training on 
the application form. Applications shall be filed with the Board of Radiologic 
Technologists together with a fee of Fifteen Dollars ($15.00). Group exami- 
nations shall be held annually at a time set by the Board. Applications for 
these examinations must be postmarked not later than thirty days prior to the 
time set for the examination. Individual examinations will not be permitted 
except to an applicant denied participation in a regular group examination 
through error or omission by the Board, or to a person furnishing valid and 
acceptable reasons to the Board for failure or inability to attend a group ex- 
amination. The Board of Radiologic Technologists shall give an examination 
similar to the examination given applicants for registration in X-ray technolo- 
gy with the American Registry of Radiologic Technologists. A written exami- 
nation shall be given in the subjects of radiographic techniques, standards po- 
sitioning, anatomy, X-ray physics, the dark room, special procedures, medical 
terminology, professional ethics and related nursing. Examination questions 
shall be prepared and selected by the Board of Radiologic Technologists. If 
the applicant shall pass said examination to the satisfaction of the Board, the 
Board shall cause the name of the applicant to be entered upon the register 
kept for that purpose and shall cause to be issued to the applicant a license 
authorizing him or her to practice the profession of X-ray technology in this 
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state under the supervision of licensed physician. An applicant failing the ex- 
amination the first time may repeat it without additional fee at such time and 
place as the Board may specify. An applicant having failed the examination 
twice may be admitted to one succeeding examination on payment of an addi- 
tional fee of Ten Dollars ($10.00). 


(a) Alternate Qualifications: Until January 1, 1973, as an alternate to 
the twenty four months in an American Medical Association approved 
school, applicants may submit documentary evidence of employment as an 
X-ray technician in Alabama for two of the prior three years with a fee of 
$15.00 and be eligible to take the examination. 


(b) License by Waiver: Until January 1, 1973 applicants may submit 
documentary evidence of employment as an X-ray technician in Alabama for 
two of the prior three years with a fee of $5.00 and be eligible for a Waiver 
License with examination. Applicants for Waiver License shall also meet the 
requirements of Section i of this Act. 


Section 12. LICENSURE IN NUCLEAR MEDICINE TECHNOL- 
OGY; QUALIFICATIONS: Applicants for licensure in Nuclear Medicine 
Technology shall have completed at least one year of training in a school of 
nuclear medicine technology accepted by the American Registry of Radiologic 
Technologists which has included didatic experience equivalent to the curricul- 
um which has been approved by the Council on Medical Education of the 
American Medical Association. In addition, applicants must meet at least one 
of the following conditions: 


1, Graduation from an American Medical Association approved pro- 
gram in X-ray technology. 


2. Certification as an X-ray technologist by the American Registry of 
Radiologic Technologists. 


3. Certification as a Medical Technologist by the Registry of Medical 
Technologists. 


4. Registration and Licensure as a professional nurse. 
5. A baccalaureate degree from an accredited institution. 


6. Licensed as an X-ray technician by the Alabama Board of Radiologic 
Technologists. 


(a) ALTERNATE QUALIFICATIONS: As an alternate to the said qual- 
ifications applicants shall have successfully completed a formal course of 
training of at least two years in nuclear medicine technology in a school ac- 
cepted by the American Registry of Radiologic Technologists and, in addition, 
applicants hereunder shall be required to take a written examination in the 
subjects of mathematics, basic radiation physics, interaction of ionizing radia- 
tion with matter, interaction of radiation with biological systems basic nuclear 
radiation physics, instrumentation, and radiation safety. 


(b) ALTERNATE QUALIFICATIONS. Until January 1, 1973, as an 
alternate to the twelve-months in an American Medical Association approved 
school, applicants may submit documentary evidence of employment as a Nu- 
clear Medicine Technologists in Alabama for two of the prior three years with 
a fee of $15.00 and be eligible to take the examination. License by Waiver; Un- 
til January 1, 1973, applicants may submit documentary evidence of employ- 
ment as a Nuclear Medicine Technologist in Alabama for two of the prior 
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three years with a fee of $5.00 and be eligible for a Waiver License without 
examination. Applicants for Waiver License must meet the requirements of 
Section 9 of this Act. 


Section 13. LICENSURE IN RADIATION THERAPY TECHNOL- 
OGY. Applicants must have successfully completed a twelve-month course in 
radiation therapy technology as prescribed by the American College of Radiol- 
ogy, the American Society of Radiologic Technologists and the American 
Registry of Radiologic Technologists. In addition an applicant must meet one 
of the following conditions: 


1, Graduation from a two-year program in X-ray technology approved 
by the Council on Medical Education of the American Medical Association. 


2. American Registry of Radiologic Technologists certification as an X- 
ray technologist. 


3. Certification as a nuclear medicine technologist by the American Reg- 
istry of Radiologic Technologists. 


4. Registration as a professional nurse. 


5. Licensed as an X-ray or nuclear medicine technologist by the Ala- 
bama Board of Radiologic Technologists. 


Alternate qualification. Until January 1, 1973, as an alternate to the said 
qualifications applicants may submit documentary evidence of two years em- 
ployment as a radiation therapy technician in a department accepted by the 
Alabama Board of Radiologic Technologists. Application processing proce- 
dures shall be the same as those for applicants in X-ray technology. A written 
examination shall be required in the subjects of nursing procedures, mathe- 
matics, radiation physics, physical concepts used in radiation therapy, funda- 
mentals of radiobiology, pathology and radiopathology, protection and shield- 
ing, clinical radiation therapy and solid sources of radiation. If the applicant 
shall pass said examination to the satisfaction of the Board, the Board shall 
cause the name of the applicant to the entered upon the registry kept for the 
purpose, and shall cause to be issued to the applicant a license authorizing 
him or her to practice the profession of radiation therapy technology in this 
state under the supervision of a licensed physician or radiologist. Procedures 
for examination assignments, re-assignments and reporting results shall be the 
same as those for examination in X-ray technology. 


(a) ALTERNATE QUALIFICATIONS. Until January 1, 1973, as an 
alternate to the twelve months in an American Medical Association approved 
school, applicants may submit documentary evidence of employment as a Ra- 
diation Therapy Technologist in Alabama for two of the prior three years with 
a fee of $15.00 and be eligible to take the examination. License by Waiver: Un- 
til January i, 1973 applicants may submit documentary evidence of employ- 
ment as a Radiation Therapy Technologist in Alabama for two of the prior 
three years with a fee of $5.00 and be eligible for a Waiver License without 
examination. Applicants for Waiver License must meet the requirements of 
Section 9 of this Act. Upon full compliance by an applicant for licensing as 
herein provided, the Board shall thereupon as soon as is practicable, issue said 
license to said applicant and shall enter his or her name upon the registry here- 
inabove described. 


Section 14. ISSUANCE OF LICENSES; FORM: AIl three of the 
licenses herein provided for shall be in such form as may be prescribed by the

Board, and shall be signed by the President and Secretary-Treasurer, and the 
seal of the Board shail be affixed, and shall set forth the expiration date of said 
license. 


Section 15. REGISTRATION WITHOUT EXAMINATION. All 
radiologic technologists registered as such with the American Registry of 
Radiologic Technologists shali be entitled to a license in the profession in which 
they are registered without further examination upon making an approved 
eepueaion therefor and the payment of a registration fee of Five Dollars 
($5.00). 


Section 16. ANNULMENT OR REVOCATION OF LICENSE: The 
Board shall have the power to annual and revoke and license issued by said 
Board for incompetency or unprofessional conduct on the part of the holder 
of such license after a full and fair investigation and hearing of the charge pre- 
ferred. Such charges shall be submitted in writing and under oath, and thirty 
days prior to the hearing thereof a copy of the charges shall be furnished the 
accused together with a written notice of the time and place where said charges 
will be heard and determined. The President and Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Board are hereby empowered to administer oaths to the witnesses at any such 
hearing, and all witnesses shall be sworn and shall be subject to prosecution for 
perjury as provided by law, and the accused shall be entitled to representation 
by counsel. No revocation shall be made except upon a majority vote of the 
full board, and upon revocation of any license shall be null and void, and the 
Secretary-Treasurer shall strike the name of the holder thereof from the 
registry of licensed radiologic technologists. 


Section 17. JUDICIAL REVIEW; RIGHT OF APPEAL. From any 
order of the Board refusing to issue a license or license certificate or revoking 
or suspending a license or license certificate any party affected thereby may 
bring an action in the Circuit Court of Montgomery County to set aside said 
order on the ground that the same is unlawful or arbitrary. Appeals shall be 
made within 30 days of the Board’s action from which the appeal is made. 


Section 18. RENEWAL OF LICENSE; REINSTATEMENT: Licenses 
hereunder shall be renewed annually during the months of November and De- 
cember. Upon making application for renewal the applicant shall pay to the 
Board a renewal fee of Five Dollars ($5.00). The failure of any licensed radi- 
ologic technologist to procure a renewal license before the first day of January 
of each year shall automatically forfeit his or her right to practice in the state of 
Alabama as a licensed radiologic technologist and any person who has forfeit- 
ed his or her rights as provided in this section may obtain reinstatement by 
making explanation or excuse satisfactory to the Board for failure to comply 
with the provisions hereof, and payment of a fee of Ten Dollars ($10.00) for 
the current year. Residence or employment in Alabama is not required for re- 
newal of license. 


(a) LICENSING OF NON-RESIDENTS. The Board of Radiologic Tech- 
nologists shall have the authority to reject or accept those licensed in other 
states for license without examination. Applicants licensed in states that have a 
license accepted by the Board or who is registered with the American Registry 
of Radiologic Technologists shall be entitled to a license in any of the three 
fields of radiologic technology in which the applicant is licensed and/or regis- 
tered without examination upon making an approved application therefor 
and payment of a fee of Ten Dollars ($10.00). Applicants licensed in states 
that have license rejected by the Alabama Board of Radiologic Technologists 
and not registered with the American Registry of Radiologic Technologists 
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must have the same qualifications and training required of non-licensed appli- 
cants eligible to take the examination. Applications to take the examination 
shall be filed with the Board together with a fee of Fifteen Dollars ($15.00). 
Upon approval of an applicant to take the examination the Board shall issue 
a temporary license valid only after ten days after the date set for the next 
examination. 


TEMPORARY LICENSE. Upon the approval of any applicant to take 
any of the three examinations herein described, the Board shall issue a tem- 
porary license in the field the applicant is approved to write the examination in 
which said temporary license, valid only until ten days after the date set for the 
next examination. 


Section 19. PUNISHMENT FOR VIOLATION OF ACT. After Jan- 
uary 1, 1973, any person using an X-ray machine to demonstrate portions of 
the human body on an X-ray film or fluoroscopic screen, other than licensed 
X-ray technologists and those licensed by the State of Alabama X-ray equip- 
ment shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


After January 1, 1973, any person practicing as a nuclear medicine tech- 
nologist, other than a licensed nuclear medicine technologist, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. After said date any person using radioactive isotopes to as- 
sist in the diagnosis and, or treatment of illness or injury, other than a li- 
censed nuclear medicine technologist, licensed physician, or a student in an 
American Medical Association approved school of nuclear medicine technol- 
ogy, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


After January 1, 1973, any person practicing as a radiation therapy tech- 
nologist other than a licensed radiation therapy technologist, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. After said date any person using radiation producing devices 
to administer therapeutic treatments, other than a licensed radiation therapy 
technologist, licensed physician, or a student in a school of radiation therapy, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Any person who violates any of the provisions of this Act or who shall 
willfully make any false representations to the Board in applying for a li- 
cense, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Upon conviction of any of the said 
misdemeanors the fine shall be not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) nor more 
than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00). 


Section 20. EXEMPTIONS. Those persons licensed by the State of 
Alabama to practice the healing arts, students in an American Medical Associa- 
tion approved school of X-ray technology, and those persons making dental 
X-rays only are exempted from the provisions of this bill and the provisions 
of this bill shall not apply to such persons. 

Section 21. THE PROVISIONS OF THIS ACT ARE SEVERABLE. 
If any part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 22. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

LIVERY: 

Class 1. $2.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee. 
Class 2. $3.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee. 
Class 3. $6.00 plus SO¢ issuance fee. 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1971 following 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

materials for work on condominium property and individual units; the mort- 
gaging of condominium property and individual units; the termination of the 
condominium form of ownership; statutory construction; severability of the 
statute and repeal of the present Alabama Apartment Ownership Act (title 
47, Sections 286-313).

Applying to Talladega County; regulating the sale of alcoholic beverages 
in such county; prohibiting the sale of alcoholic beverages in certain places in 
such county; prohibiting consumption of alcoholic beverages in certain places 
in such county; permitting the sale of alcoholic beverages in certain places in 
such county; levying a license tax on the sale or distribution of alcoholic bev- 
erages within the county in addition to all other taxes and licenses now im- 
posed by law; providing certain rules and regulations for the enforcement and 
collection of the license tax levied under this Act; authorizing the Probate 
Judge to provide rules and regulations and administrative machinery for the 
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enforcement and coliection of the license tax levied under this Act; prescrib- 
ing penalties for violation of this Act; and providing that the Act shall not be 
construed as authorizing or legalizing the sale of alcoholic beverages in such 
county if a majority of the qualified electors of the county voting at a referen- 
dum held for that purpose have voted that the county shall be a dry county. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. This Act applies to Talladega County only. 


Section 2. When used in this Act: (a) The term “person” means and 
includes every natural person, firm, corporation, club, partnership, company, 
trustee, agency, or association, or any agent, servant, employee or officer 
thereof, singular or plural. (b) The term “distributor” and the term “seller” 
each shall mean and include any person, as the word “person” is herein de- 
fined, who is engaged in the business of selling, distributing, delivering, stor- 
ing, or taking out of storage, malt or brewed beverages, as the words “malt or 
brewed beverages” are herein defined, within the county; provided, however, 
the term “distributor” and “seller” shall not mean and include the Alabama 
Alcoholic Beverage Control! Board, nor the members, officers, or employees 
thereof while engaged in the performance of their duties under the Alabama 
Beverage Control Act, nor any liquor store or warehouse established, operat- 
ed and maintained by the said Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board 
under said Act. (c) The term “malt or brewed beverages” means and in- 
cludes any beer, lager beer, ale, porter, near beer, or similar fermented malt 
liquor; provided, however, said term shall not include root beer. (d) The 
terms “club” and “private club” mean clubs as defined by Section 1. (f), Title 
29, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended; provided, however, that no club 
shall be licensed in such county unless it is a bona fide private non-profit or- 
ganization incorporated under the provisions of the Alabama Non-Profit Cor- 
poration Act of 1955 or under the provisions of Article 5, Title 10, Code of 
Alabama, 1940. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to 
sell or offer for sale any spirituous, vinous, or malt or brewed beverages in 
any county in which this Act applies except within the corporate limits and 
police jurisdiction of incorporated municipalties in said counties having a 
population of not less than 600 inhabitants according to the last or any subse- 
quent federal decennial census; except in private clubs, and such private clubs 
may be located outside the police jurisdiction of municipalities. 


Section 4. The provisions of Code of Alabama 1940, Title 29, Section 
73 shall not apply in such county; provided, however, that no license for the 
sale of alcoholic beverages shall be issued for any establishment located with- 
in one hundred yards of the campus of any eleemosynary institution in such 
county. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful forany spirituous or vinous liquors to be 
sold in such county other than in a State Liquor Store or licensed private 
club; 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any malt or brewed beverages to be 
sold in such county for consumption on the premises where sold except in li- 
censed private clubs. 


Section 7. (a) The tax levied by this act shall be in addition to all oth- 
er taxes and licenses now imposed by law. Every distributor or seller of malt 
or brewed beverages shal! in addition to all other taxes and licenses now im- 
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posed by law, pay a license tax to the county, and a license tax is hereby fixed 
and created which shall be a sum equal to three cents on each container of 12 
ounces or less, and one quarter of a cent on each additional ounce over 12 
ounces per container of malt or brewed beverages sold, distributed, delivered, 
stored, or taken out of storage within the county; provided, however, that 
where the additional license tax hereby required to be paid shall have been 
paid by a distributor or seller of malt or brewed beverages, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being that such license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall be paid but once on the same identical beverage; provided further, 
however, that any distributor or seller, in order to be exempt under this pro- 
visions shall first comply with the provisions of subsection (d) of this section. 
(b) The tax herein levied shall be paid through the use of stamps provided, 
furnished, and affixed in the manner hereinafter prescribed. Stamps in de- 
nominations to the amount of the tax shall be affixed to each individual bot- 
tle, can, or other container in which the malt or brewed beverages taxed by 
this Act are cutomarily sold at retail. All malt or brewed beverages as herein 
enumerated when offered for sale, either at wholesale or retail, in such coun- 
ty, without having stamps affixed as hereinabove set out and cancelled as here- 
inafter prescribed shall be subject to confiscation in the manner prescribed in 
Section 8 of this Act. Every Distributor or seller of malt or brewed beverages 
in the county shall, as rapidly as may be practical, after receipt of any malt 
or brewed beverages not bearing the county malt or brewed beverage tax 
stamps as hereinafter required, cause the same to have the requisite denomi- 
nation and amount of stamp or stamps to represent this tax affixed and can- 
celled by writing or stamping across the face of each stamp the number of the 
permit issued by the probate judge to such distributor or seller. Provided that 
any wholesale dealer or jobber who sells malt or brewed beverages for resale 
or reshipment into a county not subject to the provisions of this Act, if he 
furnishes a sufficient surety bond in a manner and of tenor and solvency satis- 
factory to the probate judge, and if he further meets such rules and regula- 
tions as may be provided by the probate judge for identifying and isolating 
stock kept for such purposes, may set aside that part of his stock which is 
kept and will be used for the purpose of resale or reshipment into a county 
not subject to the provisions of this Act, without affixing the stamps required 
hereby. (c) The probate judge is hereby authorized and directed to have pre- 
pared, at the expense of the county, and to sell, stamps suitable for denoting 
the tax due hereunder on all malt or brewed beverages sold, distributed, deliv- 
ered, stored, or taken out of storage within the county. It shall be unlawful 
for any person other than the probate judge, or his duly authorized agent, to 
sell any official malt or brewed beverage tax stamps prescribed and prepared 
under this Act, not affixed to a bottle, can or other container of malt or 
brewed beverages. When wholesale distributors or sellers of malt or brewed 
beverages who have qualified as such with the probate judge pursuant to 
subsection e of Section 9 of this Act purchase stamps for use on malt or 
brewed beverages taxable under this Act, the probate judge shall allow on 
such sales of malt or brewed beverage tax stamps a discount of five per cent 
on the entire amount of the sale. Every distributor or seller purchasing 
stamps shall make a full and complete accounting to the probate judge of the 
county on or before the fifteenth day of each month for all stamps used on 
taxable malt or brewed beverages during the preceding month. The account- 
ing shall be on forms prescribed by the probate judge and shall contain a 
written statement, sworn to and subscribed by such distributor or seller, 
showing; the name and address of such distributor or seller; each and every 
purchase, receipt or procurement of malt or brewed beverages made by such 
distributor or seller during the calendar month next preceding, together with 
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the name and address of the distributor, seller, or other person from whom 
purchased, received, or procured, the brand of such malt or brewed bever- 
ages, the quantity of each brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the size 
and kind of containers of each brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the 
date or dates on which purchased, received, or procured; and a detailed, item- 
ized statement showing the name and address of each and every distributor, 
or seller, or other person to whom any malt or brewed beverages are sold, dis- 
tributed or delivered by such distributor or seller, together with the quantity 
of each brand of malt or brewed beverages, sold, distributed, or delivered 
to each, the size and kind of containers of each brand of such malt or 
brewed beverages, and the date or dates on which sold, distributed or de- 
livered. Every wholesale distributor or seller of malt or brewed beverages 
in such county refusing or failing to comply with any provision of this 
subsection shall be guilty of a misdemeanor; and each day such default 
continues shall constitute a separate offense. He shall forfeit the commission 
or discount on stamps used which he failed to refused to account for within 
the prescribed time, and for such delinquency there shall be added to his li- 
cense tax a penalty of twenty percentum of the amount thereof, which penal- 
ty shall be paid to the license inspector. This penalty shall be in addition to 
the penalty prescribed in Section 18 of this Act. (d) Any distributor or seller 
of malt or brewed beverages, seiling, distributing, delivering, storing, or tak- 
ing out of storage malt or brewed beverages purchased from any other dis- 
tributor or seller of malt or brewed beverages who has paid the license tax 
levied thereon in subsection (a) of this section shall not be required to pay 
such license; and tax stamps affixed to the individual bottle, can, or other 
container in which the malt or brewed beverages are bought, in the manner 
prescribed above, and duly cancelled, shall be prima facie evidence that such 
tax has been paid. However, in order to obtain such exemption such distributor 
or seller claiming such exemption must, on or before the fifteenth day of each 
and every calendar month, file with the probate judge of the county, a written 
statement, sworn to and subscribed by such distributor or seller, claiming ex- 
emption, showing the name and address of such distributor or seller, each and 
every purchase, receipt or procurement of malt or brewed beverages made by 
such distributor or seller during the calendar month next preceding together 
with the name and address of the distributor, seller, or other person from whom 
purchased, received, or procured, and the brand of such malt or brewed bev- 
erages, the quantity of each brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the size 
and kind of containers of each brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the 
date or dates on which purchased, received, or procured, and the disposition 
thereof by such distributor or seller claiming the exemption. Such statement 
shall be made in form prescribed by the probate judge. 


Section 8. It shall be unlawful for any distributor, or seller, or any 
person having no place of business within the county to make any sale, distri- 
bution, or delivery of malt or brewed beverages within the county without 
first having obtained a permit to do so from the probate judge of the county; 
and such person, distributor, or seller shall be liable for and subject to the li- 
cense tax fixed and specified in Section 7 of this Act; provided, however, that 
nothing contained in this section or in any other part of this Act shall author- 
ize any sale, distribution, or delivery of malt or brewed beverages within the 
county if such sale, distribution, or delivery is prohibited by any other laws of 
this state. It shall also be unlawful for any person to possess or have in his 
possession within the county any malt or brewed beverages which do not 
have affixed thereto county tax stamps as required in this Act. The probate 
judge, license inspector, sheriff or any other law enforcement officer of the 
county, any police officer of any incorporated municipality therein and any 
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law enforcement officer of the State of Alabama is hereby authorized to seize 
for confiscation, as authorized herein, any malt or brewed beverages hereby 
taxed upon which the tax levied herein has not been paid or tax stamps there- 
to affixed and cancelled; and the absence of cancelled malt or brewed bever- 
age tax stamps of the county on any bottle, can, or other individual container 
in which the beverages are customarily sold at retail shall be prima facie evi- 
dence that such tax has not been paid. Provided, however, this provision shall 
apply to malt or brewed beverages in the possession of wholesale dealers or 
jobbers kept for the purpose of resale or reshipment into a county not subject 
to the provisions of this Act only if such person fails to meet the provisions 
of Section 7 of this Act with regard to beverages kept for such purposes. Aft- 
er such seizure, the probate judge, license inspector, sheriff, or solictor shall 
commence condemnation proceedings by filing a bill to equity in the circuit 
court of such county praying that such malt or brewed beverages be forfeited 
and sold. Any person, firm, corporation or association of persons in whose 
possession said malt or brewed beverages have been found or who shall claim 
to own the same, or any interest therein, shall be made a party defendant to 
said bill, and thereupon such matter shall proceed and be determined in equi- 
ty in such circuit court. After the malt or brewed beverages are condemned 
and forfeited as being in violation of the provisions of this Act, the court 
shall direct in its decree that said malt or brewed beverages shall be delivered 
to the probate judge of such county to be sold by said probate judge at public 
outcry to the highest bidder for cash, after three days’ notice of such sale by 
posting a notice on any bulletin board Jocated within the courthouse of the 
county. The probate judge shall distribute in the same manner as other mon- 
eys are distributed by him as provided in this Act. From any decree or judg- 
ment of the circuit court, in equity, condemning any such malt or brewed 
beverages any party or parties aggrieved thereby may appeal to the court of 
appeals of Alabama within fifteen days from the time of such decree or judg- 
ment upon giving security for the costs of such appeal. And from any judg- 
ment or decree of the circuit court, in equity, denying the condemnation and 
seizure of any such malt or brewed beverages, the probate judge of such 
county may likewise appeal within fifteen days without the giving of any 
bond. When any person, firm, corporation or association, or the probate 
judge appeals, the malt or brewed beverages involved shall remain in the cus- 
tody of the probate judge until a final determination of the cause or appeal. 
Upon any decree of condemnation and seizure, the court shall direct that the 
costs of the proceedings be paid by the person in whose possession said malt 
or brewed beverages were found, or by any person or party who claims to 
own the same, or any interest therein, and who contests its condemnation and 
seizure. 


Section 9. It shall be unlawful and shall constitute a misdemeanor for 
any distributor or seller to engage or to continue in business as such distribu- 
tor or seller at any time when he is in default in the payment of the license 
tax required to be paid by this act; and each day during which a distributor 
or seller, then in default of said license tax, shall engage in such business shall 
constitute a separate offense. 


Section 10. None of the provisions of this act shall apply to acts or 
transactions which constitute interstate commerce, nor shall any provision 
hereof apply to United States or other government business. 


Section 11. It shall be unlawful for any person to act as agent, servant 
or employee for any distributor or seller who is delinquent in the payment of 
the license tax required by this act to be paid, in engaging in or assisting in 
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carrying on the business for which the distributor or seller is required to pay 
such license tax, and each day such agent, servant or employee shall engage 
in or assist in carrying on such business shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 12. (a) It shall be the duty of any person subject to the li- 
cense tax imposed by this act to keep full and complete records of all pur- 
chases, sales, receipts, inventories and of all other matters from which the 
correct amount of license tax to which such person is subject may be ascer- 
tained; and in the event that such person shall discontinue his business, he 
shall not destroy or dispose of such records until he shall have given the pro- 
bate judge of the county thirty days notice in writing of his intent to destroy 
or dispose of such records. The failure of such person to keep such records, 
or his destruction or disposition of such records without giving such notice, 
shall constitute a misdemeanor. (b) Upon demand by the probate judge or 
his authorized deputy, auditor, or representative, it shall be the duty of any 
such person subject to the license tax imposed by this act to furnish such de- 
manding person, without delay, all such information as may be required for 
determination of the correct amount of license tax to which such person is 
subject, and to that end it shall be the duty of such person to submit to such 
demanding person, for inspection and examination, during reasonable hours, 
at such person’s place of business within the county, all books of accounts, in- 
voices, papers, reports, memoranda containing entries showing the amount of 
purchases, sales, receipts, inventories, and any other information from which 
the correct amount of license tax to which such person is subject may be de- 
termined including exhibition of bank deposit books and bank statements; 
and any person failing or refusing to submit such records for such inspection 
and examination upon such demand, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. (c) If 
any person subject to the provisions of this act does not have in such person’s 
control of possession, within the county, true and intelligible books of ac- 
count, invoices, papers, reports or memoranda correctly showing the data and 
information necessary for determination of the correct amount of the license 
tax due, or if, having in such person’s possession or under such person’s con- 
trol such books, invoices, papers, reports or memoranda, such person shall 
fail or refuse to submit and exhibit the same for inspection and examination 
as herein required, then, in either event, it shall be the duty of the probate 
judge of the county to ascertain, from such information and data as he may 
reasonably obtain, the correct amount of license tax due from such person 
immediate payment of the amount of such license tax. If the amount of 
the license tax so ascertained and demanded is not paid within 10 days 
after receipt of notice of the assessment and demand for payment thereof, 
then, so long as said amount remains unpaid it shall be unlawful, and shall 
constitute a misdemeanor, for the person to engage in business as a dis- 
tributor or seller, and each day’s engagement in such business shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. (d) All records and reports filed in the Probate 
Office under this act shall be public records, open to inspection by any 
person during all Probate Office hours. (e) Thirty days after the effective 
date of this act, every person before engaging in the business of a wholesale 
distributor of malt or brewed beverages in such county shall file with the pro- 
bate judge a bond in the approximate sum of twice the average monthly tax 
estimated by the probate judge which will be due by the applicant. The bond 
shall be in such form and amount as may be approved by the probate judge, 
shall be executed by a surety company licensed and duly authorized to do 
business in Alabama, shall be payable to the county, and be conditioned upon 
the prompt filing of true reports, and the payment by the applicant to the 
probate judge of the license tax herein fixed, provided, and levied on the sale, 
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distribution or withdrawal from storage of malt or brewed beverages on 
which a tax is herein imposed, together with all penalties and interest thereon, 
and generally upon faithful compliance with the provisions of this act. After 
such date, it shall be unlawful and constitute a misdemeanor for any person 
to engage in the business of a wholesale distributor of malt or brewed bever- 
ages in such county without first having filed the bond and secured the permit 
as required herein. (f) In the event the liability upon any bond filed under 
the provisions of this act shall be discharged or reduced, whether by judg- 
ment rendered, payment made, or otherwise, or if in the opinion of the pro- 
bate judge any surety on the bond, therefore given which becomes unsatisfac- 
tory or unacceptable, then the probate judge may require the filing of a new 
or additional bond conditioned as hereinabove provided and in the event of 
the failure of any distributor, within ten days of written notice to it by the 
probate judge, to file such new or additional bond, the probate judge shall re- 
voke the permit issued to such person. (g) If upon a hearing had before the 
probate judge after five days written notice to any distributor, the probate 
judge shall decide that the amount of any existing bond filed by any distribu- 
tor is insufficient, the probate judge may order such distributor to file, within 
ten days after written notice by the probate judge to such distributor, a new 
or additional bond in such amount as the probate judge upon said hearing 
may find reasonably necessary to insure payment of all amounts due or to be- 
come due the county, conditioned as hereinabove provided, and if such new 
or additional bond is not filed within ten days after such notice from the pro- 
bate judge, the probate judge may revoke the permit already issued to such 
distributor. (h) The probate judge may reduce the amount of any bond upon 
written application of any distributor if satisfied that a bond in a reduced 
amount will insure payment of all amounts due, or to become due under this 
act, to the county, but in no event shall he reduce such bond to any amount 
less than double the amount of the tax liability of the principal for the pre- 
ceding month. (i) Any surety on any bond furnished by an distributor, as 
above provided, shall be released and discharged from any and all liability to 
the county accruing on such bond after the expiration of sixty days from the 
date upon which surety shall have filed with the probate judge written request 
to be released and discharged, provided, however, that such request shall not 
operate to relieve, release or discharge such surety from any liability already 
accrued, or which shall accrue before the expiration of said sixty day period. 
The probate judge shall promptly upon receipt of notice of such request noti- 
fy the distributor who furnished such bond of the request of the surety on 
said bond, and unless such distributor shall, on or before the expiration of 
such sixty day period, file with the probate judge a new bond in the amount 
and form hereinbefore in this section provided, the probate judge shall forth- 
with cancel the permit of said distributor. 


Section 13. It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly or willful-' 
ly make or exhibit any false written affidavit, certificate or statement as to the 
amount of stock on hand or volume of gross receipts, revenues or business 
done, or as to any other fact, and to file such affidavit or statement with or 
exhibit the same to the probate judge, or any employee of the county for the 
purpose of defrauding the county by avoiding the payment of the license tax 
required to be paid by this act. 


Section 14. (a) In addition to all other taxes and licenses now imposed 
by law and under this act, there is hereby levied a license tax of ten cents. 
($.10) on each miniature and twenty five cents ($.25) on each half pint of 
spirituous liquor sold or distributed by private clubs licensed within the coun- 
ty. (b) In addition to all other taxes and licenses now imposed by law and 
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under this act, there is hereby levied a privilege or license tax on all persons, 
firms, and corporations, selling, distributing, or delivering to retailers within 
counties governed by this act any malt or brewed beverages (including beer, 
lager beers, ale, porter, or similar fermented malt liquors containing one half 
of one percent or more of alcohol by volume) an additional two cents ($.02) 
on each container of twelve (12) fluid ounces or less and one-sixth of a cent 
on each additional ounce over 12 ounces per container sold or distributed to 
private clubs within the county. (c) The provisions of this act as to the use of 
crowns, stamps, or decals to evidence payment of the three cents ($.03) tax 
levied under Section 7 hereof shall not apply to the additional taxes provided 
for in this Section 14; however, the additional taxes provided for in this Sec- 
tion 14 may be collected by the probate judge in such manner as he deems 
necessary and advisable, included but not limited to, the placing of stamps, 
crowns, or decals to evidence payment of the tax as provided herein. The pro- 
ceeds of the taxes provided for under this Section 14 shall be paid into the 
county general fund. 


Section 15. The tax provided for in Section 7 of this act shall be paid 
to the probate judge of the county who shall distribute two thirds of the net 
proceeds from such license tax after deducting all costs of collection to the 
county board of education. The county board of education shall divide the 
funds with the city boards of education within the county pro rata in the 
same manner as the public school funds from the State are apportioned in 
said county under the Minimum Program Fund Law. The probate judge shall 
distribute all the remaining portion of such license tax to the general fund of 
the county. All other license taxes levied by this act shall be distributed to the 
general fund of the county.

Such inspectors shall have the same powers relative to enforcement of the 
taxes hereby levied that law enforcement officers employed by the Alabama 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board have relative to enforcing the state tax on 
spirituous liquors and on malt and brewed beverages. Any municipality in the 
county may also employ a special alcoholic beverage law enforcement officer 
for such municipality whose chief duty shal! be the enforcement of this act. It 
shall also be the duty of agents of the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board and of the sheriff of the county and his deputies to enforce the provi- 
sions of this act. 


Section 17. (a) In addition to all other records and reports required

beer broken or damaged during the preceding month, proof of state authori- 
zation for transfers to other wholesale distributors, a record of afl beer in 
transit to such distributor from breweries, and an inventory of all beer tax 
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stamps in its possession on the Ist day and the last day of the preceding 
month. (b) In addition to all other records and reports required under this 
act, each private club shall file with the probate judge on or before the 15th 
day of each month detailed inventory of all alcoholic beverages on hand on 
the Ist day and the last day of the preceding month, and a record of all pur- 
chases of alcoholic beverages made by it during the preceding month. (c) In 
addition to all other reports and records required under this act, each retail 
beer seller shall file with the probate judge on or before the 15th day of each 
month a detailed inventory of all beer on hand on the Ist day and the last 
day of the preceding month. (d) The license of any wholesale distributor, 
private club, or retail seller failing or refusing to file the reports provided for 
in this Section 17 shall be suspended forthwith by the probate judge pending 
receipt of such report. 


Section 18. Any person violating any of the provisions of this act, 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) and may also be sentenced to hard labor for the county for 
not exceeding six months, either or both.

tion (e) above. (g) The word “severed” means the extraction or withdrawing 
from the soil or water or from below the surface of the soil or water of any 
oil or gas, whether such extraction or withdrawal shall be by natural flow, 
mechanically enforced flow, pumping, or any other means employed to get 
the oil or gas from the soil or water or from below the surface of the soil or 
water from depths below 6,000 feet. (h) The word “person” means any natu- 
ral person, firm, co-partnership, joint venture, association, corporation, estate, 
trust, any other group or combination acting as a unit, and the plural as well 
as the singular number. (i) The word “producer” means any person engaging 
or continuing in the business of oil or gas production in Choctaw County 
which, for the purpose of this act, includes the owning, controlling, manag- 
ing, or leasing any oil or gas property or oil or gas well; and producing in any 
manner any oil or gas by taking it from the soil or waters, or from beneath 
the soil or waters of Choctaw County, from depths below 6,000 feet, and fur- 
ther includes receiving money or other valuable consideration as royalty or 
rental for oil or gas produced or because of oil or gas produced, whether pro- 
duced by him or by some other person on his behalf, either by lease, contract,

holding as a grantee or lessee under an oil and gas lease or lease of oil, gas 
and other minerals. Such interest includes the right on the part of the lessee 
to drill and produce, and is subject to the payment to the lessor of a royalty 
of a stated fraction or percentage of the production, free of operating ex- 
pense, either in kind or at the prevailing price at the time of production.

(b) The tax is hereby levied upon the basis of the entire production de- 
rived from the leasehold interest in Choctaw County, produced from depths 
below 6,000 feet, on which production the amount of such tax shall be a lien, 
regardless of the place of sale or to whom sold, or by whom used, or the fact 
that the delivery may be made to points outside the state or county; and the 
tax shall accrue at the time such oil or gas is severed from the soi! or the wa- 
ters, or from beneath the soil or waters of said county, and in its natural, un- 
refined or unmanufactured condition. 


Section 3. (a) The privilege tax hereby imposed in Choctaw County 
is levied upon the producers of such oil or gas in the proportion of their own- 
ership at the time of severance, but, except as otherwise herein provided, the 
tax shall be paid by the person in charge of the production operations in said 
county who is hereby authorized, empowered, and required to deduct from 
any amount due to producers of such production at the time of severance, the 
proportionate amount of the tax herein levied before making payments to 
such producers. The tax shall become due and payable as provided by this 
act; and such tax shall constitute a first lien upon any of the oil or gas so pro- 
duced when in the possession of the original producer or any purchaser of 
such oil or gas in its unmanufactured state or condition. In the event the per- 
son in charge of production operations fails to pay the tax, then the depart- 
ment shall proceed against the producer to collect the tax in the manner here- 
inafter provided by this act. 


(b) When any person in charge of production operations shall sell the 
oil or gas produced by him, the purchaser shall account for the tax. 


(c) When any person in charge of production operations shall use or 
dispose of the oil or gas for fuel or any other purpose, he shall withhold the 
tax imposed by this act; and, if he is required to pay other interest holders, he 
is hereby authorized, empowered, and required to deduct from any amounts 
due them the amount of tax levied and due under the provisions of this act 
before making payment to them. 


(d) Every person in charge of production operations by which oil or 
gas is severed from the soil or waters, or from beneath the soil or waters, of 
said county who fails to deduct and withhold, as required herein, the amount 
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of tax from sale or purchase price, when such oil or gas is sold or purchased 
under contract or agreement, or on the open market, or otherwise, shall be 
liable for the full amount of taxes, interest, and penalties due; and the depart- 
ment shall proceed to collect the tax from the person in charge of production 
operations, under the provisions of this act, as if he were the producer of the 
oil or gas. 


Section 4. The state department of revenue is hereby authorized and 
directed to administer and enforce the provisions of this act and to collect all 
of the taxes levied under the provisions herein. To that end said department is 
authorized to promulgate and enforce all necessary rules and regulations to 
effectuate the purposes of this act. All such rules and regulations duly pro- 
mulgated shall have the force and effect of law. 


Section 5. All laws, and rules and regulations of the department of 
revenue relating to assessments and the manner and time of payment of the 
tax levied by Act No. 2, H. 47, approved May 19, 1945 (General Acts 1945, 
p. 20), as amended, requiring reports from dealers and prescribing penalties 
for violations shall apply with equal force to the tax levied by this act as fully 
as if set out herein. 


Section 6. The department of revenue is hereby authorized to charge 
the county for collecting the special tax levied by this act whenever said de- 
partment incurs costs therefor which are in addition to the costs for collecting 
the state oil and gas tax levied by Act No. 2, H. 47, approved May 19, 1945, 
as amended. The amount charged shall be such amount as the commissioner 
or revenue and the county governing body shall agree upon, but shall not ex- 
ceed five (5) percent of the amount collected. Such charges, if any, for col- 
lecting the taxes for the county may be deducted each month from the pro- 
ceeds of the taxes collected before certifying the amount thereof due the 
county for that month. The commissioner of revenue shall pay into the state 
treasury all county taxes collected under this act, as such taxes are received 
by the department of revenue. On or before the tenth day of each successive 
month (commencing with the month following the month in which the de- 
partment makes the first collections hereunder), the commissioner shall certi- 
fy to the state comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions 
of this act and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of Choctaw 
County during the month immediately preceding the making of such certifi- 
cate. Provided, that before certifying the amount of taxes paid into the state 
treasury for the benefit of the county during each month, the commissioner 
may deduct from the taxes collected in such month any charges due the de- 
partment for the collection of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of 
the comptroller to issue his warrant each month payable to the treasurer or 
custodian of Choctaw County general funds. Funds in an amount equal to the 
amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue as having been collected 
for the use of Choctaw County. 


Section 7. Any party making or participating in a false return made 
under the provisions of this act or incorporated herein shall be guilty of per- 
jury and upon conviction shall be punished in the manner prescribed by law. 


Section 8. If it is brought to the attention of the department that any 
producer is guilty of violating any of the provisions of this act, the depart- 
ment is hereby authorized and required, through lawfully authorized counsel, 
to proceed in the courts of the State to obtain a writ of injunction, which writ 
shall be granted by the court when applied for in the manner prescribed by 
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law. The department, however, is hereby relieved of the requirement to fur- 
nish bond of any character. 


Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstituional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 11. This act shall become effective on the first day of the third 
month succeeding the month during which it becomes law.

Gentlemen: 


I am returning to you, the Body in which it originated, House Bill Num- 
ber 330, without my approval and with a suggested Executive Amendment. 


It is suggested that the first paragraph of Section 7 of House Bill Num- 
ber 330 be amended to read as follows: 


“For the purposes of the Act and the regulations of the Board, each sepa- 
rate location at which the practice of barbering- or any part thereof is taught 
shall be considered to be a barber college, and a separate certificate shall be 
required for each. However, facilities at which the practice of barbering or 
any part thereof is taught which are operated or maintained by a college in 
the same central area as the main establishment of the college shall not be 
deemed for the purposes of this Act, to be a separate college. No such facility 
shall be operated or maintained by a college until and unless each has been 
inspected and approved by the Board in the same manner as is required be- 
fore a certificate to operate a college may be issued, the fee prescribed by this 
Act paid and a certificate to operate and maintain the particular facility is is- 
sued by the Board.” 


It is further suggested that paragraph 3 of Section 14 of House Bill 
Number 330 be amended to read as follows: 


“The succeeding members of said Board shall serve for five (5) years. 
Vacancies caused by death, resignation or otherwise shall be filled by the re- 
maining members of the Board. Members appointed to fill vacancies shall 
serve for the unexpired term of their predecessors. Said Board may do all 
things necessary and convenient for enforcing the provisions of this Act. 
They may from time to time promulgate necessary rules and regulations com- 
patible with the provisions of this Act, and the State Board of Health.” 


The adoption of the above suggested Amendments will remove my 
objections to the Bill.

The deputy coroner may also be reimbursed for reasona- 
ble expenses of travel outside the county in performance of the duties of his 
office provided such travel expense is first approved by the governing body of 
the county and authorization therefor is duly entered in its minutes prior to 
the time of travel. All such compensation and expenses shall be paid out of 
the county treasury at the same time and in the same manner as other county 
officers are paid. The total service and pay of such deputy coroners in any fis- 
cal year shall be limited to 90 days. 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are re- 
pealed. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 
Mr. Speaker: 


The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having signed the fol- 
lowing Senate Bills, your signature thereto is requested: 


S. 362. To amend further Act No. 661, Regular Session 1951 (Acts 
1951, p. 1125), as amended, which act regulates Barbers, Barber Shops and 
Barber Colleges etc., and which creates a Barber Commission for all counties 
having a population of 400,000 or more according to the last or any subse- 
quent federal decennial census, by revising the manner of selecting commis- 
sioners. 


Also: 


S. 364. To provide for the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board to issue 
liquor licenses to Civic Center Authorities established under Act No. 547 of 
the Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1965, approved August 
20, 1965, (Ala. Acts 1965, p. 797, et seq.); to regulate the issuance of such 
licenses; to provide the amount of the license tax, or fee, which shall be paya- 
ble for such licenses; to provide that such license shall authorize the Civic 
Center Authority holding the same to keep and sell in its Civic Center alco- 
holic, malt and vinous beverages, and to repeal laws or parts of laws in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act.

have the exclusive authority to prohibit the giving away, selling, serving or 
drinking of alcoholic beverages in public places at such hours, or times, as 
may be specified by the governing body, and also exclusive authority in the 
last mentioned area to prohibit in public places the sale, or service, of alco- 
holic beverages except to persons seated at tables, or to impose restrictions on 
the sale, or service, or any such beverages to persons not seated at tables; to 
provide that the governing body of any such county or any such municipality, 
shall have the power to adopt ordinances prescribing any prohibition or re- 
striction this act authorizes the county or city to establish; to provide that any 
violation of any such ordinances shall constitute a misdemeanor; to repeal 
any such ordinance of any such county or any such municipality in effect 
when this act becomes effective in such county or such municipality; to repeal 
all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this act except laws 
prohibiting or regulating the sale or use of alcoholic beverages on election 
day or in relation to elections; and to expressly provide that this act repeals 
any part of either of the following laws in conflict with this act: Act No. 102 
of the Regular Session of the Legislature of 1949, approved June 20, 1949, 
(Ala. Acts, 1949, p. 120) and Section 44, Title 29, Code of Alabama of 
1940, as now or hereafter amended.

S. 433. To authorize all cities in the State of Alabama having a popu- 
lation exceeding 70,000 nad not exceeding 135,000 inhabitants, according to 
the 1970 or any succeeding regular decennial federal census, or which shall 
hereafter have such population according to any such census that may hereaf- 
ter be taken, to enact ordinances to establish and maintain a general system 
of pensions and retirements, including allowances payable on retirement for 
age or disability, or benefits on separation from service, for the benefit of 
their regular emp!oyees, including regular employees whose compensation is 
computed and paid on a per diem basis, and the regular employees of any 
board or commission, with necessary classification and terms of admission; 
and providing that upon the establishment of any system of pensions and re- 
tirements such employees theretofore or thereafter appointed shall be eligible, 
subject to such exceptions, limitations and restrictions as deemed expedient, 
to admission to such system; to authorize such ordinances to prescribe the 
manner in which the system may be conducted and its funds collected and 
distributed; to authorize such cities enacting such ordinances to establish such 
board for the administration of the fund as is deemed expedient, and to per- 
mit the governing body of the city to serve as such board; to require the par- 
ticipating employees and the city to contribute to the funds of such retirement 
system and to provide for the fixing of the rates of contribution; to require 
the board to have prepared annually actuarial valuation of the assets and lia- 
bilities of the system and to permit, on the basis of such valuation, increase or 
decrease in the rates of contribution; to require such pension or retirment sys- 
tem organized under the provisions of this Act to create and maintain re- 
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serves, calculated to be adequate to cover the liabilities on account of benefits 
payable under the ordinances, on the basis of an interest rate not in excess of 
four percentum per annum, and mortality, disability and other experience ta- 
bles, or a similar group of employees; to authorize the reserves required in re- 
spect of service rendered or benefits granted prior to the date of the organiza- 
tion of such system under the provisions of this Act to be accumulated on a 
basis calculated to produce a balance between the actuarial present value of 
the assets and of the liabilities of the system within a period of not exceeding 
thirty years from the date of establishment of said system; to authorize the 
organization of a retirement system under this Act to provide for the cessa- 
tion, limitation or application of any former system of retirement benefits 
applying to persons eligible to be included in the newly organized system pro- 
vided that any funds of such former system transferred to the newly organ- 
ized system shall be applied first to the payment of the benefits on account of 
which such funds were contributed; to require that the funds of such retire- 
ment system organized under the provisions of this Act constitute a trust fund 
to be used only for the purpose of providing the benefits of such retirement 
system and shall be held independently of the funds in the treasury of the 
city; to require that the ordinances provide for trustees, to invest and reinvest 
the funds of the system and the terms and restrictions in the manner of mak- 
ing such investments; to provide that the property of said system, the portion 
of wages or salary of an employee deducted or to be deducted, the right of an 
employee to a benefit, and all his rights in the funds of the system shall be ex- 
empt from taxation, attachment, execution or other process to satisfy any 
debt or liability of any employee of the system and any law relating to bank- 
ruptcy or insolvency; to provide that no assignment of any right in said funds 
or any benefits under the provisions of said ordinances shall be valid; to pro- 
vide the time of taking effect of this Act.

works board or other board, public corporation or commission, in any pen- 
sion or retirement system, law or plan, or other benefit plan, now applicable 
to or for the benefit of the employees of any such city, and as part of any 
such agreement to provide for contributions or payments to be made by any 
such water works board or other board, public corporation or commission in 
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connection with the participation by their respective employees in any such 
pension or retirement system, law or plan, or other benefit plan; and provid- 
ing that any such water works board or other board, public corporation or 
commission, may enter into agreements with any such city for participation

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Domestic life insurance companies required to keep original 
records in the State. 


All life insurance companies incorporated under the laws of the State of 
Alabama including, but not restricted to, capital stock legal reserve compa- 
nies, mutual companies and mutual aid or fraternal societies, are hereby re- 
quired to keep within the geographic boundaries of the State of Alabama all 
original records pertaining to the operation of said insurance companies, in- 
cluding books of original entry, journals, ledgers, policy files, claim files, evi- 
dence of ownership or existence of debt securities, equities, notes, mortgages, 
and policy loans, deeds to real estate and corporate minutes. These life insur- 
ance companies or societies are not restricted from maintaining service type 
offices without the State of Alabama, provided such mode of operation is first 
approved by the Superintendent of Insurance. 


Section 2. Examination and Penalty. 


The Superintendent of Insurance is empowered to examine, or have ex- 
amined, the records set out in Section 1 of this Act at any reasonable time, 
and upon ascertainment that the original records are not within the confines 
of the State, the Superintendent of Insurance shall forthwith order the life in- 
surance company to comply with the provisions of this Act. Upon failure of 
the insurance company, within a reasonable time, to comply with this order, 
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the Superintendent of Insurance shall then revoke or suspend the company’s 
certificate of authority to transact insurance business in Alabama. 

Section 3. Severability. 


The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the Act is de- 
clared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains. 


Section 4. Effective Date. 


This Act shall become effective two years after its passage and approval 
by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

POINT OF PERSONAL PRIVILEGE 


On the request of Mr. Hill, the following was ordered inserted in the 


Mr. Speaker, Mrs. Wynot, Gentlemen of the House: 


J rise to a point of personal privilege in defense of one of our colleagues 
and this body as a whole. On July 27 this House, after much debate, passed 
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House Bill 339 which does away with the requirement of “positive knowl- 
edge” in the issuance of a search warrant between the hours of six p.m. and 
eight a.m. 


Following the passage of this bill an ad appeared in the Montgomery 
newspaper condemning Walker Hobbie as bringing “Nazi Germany” and 
“Communist Russia” into Montgomery and into the State of Alabama. 


This ad was completely filled with false statements and distortions. Such 
statements are irresponsible and cannot be condoned. 


First, the ad states that Walker Hobbie sponsored this bill. This is not 
true. Walker Hobbie did not sponsor or even co-sponsor this bill. In fact, 
Walker Hobbie did not vote for this bill until it was reconsidered. I commend 
Walker for having the fortitude to change his opinion and vote when he 
learns of additional facts about a measure. I also sincerely thank the Frater- 
nal Order of Police for their support of this bill. 


Secondly, the writer referred to this bill as the “knock at the door” law. 
This, I assume, is in confusion with the “no knock” bill which is presently 
pending in the United States Congress. Regardless of whether or not you sup- 
port the ‘‘no knock” law, House Bill 339 has absolutely nothing to do with 
this aspect of the law. 


Again the ad states that the bill repeals the “daylight requirement” of the 
law. This is incorrect. Law enforcement officers presently have the theoretical 
right to search criminal suspects after six o’clock but the practicality of the 
present law make it next to impossible for these officers to obtain a warrant 
from a judicial officer or judge and thereby carry out their duty of appre- 
hending law violators. 


The bill was debated and I sincerely respect the opposition to this bill. 
Every authority given to law enforcement officers of necessity infringes upon 
the privacy of criminal suspects. The right to arrest, to hold a person in jail 
without bail, and the right to search for illegal contraband and the fruits of 
crime all invade rights. But of necessity we must have law enforcement 
officers to carry out these functions in order to have a safe and decent society 
in which to live. It falls upon the Legislature of this State to balance these 
rights. 


It would be nice if all crimes were committed between the hours of 8:00 
a.m. and 6:00 p.m., but this is not the case. Most of the state’s narcotic 
crimes and crimes of violence are committed after 6:00 p.m. The question is 
“Are we going to handcuff the police officer?” 


To look at the present Alabama law only six states in this nation have 
the present Alabama requirement of “positive knowledge.” These are: Arkan- 
sas, Idaho, Utah, South Dakota, New York and North Dakota. The rest of 
the 43 states and the District of Columbia have the same requirement that I 
proposed in House Bill 339. This includes each and every one of our sister 
Southern States. 


If the writer of this ad wants to call somebody a nazi or communist, I 
challenge him to go to Mississippi and call the citizens of this state nazi and 
communist. I challenge him to go to Georgia and Louisiana and tell the citi- 
zens of these states that they are living under nazi and communistic Russian 
rule. I challenge the writer to denounce the law enforcement officers in Geor- 
gia, Florida, Tennessee and the other 43 states and the District of Columbia 
for having Gestapo agents as police officers. 
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I don’t take the calling of these names of nazi and communist to this 
Legislative body lightly. 


To close, let me give you a brief case history of our present law. Several 
years ago, a little baby girl was viciously raped and murdered. Her body was 
found face down in a near-by river. Unfortunately, this crime was committed 
after 6:00 o’clock. The evidence that the law enforcement officers were able 
to uncover pointed to a certain individual living in a motel room. Certainly 
these law enforcement officers did not have “positive knowledge” that this 
man committed the crime. The law enforcement officers did the only thing 
they could do—whether right or wrong—they searched the man’s room with- 
out a warrant and found the clothing of the small girl. This led to the arrest 
and conviction of this criminal suspect. The death sentence conviction was 
appealed to the appellate court and the court had no alternative than to re- 
verse the case. I submit that criminal suspects do have rights, but I also sub- 
mit that the criminal victims in this state also have certain rights. 


Lastly, Mr. Speaker, Mrs. Wynot, and gentlemen of the House, I submit 
that even a Legislator has a few rights and I sincerely appreciate this body 
giving me the opportunity of defending myself, Rep. Hobbie and this body as 
a whole for this irresponsible attack.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections 2 and 8 of Act No. 2, H. 47 of the Regular Session 
of 1945 (Gen. Acts 1945, p. 20), which levies and provides for the collection 
and distribution of a severance tax on oil, gas and other hydrocarbons, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. (a) There is hereby levied, to be collected hereafter, as 
herein provided, annual privilege taxes upon every person engaging or con- 
tinuing to engage within the State of Alabama in the business of producing or 
severing oil or gas as defined herein, from the soil or the waters, or from be- 
neath the soil or the waters, of the State for sale, transport, storage, profit, or 
for use. The amount of such tax shall be measured at the rate of five percen- 
tum (5%) of the gross value of said oil or gas at the point of production un- 
til October 1, 1973, at which time the rate of such tax shall decrease to four 
percentum (4%) which shall be the applicable rate thereafter. (b) The tax is 
hereby levied upon the basis of the entire production in this State, including 
what is known as the royality interest, on which production the amount of 
such tax shall be a lien, regardless of the place of sale or to whom sold, or by 
whom used, or the fact that the delivery may be made to points outside the 
State; and the tax shall accrue at the time such oil or gas is severed from the 
soil or the waters, or from beneath the soil or the waters, and in its natural, 
unrefined, or unmanufactured condition. (c) A county, city, town or munici- 
pality of the State of Alabama shall not establish, levy, impose or collect as a 
condition of doing business or otherwise, any tax, fee, license or charge, 
whatsoever, directly or indirectly, on or with respect to the production, treat- 
ing, processing, ownership, sale, storage, purchase, marketing, or transporta- 
tion of any oil or gas produced in the State of Alabama and on which sever- 
ance taxes have been paid to the State of Alabama, or upon the business of 
producing, treating, processing, owning, selling, buying, storing, marketing or 
transporting such oil or gas or upon the ownership, operation or maintenance 
of plants, facilities, machinery, pipe lines, gathering lines or any equipment, 
whatsoever, which are, or may be, necessary or convenient to the production, 
treating, processing, ownership, storage, sale, purchase, marketing, or trans- 
portation of such oil or gas; provided, however, that nothing herein shall be 
construed to prohibit, limit or restrict a county, city, town or municipality 
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from imposing and collecting ad valorem taxes on any property, real or per- 
sonal not otherwise now exempted by law; further, the limitation herein im- 
posed upon counties, cities, towns and municipalities shall not apply to any 
county, city, town or municipality which does not receive a share of the sev- 
erance tax under the provisions of this Act. (d) Nothing contained herein 
Shali be deemed to limit or to enlarge the authority of a county, city, town or 
municipality to levy taxes or licenses on oil refining facilities located therein 
or on the suppliers of services or goods not including oil or gas to those per- 
sons engaging in the business of producing, treating, processing, owning, sell- 
ing, buying, storing, marketing or transporting such oil or gas. 


“Section 8. The net amount of all taxes herein levied and collected by 
the Department, after the same has been certified into the State Treasury, 
shall be allocated and distributed by the Comptroller to the credit of the Gen- 
eral Fund of the State and to the county in which the oil or gas was produced 
and to the municipalities therein in the proportion set out in the following 
schedule: (a) Twenty-five percentum (25%) of all taxes herein levied and 
collected on oil and gas produced from oil or gas wells located within any 
county, shall be allocated and distributed to each such county for county pur- 
poses or to be expended at the discretion of the county governing body. (b) 
Seven and one-half per cent (744%) of all taxes herein levied and collect- 
ed on oil and gas produced from oil or gas wells located within the corporate 
limits or the police jurisdiction of any muncipality shall be allocated and dis- 
tributed to each such muncipality to reimburse such municipality for the 
costs of providing such municipal services as are made necessary by reason of 
the production of oil and gas from wells located within the corporate limits or 
the police jurisdiction of such municipality; such reimbursements shall be 
paid out of that part of the taxes herein levied and collected which are here- 
inabove allocated to the State. All funds received under the provisions of 
this Act, as herein provided, shall be disbursed by the Comptroller on or be- 
fore the 25th day of the month during which it is paid into the Treasury. (c) 
Fifty per cent (50%) of the first one hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
($150,000.00) remaining, or any part thereof, collected per year under the 
provisions of this Act to the State, forty-two and one-half per cent (42 
1%4%) to the county, and seven and one-half percent (714%) to munici- 
palities therein on a population basis; (d) Eighty-four percentum (84%) of 
all additional sums collected per year under the provisions of this Act to the 
State, fourteen percentum (14%) to the county, and two percentum (2%) to 
municipalities therein on a population basis.” 


Section 2. The tax herein imposed shall be in addition to the tax levied 
by Act No. 1, H. 46, Approved May 22, 1945 (Acts 1945, p. 1) as amended. 


Section 3. All other laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act, 
including Act No. 1171, H. 455, Approved September 13, 1969 (Acts 1969, 
p. 2182), are repealed. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas-

Upon filing of said notice of appeal, the clerk of the said court shall serve a 
copy of said notice of appeal on the clerk of the said city or town, or upon 
any person acting in the capacity of clerk, and said appeal shall be docketed 
in said court, and shall be a preferred case therein. The clerk of said city 
shall, upon receiving such notice, file with the clerk of the court a copy of the 
findings and determination of the governing body in proceedings and trial 
shall be held upon the determination of the governing body that such building 
or structure is unsafe to the extent that it is a public nuisance, if it is found 
that the building is not unsafe to the extent it is a public nuisance, then the 
city shall be liable for court costs and attorney fees to the property owner in- 
volved in said case.”

If the oil or gas is exchanged for 
something other than cash, or if there is no sale at the time of severance, or if 
the relation between the buyer and seller is such that the consideration paid, 
if any, is not indicative of the true value or market price, then the department 
shall determine the value of the oil or gas subject to the tax hereinafter pro- 
vided for, considering the sale price for cash of oil or gas of like quality. (e) 
the word “oil” means crude petroleum oil and other hydrocarbons regardless 
of gravity which are produced at the well in liquid form by ordinary produc- 
tion methods and which are not the result of condensation of gas after it 
leaves the wall. (f) The word “gas” means all natural gas, including casing- 
head gas, and all other hydrocarbons not defined as oil in subsection (e) 
above. (g) The word “severed” means the extraction or withdrawing from 
the soil or water or from below the surface of the soil or water of any oil or 
gas, whether such extraction or withdrawal shall be by natural flow, mechani- 
cally enforced flow, pumping, or any other means employed to get the oil or 
gas from the soil or water or from below the surface of the soil or water (h) 
The word “person” means any natural person, firm, co-partnership, joint ven- 
ture, association, corporation, estate, trust, any other group or combination 
acting as a unit, and the plural as well as the singular number. (i) The word 
“producer” means any person engaging or continuing in the business of oil or 
gas production in Baldwin County which, for the purpose of this act, includes 
the owning, controlling, managing, or leasing any oil or gas property or oil or 
gas well; and producing in any manner any oil or gas by taking it from the 
soil or waters, or from beneath the soil or waters of Baldwin County, and fur- 
ther includes receiving money or other valuable consideration as royalty or 
rental for oil or gas produced or because of oil or gas produced, whether pro- 
duced by him or by some other person on his behalf, either by lease, contract, 
or otherwise, and whether the royalty consists of a portion of the oil or gas 
produced being run to his account or payment in money or other valuable 
consideration. 
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Section 2. (a) In addition to the state privilege tax levied upon per- 
sons engaging in the business of producing or severing oil or gas or other hy- 
drocarbons from the soil or waters of this state pursuant to Act No. 2, H. 47, 
approved May 19, 1945 Gen. Acts 1945, p. 20), there is hereby levied and to 
be collected as hereinafter provided, annual privilege taxes upon every person 
engaging or continuing to engage within Baldwin County, Alabama in the 
business of producing or severing oil or gas as defined herein, from the soil or 
waters, or from beneath the soil or the waters of said county for sale, trans- 
port, storage, profit, or for use. The amount of such tax shall be measured at 
the rate of one per cent of the gross value of said oil or gas at the point of 
production. 


(b) The tax is hereby levied upon the basis of the entire production in 
Baldwin County, including what is known as the royalty interest, on which 
production the amount of such tax shall be lien, regardless of the place of 
sale or to whom sold or by whom used, or the fact that the delivery may be 
made to points outside the state or county; and the tax shall accrue at the 
time such oil or gas is severed from the soil or the waters, or from beneath 
the soil or waters of said county, and in its natural, unrefined or unmanufac- 
tured condition. 


Section 3. (a) The privilege tax hereby imposed in Baldwin County is 
levied upon the producers of such oil or gas in the proportion of their owner- 
ship at the time of severance, but, except as otherwise herein provided, the 
tax shall be paid by the person in charge of the production operations in said 
county who is hereby authorized, empowered, and required to deduct from 
any amount due to producers of such production at the time of severance, the 
proportionate amount of the tax herein levied before making payments to 
such producers. The tax shall become due and payable as provided by this 
act; and shall constitute a first lien upon any of the oil or gas so produced 
when in the possession of the original producer or any purchaser of such oil 
or gas in its unmanufactured state or condition. In the event the person in 
charge of production operations fails to pay the tax, then the department 
shall proceed against the producer to collect the tax in the manner hereinafter 
provided by this act. 


(b) When any person in charge of production operations shall sell the 
oil or gas produced by him, the purchaser shall account for the tax. 


(c) When any person in charge of production operations shall use or 
dispose of the oil or gas for fuel or any other purpose, he shall withhold the 
tax imposed by this act; and, if he is required to pay other interest holders, he 
is hereby authorized, empowered, and required to deduct from any amounts 
due them the amount of tax levied and due under the provisions of this act 
before making payment to them. 


(d) Every person in charge of production operations by which oil or 
gas is severed from the soil or waters, or from beneath the soil or waters, of 
said county who fails to deduct and withhold, as required herein, the amount 
of tax from sale or purchase price, when such oil or gas is sold or purchased 
under contract or agreement, or on the open market, or otherwise, shall be 
liable for the full amount of taxes, interest, and penalties due; and the depart- 
ment shall proceed to collect the tax from the person in charge of production 
operations, under the provisions of this act, as if he were the producer of the 
oil or gas. 


Section 4. The state department of revenue is hereby authorized and 
directed to administer and enforce the provisions of this act and to collect all 
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the taxes levied under the provisions herein. To that end said department is 
authorized to promulgate and enforce all necessary rules and regulations to 
effectuate the purposes of this act. All such rules and regulations duly pro- 
mulgated shall have the force and effect of law. 


Section 5. All laws, and rules and regulations of the department of 
revenue relating to assessments and the manner and time of payment of the 
tax levied by Act No. 2, H. 47, approved May 19, 1945 (General Acts 1945, 
p. 20), as amended, requiring reports from dealers and prescribing penalties 
for violations shall apply with equal force to the tax levied by this act as fully 
as if set out herein. 


Section 6. The department of revenue is hereby authorized to charge 
the county for collecting the special tax levied by this act whenever said de- 
partment incurs costs therefor which are in addition to the costs for collecting 
the state oil and gas tax levied by Act. No. 2, H. 47, approved May 19, 1945, 
as amended. The amount charged shall be such as the commissioner of reve- 
nue and the county governing body shall agree upon, but shal! not exceed ten 
percent of the amount collected. Such charges, if any, for collecting the taxes 
for the county may be deducted each month from the proceeds of the taxes 
collected before certifying the amount thereof due the county for that month. 
The commissioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes 
collected under this act, as such taxes are received by the department of reve- 
nue. On or before the tenth day of each successive month (commencing with 
the month following the month in which the department makes the first 
collections hereunder), the commissioner shall certify to the state comptroller 
the amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this act and paid by 
him into the state treasury for the benefit of Baldwin County during the 
month immediately proceeding the making of such certificate. Provided, that 
before certifying the amount of taxes paid into the state treasury for the ben- 
efit of the county during each month the commissioner may deduct from the 
taxes collected in such month any charges due the department for the collec- 
tion of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to is- 
sue him warrant each month payable to the Treasurer of Baldwin County, or 
such other person who is or might be the lawful custodian of said county in 
an amount equal to the amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue 
as having been collected for deposit by the Treasurer or custodian in the 
General Fund of Baldwin County. 


Section 7. Any party making or participating in a false return made 
under the provisions of this act or incorporated herein shall be guilty of per- 
jury and upon conviction shall be punished in the manner prescribed by law. 


Section 8. If it is brought to the attention of the department that any 
producer is guilty of violating any of the provisions of this act, the depart- 
ment is hereby authorized and required, through lawfully authorized counsel 
to proceed in the courts of the State to obtain a writ of injunction, which writ 
shall be granted by the court when applied for in the matter prescribed by 
law. The department, however, is hereby relieved of the requirement to fur- 
nish bond of any character. 


Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 

Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are re- 
pealed. 


Section 11. This act shall become effective October 1, 1972.

In all grants, conveyances, and reservations of oil, gas, or 
mineral rights whether the same is made by deed, lease, or other contract if 
no provision is made as to when the oil, gas, or other minerals shall be ex- 
tracted, mined, or removed, the owner or holder of such rights shall have ten 
years in which to make such extractions or removal. If the instrument speci- 
fies that the owner or holder of such rights shall have a reasonable time to ex- 
tract, mine, or remove the oil, gas, or other minerals, ten years, shall be 
deemed a reasonable time.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
is hereby proposed: 


Proposed Amendment 


A. In addition to all taxes now or hereafter authorized by the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, including Amendment CCLXIX, Baldwin County or any in- 
corporated municipality within such county which supports, jointly supports, 
or proposes to support a public library is hereby authorized to levy and col- 
lect a special tax of not more than fortyfive cents on each one hundred dol- 
lars worth of taxable property within such county or municipality as assessed 
for state taxation. The proceeds of all such taxes shall be used exclusively for 
public library purposes; provided, that the levy of such tax, the rate of such 
tax and the purpose thereof shall have been first submitted to the vote of the 
qualified electors of the county or municipality and voted for by a majority of 
those voting at such election. 


B. Upon petition signed by four hundred or more qualified electors of 
Baldwin County to the Baldwin County Commission or like governing body, 
or upon a petition signed by two hundred or more qualified electors of any 
municipality in such county to the governing body of such municipality, the 
county commission or the governing body of the municipality shall order an 
election to be held to determine whether a special tax shall be levied at the 
rate specified by the governing body of such county or municipality for pub- 
lic library purposes. 


C. Elections under this amendment relative to additional county taxes 
for county public library purposes shall be held at the same time any other 
general or special election is held in which the voters of the entire county are 
qualified to vote, and elections under this amendment relative to municipal 
taxes for municipal library purposes shall be held at the same time any other 
municipal election is held. 
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D. If authorized by the vote of the majority of the qualified electors vot- 
ing in any such election called for the purpose, the county or city governing 
body, as the case may be, shall levy and collect, in addition to all other taxes 
authorized by law, a special annual ad valorem tax at the rate prescribed and 
approved by the electors voting in the election. If the majority vote at any 
election held hereunder is not in favor of the levy of the tax, or if at any such 
election the special tax shall be voted at a rate of less than forty-five cents on 
each one hundred dollars worth of taxable property, then the governing body 
of the county or city, as the case may be, may from time to time thereafter 
call other elections hereunder on the levy of the special tax or on the increase 
of the rate thereof, up to but not exceeding a total amount of forty-five cents 
on each one hundred dollars of taxable property, and must call any such elec- 
tion at the next general or special county-wide election or next municipal 
election, as the case may be, next following the receipt of a petition in the 
manner and form herein prescribed. Provided, however, that not more than 
one election upon the levy or upon the increase of the rate of the special tax 
shall be held during any period of twelve consecutive months.

(f) “Public property” means any tract or parcel of land owned, leased, 
rented by or otherwise under the control of any governmental agency. 


(g) “Holding lot” means an area (or areas) designated by the govern- 
ing body of a political subdivision for the purpose of storing abandoned auto- 
mobiles (or apparently abandoned automobiles) pending reclaimation of the 
owner (or owners); such areas may be operated by the governing body of the 
political subdivision or may be designated by agreement with private agen- 
cies. 


(h) “Political subdivision” means an incorporated municipality whose 
governing body has adopted ordinances and/or rules and regulations as pro- 
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vided in this Act; when the municipal governing body has not adopted such 
ordinances and/or rules and regulations this term shall mean Houstion Coun- 


ty. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful and shall constitute a misdemeanor to 
operate an automobile junk yard in Houston County without first obtaining a 
license from the county judge of probate, or the office of Commissioner of 
Licenses. Prior to issuing such license the judge of probate, or the Commis- 
sioner of Licenses will require a certificate in writing from the county Board 
of Health acting through its duly authorized representative to the effect that 
such junk yeard does not constitute a hazard to the health of the public. The 
fee for this license shall be $25.00 annually, and the money is to be deposited 
in the General Fund of Houstion County. This license is transferable. 


Section 4. The governing bodies of the respective political subdivisions 
are hereby authorized and empowered to establish ordinances and/or rules 
and regulations deemed to be in the public interest within the framework of 
this Act. 


Section 5. The governing body of the respective political subdivisions 
may designate the law enforcement agency to be held responsible for the en- 
forcement of this act; in the event no such law enforcement agency is desig- 
nated under this section it shall be the joint responsibility of the sheriff and 
the County Board of Health acting through its duly authorized representative. 


Section 6. When an automobile has been identified as an abandoned 
automobile or is suspected of being an abandoned automobile the law en- 
forcement agency (or agencies) designated in Section 5 shall cause to be af- 
fixed to the automobile in a conspicuous place a weather-proof tag notifying 
the owner thereof that he is required to report to the office of the sheriff in 
writing within seven (7) days indicating that he is the owner of the automo- 
bile and that he intends to make further use of the automobile or that he will 
dispose of the automobile within a period of ninety (90) days; if the owner 
(or owners) of said automobile fail to make such report within the designat- 
ed time and in the designated manner the governing body of the political sub- 
division is hereby authorized to remove, or cause to have removed, the auto- 
mobile to a holding lot and the cost of such removal shall constitute a lien 
against said automobile; the governing body responsible for removal of the 
automobile (or automobiles) is required to post in a conspicuous place at the 
county courthouse or the city hall, as the case may be, a notice identifying the 
automobile and requiring the owner (or owners) thereof to claim the auto- 
mobile and to pay the lien for its removal to the holding lot within thirty 
(30) days and that failure to comply with the notice within the designated 
time and in the designated manner will forfeit all of his rights of ownership 
of the automobile; if the owner (or owners) of the automobile (or automo- 
biles) forfeits his rights of ownership under this section the governing body 
of the political subdivision is absolved of liability for any subsequent claim by 
the owner (or owners) and is authorized to dispose of the automobile in such 
manner as appears to be in the interest of the population of the political sub- 
division. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful and constitutes a misdemeanor for any 
person, firm or corporation to accumulate or to permit the accumulation of 
inoperable or abandoned automobiles on property under their legal control or 
upon public property in any manner that is not in compliance with this Act. 


Section 8. The provisions of this Act are hereby declared to be severa- 
ble. 
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Should any section or provisions of this Act be held invalid or unen- 
forceable by a court of competent jurisdiction said holding shall not invali- 
date or render unenforceable the remaining sections or provisions hereof. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

will perform to provide for the adoption, amendment and repeal of rules, reg- 
ulations, determinations, job classification plans, pay plans, and mandatory 
and/or permissive retirement plans to effectuate the purposes of this act; to 
provide for the employment of persons with and without competitive exami- 
nation; to provide for temporary appointments and the manner in which and 
the extent to which they shall be made permanent to provide for the estab- 
lishment of lists of persons eligible for employment and to establish the man- 
ner in which such lists shall be used; to establish a period of probation for 
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certain city employees; to provide for rules governing working hours and 
leaves of absence; to provide for the laying off of employees; to establish the 
manner in which employees may be disciplined and to provide a procedure 
under which certain employees may protest such disciplinary action; to give 
the Personnel Board the authority to require the attendance of witnesses and 
the production of documents at such proceedings and to establish penalties 
for failure to attend or produce records as required; to provide for an appeal 
from decisions of such board in such protests; to require such Board to main- 
tain certain records; to prohibit and fix the punishment for certain political 
activity by certain employees of the city; to provide for the expenses of such 
Board; to guarantee certain rights to the governing body of the city. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. DEFINITIONS. The following words, terms, and phrases, 
wherever used herein, shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them 
in this section, and shall include the singular as well as the plural: 


ALLOCATION means the assignment of positions to a class on the basis 
of the nature, difficulty and responsibility of work of the positions. 


APPOINTING AUTHORITY means the official or board designated by 
resolution of the governing body as being the official or board having authori- 
ty to fill vacancies in a specified class, or the governing body itself in the 
event that the governing body has made no such designation in respect to a 
class, or having made such designation, has thereafter repealed such resolu- 
tion. 


BOARD means the Personnel Board of the City of Cullman. 


CERTIFY, CERTIFICATION means the act of supplying the appoint- 
ing authority with names of applicants deemed eligible for appointment to the 
class or position to be filled. 


CITY means the City of Cullman. 


CLASS means a position or group of positions that involve similar duties 
and responsibilities and require similar qualifications and are designated by a 
single title indicative of the work to be performed. 


COURT means the Circuit Court of Cullman County, Alabama. 


ELIGIBLE LIST means a list of names of persons who have successful- 
ly competed by examination, written or oral, arranged in the order of their 
final ratings, as determined by the Personnel Board. 


EMPLOYEE means a person regularly occupying a position in the clas- 
sified service or a person who is on authorized leave of absence and whose 
position is being held for him pending his return. 


DEMOTION means removal of an employee from a position in one 
class to a position in another class having a lower maximum salary limit than 
the position from which he was removed. 


GOVERNING BODY means the Mayor and City Council of the city or 
any governing authority which is a successor thereto. 


MERIT SYSTEM whenever the term “Merit System” appears, it shall 
mean the same as “Civil Service System”, within the meaning of this act. 
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ORIGINAL APPOINTMENT means the appointment to a position in 
the classified service of a person who is not being reemployed from the reem- 
ployment list, nor being promoted from the promotional eligible list and 
whom, except for those in the exempt service and those serving under tempo- 
rary appointment, is not an employee of the city. 


ORIGINAL APPOINTMENT ELIGIBLE LIST means the eligible list 
of persons qualified for original appointment to a position. 


LAID-OFF means separated from the classified service of the city be- 
cause of lack of work or funds or other reason not related to fault, delinquen- 
cy or misconduct on the part of the employee. 


POSITION means a group of current duties and responsibilities assigned 
or delegated by competent authority and requiring the full or part time serv- 
ices of one employee. 


PROMOTION means a change of employment from a position of one 
class to a position of another class which has a higher maximum salary rate. 


PROMOTIONAL ELIGIBLE LIST means the eligible list of persons 
qualified for promotion to a position. 


REEMPLOYMENT LIST means: 


(a) the list of names of former employees who have been laid-off from 
a position within the past two (2) years who had permanent status in that po- 
sition so long as that position continued in the classified service, arranged in 
the inverse order in which they were laid-off. 


_ (b) the list of names of those former employees who resigned or other- 
wise left the city service in good standing at any time within the past two (2) 
years. 


VACANCY means a position duly created with funds provided for pay- 
ment of a salary, which is not occupied, or which is occupied by a person 
serving under a temporary appointment. 


Section 2. Division INTO EXEMPT and CLASSIFIED SERVICES. 
All offices and positions of the city shall be divided into the exempt service 
and the classified service. 


1. The exempt service shall include: 


(a) the positions of all elected officials of the city; (b) the positions of 
consultants rendering temporary professional service; (c) the position of vol- 
untary personnel and personnel appointed to serve without pay; (d) all posi- 
tions involving seasonal or part-time employment; (e) such positions as the 
board shall determine to involve unskilled or semi-skilled work; (f) positions 
of departmental supervisors; (g) the positions of attorney is rendering legal 
service; provided, however, such positions in the exempt service held by em- 
ployees of boards and commissions may be placed in the classified service by 
resolution of the governing body, after favorable recommendation by such 
other board or commission and the governing body in such resolution shall! 
prescribe the conditions under which the employees holding such positions so 
transferred may acquire permanent status in such positions so long as such 
positions remain in the classified service. : 
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2. Classified Service: 


The classified service shall include all positions in the city service that 
are paid out of the general fund of the city and out of funds of boards and 
commissions whose employees are placed in the classified service, and which 
are not specifically placed in the exempt service; provided, however, the gov- 
erning body may by resolution, pursuant to a recommendation by the boards, 
remove and position from the classified service and place it in the exempt 
service, unless otherwise specifically provided or clearly implied, the provi- 
sions of this act shall apply only to the classified service. 


Section 3. STATUS OF PRESENT EMPLOYEES. All employees 
who have acquired permanent status shall, subject to the provisions of this 
Act, have permanent status in their present positions so long as such positions 
remain in the classified service. All other employees shall be eligible to ac- 
quire permanent status in their present positions so long as such positions re- 
main in the classified service in the manner provided in Section 14, upon 
completing six months’ service in such positions, such time to be computed 
from the beginning of such service, rather than from the effective date of this 
Act. 


Section 4. ORGANIZATION OF BOARD The personnel program es- 
tablished by this Act shall be administered by the board, The board shall con- 
sist of three (3) members who are residents of the city and who shall be ap- 
pointed by the governing body. No member of the board shall be employed 
by or be an official of the city, nor hold any elective public office. The com- 
position of the board shall be designated as Place No. 1, Place No. 2, and 
Place No. 3. The person appointed as a member of the board in Place No. 1 
shall serve a term to two (2) years; the person so appointed for Place No. 2 
shall serve a term of four (4) years; the person so appointed Place No. 3 
shall serve a term of six (6) years. Thereafter each term shall be for a period 
of six (6) years. 


Vacancies occurring during a term shall be filled for the balance of the 
term by the governing body. Members of the board shall serve without com- 
pensation, but funds shall be provided from the general fund of the city for 
their reasonable and necessary expenses. The board shall elect from its own 
members a chairman, a vice chairman and a secretary-treasurer. The board 
shall meet as often as necessary to carry out the purpose of this Act, but shall 
meet at least once each quarter, however, the governing body shall have the 
right to control the appropriations to the board and to regulate the expenses 
of the board as it deems necessary. A majority of the members of the board 
shall be necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of business and 
no action shall be taken without the affirmative vote of a majority of the quo- 
rum present at a meeting. The board, with the approval of the governing 
body shall have the right to engage such full or part-time personnel as shall 
be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act. 


Section 5. GENERAL DUTIES OF BOARD In addition to the duties 
set forth elsewhere in this Act, the board shall (a) advise the governing body 
on matters of personnel administration, including the development of person- 
nel administration, including the development of personnel rules, a job classi- 
fication plan, and a systematic pay plan; (b) represent the public interest in 
the improvement of personnel administration in the city service; (d) make 
any inquiry which it may consider desirable concerning personnel administra- 
tion in the city service; and (d) make recommendations to the governing 
body with respect to any of the foregoing duties. 
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Section 6. RULES, CLASSIFICATION plans, and pay plans: 


So long as the same are not inconsistent with this Act, the board shall 
have the power to recommend to the governing body the adoption of rules 
and regulations for the operation of the civil service system established here- 
by, including, but not limited to a job classification plan, a pay plan, and a 
plan for the mandatory and/or permissive retirement of employees. Within 
sixty (60) days after the presentation of a recommendation of the board, the 
governing body shall act upon the same, and if the governing body by resolu- 
tion adopts the recommendation of the board, the same shall become opera- 
tive and have the force and effect of law. All rules, regulations and pay and 
classification plans in effect at the time of the adoption of this Act which are 
not in conflict with the provisions hereof shall remain in force and effect after 
the effective date of this Act until the same are altered, amended or repealed 
in the manner hereinafter provided. 


Section 7. AMENDMENTS AND REPEAL. Any rule determination 
regulation or plan may be amended ox repealed in whole or in part in the 
same manner as is provided herein for the making of such rules, determina- 
tions, regulations or plans. 


Section 8. JOB CLASSIFICATION PLAN. After the adoption by the 
governing body of a job classification plan, allocation of each position in the 
classified service shall be made by the board with the approval of the govern- 
ing body to the end that all positions in the same class shall be sufficiently 
alike to permit use of a single descriptive title, the same qualification require- 
ments, the same test of competence, and the same pay scale. 


Section 9. PAY PLAN After the adoption by the governing body of a 
pay plan and any rules of its administration, the board, with the approval of 
the governing body, will assign each position to one of the pay ranges pro- 
vided in the pay plan to the end that the rate or range of compensation for 
each class provided for in the pay plan shall be such as to reflect fairly the 
differences in duties and responsibilities in the various classes. 


Section 10. EXAMINATION Eligibility for original appointment or 
promotion to vacancies in positions in the classified service occurring after 
the adoption of this Act shall be determined by the Personnel Board. The 
Personnel Board shall conduct such examinations as will fairly test the abili- 
ties and aptitudes of the applicants with respect to the duties to be performed. 
Applicants who pass the test and otherwise qualify for original appointment 
or promotion, as the case may be, shall be placed on the appropriate eligible 
list for the vacancy. The board may refuse to examine, or after examination 
refuse to certify the name of anyone who is found to lack any of the estab- 
lished qualification requirements for the position for which he applies or who 
is physically so disabled as to be unfit to perform duties of the position to 
which he seeks appointment, or who has been convicted of or is under indict- 
ment for any crime involving moral turpitude or who has been guilty of any 
infamous or disgraceful conduct or who has been dismissed from the public 
service for delinquency or misconduct or who has intentionally made a false 
statement of any material fact or practiced or attempted to practice any de- 
ception or fraud in application, or in his examination. 


Section 11. TEMPORARY APPOINTMENT Pending the availability 
of a list of names certified as provided in Section 13 hereof, position may be 
filled by temporary appointments. The governing body by resolution adopted 
pursuant to a recommendation to the board may grant permanent status in a 
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position in the classified service so long as such position remains in the classi- 
fied service, to any employee who has served in a vacancy in a position then 
in the classified service by temporary appointment for at least twelve (12) 
months and who has passed his examination, if at the time of such action by 
the governing body no such list of names has been so certified for the vacan- 
cy in which the said employee is serving. 


Section 12. LISTS OF NAMES OF PERSONS AVAILABLE FOR 
APPOINTMENT Lists of names of persons available for appointment to a 
vacancy in a position in the classified service will be selected for certification 
as provided in Section 13 hereof in the order in which they appear from 
among the laid-off persons on the reemployment list, promotional eligible list, 
original appointment eligible list, and reemployment list composed of former 
employees for said vacancy, which lists shall have priority one over the other 
in the order named. A former employee with probationary status with respect 
to the vacancy may, with the approval of the appointing authority, have his 
name placed at such position on the promotional eligible list as the appointing 
authority may designate. Policies and procedures for administering eligible 
lists and covering the duration, cancellation, replacement and consolidation of 
such lists and the removal or suspension of names there from shall be pro- 
vided in the personnel rules. 


Section 13. METHOD OF FILLING VACANCIES Except as herein- 
after provided, vacancies in positions in the classified service shall be filled by 
the appointing authority by the appointment of a person whose name is certi- 
fied, within thirty (30) days after certification. Certification shall be made 
upon request of the appointing authority therefor whenever a vacancy ex- 
ists, the appointing authority, in his discretion, determines that such vacancy 
shall be filled, and the name of an applicant for such vacancy is eligible for 
certification. If there is a laid-off person on the reemployment list with respect 
to a vacancy, only the top name on such list shall be eligible for certification. 
In the event the top person is not available for: appointment, the next ranking 
names may be certified until the highest ranking person who is available is 
appointed. In the event there is no such reemployment list, and the names on 
the promotional eligible list for such vacancy plus the names on the original 
appointment eligible list for such vacancy equal three (3) or more, the three 
(3) names ranked highest on the said promotional eligible list shall be eligible 
for certification; provided, should the said promotional eligible list not con- 
tain three (3) names, then the names appearing thereon, plus such of the 
names ranked highest on the said original appointment eligible list as will be 
sufficient to bring the number certified to three (3) shall be eligible for certi- 
fication. If after making a reasonable effort it should prove impossible for the 
appointing authority to locate any of the persons so certified or should it be- 
come known to the board that any person so certified is not willing to accept 
the position, the appointing authority may request that additional names be 
certified until the appointing authority has available to him a list from which 
to make the appointment containing the aforesaid authorized number of per- 
sons all of whom are available for such appointment and willing to accept the 
position, or, in the event that the list certified to the appointing authority con- 
tains fewer than the authorized number of available and willing persons as 
aforesaid from which to make a selection, the appointing authority in his dis- 
cretion may choose from the remaining certified names, make a temporary 
appointment, or make no appointment. In the event that there does not exist 
an employment list which the board deems to be appropriate from which to 
fill the vacancy, the board shall prepare such a list within a reasonable time 
after receipt of the request of the appointing authority that eligibility be certi- 
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fied. Provided, however, nothing herein contained shall be construed as pre- 
venting an appointing authority, in his discretion, from withdrawing his re- 
quest for the aforesaid certification, either before or after such certification 
has been made in response to his request therefor. Whenever a person has 
been certified to and rejected by an appointing authority three (3) times, the 
board may remove the name of such person from the eligible list on which 
his name appeared. A person shall be deemed to have been so rejected by an 
appointing authority when a vacancy is filled from an eligible list on which 
his name appeared and such person was not selected to fill the vacancy. 


Section 14. PROBATION Except as provided in Sections 2 and 3, to 
acquire permanent status in a position in the classified service so long as such 
position remains in the classified service, employees shall be subject to a peri- 
od of probation. The regular period of probation shall be six (6) months; 
provided, however, the board may adopt rules and regulations specifying a 
longer period of probation for a designated class or classes, or for extension 
of the probation period for any individual probationary employee, but no 
probationary period may extend beyond twelve (12) months. The work and 
conduct of employees with a probationary status shall be subject to close 
scrutiny and evaluation. An employee retained beyond the end of the proba- 
tionary period shall have permanent status in the position in which he was so 
retained so long as that position remains in the classified service if, but only 
if, the appointed authority files a written statement with the board affirming 
the fact that the services of the employee have been found to be satisfactory. 


Section 15. ABSENCES HOURS OF WORK. Rules shall be adopted 
in the manner hereinbefore provided prescribing hours of work and the condi- 
tions and length of time for which leaves of absence with pay and leaves of ab- 
sence without pay may be granted. These shall cover such matters as vacations, 
holidays, sick leaves, leaves for military service and leaves granted so that the 
employee can seek election to public office. 


Section 16. Lay-off of employees. Any employee may be seperated 
from his position by being laid-off. Reduction in the number of employees 
shall be made in such class or classes as the appointing authority may desig- 
nate; provided however, within each class affected by such reduction employ- 
ees shall be laid-off in the following order: (1) temporary employees who did 
not have permanent status in some other position in the classified service at 
the time they were appointed to their present position; (2) probationary em- 
ployees who did not have permanent status in some other position in the clas- 
sified service at the time they were appointed to their present position; (3) 
other temporary employees; (4) other probationary employees; and (5) em- 
ployees having permanent status in the position in the classified service. 


Section 17. Dismissal, demotion and suspension of employees. Any 
employee may be dismissed, suspended without pay or demoted by his ap- 
pointing authority for, but not limited to, any violation of the provisions of 
this Act or whenever the good of the service will be served thereby or the em- 
ployee’s work, performance, conduct on or off the job, or insubordinate atti- 
tude so warrant; provided, however, that no employee may be suspended 
without pay for more than fifteen (15) working days at any one time or for 
more than thirty (30) working days in any one year; and provided further, 
that no employee shall be dismissed, suspended without pay or demoted for 
political considerations other than those enumerated in Section 21 hereof. 
Any person appointed to a position who has secured his certification therefor 
through fraud shall be removed by his appointing authority and shall not 
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thereafter be eligible for examination for or appointment to any position ex- 
cept by unanimous permission of the board. The appointing authority shall 
promptly report to the board in writing the fact and extent of all disciplinary 
action taken by said appointing authority against employees holding positions 
in the classified service. 


Section 18. PROCEDURE FOR PROTESTING CERTAIN DISCI- 
PLINARY ACTION. An employee shall have the right to protest any discipli- 
nary action taken against him by his appointing authority; provided, however, 
an employee serving by temporary appointment and an employee having proba- 
tionary status shall have no right to protest any such disciplinary action, unless 
such employee had permanent status in some other position at the time he was 
appointed to his present position. An employee desiring to protest any discpli- 
nary action directed against him by his appointing authority shall file a protest 
in writing with the board and with his appointing authority within seven (7) 
days of the date on which the disciplinary action was taken and request a hear- 
ing before the board. Within seven (7) days after receipt of the protest, his ap- 
pointing authority shall file with the chairman of the board and mail to the em- 
ployee by certified mail a statement specifying the charges against such em- 
ployee on which the disciplinary action was based. Upon the filing of such 
charges, the said chairman shall call a meeting of the board to be held within 
thirty (30) days after the filing of such charges to hear such protest, and shall 
forthwith give notice by certified mail to the employee and his appointing au- 
thority of the time and place of such meeting. The board shall have the authori- 
ty to continue the hearing from time to time as maybe necessary. In preparing 
for and conducting such hearing, the chairman and secretary-treasurer of the 
board shall each have the power to administer oaths, and subpoena and re- 
quire the attendance of witnesses and the production of books, documents 
and accounts pertaining to the subject under investigation. 


Subpoenas issued as herein provided shall be served (and the fees and 
allowances for the service thereof shall be the same) as is provided by law for 
the service of subpoena issued by the Circuit Court of Cullman County, Ala- 
bama. Said fees and allowances in connection with the service of such sub- 
poena issued at the request of the appointing authority or the board shall con- 
stitute reasonable and necessary expenses of the board. Such subpoena issued 
at the request of the employee shall be served as aforesaid but only after such 
employee has deposited sufficient security with such sheriff or other officer as 
will guarantee payment of such fees and allowances for such service. In the 
event any person is duly summoned to appear and testify or produce evi- 
dence, or both, before the board, and such person refuses to attend or testify 
or produce such evidence, or any of them in obedience to such summons, the 
board shall have the right to invoke the aid of the Circuit Court at law. In 
such event, and upon proper showing by the board to the court, the court 
shall issue, or cause to be issued an order or subpoena requiring such person 
to appear before the board and produce all evidence and give all testimony 
relating to the issue within his knowledge. Any person failing to obey any 
such summons by either of said officers of the board without good cause, to 
be determined by the court, may be punished by the court in the same meth- 
od as is provided by law for contempt of the court and any person failing to 
obey any such order or subpoena of the court may be proceeded against by 
the court as is by law provided in the case of contempt of such court. In addi- 
tion. any employee of the city who fails to obey any of such orders or sub- 
poenas may be disciplined as provided in Section 17. 


At the hearing the employee and his appointing authority shall each 
have the right to be represented by counsel. Such hearing shall be governed 
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by rules of practice and procedure adopted by the board, and in conducting 
such hearing, the board shall not be bound by the technical rules of evidence. 
No informality of procedure in the conduct of such hearing shall invalidate 
any decision made by the board. At the conclusion of the hearing, the board 
shall render a decision (a) affirming the disciplinary action taken if is reason- 
ably satisfied from the evidence offered at the hearing that the disciplinary ac- 
tion taken was lawful or was not too severe; or (b) reversing the action of 
the appointing authority if it is reasonably satisfied from such evidence that 
the disciplinary action taken was not lawful; or (c) modifying the displinary 
action taken and prescribing the proper penalty if it is reasonably satisfied 
from such evidence that the employee was subject to some disciplinary action, 
but that the penalty imposed was too severe. If the board’s decision reduces 
the severity of the disciplinary action taken against the employee, the board, 
in its decision, may provide that the employee shall be reinstated with or 
without pay; provided however, in the event any employee is so ordered to be 
reinstated with pay, such pay shall not exceed the amount that the employee 
as such earned during the thirty (30) days next preceding the taking of the 
disciplinary action in question. A copy of the board’s decision shall be filed 
with the city clerk of the city and such decision shall become effective imme- 
diately upon such filing, and it shall become final ten (10) days thereafter un- 
less reversed or modified as hereinafter provided. The Personnel Board shail 
be represented by the City Attorney, or an attorney designated by the govern- 
ing body of the city, and said attorney shall perform such duties as the board 
may direct and require. Any compensation paid said attorney shall be paid as 
in Section 22 hereof. 


Section 19. APPEAL TO THE COURT. Decisions of the board may be 
enforced in the court by mandamus, injunction, or other appropriate proceed- 
ings. The employee, the appointing authority, or the city may, within ten 
(10) days after the decision of the board is rendered; appeal to said court 
from any decision of the board affirming, imposing or refusing to affirm or 
impose dismissal or demotion as disciplinary action by filing notice of such 
appeal with the court and causing a copy of such notice to be served on the 
appointing authority and any member of the board. Upon the filing of such 
notice, the board shall file with the court a certified transcript of the proceed- 
ing had before it with respect to the appeal, and its decision in the matter. 
The appeal shall be heard at the earliest possible date by said court sitting 
without a jury on the issues made before the board and the trial in said court 
shall be de novo. No bond shall be required for such an appeal and the cost 
of such appeal shall be taxed against the unsuccessful party or as the judge 
may direct. At the conclusion of such hearing the court may affirm, reverse, or 
modify the board’s decision, or remand the case for further proceedings be- 
fore the board as the court in its discretion shall deem best. If the order of 
the court is that the employee shall be reinstated with pay, such pay shall not 
exceed the amount that the employee as such earned during the thirty (30) 
days next preceding the taking of the disciplinary action in question. An ap- 
peal may be taken from any judgement of said court to the Court of Appeals 
or Supreme Court as provided by law. 


Section 20. RECORDS TO MAINTAIN BY BOARD. The board shall 
maintain adequate records of its proceedings, of its own official acts, the exami- 
nation record of every candidate, and the employment record of every em- 
ployee. 


Section 21. POLITICAL ACTIVITIES PROHIBITED. No person 
holding a position in the classified service shall seek or attempt to use any po- 
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litical endorsement in connection with any appointment to a position in the 
classified service. No person holding a position in the classified service shall use 
or promise to use, directly or indirectly, any official authority or influence, 
whether possessed or anticipated, to secure or attempt to secure for any person 
an appointment or advantage in appointment to a position in the classified serv- 
ice, or an increase in pay or other advantage in employment in any such posi- 
tion, for the purpose of influencing the vote or political action of any person or 
for any consideration. No employee holding a position in the classified service 
shall, directly or indirectly, pay or promise to pay any assessment, subscription, 
or contribution for any political organization or purpose, or solicit or take any 
part in soliciting any such assessment, subscription, or contribution. No per- 
son shall solicit any such assessment, subscription or contribution of any em- 
ployee holding a position in the classified service. No employee holding a po- 
sition in the classified service shall be a candidate for nomination or election 
to any public office, or shall take any part in the management or affairs of 
any political party or in any political campaign, except to exercise his right as 
a citizen privately to express his opinion and to cast his vote, unless on au- 
thorized leave of absence for such purpose. Any person holding a position in 
the classified service who violates any provision of this section may be disci- 
plined by dismissal, suspension without pay, or demotion as provided in Sec- 
tion 17 of this Act. In addition, any person holding a position in the classified 
service who wilfully violates any provision of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished as provided by Section 
327 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 


Section 22. EXPENSES OF BOARD. The governing body shall make 
necessary appropriations from the general fund to pay the reasonable and nec- 
essary expenses incurred by the board and its members in the administration of 
this Act. 


Section 23. RIGHT OF GOVERNING BODY. Nothing herein shall 
be construed as restricting the right of the governing body (1) to refuse employ- 
ment and prohibit the further service of any person or persons who are mem- 
bers of an organization which is opposed to the basic purpose of local self 
government; or (2) to increase or decrease proportionately the compensation 
of all employees; or (3) to use independent contractors for performance of 
work or the rendering of service by the city. 


Section 24. SEVERABILITY. The provisions of this Act are severable. 
If any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 


Section 25. REPEALER. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with 
this Act are repealed. 


Section 26. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Act shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other- 
wise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. This Act shall apply only in Monroe County. 
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Section 2. Any person, firm, or corporation desiring tooperateahunt- 
ing or shooting preserve in any county to which this Act applies on which ar- 
tificially propagated birds may be hunted, taken, captured, killed, or other- 
wise recovered, may do so upon obtaining a hunting preserve license and 
complying with the provisions of this Act and all rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the director of conservation governing the operation of hunting 
preserves. 


Section 3. Each hunting preserve shall contain a minimum of 100 
acres in one tract to leased or owned land, including water area, if any, and 
shall be restricted to not more than 1,000 contiguous acres including water, if 
any. The exterior boundaries of each hunting preserve shall be bordered by a 
single strand of wire or such fence as is acceptable to the state director of 
conservation, except where rivers, creeks, roads, or other clearly defined de- 
marcations or delineations, acceptable to the director of conservation, form 
the boundary or a part thereof. Signs shall be erected at intervals of not less 
than 150 feet around the perimeter of the tract. At the top of each sign shall 
appear in letters not less than 2 inches high the words, “Licensed HUNTING 
PRESERVE”, and such other words as the director of conservation may pre- 
scribe. No hunting preserve shall be located within one mile of any other 
such preserve or within one mile of any management area or refuge existing 
under state or federal law or regulations at the time of the establishment of 
such hunting preserve. No license shall be issued for any hunting preserve on 
which shooting of turkeys is authorized. 


Section 4. Game which may be hunted on a preserve licensed under 
this Act shall be artificially propagated bobwhite quail, coturnix quail, pheas- 
ants, chuckar partridge, and such other species of fowl as the director of con- 
servation shall designate. A minimum stock of at least 1,000 bob-white quail, 
if bob-white quail are to be hunted on the preserve, and a minimum stock of 
200 of each of the other species of birds, listed above, to be hunted on a li- 
censed preserve shall be released on the licensed hunting area during each 
hunting season. 


Section 5. The privilege license or permit fee for operating a hunting 
preserve shall be $25 per year for the first 100 acres of hunting preserve area 
plus $5 per year for each additional 100 acres or part thereof. Any person 
who desires to operate such a hunting preserve shall first file a request with a 
local state game warden, or with the state department of conservation, to 
have the tract which he proposes to use as a hunting preserve inspected, and 
if it meets the requirements of this Act and the rules and regulations of the 
Department of Conservation he shall have a permit issued to him to procure 
a license to operate such hunting preserve. Upon presentation to the judge of 
probate of the county in which the preserve is located of a permit from the 
department of conservation, dated not more than thirty (30) days prior to its 
presentation, accompanied by the proper license fee prescribed in this section 
and an issuance fee of fifty cents, the judge of probate of any county to 
which this Act applies shall issue a privilege license to operate a hunting pre- 
serve to the applicant. Privilege licenses to operate hunting preserves shall be 
issued on forms prescribed by the director of conservation and furnished by 
him to the judges of probate. All fees collected by the judges of probate for 
issuing hunting preserve licenses shall be remitted at the same time and in the 
same manner that hunting and fishing license fees are remitted and shall be 
paid into the game and fish fund of the state department of conservation. 


Section 6. The holder of a license issued pursuant to this Act, his 
guest, and patrons may hunt, take, capture, kill, or otherwise recover during 
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the year no more than 80 per cent of the total number of each species of 
birds released on the preserve during such year. The season during which 
each species of birds may be hunted, taken, captured, killed, or otherwise re- 
covered on such preserve and the bag limits shall be prescribed by the state 
director of conservation; but in no event shall the season be longer than six 
months, nor shall it begin before October 1, nor extend later than March 31 
of any year. 


Section 7. Bob white quail and coturnix quail shall be tagged with 
self-sealing tag prior to being released on the preserve. The operators of hunt- 
ing preserves shall cooperate in other requests which the director of conserva- 
tion might make for scientific investigations. The Alabama Department of 
Conservation shall specify tags which hunting preserve operators shall use, 
the tags to be numbered consecutively, dated by year of issuance, and carry 
the operator’s license number. 


Section 8. Each hunting preserve operator shall maintain a register 
and record therein the names, addresses, hunting license numbers, the date on 
which each hunted, and the amount and species of game taken by each hunt- 
er. An accurate record by species shall also be maintained of the total num- 
ber of birds raised on the preserve or purchased, and the number of each 
species released thereon each year. These records shall be open to inspection 
by any duly authorized representative of the state department of conservation 
at any reasonable time, and shall be the basis upon which the bag limits and 
hunting seasons in section 6 hereof shall be determined. 


Section 9. Alabama hunting licenses shall be required of all persons 
hunting on licensed hunting preserves. Alabama residents shal! be licensed 
under the regularly established game laws. Each non-resident hunting on a li- 
censed preserve shall be required to possess a regular non-resident annual 
hunting license or a non-resident trip hunting license. 


Section 10. Duly authorized agents of the state department of conser- 
vation, game wardens, and other law enforcement officers duly authorized to 
enforce game and fish laws shall have authority to enforce all game and fish 
laws and regulations on such preserves; and for such purposes are authorized 
to enter and inspect licensed hunting preserves. 


Violations of game and fish laws and regulations on such hunting pre- 
serves either by the owner, guests, or patrons of such preserves shall be 
grounds for revocation of the hunting preserve license; and the director of 
conservation may immediately revoke a hunting preserve license upon proof 
that any such violations have occurred thereon.

In addition, the following 
words, terms, and phrases where used in this act shall have the following re- 
spective meanings except where the context clearly indicates a different mean- 
ing: 


“State sales tax statutes” means Act No. 100, H. 94, Second Special Ses- 
sion 1959 (Acts 1959, p. 298), which levies a retail sales tax for state purpos- 
es, and includes all statutes, including amendments to said Act No. 100, here- 
tofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the computa- 
tion of the tax levied in said Act No. 100 and all other statutes heretofore en- 
acted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of said 
Act and the incidence and collection of the tax imposed therein; 


“State sales tax” means the tax imposed by the state sales tax statutes; 


“State use tax statutes” means Code of Alabama 1940, Title 51, Chapter 
20, Article 11, as heretofore amended, including all statutes heretofore enact- 
ed which expressly set forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax 
levied in said Article 11 and all other statutes heretofore enacted which ex- 
pressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of the said article 
and the incidence and collection of the tax imposed therein. 


“State use tax” means the tax imposed by the state use tax statutes; 
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“Registered seller” means the person registered with the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue pursuant to the state use tax statutes or licensed under the 
state sales tax statutes;

“Quarterly period” means the period of three months ending on the last 
day of each March, June, September, and December;

There are hereby levied and imposed in Dallas County, in 
addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, county privi- 
lege or license taxes to be determined by the application of rates against gross 
sales or gross receipts as the case may be, as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation (not including the State of 
Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC stores) 
engaged or continuing within Dallas County in the business of selling at retail 
any tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and com- 
modities of every kind and character, (not including, however, bonds or oth- 
er evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal to one percent of the gross 
proceeds of sales of the business. Any person engaging or continuing in busi- 
ness as a retailer and wholesale or jobber shall pay the tax required on the 
gross proceeds of retail sales of such businesses at the rates specified when his 
books are kept, so as to show separately the gross proceeds of sales of each 
business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as retailer, 
on the gross sales of the business. Provided that where all the sales of a com- 
pany are single sales of peanut products, milk products, coffee, and confec- 
tions sold in dispensing machines located in industrial plants or on private 
property or employees where such machines dispense exclusively articles not 
to exceed ten cents (10¢) per sale, and the person operating such machines 
shall be engaged in the business of selling exclusively articles not to exceed 
ten cents (10¢) per sale and shall file with the State Department of Revenue 
a sworn statement to that effect and shall keep and maintain records satisfac- 
tory to the State Department of Revenue, the gross receipts tax herein pro- 
vided for shall not be levied.

Provided, that where any used automo- 
tive vehicle or truck trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer is taken in trade, or 
in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new or used 
vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the 
price of the new or used vehicle sold Jess the credit for the used vehicie taken 
in trade. 


4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing with- 
in Dallas County in the business of selling at retail machines used in mining, 
quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing of personal property 
an amount equal to one-fourth of one percent of the gross proceeds of the 
sale of such machines; provided, that the term ‘‘machines,” as herein used, 
shall include machinery which is used, for mining, quarrying, compounding, 
processing or manufacturing tangible personal property, and the parts of such 
machines, attachments and replacements therefor, which are made or manu- 
factured for use on or in the operation of such machines and which are nec- 
essary to the operation of such machines and are customarily so used. 


5. There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section and

6. An excise tax on the storage, use, or other consumption in Dallas 
County of tangible personal property purchased at retail, on or after the first 
day of the month next succeeding the month during which this act shall be- 
come a law, for storage, use or other consumption in Dallas County, at the 
rate of one percent of the sale price of such property, regardless of whether 
the retailer is or is not engaged in business in Dallas County or in this State, 
except as provided in subsections 7 and 8 of this section. 


7. An excise tax on the storage, use or other consumption in Dallas 
County of any automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer 
purchased at retail on or after the first day of the month next succeeding the 
month during which this act becomes a law, for storage, use or other con- 
sumption in this State at the rate of one-fourth of one percent of the sales 
price of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semi-trailer, or house trailer.

accompanied by a remittance of the amount of the tax herein required to be 
collected by such registered seller during the period followed by the return 
provided that any registered seller may defer collecting the tax with respect to 
credit sales until collection of the proceeds of such sales and may defer re- 
porting credit sales until after their collection, but shall thereafter collect the 
said taxes along with collection of said credit sales and shall include in each 
quarterly report all credit collections made during the preceding quarterly pe- 
riod and shall remit the taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such 
report or return. Any person who has paid to a registered seller the tax with 
respect to the use, storage, or other consumption of tangible personal proper- 
ty in Dallas County need not file a report or make any further payment of 
the said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property the 
storage, use or other consumption of which is subject to the tax imposed by 
Section 2, subsections 6, 7, and 8 of this act and who has not paid the tax due 
with respect thereto to a registered seller, shall report and pay the tax as re- 
quired by Section 3. 


Section 5. Each person engaging or continuing within Dallas County 
in a business subject to the taxes levied in Section 2, subsections 1, 2, 3 and 4, 
of this act shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the 
purchaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the tax- 
payer on account of said taxes levied in said Section 2, subsection 1, 2, 3, and 
4; and every registered seller shall likewise add to the sales price and collect 
from the purchaser the amount of any tax which such registered seller is re- 
quired by Section 4 hereof to collect. It shall be unlawful for any person sub- 
ject to the tax levied in said Section 2, subsections 1, 2, 3, and 4, to fail or 
refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the pur- 
chaser or person paying the admission fee the amount herein required to be 
so added to the sales or admission price and collected from the purchaser, 
and it shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to refund 
or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or to absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of said tax or any 
portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for any registered seller to fail 
or refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from the purchaser the 
amount of the tax imposed by Section 2, subsections 6, 7 and 8, of this act or 
to refund or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly 
the absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 6. The taxes imposed by this act shall constitute a debt due the 
Dallas County governing body and may be collected by civil suit, in addition 
to all other methods provided by law and in this act. The said taxes, together 
with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute and be se- 
cured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom said taxes are 
due or who is required to collect said taxes. All of the provisions of the reve- 
nue laws of this State which apply to the enforcement of liens for license tax- 
es due this State shall apply fully to the collection of the taxes herein levied, 
and the State Department of Revenue, for the use and benefit of the Dallas 
County governing body shall collect such taxes and enforce this act and shall 
have and exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies 
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that this State or the department has for collection of the state sales tax and 
the state use tax. The State Department of Revenue shall have full authority 
to employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to en- 
force collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by this act, and to other- 
wise enforce the provisions of this act, including any litigation involving this 
act; and the department shall pay such special counsel such fees as it deems 
necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes collected by it for the 
Dallas County governing body. 


Section 7. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect to 
payment, assessment, and collection of the state sales tax, including discounts 
to licensees, making monthly reports and keeping and preserving records with 
respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, 
make reports or otherwise comply with the state sales tax statutes, the pomul- 
gation of rules and regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which are not in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act when applied to the tax levied in 
Section 2, subsections 1, 2, 3, and 4, hereof, shall apply to the tax levied in 
the said Section 2, subsections 1, 2, 3, and 4, and all provisions of the state 
use tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collection of the 
state use tax, making quarterly reports and keeping and preserving records 
with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay 
tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the state use tax statutes, the pro- 
mulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the state use tax and the 
administration and enforcement of the state use tax statutes, which are not in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act when applied to the tax levied in 
Section 2, subsections 6, 7, and 8, hereof, shall apply to the tax levied in the 
said Section 2, subsections 6, 7, and 8. The State Commission of Revenue 
and the State Department of Revenue shall have and exercise all of the same 
powers, duties and obligations with respect to the taxes levied in Section 2, 
hereof that are imposed on the commissioner and the department, respectively, 
by the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes. All provisions of the 
state sales tax statutes and he state use tax statutes that are made applicable in 
this act to the taxes herein levied and to the administration of this act are hereby 
incorporated herein by reference and made a part hereof as if fully set forth 
herein. ‘| 


Section 8. The State Department of Revenue shall charge the Dallas 
County the cost of making such collections governing body for collecting said 
special taxes herein levied by this act, which charge shall not exceed five per- 
cent of the amount collected. Such charge may be deducted once each month 
from the special sales and use taxes collected before certifying the amount of 
special taxes due the Dallas County governing body. The Commissioner of 
Revenue shall pay into the state treasury all taxes collected under this act, as

ganized or created pursuant to authorization or determination of the govern- 
ing body of Dallas County, including the pledge of the taxes herein levied 
and the proceeds arising therefrom by the governing body of Dallas County 
to the payment of any bonds, warrants, or other obligations or evidences of 
indebtedness of the County which may hereafter be issued under authority of 
any law now existing or hereafter enacted, for any one or more of the afore- 
said purposes. Any pledge of such taxes and the proceeds arising therefrom 
shall constitute a contract and this act shall not be repealed, altered or 
amended in such a way as to impair the obligation of such contract. Subject 
to any such pledge or pledges which shall be a prior lien and claim on said 
tax and the proceeds therefrom, any part of such proceeds not needed in the 
judgment of the governing body of the County for the aforesaid purposes 
may be expended for such purposes as in the judgment of the governing body 
are meet and proper. 


Section 10. The provisions of Sections 1 through 9 of this Act shall 
become effective only after approval by a majority of the electors participat- 
ing in a special election to be held in Dallas County, such election to be held 
according to the provisions of Section 11 of this Act. 


Section 11. An election on whether or not the tax herein provided for 
shall be levied shall be called by the governing body of Dallas County within 
thirty (30) days after passage by the Legislature of Alabama and approval by 
the Governor. The date of such election shall be set on the fourth Tuesday 
following the date of the calling of such election and notice of such election 
shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the county for 
three consecutive times, on each Tuesday from the date of calling of the elec- 
tion to the Tuesday prior to the date of the election, and the advertisement 
shall set forth this Act in its entirety. Such election shall be held according to 
the general election laws of the State of Alabama, provided, however, that the 
county shail not be eligible for any refund of election expenses as provided to 
be made under Sections 427 through 432, Title 17, Code of Alabama 1940, 
as amended, if a majority of the registered voters participating in the election 
approve the tax herein provided to be levied, such tax may be levied effective 
on the first day or the fifteenth day of the next following month as may be 
determined by the Dallas County governing body. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains, provided, however, that if the provisions for holding 
the election specified herein are declared invalid or unconstitutional then the 
entire act shall be invalid or unconstitutional and no tax shall be levied under 
the provisions of this act.

Prior to the first day of January 1973, the board of regis- 
trars of Washington County is hereby authorized, directed, and required to 
visit each beat in the county at least once, and more often if necessary, and 
remain there at least one day from nine o'clock in the morning until five 
voters residing in the beat to appear before the board and reidentify them- 
selves. The board shall give at least ten days’ notice, by advertisement in a 
o’clock in the afternoon, for the purpose of enabling qualified and registered 
voters residing in the beat to appear before the board and reidentify them- 
selves. The board shall give at least ten days’ notice, by advertisement in a 
newspaper published in the county, of the time when, and the place in the 
beat where, they will attend for the purpose of enabling voters to appear and 
reidentify themselves. Upon failure to give such notice, or to attend any ap- 
pointment made by them in any beat, they shall, after like notice, fill new ap- 
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pointments. The board shall remain in session for thirty days. During the 30 
day session the board shall visit each beat on at least one day and the remain- 
der of the time may be divided as the board of registrars deem necessary, to 
enable the qualified electors of the county to appear and reidentify themselves 
in the manner prescribed herein. 


Section 4. Each member of the board of registrars shall receive his 
regular per diem and any expenses or other daily compensation for each day’s 
attendance upon the special sessions of the board required under the provi- 
sions of this Act; but if such special session is held on the same day a regu- 
lar session is required to be held under the law of this State, registrars shall 
receive only one per diem and expense allowance allowed for performing 
their regular duties, it being the intent and purpose of this Act that registrars 
shall be entitled to receive only one per diem or daily expense allowance for 
one day’s service.

Such tax shall be in an 
amount equal to two cents on each twelve fluid ounces, or fractional part 
thereof, of malt or brewed beverages sold, used, consumed, distributed, stored 
or withdrawn from storage in Marengo County, which tax shall be in addition 
to any and all other taxes heretofore or hereafter levied on such beverages; 
provided, that where the amount of the tax levied under the provisions of 
this act shall have been paid to the county or to any municipality therein by 
any seller, distributor, dealer, storer or user, such payment shall be sufficient, 
the intent being that the tax levied by this act shall be paid but once. 


Section 2. The privilege or license tax authorized herein shall be col- 
lected by or under the supervision and control of the probate judge of Maren- 
go County who shall be solely responsible for the administration of this act. 
Said probate judge shall provide rules and regulations and administrative ma- 
chinery for the enforcement and collection of the tax levied, and may provide 
for devices for affixing stamped impressions on lids and crowns to be used in

Section 3. (a) Each and every distributor or seller of malt or brewed 
beverages shall, on or before the 15th day of the first full calendar month aft- 
er the effective date of this act, and on or before the 15th day of each calen- 
dar month thereafter, file with the probate judge a written statement, sworn 
to and subscribed by each distributor or seller, showing the name and address 
of such distributor or seller, each and every purchase, receipt or procurement 
of malt or brewed beverages made by such distributor or seller during the cal- 
endar month next preceding, together with the name and address of the prod- 
ucer, distributor, seller or other person from whom purchased, received or 
procured, the brand or brands of such malt or brewed beverages, the quantity 
of each brand, the size and kind of containers of each brand of such malt or 
brewed beverages, the date or dates on which purchased, received or pro- 
cured and a detailed, itemized statement showing the name and address of 
each distributor or seller or other person to whom any malt or brewed bever- 
ages were sold, distributed or delivered by such distributor or seller, together 
with the quantity of each brand of malt or brewed beverages sold, distributed 
or delivered to each, the size and kind of containers for each brand of such 
malt or brewed beverages and the date or dates on which sold, distributed or 
delivered. 


(b) Any distributor or seller failing, refusing or omitting to file the 
statements herein prescribed shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and each day 
such default continues shall constitute a separate offense. 


(c) In order to enable the probate judge to make distribution of the net 
proceeds of the tax as in this act prescribed, each distributor or seller must in- 
clude in the statement separately the total sales made within the municipality 
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and the police jurisdiction of each municipality, and the total sales made in 
the county but outside the police jurisdiction of any municipality. Should 
there be a continued failure to furnish the statement contemplated by this 
provision for basis of distribution, the probate judge is authorized and re- 
quired to procure, from the records of the delinquent, such information as 
may be procurable therefrom to enable him to make proper distribution of 
the proceeds of the tax. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any distributor or seller to make 
any sale, distribution or delivery of malt or brewed beverages within the 
county without first having obtained a permit to do so from the probate judge 
and also obtaining a business license from each municipality in which sale, 
distribution or delivery is to be made; provided, however, that nothing con- 
tained in this section, or in any other part of this act, shall authorize any sale, 
distribution or delivery of malt or brewed beverages within the county, if 
such sale, distribution or delivery is prohibited by any other law of this state. 


Section 5. (a) It shall be the duty of any person subject to the license 
tax imposed by this act to keep full and complete records of all purchases, 
sales, receipts, inventories and all other matters from which the correct 
amount of license tax to which such person is subject may be ascertained; in 
the event that such person should discontinue his business, he shall not de- 
stroy or dispose of such records until he shall have given to the probate judge 
thirty days’ notice in writing of his intent to destroy or dispose of such rec- 
ords. The probate judge is authorized to inspect such records and to make 
copies of such part of same as he may deem desirable or proper. The failure 
to keep such records, or destruction without giving the prescribed notice, 
shall constitue a misdemeanor, punishable in accordance with law. 


(b) Upon demand by the probate judge it shail be the duty of any per- 
son subject to the license tax imposed by this act to furnish, without delay, all 
such information as may be required for determination of the correct amount 
of license tax to which such person is subject, and to that end it shall be the 
duty of such person to submit to such demanding person, for inspection and 
examination during reasonable business hours and at such person’s place of 
business, all books of account, invoices, papers, reports, memoranda contain- 
ing entries showing the amount of purchases, sales, receipts, inventories and 
any other information from which the correct amount of license tax to which 
such person is subject, may be determined, including herein the exhibition of 
bank deposit books and bank statements. Any person failing or refusing to 
submit such records for such inspection or examination upon lawful demand 
therefor shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable according to law. 


(c) Should any person subject to the provisions of this act not keep and 
have in his possession or control correct and detailed books of account, in- 
voices, papers, reports or memoranda correctly showing the data and infor- 
mation necessary for the determination of the correct amount of the license 
tax due, and the required information as to sales in the several tax-recipient 
areas; or, if, having the same in possession or under control such person shall 
fail or refuse to submit and exhibit same for inspection and examination as 
herein required, then and in that event it shall be the duty of the probate 
judge to ascertain from such information and data as he may reasonably ob- 
tain the correct amount of license tax due from such person and to assess the 
same against such person and give to such person notice of such assessment 
and demand of him immediate payment of the amount thereof. If such

Section 6. (a) It shall be the duty of the probate judge to prepare such 
forms as may be necessary for use by sellers and distributors of malt or 
brewed beverages in complying with the provisions of this act, and to furnish 
the same to such distributors or sellers as they may be required.

Section 3. The jurisdiction and authority of the county governing body 
respecting roads and bridges shall not be delegated to nor exercised by any 
member of the governing body individually; such jurisdiction and authority 
shall be exercised solely by the governing body in joint session and by instruc- 
tions to the county engineer appointed by and serving at the pleasure of the 
county governing body. 


Section 4. The county engineer, whose salary shall be fixed by the 
county governing body, shall hold no other office or employment and shall 
devote his entire time to the duties of his office. He shall be qualified to prac- 
tice engineering and surveying in Alabama and shall have had not less than 
three years experience in the construction and maintenance of highways and 
shall possess all of the qualifications as specified for County Engineers under 
the General Laws of the State of Alabama.

proper order of the County Commission; (5) It shall be his further duty to 
construct and maintain all County roads on the basis of the County as a unit, 
without regard to any district or beat lines. 


Section 6. The said County Engineer is hereby designated as the per- 
son authorized to make written requisition upon the County Commission, or 
its duly designated purchasing agency, for all articles, materials, supplies, and 
equipment necessary for the maintenance and construction of roads, bridges, 
and highways in St. Clair County. 


Section 7. It shall be the duty of the County Commission to fix, from 
time to time, in accordance with prevailing economic conditions, the various 
scale of wages or salaries to be paid for labor necessary in the maintenance 
and construction of said roads, bridges, and highways, and said wage or sala- 
ry scale shall not be exceeded by said engineer in the employment of labor 
and assistants. Provided, however, that should the County Commission refuse 
or fail to fix said scale of wages or salaries, said engineer shall request the 
State Highway Director to fix the same, and the wages or salaries so fixed by 
the State Highway Director shall not be exceeded in the employment of said 
labor and assistants. 


Section 8. Before entering upon his duties, the said County Engineer 
shall make and enter into a surety bond in the amount of ten thousand 
($10,000) Dollars, payable to St. Clair County, conditioned for the faithful 
discharge and performance of his duties as such Engineer, and for the faith- 
ful accounting of all monies or property of said County, which may come 
into his possession or custody; said bond to be executed by a surety company 
authorized and qualified to do business in Alabama, and to be approved by 
the Chairman of the County Commission; the premiums thereon to be paid 
by the County. 


Section 9. The County Commission shall furnish the County Engineer 
with an office at the Court House, or elsewhere, at the County seat, and all 
necessary office supplies, and shall furnish him with necessary transportation 
in connection with his duties under this Act. 


Section 10. The County Engineer shall be the custodian of all road 
tools, machinery, supplies and equipment of St. Clair County, and he shall be 
accountable for the same, at all times. The County Commission shall furnish 
the necessary storage facilities in which to keep said tools, machinery, sup- 
plies and equipment, and the County Engineer shall keep on files in his office 
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at all times, an up-to-date inventory, containing a list of all said tools, ma- 
chinery, equipment and supplies belonging to St. Clair County. 


Section 11. The authority of said County Engineer shall be limited to 
the expenditure of such funds for the purpose of construction, maintenance 
or repairs of public roads, bridges, and highways of St. Clair County as may 
be set aside and appropriated by the County Commission, as hereinafter pro- 
vided; it shall be the duty of said County Commission at some meeting in 
September of each calendar year, or not later than the first meeting in Octo- 
ber following, by order or resolution spread upon the minutes, to fix and de- 
termine the amount of funds which will be available for the purpose of build- 
ing, maintaining and constructing public roads, bridges and highways of St. 
Clair County for the current fiscal year, beginning on October 1st, which said 
amount, other than the salary of said County Engineer and his necessary ex- 
penses, shall not be exceeded by him in building, maintaining and construct- 
ing public roads, bridges and highways in St. Clair County during said period; 
provided however, that said County Commission is authorized, from time to 
time within any such period, to increase the amount so allowed to be expend- 
ed by said County Engineer during said period, when such authorization will 
not conflict with provisions of the General Law under the Budget Act, Title

further that if such funds are presently available, and have not heretofore 
been set aside by the present County Commission of St. Clair County.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There shall be established a Personnel Appeals Board in 
and for St. Clair County, Alabama and for any city over 5,000 population in 
said county. 


Section 2. For the purposes of this Act the following words and phras- 
es shall have the following meanings: 


“Personnel Appeals Board” hereinafter called the Board shall mean the 
board created by this Act. 


“County” shall mean St. Clair County. 


“City” shall mean any city over 5,000 population in St. Clair County to 
which this Act applies. 


“County Commission” shall mean the existing county governing body or 
any such succeeding county governing body of St. Clair County. 


“Employee” shall mean any person regularly employed in a job or posi- 
tion by St. Clair County, St. Clair County Board of Education, and any city 
to which this act applies; except those exempted in Section 3 of this Act. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all officers and em- 
ployees in the service of the county or city or any board, agency or instru- 
mentality thereof except: (a) elective officers; (b) members of appointive 
boards, commissions, and committees; (c) part time employees; (d) employ- 
ees with less than 180 days service; (e) teachers, principals or any persons 
who are covered by the provisions of the teacher tenure laws of Alabama; (f) 
attorneys, physicians, surgeons, dentists, pharmacists, and optometrists 
employed in their professional capacities; (g) the judge of any court; (h) in- 
dependent contractors receiving their renumeration from public funds under 
contracts awarded by competitive bidding. 


Section 4. No person to whom this Act applies, shall be appointed or 
promoted to, or demoted or dismissed from any job or position with the 
county or city, or in any way favored or discriminated against with respect to 
his employment because of his political or religious opinions or affiliations. 
No person shall use or promise to use, directly or indirectly, any official au- 
thority or influence, whether possessed or anticipated to secure employment, 
promotion, increase in pay or any other advantages in employment with the 
county or city for the purpose of influencing the vote or political action of 
any person or for any consideration. No employee of the county or city shall, 
directly or indirectly be required to pay any assessment for any political orga- 
nization or purpose. No county employee to whom this Act applies shall par- 
ticipate in the campaign of any candidate for county office in any capacity 
other than to exercise his right as a citizen to privately express his opinion 
and to cast his vote. No city employee to whom this Act applies shall partici- 
pate in the campaign of any candidate for city office in any capacity other 
than to exercise his right as a citizen to privately express his opinion and to 
cast his vote. Any employee of the county or city to whom this Act applies 
who violates the provisions of this section shall. forfeit his or her position. 


Section 5. - Any employee who, for any cause, has been dismissed, sus- 
pended, demoted or whose pay has been reduced, may, not less than 7 days 
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and not more than 14 days thereafter, answer the charges made against him 
leading to such disciplinary action by filing a written petition, sworn to by 
proper affidavit and addressed to the Personnel Appeals Board, with the 
Clerk of said Board. Upon the filing of such a petition the Chairman of the 
Personnel Appeals Board shall fix a date not less than 7 or more than 21 
days thereafter for the hearing of said petition. This hearing may be public or 
private at the discretion of the employee. Upon the hearing of said petition 
the Board shall receive all evidence in support of the disciplinary action here- 
tofore mentioned and all evidence in support of the petition.

No person shall be el- 
igible to appointment or shall continue to be a member of the Board who 
holds an elective Office under the state, county, or any city therein, or who is 
a candidate for elective office. Vacancies on the Board shall be filled for 
unexpired terms in the same manner as original appointments are made. The 
Board shall elect a chairman from among its members, who shall preside at 
its meetings, and any three members shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of any business which may properly come before the Board. Each per- 
son so appointed shall, within fifteen days after appointment, qualify by mak- 
ing oath that he will faithfully execute the duties of office to the best of his 
ability and knowledge, which oath shall be recorded as provided by law.

To authorize the Shelby County governing body to provide protection 
against forest fires within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the 
cost thereof, within a prescribed limit, against forest lands in the county; and 
prescribing the procedure for levying and collecting such assessments. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The county governing body of Shelby County is authorized, 
when the need exists, to provide protection against forest fires in Shelby 
County by participating in the State Department of Conservation’s fire pro- 
tection program in the manner hereinafter specified. 


Section 2. (a) After the Shelby County Governing body has deter- 
mined that such a need does exist in Shelby County, the county governing 
body may, in the manner hereinafter specified, provide for a financial charge 
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or tax to be paid by the owners of forest lands located in Shelby County for 
the use of the land for timber growing purposes amounting to the whole or 
any part of the cost of such fire protection program, but not in excess of five 
cents per acre, provided such financial charge of tax is not greater than the 
benefit accruing to such forest lands due to the availability of such fire pro- 
tection. 


(b) “Forest lands” as used in this Act, shall mean any land which sup- 
ports a forest growth, or which under prevailing natural and economic condi- 
tions may be expected to support such a growth in the future, or which is 
being used or reserved for any forest purpose. “Forest lands” as used in this 
Act, shall not include any lands primarily used for residential purposes nor 
shall it include any publicly owned lands. 


Section 3. The need for such a financial charge or tax protection with- 
in the county shall be determined by the county governing body after a public 
hearing is held thereon. Notice of such public hearing shall be given by the 
county governing body for a period of two consecutive weeks by advertisment 
in a newspaper of general circulation in Shelby County. Such advertisement, 
must indicate the date, time, and place of the hearing; the manner proposed 
to finance such fire protection program, and the part of the cost of such pro- 
gram that is proposed to be paid by the owners of forest lands.

said sale of malt or brewed or spirituous liquors, within Shelby County where 
said sale of malt or brewed or spirituous liquors is consummated; providing 
for the administration of this act and the collection and use of the proceeds 
of the tax; providing penalties for violations; 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. A privilege license or excise tax is hereby imposed upon ev- 
ery seller, distributor, storer or user of any malt or brewed beverages (includ- 
ing beer, lager beer, ale, porter, or similar fermented malt liquor containing 
one-half of one percent or more of alcohol by volume) in Shelby County. 
The tax shall be an amount equal to 1 cent on each 4 fluid ounces or frac- 
tional part thereof of malt or brewed beverages sold, used consumed or dis- 
tributed in Shelby County. The tax shall be in addition to all other taxes here- 
tofore or hereafter levied on such beverages; provided, that where the amount 
of the tax imposed by this act shall have been paid to the county by any sell- 
er, distributor, dealer, or user, such payment shall be sufficient, the intent 
being at the tax levied by this act shall be paid but once. 


_ Section 2. In addition to all other taxes and licenses now imposed by 
law, there is hereby levied a license tax of ten cents ($.10) on each miniature 
and twenty-five cents ($.25) on each 1/2 pint of spirituous liquor sold or dis- 
tributed within Shelby County. 


Section 3. The privilege or license taxes authorized herein shall be col- 
lected by or under the supervision and control of the county governing body 
who shall be solely responsible for the administration of this act. Said body is 
hereby empowered to adopt such rules and regulations and administrative 
machinery for the enforcement and collection of the taxes levied by this act 
as said body shall determine necessary and said governing body shall have the

Each and every distributor or sell or of malt or brewed bev- 
erages or spirituous liquor shall, on or before the 15th day of the first full cal- 
endar month after the effective date of this act, and on or before the 15th 
day of each calendar month thereafter, file with the county governing body a 
written statement sworn to and subscribed by each distributor or seller, 
showing the name and address of such distributor or seller, each and every 
purchase, receipt or procurement of malt or brewed beverages or spirituous 
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liquor made by such distributor or seller during the calendar month next 
preceeding, together with the name and address of the producer, distribu- 
tor, seller or other person from whom purchased, received or procured, the 
brand or brands of such malt or brewed beverages, the quantity of each 
brand, the size and kind of containers of each brand of such malt or brewed 
beverages, the date or dates on which purchased, received or procured, and 
detailed, itemized statement showing the name and address of each distributor 
or seller or other person to whom any malt or brewed beverages or spirituous 
liquor were sold, distributed or delivered by such distributor or seller, togeth- 
er with the quantity of each brand of malt or brewed beverages or spirituous 
liquor were sold, distributed or delivered by such distributor or seller, togeth- 
er with the quantity of each brand of malt or brewed beverages or spirituous 
liquor sold, distributed or delivered to each, the size and kind of containers 
for each brand of such malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors and the 
date or dates on which sold, distributed or delivered. 


(b) Any distributor or seller failing, refusing or omitting to file the 
statements herein prescribed shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
punished as provided by law, and each day such default continues shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for any malt or brewed beverages or 
spirituous liquors to be sold for consumption on the premises where sold out- 
side the municipal limits of any of the towns or cities within Shelby County 
except in private non-profit clubs licensed by the County Commission; and 
hotels, motels, and restaurants licensed by the County Commission; and such 
sales then shall be in conformance with regulations adopted by the Shelby 
County Commission. Violation hereof shall constitute a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished by law and in addition thereto the County Commission 
shail declare the license of such violator to be forfeited. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any distributor or seller to make 
any sale, distribution or delivery of malt or brewed beverages or spirituous 
liquors within the county without first having obtained a permit to do so from 
the county governing body and also obtaining a business license from each 
municipality in which sale, distribution or delivery is to be made; provided, 
however, that nothing contained in this section, or in any other part of this 
act, shall authorize any sale, distribution or delivery of malt or brewed bever- 
ages or spirituous liquor within the county, if such sale, distribution or deliv- 
ery is prohibited by any other law of this State. 


Section 7. (a) It shall be the duty of any person subject to the license 
tax imposed by this act to keep full and complete records of all purchases, 
sales, receipts, inventories and all other matters from which the correct 
amount of license tax to which such person is subject may be ascertained; in 
the event that such person should discontinue his business, he shall not de- 
stroy or dispose of such records until he shall have given to the county gov- 
erning body thirty days’ notice in writing of his intent to destroy or dispose of 
such records. The county governing body or its duly authorized agent is au- 
thorized to inspect such records and to make copies of such parts of same as 
he may deem desirable or proper. The failure to keep such records, or de- 
struction without giving the prescribed notice, shall constitute a misdemeanor, 
punishable in accordance with law. 


(b) Upon demand by the county governing body or its authorized depu- 


ty or agent, auditor or representative, it shall be the duty of any person sub- 
ject to the license tax imposed by this act, to furnish, without delay, all such 
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information as may be required for determination of the correct amount of li- 
cense tax to which such person is subject, and to that end it shall be the duty 
of such person to submit to such demanding person, for inspection and exam- 
ination during reasonable business hours and at such person’s place of busi- 
ness, all books of account, invoices, papers, reports, sales, receipts, invento- 
ries and any other information from which the correct amount of license tax 
to which such person is subject, may be determined, including herein the ex- 
hibition of bank deposit books and bank statements. Any person failing or 
refusing to submit such records for such inspection or examination upon law- 
ful demand therefor shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable according 
to law. 


(c) Should any person subject to the provision of this act not keep and 
have in his possession or control correct and detailed books of account, in- 
voices, papers, reports or memoranda correctly showing the data and infor- 
mation necessary for the determination of the correct amount of the license 
tax due, and the required information as to sales in the several tax areas; or, 
if, having the same in possession or under control such person shall fail or 
refuse to submit and exhibit same for inspection and examination as herein 
required, then and in that event it shall be the duty of the county governing 
body to ascertain from such information and data as it may reasonably obtain 
the correct amount of license tax due from such person and to assess the 
same against such person and give to such person notice of such assessment 
and demand of him immediate payment of the amount thereof. If such 
amount be not paid within ten days after receipt of notice and demand for 
payment, then such failure to pay shall constitute a misdemeanor, and shall 
be punished as provided, and each day of delay in payment shall constitute a 
separate offense. 


(d) The tax shall be paid by each distributor or seller when he makes 
his report as required by Section 3 or if the county governing body enacts 
regulations requiring decals or other devices then said tax shall be paid by the 
purchase of said decals or other devices. 


Section 8. (a) It shall be the duty of the county governing body to 
prepare such forms as may be necessary for use by sellers and distributors of 
malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors in complying with the provi- 
sions of this act, and to furnish the same to such distributors or sellers as they 
may be required. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the county governing body to enforce the 
provisions of this act and to that end its duly appointed agent or the Sheriff 
or a deputy Sheriff or any other legally constituted officer of the county is 
hereby authorized to enter any premises of any retailer of malt or brewed 
beverages at any time during the hours in which such retailer is engaged in 
the business of selling or serving malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liq- 
uors and to inspect the containers of malt and brewed beverages or spirituous 
liquors within the retailers premises for the purpose of determining whether 
or not said retailer is in possession of any untaxed malt or brewed beverages 
or spirituous liquors. 


(c) The Shelby County governing body is hereby authorized to enact 
regulations which require the purchase and affixing of decals or other devises 
evidencing the payment of the tax provided by this act upon each container 
containing malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors then and only then 
will the provisions of Sections 9, 10, and 11 of this act be applicable and en- 
forceable. 
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Section 9. Unlawful Acts. Among others the following acts shall be 
unlawful and punished as misdemeanors: 


(a) It shall be unlawful for any person required by this act to affix de- 
cals or other similar devices to containers containing malt or brewed bever- 
ages or spirituous liquors, to fail to affix such decals or other devices. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to sell, offer to sell or deliver 
within the county any malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors to 
which decals or other devises have not been affixed as provided by this act. 


(c) It shall be unlawful for any person to have in his possession or un- 
der his control a container of malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors 
without the proper decal as required by this act. 


(d) It shall be unlawful to manufacture, buy, sell, offer for sale or pos- 
sess or to attempt any reproduction or counterfeit decals or other devices pro- 
vided for in this act or to possess tools, implements, instruments or materials 
of any kind necessary or appropriate to reproduce or counterfeit such tools or 
devices or to alter or cause to be altered any decal or other devices provided 
for by this act. 


(e) It shall be unlawful to remove from a container of malt or brewed 
beverages or spirituous liquors or otherwise prepare any decals or other de- 
vice with intent to use or cause the same to be used after it has already been 
used; to buy, sell or offer for sale or give away any washed, removed, altered 
or restored decals or other devices to any person or to have in possession any 
such washed or removed or restored or altered decals or other devices, or for 
the purpose of indicating the payment of any tax hereunder, to reuse any tax 
decal or other devices which has heretofore been used evidencing the pay- 
ment of any tax provided for this act or, except as to the governing body of 
Shelby County, to sell any decal or other device provided for in this act. 


(f) It shall be unlawful to reuse or refill with malt or brewed beverages 
or spirituous liquors any container from which malt or brewed beverages or 
spirituous liquors theretofore tax paid have been removed. 


Section 10. Any inspector employed under the provisions of this act or 
any sheriff or any deputy sheriff or any municipal police officer shall have au- 
thority to seize without warrant any and all containers of malt or brewed bev- 
erages or spirituous liquors not bearing a decal or other device as provided in 
Section 9 of this act. After such seizure of any undecaled or improperly de- 
‘caled malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors are hereby declared to 
be contraband goods, and upon such confiscation shall be delivered to the 
Chairman of the Court of the County Commissioners for sale at public auc- 
tion to the highest bidder after due advertisement; the proceeds of the sale of 
such malt or brewed beverages sold hereunder after paying all costs shall be 
distributed as provided under Section 10 of this act. The Chairman of the 
Court of County Commissioners upon receiving said malt or brewed bever- 
ages or spirituous liquors shall proceed as follows: First, he shall cause a list 
containing a particular description of the malt or brewed beverages or spiri- 
tuous liquors seized showing the quantity of each brand, the date or dates on 
which confiscated, and the person or persons from whom confiscated, to be 
prepared in duplicate. The said Chairman of the Court of County Commis- 
sioners shall proceed to post a notice for three weeks in writing at three 
places in the county that the seizure was made, describing the malt or brewed 
beverages or spirituous liquors, seized and the quantity of each brand and 
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stating the time and place and cause of their seizure, and requiring any per- 
son claiming such malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors to appear 
and make such claim within twenty-one days from the date of the first post- 
ing of such notice. Second, any person claiming such malt or brewed bever- 
ages or spirituous liquors so seized as contraband within the time specified in 
the notice may file with the Chairman of the Court of County Commissioners 
a claim in writing stating his interest in the malt or brewed beverages or spiri- 
tuous liquors seized and shall execute a bond to the Chairman of the Court of 
County Commissioners in penal sum equal to double the value of the malt 
and brewed beverages or spirituous liquors so seized, but in no case shall the 
said bond be less than the sum of $100.00 with sureties to be approved by the 
Chairman of the Court of County Commissioners and conditioned that in the 
case of condemnation of the malt and brewed beverages or spirituous liquors, 
the obligator shall pay to the Chairman of the Court of County Commission- 
ers for the benefit of Shelby County, Alabama the full value of the malt or 
brewed beverages or spirituous liquors so seized, and all costs or expenses of 
the proceedings to obtain such condemnation, including a reasonable attor- 
ney’s fee. Upon the delivery of such bond to the Chairman of the Court of 
County Commissioners, he shall transmit the same with the duplicate list of 
description of the malt and brewed beverages or spirituous liquors so seized 
to the county attorney or to the district attorney of the county, and the said 
county attorney or district attorney shall file a bill in the Circuit Court in Eq- 
uity to secure the forfeiture of said malt or brewed beverages or spirituous 
liquors and containers in which seized. Upon filing the bond as aforesaid, the 
said malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors shall be delivered to the 
claimant pending the outcome of said case provided however, the proper li- 
cense tax must be paid by the claimant before said malt or brewed beverages 
or spirituous liquors are delivered to him by the Chairman of the Court of 
County Commissioners. Third, if no claim is interposed or no bond given 
within the time above specified, such malt or brewed beverage or spirituous 
liquors, shall be forfeited without further proceedings and the same shall be 
sold to the highest bidder. In addition to said bid, said purchaser shall pay the 
tax on said malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquor as provided for by 
this act. The proceedings against such malt or brewed beverages or spirituous 
liquors pursuant to the provisions of this act shall be considered as proceed- 
ings in rem. 


Section 11. Collection of the tax may be accomplished in this fashion: 
The governing body may procure decals or other devices susceptible of being 
affixed, with measurable permanence, to containers of malt or brewed bever- 
ages or spirituous liquors to be taken from storage, distributed or sold, each 
of which decals or other devices shall bear in legible characters a notation 
that it evidences the payment of the tax levied by this act, and may procure 
such forms and other printed matter and materials as may be necessary in the 
administration of this act. Decals or other devices may be furnished to each 
seller or distributor of malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors, upon 
his request therefor and payment of the amount of tax corresponding to the 
stated value of the decals or other devices that he procures, less an eight per 
cent (8%) discount; provided, however, that such decals or other devices 
shall be sold and furnished to wholesalers only. Each distributor or seller 
must affix to each container of malt of brewed beverages or spirituous liquors 
the appropriate decals of other devices before the same is taken from storage, 
sold or delivered. 


Section 12. The proceeds of the tax imposed by this act shall be paid 
in the Shelby County General Fund and the proceeds of such tax less the cost 
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of administering, enforcing, and collecting said tax, shall be disbursed out of 
the County General Fund as follows: One-third of the net proceeds of such 
tax shall, on or before the 25th day of each month, be paid to the Shelby 
County Board of Education; one-third of the net proceeds of such tax shall 
remain in the General Fund of Shelby County to be disbursed by the County 
governing body, and one-third of the net proceeds of such tax shall, on or be- 
fore the 25th day of each month, be paid to the municipalities of Shelby 
County in the same ratio as the population of each municipality bears to the 
total population of all municipalities in Shelby County according to the most 
recent county by the Bureau of the Census. 


Section 13. Any person, firm, or corporation who violates any provi- 
sion of this act or the rules and regulations as may be provided by the county 
governing body shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
be punished as provided by law. 


Section 14. Any person, firm, or corporation who fails to pay the tax 
herein levied within the time prescribed in the rules and regulations promul- 
gated by the county governing body shall pay, in addition to the tax, a penal- 
ty of ten percent of the amount of tax, together with interest thereon at the 
rate of one-half of one percent per month or fraction thereof, from the date 
at which the tax herein levied becomes payable, such penalty and interest to 
be assessed and collected as a part of the tax. 


Section 15. None of the provisions of this act shall become effective 
until such times as the sale of malt or brewed beverages or spirituous liquors 
shall have become lawful in Shelby County. When such sales have been pro- 
claimed to be lawful in Shelby County then each and every provision of this 
Act shall be in effect. 


Section 16. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not effect the 
part which remains. 


Section 17. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
Tepealed. 


Section 18. This act shall become effective on the first day of the cal- 
endar month immediately following its passage and approval by the Governor 
or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

officers and employees of such city for the purpose of retrospective and pro- 
spective application of the terms or provisions of such system.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 4 of Act No. 929 of the Regular Session of the Leg- 
islature of Alabama of 1951, approved September 12, 1951, (General Acts of 
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Alabama 1951, page 1579, et seq.), as heretofore amended, is hereby further 
amended so as to read as follows: 


‘Section 4. DEFINITIONS. The following words, terms and phrases 
wherever used in this Act, including this section, shall have the meanings re- 
spectively ascribed to them in this section, unless the context plainly indicates 
otherwise or that a more restricted or extended meaning is intended: 


“ ‘The City.’ This term shall mean and have reference to each such city, 
separately, as may have a population of two hundred and fifty thousand or 
more inhabitants according to the last or any succeeding federal census. 


“*The Board of Health.’ The county board of health whose territorial ju- 
risdiction includes the territory of the city. 


“* ‘The system.’ The system provided by and comprised within Sections 3 
to 25, both inclusive, of this Act, and such system shall be the system applica- 
ble in and for each such city, individually, as may have a population of two 
hundred and fifty thousand or more inhabitants according to the last or any 
succeeding federal census. 


“ Date of establishment.’ Date of establishment of the system for a city. 
The date of establishment of the system for each city which has a population 
of two hundred and fifty thousand or more inhabitants according to the fed- 
eral census next preceding the passage of this Act shall be deemed September 
1, 1937. The date of establishment of the system for each such city as does 
not have a population of two hundred and fifty thousand or more inhabitants 
according to the federal census next preceding the passage of this Act, but 
which may have such a population according to any federal census succeed- 
ing the passage of this Act, shall be deemed the date upon which such city 
first reaches such population according to such succeeding federal census. 


“ “The fund.’ The retirement and relief fund provided for as a part of 
the system, and shall include assets in the form of money and in other forms. 


“ ‘Employee.’ A human being between whom and the city there exists 
the technical relationship of employer and employee, whether such person be 
employed through the principal governing body of the city or through a sub- 
sidiary body such as a park board or library board. 


“ ‘Qualified employee.’ An employee of the city other than (1) an officer 
elected by the people, or (2) a common laborer, or (3) an employee whose 
employment affirmatively contemplates actual active duty or service for the 
city upon less than sixteen days per calendar month regularly, or (4) a mem- 
ber of a board such as a library, museum, park or zoning adjustment board 
whose employment contemplates actual active duty or service for the city 
upon intermittent business days regularly and not upon successive business 
days regularly. 


“Employee member.’ A person who is simultaneously a qualified em- 
ployee and a member of the system. 


“ In the service.’ In the service of the city. A person shall be deemed in 
the service of the city while the technical relationship of employer and em- 
ployee subsists between him and the city. 


_“ In the classified service.’ In the classified service as defined in any civil 
service statute or rule now or hereafter applicable to the city, and for the pur- 
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poses of this Act only shall include full time recorders, regularly assigned to 
the trial of cases. 


“* Salary.’ Money remuneration, less the exclusions hereinafter enumer- 
ated, of a qualified employee for time in the service. Salary within the mean- 
ing of this Act shall not include overtime pay or compensation for extra work 
in addition to regular pay or salary, nor cash payments in lieu of vacation. 


“ ‘Payroll period.’ A period of time for which a payment of salary is or- 
dinarily made to or for or to and for a qualified employee. 


“ ‘Rarnable daily rate.” The monthly rate of money compensation of a 
qualified employee as fixed by the governing body of the city or other author- 
ized public authority, divided by thirty. 


“ Salary days.’ Such number of days of a payroll period as equals the 
actual amount of salary paid to or for or to and for a qualified employee for 
time in the service in such payroll period, divided by the daily earnable rate 
of such qualified employee for such payroll period. 


“ ‘Paid membership time.’ The aggregate of salary days of an employee 
member from the salary for which deduction is made for the fund and where 
an employee member under subsection (b) of Section 7 hereof pays into the 
fund an amount which includes all contributions such employee member 
would have made to the fund had he not theretofore have elected to withdraw 
from membership under the provisions of subsection (a) of Section 8 then 
such paid membership time shali also include the aggregate salary days from 
the salary upon which such amount was computed. Three hundred sixty sala- 
ry days shall constitute a year of paid membership time, but this shall not be 
construed to mean that less than 365 actual days may be counted as a year of 
creditable time. 


“ “Prior service time.’ Time of a qualified employee in the service prior 
to date of establishment, except time in the service prior to date of establish- 
ment for which the employee may have received no service pay from the city. 


“ ‘Creditable time.’ The creditable time of an employee member shall in- 
clude all of his paid membership time and all of his prior service time. 


“ ‘Final average salary.’ The final average salary of any employee for 
purposes of computation of retirement or disability allowance shall be the to- 
tal amount of his salary for such period of four years of consecutive credita- 
ble time as may be most favorable to him, divided by forty-eight; provided, 
however, that if, because of fault, misconduct or inefficiency upon his part, 
an employee shall have been demoted more than four years prior to date of 
his retirement or date of commencement of his disability, as the case may be, 
such most favorable period shall be subsequent to date of demotion and pro- 
vided, further, that if an employee shall have been demoted for such cause 
within four years of date of his retirement or date of commencement of his 
disability, as the case may be, or if he does not have four years of consecutive 
creditable time, his final average salary shall be the total amount of his salary 
for the four years of creditable time next preceding date of his retirement or 
date of commencement of his disability, as the case may be, divided by for- 
ty-eight. 


“ ‘Beneficiary.’ One in whose favor monetary liability against the fund is 
accruing on account of retirement, widowhood or disability. 
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“ ‘Severance nominee.’ One designated as such under Section 17 of this 
Act. 


“ ‘The Board.’ The Board of Managers provided for in the system. 


‘“ ‘The City Comptroller.” The employee of the city whose duties are 
those of treasurer or chief financial employee. 


“ *The custodian.’ The custodian of the fund. 


“ “The Personnel Board.’ The Board of Control! of any civil service sys- 
tem provided for the city by statute or, if at any time there be no such board 
of control, the principal governing body of the city. 


“ ‘The Personnel Director.’ The Personnel Director provided for the city 
by statute or, if there be no such Personnel Director, the City Clerk, the cus- 
todian or another, as the Board may determine. 


“ ‘Gender.’ The masculine gender shall include the feminine.” 


Section 2. Section 12 of Act No. 929 of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1951, approved September 12, 1951 (General 
Acts of Alabama, 1951, page 1579, et seq.), as heretofore amended, is here- 
by further amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 12. Retirement Allowances. (a) Any employee member who 
shall be now or hereafter of the age of sixty or more years, and who shall 
have now or hereafter accumulated fifteen or more years of creditable time, 
or any employee member who, regardless of age, shall have now or hereafter 
accumulated thirty or more years of creditable time, shall be entitled to vol- 
untarily retire from the service and obtain a retirement allowance, and if, 
being so entitled to voluntarily retire and obtain a retirement allowance, he 
should voluntarily retire or be involuntarily retired from the service, he shall 
be entitled to a monthly retirement allowance from the fund in the amount 
specified in the two sentences next following this sentence. The monthly 
amount which shall be allowed any employee member who shall be entitled 
to a retirement allowance under the first sentence of this subsection of this 
section, and who shall be or shall have been an employee member on the first 
day of July after nine years after date of establishment, shall be forty per 
centum (40%) of his final average salary plus one and eighty-three thou- 
sandths per centum (1.083%) of his final average salary multiplied by the 
number of years of his creditable time in excess of fifteen (15) years of his 
creditable time, but in no event shall such monthly retirement allowance ex- 
ceed fifty-six and one-fourth percentum (5614 %) of his final average sala- 
ry. The monthly amount which shall be allowed any employee member who 
shall be entitled to a retirement allowance under the first sentence of this 
subsection (a) of this section, and who shall not be or shall not have been an 
employee member of the Ist day of July after nine years after date of estab- 
lishment, shall be one and seven-eighths per centum (1-% %) of his final av- 
erage salary multiplied by the number of years of his creditable time, but in 
no event shall such monthly retirement allowance exceed fifty-six and one- 
‘ourth per centum (5614 %) of his final average salary. 


Any employee member who shall have now or hereafter accumulated 
ten or more years but less than fifteen years of creditable time, and whose 
services with the city as a qualified employee is or has been terminated subse- 
quent to January 1, 1967, because of his attainment subsequent to said date 
of the age at which the termination of his service as a qualified employee is 
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mandatory under any law now or hereinafter in effect, shall be entitled upon 
such termination of his service to a retirement allowance from the fund in the 
amount of one and seven-eighths per centum (1-% %) of his final average 
salary multiplied by the number of years of his creditable time, but in no 
event shall such monthly retirement allowance exceed fifty-six and one-fourth 
per centum (5614 % ) of his final average salary. 


The amount of any retirement allowance under this subsection (a) of 
this section shall commence to accrue at date of retirement. 


“(b) Any employee member who shall not be entitled to voluntarily re- 
tire and obtain a retirement allowance under subsection (a) of this section, 
and who may be involuntarily retired after having accumulated twenty (20) 
years of creditable time, shall be entitled to a monthly retirement allowance 
from the fund equal to one and seven-eighths per centum (1-%%) of his 
final average salary multiplied by the number of years of his creditable time, 
but in no event shall such monthly retirement allowance exceed fifty-six and 
one-fourth per centum (5614 % ) of his final average salary. Anything herein- 
above to the contrary notwithstanding, no retirement allowance shall be made 
or paid under this subsection of this section to any person under sixty years 
of age unless, within sixty days after date of involuntary retirement or dis- 
missal of such person, the personnel board or other agency governing tenure 
of service of employees of the City shall certify that such employee has not 
contributed by his own fault or misconduct to his separation from the service. 
If such certificate shall be made within said time the amount of retirement al- 
lowance shall commence to accrue at date of involuntary retirement, and if 
such certificate shall not be made within said time, the amount of retirement 
allowance shall commence to accrue at age sixty, provided there be no with- 
drawal of contributions. Anything hereinabove to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, a retirement allowance under this subsection of this section shall not ac- 
crue or be payable for any period during which such involuntarily retired 
person shall refuse or fail to accept proffered employment in the service at 
compensation equal to that he was receiving at the time he was involuntarily 
separated from the service. 


“(c) For the purpose of computing retirement pay, an employee shall 
be deemed to earn, or to have earned salary at the same rate of salary as that 
which he shall be deemed to earn, or to have earned salary for the purpose of 
deductions from salary under Section 9. The Board may treat the end of the 
payroll period next before actual date of retirement of an employee member 
as the date of his retirement for purposes of computation, and for such pur- 
poses may disregard a fraction of a year of creditable time less than one- 
fourth (44). 


“(d) Subject to the provisions of subsections (e) and (f) of this section, 
the amount of any retirement allowance which may have commenced to ac- 
crue in accordance with the provisions of the system shall continue to accrue 
throughout the life of such person. 


“(e) If, after any person shall have retired or been retired as hereina- 
bove in this section provided, and the amount of his retirement allowance 
shall have commenced to accrue, he should be re-employed in the service and 
again become a member of the system under the terms of the system, he shall 
again contribute to the fund as in the case of any other member, and accrual 
of the amount of his retirement allowance shall be suspended during the peri- 
od of his renewed employee membership, and upon any subsequent voluntary 
or involuntary retirement from the service the amount of his former retire- 
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ment allowance shall again commence to accrue at the same rate as formerly, 
and he shall be entitled to allowance of such additional amount, if any, as his 
additional paid membership time may have earned for him. 


“(f) In this Section 12 the masculine gender shall include the feminine, 
in accordance with the meanings ascribed to words and terms by Section 4 of 
this Act. (The next foregoing sentence is inserted to make it clear that this 
section provides a benefit for widowers as well as for widows.) In the event 
of the death of any retired beneficiary in whose favor a monthly retirement 
allowance is accruing, or in the event of the death of any employee member 
entitled prior to his death to voluntarily retire and obtain a retirement allow- 
ance under subsection (a) of this Section 12, his spouse and child, or child- 
ren, shall be entitled to a monthly allowance in the amount hereinafter speci- 
fied mn this subsection (f), subject to the conditions and limitations herein 
Stated. 


“No spouse shall receive any benefit under this subsection (f) unless 
such spouse was married to the deceased employee for at least five consecu- 
tive years while he was employed in the service of the City. No spouse shall 
be entitled to receive such benefit for any period following remarriage. No 
benefit shall be payable under this subsection (f) to a married child, or to a 
child over eighteen (18) years of age unless he is attending school, or to any 
child over twenty-one (21) years of age. A child shall be deemed to be at- 
tending school during his vacation between school terms, provided he attend- 
ed school during the next preceding term and expects to return to school 
when the next term commences. 


“The benefit payable under this subsection (f) shall be an amount equal 
to forty-five per centum (45%) of the retirement allowance the deceased em- 
ployee was receiving when he died, or forty-five per centum (45%) of the 
monthly retirement allowance he would have been entitled to receive had he 
retired immediately before his death. 


“Such benefit shall be payable to the deceased employee’s spouse, or 
child or children, in the following order: (1) to the spouse; and (2) if there 
is no spouse eligible to receive the benefit, then to the child or children of the 
deceased employee, if any. If the spouse is ineligible to receive the benefit, or 
having commenced to receive it becomes ineligible to continue receiving it, 
the benefit shall be paid to the child or children on the conditions prescribed. 
If two or more children are simultaneously entitled to receive the benefit, it 
shall be divided equally among the children so entitled. 


“(g) If an employee member be killed in the line of his duty on or after 
September 1, 1969, his spouse and child or children shall be entitled to a 
monthly allowance in the amount and order herein specified in this subsection 
(g), subject to the conditions and limitations herein stated; provided, howev- 
er, any provision hereof to the contrary notwithstanding, such monthly allow- 
ance shall be determined, measured and governed by the law in effect at the 
time of the death of such employee member. All of the limitations and prohi- 
bitions prescribed in subsection (f), next above, in respect to the payment of 
a benefit to a spouse or child or children, shall apply to the payment of such 
benefit to a spouse or child under this subsection (g); provided, however, that 
if an employee member be killed in the line of his duty after September 1, 
1969, the benefit provided for by this subsection (g) shall be payable without 
regard to the time during which the marriage between the deceased employee 
and such spouse existed. 
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“The benefit payable under this subdivision (g) shall be payable to the 
classes named in the following order and in the following amounts: (1) to 
the employee’s spouse, forty per centum (40% ) of the final average salary of 
such employee, provided, however, that if he does not have as much as four 
years creditable time, the benefit shall be forty per centum (40%) of his 
monthly salary at the time of the injury resulting in his death. In addition, the 
spouse shall receive a monthly allowance of ten per centum (10%) of such 
monthly salary (final average salary or salary at the time of the injury, as the 
case may be) for each child of such deceased employee, provided, however, 
that payment of any benefit to the spouse on account of any child shall be 
subject to all restrictions above imposed with respect to payment to a child; 
and provided, further, that the total amount of monthly allowance payable to 
the spouse for the spouse and for the children shall not exceed fifty per cen- 
tum (50%) of the salary of the deceased employee (whether it be the final 
average salary or the salary at the time of the injury, as the case may be); 
(2) if there is no eligible spouse, then there shall be paid as hereinafter pro- 
vided to or for the benefit of such deceased employee’s child or children an 
amount equal to forty per centum (40% ) of the deceased employee’s salary 
(either his final average salary or his salary when the injury occurred, as the 
case may be). In such case the monthly allowance provided hereby for any 
child of such deceased employee shall be payable to the legal guardian of, or 
to the person who has custody of said child, for the use and benefit of said 
child, provided, however, if such child may legally accept payment of such al- 
lowance, it shall be paid to him. 


“(h) The amount of a surviving spouse’s allowance, provided for in (f), 
(g) and (j) hereof, shall commence to accrue at the death of the deceased 
spouse and shall continue to accrue until the surviving spouse’s death or re- 
marriage, whichever may first occur. 


“(i) The rights of any person heretofore or hereafter retired from the 
service after June 30, 1945, shall continue to be measured and governed by 
the terms of the system in effect at the time of such retirement, and should 
such person die during continuance of such retirement the rights of the 
spouse of such deceased retired person, and the rights of any spouse of any 
other deceased person, shall be measured and governed by the terms of the 
system in effect at the time of death of such deceased person, and the forego- 
ing provisions of this subsection (i) shall control over anything heretofore or 
hereafter in the system which might be construed to the contrary. 


“(j) Any fireman or policeman belonging to the Supplemental Pension 
System established by Act No. 556 of the Legislature of Alabama of 1959, 
approved November 19, 1959, Acts of Alabama of 1959, pages 1376, et seq., 
upon accumulating twenty-five (25) years or more creditable time under this 
Act, shall then be entitled to voluntarily retire from the service at any time 
before he accumulates as much as thirty (30) years creditable time under this 
Act and to obtain a retirement allowance upon the terms and conditions here- 
inafter stated in this subsection (j). As used in this subsection (j) the term 
fireman or policeman shall include any woman who is a member of the above 
mentioned Pension System established by said Act No. 556, the term widow 
shall include a widower and the term husband shall include a wife, and the 
masculine shall include the feminine. 


“No fireman or policeman retired under this subsection (j) shall receive 
any allowance from the retirement and relief fund established by this Act un- 
til the date on which he would have accumulated thirty (30) years service 
had he not retired but had continued to be employed without interruption as 
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a fireman or policeman of the city. When a fireman or policeman is granted 
an allowance under this subsection (j), a monthly allowance shall be payable 
to him in the amount hereinafter stated, beginning on and continuing after 
the date on which he would have accumulated thirty (30) years creditable 
time under this Act had he not retired under this subsection (j) but had con- 
tinued to serve without interruption as a fireman or policeman of the city. 
Starting on the last mentioned date there shall be payable to him an allow- 
ance equal to the allowance which he would have received had he continued 
in the employ of the city until he accumulated thirty (30) years creditable 
time under this Act; provided, however, that his said allowance for thirty 
(30) years creditable time shall be based on his final average salary as of the 
date of his retirement. 


“In the event any fireman or policeman after retiring under this subsec- 
tion (j) shall die prior to the date on which he would have accumulated thir- 
ty (30) years creditable time under this Act had he continued to serve with- 
out interruption, his widow shall not receive any allowance under this Act. In 
the event any fireman or policeman retiring under this subsection (j) dies af- 
ter the date on which it is hereinabove provided payment of a monthly allow- 
ance to him from the retirement and relief fund established by this Act shall 
commence, then his widow at the time of his death, provided she has been 
married to him for five consecutive years while he was employed in the serv- 
ice of the city, shall be entitled to a monthly widow's allowance in an amount 
equal to forty-five per centum (45%) of the amount of monthly retirement 
allowance to which her deceased husband was entitled to receive from the 
said retirement and relief fund at the time of his death. 


“(k) Anything hereinabove to the contrary notwithstanding, any em- 
ployee member who shall have accumulated in excess of thirty (30) years of 
creditable time shall be entitled, in addition to the retirement allowance here- 
inabove provided, to an additional monthly amount equal to one percent 
(1%) of his final average salary multiplied by his number of years of credita- 
ble time in excess of thirty. 


“(1) Anything hereinabove to the contrary notwithstanding, the rights 
of the spouse, child or children of an employee member killed in line of duty 
subsequent to July 1, 1947, shall be measured and governed by the terms of 
the system in effect at the time of such death.” 


Section 3. Section 14 of Act No. 929 of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1951, approved September 12, 1951 (General 
Acts of Alabama of 1951, page 1579), as heretofore amended, is hereby fur- 
ther amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 14. Disability allowances. (a) If any employee member, after 
having accumulated five (5) years or more of creditable time, shall become 
totally disabled, either physically or mentally, to perform his customary du- 
ties, whether by reason of disease, injury, accident or otherwise, then, in the 
event such total disability shall continue until the employee ceases to draw 
salary as an employee of the city, such disabled employee shall be entitled to 
a monthly disability allowance from the fund equal to one and seven-eights 
(1% % ) percent of his final average salary multiplied by the number of years 
of his creditable time, such monthly allowance, however, not to exceed forty- 
one and 86/100ths (418%00%) per cent of his final average salary, and 
such disability allowance to commence to accrue on the date on which the 
employee ceases to draw a salary as an employee of the city and to continue 
to accrue until such time as he is no longer totally disabled to perform his 
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customary duties or substantially comparable duties. An allowance under this 
subsection of this section shall be known as an ‘ordinary disability allowance’. 
(b) If an employee member, whether with or without five years of cred- 
itable time, shall become totally disabled, either physically or mentally, to 
perform his customary duties by reason of personal injury received as a result 
of an accident arising out of and in the course of his employment in the serv- 
ice and occurring at a definite time and place and after July 1, 1945, then, in 
the event such total disability shall continue until the employee ceases to draw 
salary as an employee of the city, such disabled person shall be entitled to 
monthly allowance from the fund equal to seventy per centum (70%) of his 
monthly salary at the time of the accident resulting in such total disability, 
and the amount of such disability allowance to commence to accrue on the 
date on which the employee ceases to draw a salary as an employee of the 
city and to continue to accrue until such time as such person is no longer to- 
tally disabled by such injury to perform his customary duties or substantially 
comparable duties. An allowance made under this subsection of this section 
shall be known as an extraordinary disability allowance, but no disability al- 
lowance shall be made by the Board under this subsection of this section after 
twelve months after the accident resulting in such disability or if such acci- 
dent occurred while the disabled person was employed by another than the 
City. No disability allowance shall be treated as an extraordinary disability al- 
lowance unless the resolution by which it is made contains the specification 
that it is an extraordinary disability allowance and unless such resolution be 
passed within twelve months after the accident resulting in disability. In the 
event that an extraordinary disability beneficiary should become separated 
from the service during continuance of total disability and such total disabili- 
ty from such injury should thereafter cease, the Board may, in its discretion, 
continue him on the disability rolls until such time as, in the judgment of the 
Board, he should be able to find suitable employment at a rate of pay equal to 
the rate of his disability allowance. Hypertension, heart disease or respiratory 
disease shall not be considered as caused by accident so as to entitle an em- 
ployee member to an extraordinary disability allowance, and no employee 
member or any person claiming under or by reason of relationship to an em- 
ployee member shall be entitled to an extraordinary disability allowance as a 
result of disability caused by hypertension, heart disease or respiratory dis- 
ease, any other law, general or local, to the contrary notwithstanding. (c) 
Anything hereinabove to the contrary notwithstanding, an ordinary or ex- 
traordinary disability allowance based on a disability commencing before es- 
tablishment of the rates now prescribed by subsections (a) or (b) of this Sec- 
tion 14 shall be payable at the rate prescribed by the provision of this Act in 
effect when such disability commenced. No disability allowance shall be made 
by the Board until after satisfactory proof has been made to the Board of to- 
tal disability by certificate of at least one licensed and practicing physician or 
surgeon. The Board shail have power to require certificates of more than one 
such physician or surgeon and such further proof of total disability as it may 
reasonably deem necessary. The Board may from time to time require further 
such certificates and other proof to determine whether total disability still ex- 
ists. No disability pay shall be allowable or paid to any person for any period 
for which such person is due or has been paid any salary from or by the City. 
(d) Resumption of active duty by an employee member after cessation of ac- 
tive duty on account of total disability shall be conclusive evidence of termi- 
nation of such total disability for the purposes of the system, and any subse- 
quent cessation of active duty on account of total disability, whether by rea- 
son of the same or different cause shall be treated as a new disability; pro- 
vided, however, that if one who has become totally disabled to perform his 
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customary duties by reason of personal injury received as a result of an acci- 
dent arising out of and in the course of his employment in the service and oc- 
curring at a definite time and place should resume active duty within a time 
limit of twelve months after the accident resulting in total disability and for 
trial period or periods not exceeding an aggregate of one hundred eighty days 
within such time limit of twelve months after such accident, then such re- 
sumption or resumptions of active duty shall not be conclusive evidence of 
termination of total disability and such one shall not be prevented by such re- 
sumption or resumptions of active duty from showing that total disability re- 
sulting from such accident exists or still continues, if such be the case. (e) If 
any disability beneficiary should become separated from the service and with- 
draw his contributions his right to continuance of disability benefits shall im- 
mediately cease. (f) For the purpose of computing disability pay, an employ- 
ee shall be deemed to earn, or to have earned, salary at the same rate of sala- 
ry as that which he shall be deemed to earn, or to have earned, salary for the 
purpose of deductions from salary under Section 9.” 


Section 4. Section 16 of Act No. 929 of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1951, approved September 12, 1951 (General 
Acts of Alabama of 1951, pages 1579, et seq.), as heretofore amended, is 
hereby further amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 16. Loans to Employee Members. The Board shall have the 
right to lend to any employee member from the fund such an amount of 
money as will not cause the aggregate of indebtedness of the employee mem- 
ber to the fund immediately after such loan to exceed fifty percent (50%) of 
the amount of contributions returnable to him, or those claiming under him, 
were he to become separated from the service immediately after such loan. 
Interest on such loan shall be charged at the rate of six percent per annum. 
Provided, however, that if an employee member is a fireman of policeman be- 
longing to a Supplemental Pension System established by Act No. 556 of the 
1959 Session of the Legislature of Alabama, approved November 19, 1959 
(Ala. Acts, 1959, p. 1376) the Board shall have the right to lend such em- 
ployee member from the fund such an amount of money as will not cause the 
aggregate of indebtedness of such employee member to the fund immediately 
after such loan to exceed fifty percent (50%) of the aggregate amount of 
contributions returnable to him, or those claiming under him by provision of 
this Act and provision of said Act No. 556, were he to become separated 
from the service immediately after such loan. Interest on such loan shall be 
charged at the rate of six percent per annum. When any employee obtaining a 
loan requests the Board to secure a policy of insurance on his life, under this 
Section 16, providing for the insurance company to pay the unpaid balance 
of said loan in the event of his death, the Board shall secure such insurance, 
at the employee’s expense, if it is obtainable. Such expense may be paid from 
the proceeds of the said loan. The foregoing provision for paying for such in- 
surance with proceeds of the loan shall not authorize a Joan in excess of the 
limit above prescribed.” 


Section 5. Subsection (c) of Section 23 of Act No. 929 of the Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1951, approved September 12, 1951 
(General Acts of Alabama of 1951, page 1579), as heretofore amended, is 
hereby further amended so as to read as follows: 


“(c) The Board of Managers shall make a study of the provisions of 
this Act, and at such time or times as the Board may deem appropriate it 
shall have authority to employ at the expense of the fund such actuarial assist- 
ance and other aid as the study may require to determine the following ques- 
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tions: (1) Are the contributions to the fund sufficient to pay the benefits pro- 
vided herein? If not, what additional contributions are necessary? (2) Are the 
benefits provided herein sufficient in amount to consume the contributions re- 
quired herein, or are they as large as to render the fund insolvent; and in the 
event of the finding of either contingency, what adjustments should be made? 
(3) What provision should be made either in contributions by employees or 
by the city to render the fund solvent with respect to allowances made for 
prior service? 


“Prior to the first day of March of every uneven year the Board of Man- 
agers shall transmit the report below prescribed to each member of the Ala- 
bama House of Representatives from the County wherein the City is located 
and to each member of the Alabama Senate from the Senatorial district where- 
in the City is located. The term ‘uneven year’, as here used, means a calen- 
dar year the numerical designation of which is not divisible by two. 


“The report hereby required shall be an actuarial analysis of the system, 
based on the condition of the system as of the end of the City’s fiscal year im- 
mediately preceeding the date on which such report is required to be trans- 
mitted to the Representatives and Senators. The Board of Managers shall 
transmit with said actuarial report the following: (1) a draft of such laws as 
the Board deems necessary to keep or make the fund actuarily solvent, and of 
such laws as the Board believes would improve the pension system; and (2) a 
recital of the reasons for the recommendation of the proposed laws; detailed 
and specific recommendations as to what benefits should be reduced, or what 
additional contributions should be made, to the end that the fund will be sol- 
vent, safe and sound for the protection of the employees covered thereby. A 
copy of the report and of the recommendations and statements of the Board 
of Managers transmitted to the Representatives and Senators shall be availa- 
ble to members of the governing body of the City, the members of the system 
and to the public.” 


Section 6. The provisions of this Amendatory Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid, unconstitutional or improperly included 
therein, such declaration shall not affect the part or parts which remain. 


; Section 7. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the 
Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law. 


And the substitute was adopted.

fee on instruments, documents and papers filed for record in the office of the 
Probate Judge of each county having a population of not less than 175,000 
nor more than 300,000 according to the last or any subsequent federal de- 
cennial census; further providing that the governing body of such counties 
may impose an additional filing fee for the filing and recording of the enu- 
merated instruments. 
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Was taken up. 


The question, then, was on the adoption of the amendment reported by 
the Standing Committee on Local Legislation No. 4, said Committee amend- 
ment being as follows:

Sirs and Madam: 


House Resolution No. 113 requests the opinion of the Justices as to 
whether the provisions of House Bill 1531 or House Bill 1532 controvert the 
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provisions of §65 of the Constitution of Alabama. The first of these bills is a lo- 
cal bill to be applicable only to Jefferson County. The second is a general bill, 
containing a “county option” feature. Both would authorize dog racing with a 
pari-mutuel system of wagering. The question is whether or not these bills 
contravene the constitutional restriction which is as follows: 


“The legislature shall have no power to authorize lotteries or gift enter- 
prises for any purposes, and shall pass laws to prohibit the sale in this state of 
lottery or gift enterprise tickets, or tickets in any scheme in the nature of a 
lottery; and all acts, or parts of acts heretofore passed by the legislature of 
this state, authorizing a lottery or lotteries, and all acts amendatory thereof, 
or supplemental thereto, are hereby avoided.” 


The question presented then is whether or not the pari-mutuel system of 
wagering on dog races as authorized by these bills constitutes a lottery. 


Twice in the past the legislature has called on the Justices for an opinion 
on essentially this same point. The first came in 1947 (Opinion of the Justices 
No. 83, 249 Ala. 516, 31 So.2d 753). At that time four Justices felt that the 
system of pari-mutuel wagering involved in the bill under study constituted a 
lottery in violation of the Constitution. Three Justices thought otherwise. 


In 1961 (Opinion of the Justices No. 170, 272 Ala. 478, 132 So.2d 142) 
the Justices were again called upon for an opinion as to whether a bill author- 
izing pari-mutuel wagering on dog races would be in violation of § 65 of the 
Constitution. At that time one of the Justices declined to answer the question 
and the remaining six were equally divided—three expressing the opinion that 
it did not, and three expressing the opinion that it did. 


In the 1947 Opinion of the Justices (249 Ala. 516, 31 So.2d 753), Jus- 
tice Lawson clearly and cogently demonstrated the difference between a lot- 
tery and gaming. No useful purpose would be served by any further elabora- 
tions of Justice Lawson’s full discussion of the questions involved which 
would seem to dictate the conclusion reached by him. We are in full accord 
with the views expressed by Justice Lawson. There is no question but what 
pari-mutuel wagering is gambling, but the Constitution does not restrict the 
legislature in its authority to authorize gambling. It merely says that the legis- 
lature shall not authorize a lottery. The elements of a lottery have repeatedly 
been defined as: “(1) A prize, (2) awarded by chance, (3) for a 
consideration. * * *” Grimes v. State, 235 Ala. 192, 178 So. 73 (1937). 
As Justice Lawson pointed out in 1947, the winner of a dog race is not deter- 
mined by chance. A significant degree of skill is involved in picking the win- 
ning dog, such factors as weight, paternity, trainer, position, past record, wet 
or dry track, etc. all must be considered by successful better. The fact that 
the pari-mutuel system of betting is used is not determinative of the winner, 
but the amount of the purse. Webster’s Third New International Dictionary 
(1967 Ed., p. 1642) defines pari-mutuel as: 


. “A system of betting (as on a horse race) in which those who bet on the 
winner share the total stakes minus a small per cent for the management.” 


Much was made on prior occasions when this question was before us of 
the fact that the odds change up until the last bet is placed on a race and 
hence the amount of the winning ticket is based on chance. We are not per- 
suaded by that argument. Utah State Fair Ass’n. v. Green, 68 Utah 251, 249 
P. 1016 (1926) was one of the earliest and most frequently cited cases 
construing an anti-lottery constitutional provision very similar to our own. In 
that case Justice Straup answered the above argument as follows: 
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“* * * the pari-mutuel method or system of betting in no particular de- 
termines or affects the result of the race. It is merely a convenient means by 
the use of levers and mechanical appliances of registering, recording, and tab- 
ulating the bets and a ready means of displaying in the stages or progress of 
the betting the number and kinds of bets, all of which may as well, though 
perhaps not as conveniently, be done by charts and blackboards. * * * The 
device used in the pari-mutuel system of betting is not like a slot machine, or 
roulette wheel, or other similar device or instrument which by its manipula- 
tion or operation itself determines the result. The device merely registers or 
records and displays the bets as they are made. It is a mere posting of 
them. * * * As I conceive the proposition, it is: Is horse racing a game of 
chance or a game of skill? If it is a game of chance, that is the end of the in- 
quiry. If it is a game of skill, is it rendered a game of chance by permitting 
betting or wagering, whether by the parimutuel system or by any other meth- 
od, on the result of the race? Since betting or wagering on the race does not 
determine or affect the result of it, I think the conclusion inevitable that wag- 
ering or betting on the result of a game of skill does not convert the game 
into one of chance.” 


We agree with the Utah Justice. Further, as he said, 


“We must take the Constitution as we find it, neither enlarging nor de- 
tracting from it. It merely provides that the Legislature shall not authorize 
‘any game of chance, lottery, or gift enterprise.’ It does not forbid the Legis- 
lature authorizing betting, wagering, or gaming. * * * The wisdom of the 
Legislature authorizing or permitting betting or wagering of any kind, wheth- 
er on a game of skill or otherwise, or on any event, or to permit any kind of 
public betting or wagering, may well be questioned, and concerning which 
minds of men may well differ. * * * But the question of wisdom is one of 
legislative policy over which we have no control. 


“The Legislature may adopt any kind of policy not forbidden by the 
Constitution, and whether a given policy adopted by it not so forbidden is 
wise or unwise, wholesome or unwholesome, moral or immoral, are questions 
exclusively within the province of the Legislature. * * *” 


Though not binding on us, of course, it is interesting to note that a sub- 
stantial majority of other courts have held that pari-mutuel betting on horse 
or dog races does not contravene constitutional prohibitions against lotteries. 
See Oneida County Fair Board y. Smylie (Idaho), 386 P.2d 374 (1963) for 
a collection of these opinions. 


Your inquiry is answered in the negative.

House Bill 1531 contains the following under Section 14: 


“* * * Should there be no ticket bet on the winning greyhound, the en- 
tire pool shall be divided among the holders of tickets on the greyhound run- 
ning next in line until the pool has been redistributed to the contributors.” 


The clause is interpreted as being in the nature of a lottery and, there- 
fore, this clause of said bill violates Section 65 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama in my oipnion.

House Bill 1531 also contains the following provisions in connection 
with wagering on dog races: 


“Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Jefferson County Racing Com- 
mission to carry out the provisions of this act; and it shall have the following 
specific duties: 


* * * * * 


(5) To make uniform rules and regulations governing the holding, con- 
ducting and operating of all race tracks, race meetings, and races held in Jef- 
ferson County.” 


* * * * * 


“Section 13. The Commission shall make rules governing, permitting 
and regulating wagering on greyhound races under the form of mutuel wager- 
ing by patrons known as ‘pari mutuel wager’ which method shall be legal to 
the extent that, and so long as, the same is carried on and conducted strictly 
in conformity with this act, and not otherwise. * * 


“Section 14. * * * Under the pari mutuel system of wagering herein 
provided, the licensee shall be permitted to provide separate pools for bets to 
win, place, and show, also a daily double poo! quiniela pool, perfecta pool, 
big quiniela pool (Big Q), big perfecta pool (Big P), twin double pool, tierce 
pool, perfecta tierce pool (big T) and big tierce pool (Big T).” “* * * The 
licensee shall be required to use a totalizator machine to record the wagering 
and compute the odds. Rules and regulations governing the operation of each 
of the pools shall be set forth in book form by the Jefferson County Racing 
Commission. 


These provisions leave to the Commission the power to make the rules 
and regulations concerning the racing and operation of such pools. Without 
knowledge of what these rules and regulations will be and how they will be 
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operated, and, further, in the absence of facts disclosing the operation of such 
forms of wagering, it seems to me that an expression of an opinion on the 
constitutionality of House Bill 1531 other than that portion quoted under Sec- 
tion I of my opinion at this time necessarily would be based upon conjecture 
and surmise. Therefore, my views are in accordance with the opinion of Jus- 
ei Goodwyn stated in Opinion of the Justices, 271 Ala. 478, 132 So. 2d 
142. 


Il 


House Bill 1532 provides for pari-mutuel pools; however no explanation 
or details of such pools are set forth. This bill contains language granting 
power to the State Racing Commission to make rules and regulation for the 
control, supervision and direction of all licensees and for operation of race 
meets and races (see Section 2(4) of said bill). Without knowledge of what 
these rules and regulations will be it seems to me that an expression of opin- 
ion on the constitutionality of this bill at this time would be necessarily based 
upon conjecture and surmise. Therefore, my opinion pertaining to House Bill 
1532 is in accordance with the opinion of Justice Goodwyn stated in the 
Opinion of the Justices, supra.

By letter of August 5, 1971, Hon. John W. Pemberton, Clerk, Alabama 
House of Representatives, forwarded to the members of the Supreme Court 
of Alabama House Resolution No. 135, which reads: 
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“RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, That the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, or a majority of them, are respectfully re- 
quested to give this body their written opinion concerning the following im- 
portant constitutional questions which have arisen in connection with H. B. 
1077 which is pending before the Legislature. A true copy of said bill is at- 
tached hereto and made a part of this resolution by reference. 


“Question 1. Do the provisions of H. B. 1077 in any way conflict with 
the provisions of Amendment No. 73 to the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901? 


“Question 2. Does H. B. 1077 conflict with the provisions of Amend- 
ment No. 73 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 which grants the county 
governing body of Jefferson County sole authority to fix sewer service charges 
in Jefferson County? 


“RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Clerk of the House is directed to 
attach true copies of H. B. 1077 to this resolution and transmit forthwith to 
the Clerk of the Supreme Court nine copies of this resolution and said bill.” 


It is our opinion House Bill 1077 as originally drafted does not violate 
the provisions of Amendment LXXIII to the Constitution of Alabama in that 
said bill does not actually restrict or alter the provisions of Amendment 
LXXIII, which amendment by its terms is self-executing. 


Among the papers which were forwarded to us by Mr. Pemberton to 
which no reference is made in House Resolution No. 135 are two proposed 
amendments to said House Bill and we entertain the view that it is those pro- 
posed amendments which have actually precipitated the action of the House 
of Representatives in requesting our opinion concerning House Bill 1077. 


House Bill 1077 is entitled an Act “To Amend Section 5 of Act No. 619 
of the Regular Session of Alabama of 1949, approved September 19, 1949, 
which act supplemented the Jefferson County Sewer Amendment (Amend- 
ment LXXIID) to the Constitution of Alabama.” 


Section 5 of the 1949 act referred to in the title of House Bill 1077 (Act 
619, approved September 19, 1949, Acts of Alabama 1949, p. 954), reads as 
follows: 


“Section 5. Such service charges, being in the nature of use or service 
charges, shall, as nearly as may be practicable and equitable, be uniform 
throughout the county for the same type, class and amount of use or service 
of the sewerage system, and may be based or computed either on the con- 
sumption of water on or in connection with the real property served, making 
due allowance for commercial use of water or for water not entering the sew- 
erage system, or on the number and kind of water outlets on or in connection 
with such real property, or on the number and kind of plumbing or sewerage 
fixtures or facilities on or in connection with such real property, or on the 
number of persons residing or working on or otherwise connected or identi- 
fied with such real property, or on the capacity of the improvements on or 
connected with such real property, or on any other factors determining the 
type, class and amount of use or service of the sewerage system, or on any 
combination of any such factors, and may give weight to the characteristics 
of the sewerage and other wastes and any other special matter affecting the 
cost of treatment and disposal thereof, including chlorine demand, biochemi- 
cal oxygen demand, concentration of solids and chemical composition. Where 
the service charge is based upon the consumption of water alone, such service 
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charge shall not exceed an amount equal to fifty per centum (50%) of the 
water bill rendered with respect to the property involved.” 


Section 3 of House Bill 1077 reads: 


“Section 3. Section 5 of Act 619 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 


“Section 5. Such service charges, being in the nature of use or service 
charges, shall, as nearly as may be practicable and equitable, be uniform 
throughout the county for the same type, class and amount of use or service 
of the sewerage system, and may be based or computed either on the con- 
sumption of water on or in connection with the real property served, making 
due allowance for commercial use of water or for water not entering the sew- 
erage system, or on the number and kind of water outlets on or in connection 
with such real property, or on the number and kind of plumbing or sewerage 
fixtures or facilities on or in connection with such real property, or on the 
number of persons residing or working on or otherwise connected or identi- 
fied with such real property, or on the capacity of the improvements on or 
connected with such real property, or on any other factors determining the 
type, class and amount of use or service of the sewerage system, or on any 
combination of any such factors, and may give weight to the characteristics 
of the sewerage and other wastes and any other special matter affecting the 
cost of treatment and disposal thereof, including chlorine demand, biochemi- 
cal oxygen demand, concentration of solids and chemical composition.’ ” 


By comparing Section 5 of the above referred to 1949 Act with Section 
3 of House Bill 1077, it is apparent that the purpose of House Bill 1077 is to 
delete from the above referred to 1949 Act the following provision: “Where 
the service charge is based upon the consumption of water alone, such service 
charge shall not exceed an amount equal to fifty per centum (50%) of the 
water bill rendered with respect to the property involved.” 


The two amendments to which we have referred above read as follows: 


“Amend Section 3 of H. B. 1077 by inserting the following sentence at 
the end of said Section 3: 


“ “The service charges provided for hereunder for sanitary sewerage dis- 
charges shall in no event be in excess of that portion of the actual water bill 
rendered with respect to the property involved represented by that percentage 
of the quantity of water purchased which is discharged into the sewer system.’ ” 


* * * * * 


“Amend Section 3 of H. B. 1077 by inserting at the end of amended 
Section 3 the following new sentence: 


“ ‘The maximum service charge applicable to any residential user shall 
be fifteen ($15.00) dollars per quarter, or sixty ($60.00) dollars per year.’ ” 


Amendment LXXIII to the Constitution of Alabama, which was pro- 
claimed ratified on November 15, 1948, reads in pertinent parts as follows: 


“In addition to any indebtedness now authorized, Jefferson County may 
become indebted and may issue bonds therefor in an amount not exceeding 3 
percent of the assessed valuation of the taxable property in said County in or- 
der to pay the expenses of constructing, improving, extending and repairing 
sewers and sewerage treatment and disposal plants in said County. Said bonds

shall be general obligations of Jefferson County but shall also be payable pri- 
marily from and secured by a lien upon the sewer rentals or service charges, 
which shall be levied and collected in an amount sufficient to pay the princi- 
pal of and interest on such bonds, replacements, extensions and improve- 
ments to, and the cost of operation and maintenance of, the sewers and sew- 
erage treatment and disposal plants. Such sewer rentals or service charges 
shall be levied upon and collected from the persons and property whose sew- 
erage is disposed of or treated by the sewers or the sewerage treatment or dis- 
posal plants and whether served by the part of the sewer system then being 
constructed, improved, or extended or by some other part of such system; 
and such charges or rentals shall be a personal obligation of the occupant of 
the property the sewerage from which is disposed of by such sewers or treat- 
ed in such plants and shall also be a lien upon such property, enforceable by 
a Sale thereof. 


* * * * * 


“The governing body of Jefferson County shall have full power and au- 
thority to manage, operate, control and administer the sewers and plants here- 
in provided for and, to that end, may make any reasonable and nondiscrimi- 
natory rules and regulations fixing rates and charges, providing for the pay- 
ment, collection and enforcement thereof, and the protection of its property. 
Liens for sewer rentals or service charges shall be foreclosed in such manner 
as may be provided by law for foreclosing municipal assessments for public 
improvements. This amendment is self-executing. 


“The authority to issue bonds shall cease December 31, 1958. The au- 
thority to levy and collect sewer charges and rentals shall be limited to such 
charges as will pay the principal of and interest on the bonds and the reason- 
able expense of extending, improving, operating and maintaining said sewers 
and plants; and when the bonds shall have been paid off, service charges and 
rentals shall be accordingly reduced, it being the intent and purpose of this 
amendment that the expenses of needed improvements and extensions and 
maintenance and operation of the sewers and sewerage treatment and dispos- 
al plants and no other expenditures shall be paid from such service charges 
and rentals.” (Emphasis supplied) 


We assume that the contention has been made that the people of the 
State of Alabama in ratifying Amendment LXXIII to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama gave to the governing body of Jefferson County alone the power and 
authority to adopt reasonable and nondiscriminatory rules and regulations fix- 
ing rates and charges for the use of the sewerage system and that the Legisla- 
ture cannot dictate to the county governing body in regard to the amount of 
such rates and charges. 


Amendment LXXIII by its own terms is self-executing. We have said 
that ‘‘no legislation may restrict or alter a self-executing constitutional provi- 
sion.”—In re Opinion of the Justices, 252 Ala. 199, 40 So. 2d 330, and au- 
thorities cited; Opinion of the Justices, 269 Ala. 127, 111 So. 2d 605. 


The proposed amendments to House Bill 1077 are both designed to re- 
strict the governing body of Jefferson County as to the rates and charges 
which it may exact for the use of the sewerage system. We hold, therefore, 
that those amendments run counter to Amendment LXXIII to the Constitution 
of Alabama and, therefore, are unconstitutional. 


But since the questions which you propound relate only to House Bill 
1077 without the amendments, we answer those questions in the negative, 
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that is, we do not think House Bill 1077 as originally drafted conflicts with 
the provisions of Amendment LXXIII to the Constitution of Alabama in that 
said House Bill does not restrict the authority of the governing body of Jef- 
ferson County. It only suggests to that body methods of computing the 
amount of service charges. 


We do not customarily reply to requests for advisory opinions concern- 
ing the constitutionality of proposed legislation which involves purely local 
matters.—Opinion of the Justices, 269 Ala. 127, 111 So. 2d 605; Opinion of 
the Justices, 284 Ala. 484, 226 So. 2d 87. 


But in this instance we are dealing with the question as to whether or not 
a local act, House Bill 1077, violates an amendment to the Constitution 
which applies only to the county which will be affected by the proposed legis- 
lation. We feel that this difference is sufficient to justify our answering your 
request.

The Senate has amended as therein shown and, as amended, has passed 
the following House Bill and returns same herewith to the House: 


H. 198. To provide a comprehensive revision, consolidation and classi- 
fication of the laws of the State of Alabama relating to insurance and to the 
insurance business; to regulate the incorporation, formation , and affairs of 
domestic insurance companies, societies, and associations, and the admission 
of foreign and alien insurance companies, societies, and associations; to pro- 
vide their rights, powers and immunities, and to prescribe the conditions on 
which insurance companies, societies, and associations organized, existing, or 
authorized under this Act may exercise their powers; to provide the rights, 
powers, and immunities and to prescribe the conditions on which other per- 
sons, firms, corporations, and associations engaged in or affected by an insur- 
ance business may exercise their powers; to provide for service of process on 
unauthorized insurers and the conditions for defense of actions brought 
against them in this State; to provide for certain powers, rights, obligations, 
and consequences as to insurers and other persons relative to insurance con- 
tracts and annuity contracts and matters arising from such contracts; to pro- 
vide for the imposition of licenses, fees, and taxes and for the disposition 
thereof; to provide for the departmental supervision and regulation of the in- 
surance business within or relative to this State; making appropriations; to 
provide penalties for the violation of this Act; to repeal certain laws and Acts, 
and for other purposes.

SENATE MESSAGE 


On motion of Mr. Timmons, the House concurred in and adopted the 
Senate amendments to the bill, H. 198, said Senate amendments being as fol- 
lows: 
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Amend H. B. 198 by striking Section 195 in its entirety and substituting 
in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 195. “SURPLUS LINE” INSURANCE. If certain insurance 
coverages cannot be procured on terms acceptable to the insureds from au- 
thorized insurers, such coverages, hereinafter designated “surplus lines”, may 
be procured from unauthorized insurers subject to the terms and conditions 
of either subsection (1) or subsection (2) next following: 


(1) (a) The insurance must be procured through a licensed surplus 
line broker. 


(b) The full amount of insurance required must not be procurable, af- 
ter diligent effort has been made to do so, from among the insurers authorized 
to transact and actually transacting that kind and class of insurance in this 
state, or has been procured to the full extent such insurers are willing to in- 
sure. 


(c) The insurance must not be procured for the purpose of securing ad- 
vantages as to a lower premium rate than would be accepted by an authorized 
insurer. 


(d) This section, and this surplus line law, does not apply as to life in- 
surance or disability insurance. 


(2) The contracts of insurance are issued to an industrial insured, de- 
fined as an insured (a) which procures the insurance of any risk by use or 
services of a full time employee acting as an insurance manager or buyer or 
the services of a regularly and continuously retained, qualified insurance con- 
sultant, (b) whose aggregate annual premiums for insurance on all risks oth- 
er than workmen’s compensation and group insurance, total at least $25,000; 
and (c) which has at least 25 employees.”

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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 
Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has originated and adopted the following Senate Joint Reso- 
lution and sends same herewith to the House for its consideration: 


By Mr. Harris: 


S. J. R. 80. BEIT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA, BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there shall be 
hereby established, a permanent standing legislative committee on Standards 
of Official Conduct in each house of the Legislature. The committee in the 
Senate shall consist of five senators appointed by the presiding officer of the 
Senate, and the committee in the House of Representatives shall consist of 
seven members of the House of Representatives appointed by the Speaker. 


(A) Each of the committees, hereby established, shall be invested with 
the following specific powers: 


1. To have referred to them measures relating to a code of official con- 
duct or amendments thereto, together with any measures relating to financial 
disclosures required by members of the respective houses. 


2. To recommend to the respective houses of the legislature, from time 
to time, such legislative or administrative actions as the committee may deem 
appropriate to establish and enforce standards of official conduct for mem- 
bers of the respective houses. 


3. To investigate, subject to limitations herein recommended, any al- 
leged violations by a member of the respective house, of the code of official 
conduct for such house, or of any law, rule, regulation, or other standard of 
conduct applicable to the conduct of such member in the performance of his 
official duties or the discharge of his responsibilities as a legislator, and, after 
notice and a hearing, at which the accused member must be given the oppor- 
tunity to appear with counsel and present evidence and cross examine wit- 
nesses appearing against him, to recommend to the respective house, by resolu- 
tion or otherwise, such action and the procedure for such action as the com- 
mittee may deem appropriate in the circumstances. 


4. To give consideration to the request of a member of the respective 
houses for an advisory opinion with respect to the general propriety of any 
current or proposed conduct of a member, and, with appropriate deletions to 
assure the privacy of the individual concerned, to publish such opinions for 
the guidance of other members. 


(B) The following limitations are hereby placed on the authority of 
each of such committees: 


1. No resolution, report, recommendation or advisory opinion relating 
to the official conduct of a member of the house of the legislature involved 
shall be made, and no investigation of such conduct shall be undertaken, un- 
less approved by an affirmative vote of the majority of the members of the 
committee. 


2. Except in the case of an investigation undertaken by the committee 
on its own initiative, the committee may undertake an investigation relating 
to the official conduct of an individual member only (a) upon receipt of a 
complaint, in writing, made by a member of the respective house and deliv- 
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ered to the committee by the member making such complaint, or (b) upon 
receipt of a complaint from an individual non-legislator, in writing and under 
oath, submitted to a member of the house as to which the complaint relates 
and transmitted to a committee by a member of the house to which the com- 
plaint relates, or (c) upon receipt of a complaint, in writing and under oath, 
directly from an individual not a member of either house of the legislature if 
the committee finds that such complaint has been submitted by such individu- 
al to no less than two members of that house as to which the complaint re- 
lates which members must be fully identified by the complaining party and 
where such members have refused to transmit such complaint to the commit- 
tee. Investigations and hearings on all complaints shall be confidential until 
such time as the committee has affirmatively acted thereon and has found the 
complaint to be valid. 


3. No investigation shall be undertaken of any alleged violation of a 
law, rule, regulation, or standard of conduct not in effect at the time of the 
alleged violation. 


4. A member of the committee shall be ineligible to participate as a 
member of the committee, in any committee proceeding relating to his official 
conduct. In any case in which a member of the committee is ineligible to act 
as a member of the committee under the preceding sentence, the presiding of- 
ficer of the respective house shall designate a member of that house to act as 
a member of the committee in any committee proceeding relating to the 
official conduct of such ineligible member. 


; (C) FURTHER RESOLVED That a Code of Official Conduct for Leg- 
islators, is hereby established, as follows: 


1. A member of the Legislature of Alabama shall conduct himself at all 
ane in a manner which will reflect creditably on the Legislature of Ala- 
ama. 


2. Every member of the Legislature of Alabama shall adhere to the spir- 
it and letter of the rules of the respective houses of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama and to the rules of duly constituted committees thereof, including com- 
mittees on Standards of Official Conduct. 


3. No member of the Legislature of Alabama shall receive any compen- 
sation nor shall he permit any compensation to accrue to his beneficial inter- 
est, the receipt of which would occur by virtue of influence exerted from his 
position in the Legislature and where such compensation is to any degree 
conditioned upon such exertion of influence. 


4. No member of the Legislature shall knowingly solicit, accept or re- 
ceive any gift, thing of economic value, or compensation other than that to 
which he is entitled from the State, which is intended to influence the per- 
formance of his official duties or which would influence the performance of 
his official duties, nor shall any member solicit, accept or receive such gift, 
thing of economic value, or compensation for advocating the passage or de- 
feat of any legislation or for doing any act intended to influence the passage 
or defeat of legislation, including his vote thereon. No member of the Legisla- 
ture shall accept any gift or thing of substantial economic value, directly or 
indirectly, from any person, organization or corporation having a direct inter- 
est in legislation before the Legislature of Alabama. Gift, as used in this sec- 
tion shall include any thing of economic value with the exception of public 
awards, insignificant nonpecuniary gifts or compensation or gifts not connect- 
ed with or related to either the legislative processes or the donee’s services as 
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a member of the Legislature, nor shall gift or thing of economic value mean 
any food, drink or refreshments consumed by any official, including reasona- 
ble transportation and entertainment incident thereto while a personal guest 
of the person providing such. 


5. No member of the Legislature shall accept employment or engage in 
any business or professional activity which will require him to disclose confi- 
dential information which he has gained by reason of his official position or 
authority, nor shall a member of the Legislature use confidential information 
acquired by him in the course of his official duties to further his personal in- 
terests. 


(D) RESOLVED FURTHER That, in addition to complying with the 
above prescribed Code of Official Conduct, each member of the Legislature 
shall, within 30 days of the adoption of this resolution, or not later than April 
30 following the date of their election if they are elected in a general election 
year, or within four (4) months following their election other than in a gen- 
eral election, and each year thereafter during their term of office not later 
than April 30, file with the Committee on Standards of Official Conduct of 
the respective house of the Legislature a report disclosing certain financial in- 
terests as described below. The interest of a spouse or any other party, if con- 
structively controlled by the person reporting, shall be considered to be the 
same as the interest of the person reporting. The report shall be in two parts, 
hereinafter designated Part “A” and Part “B”. 


PART “A” 


1. List the name, instrument of ownership, and any position of employ- 
ment held in any business entity doing business with the State of Alabama or 
any of its agencies or departments where the gross receipts for products, 
goods or services sold, furnished or supplied by such business entity to the 
State of Alabama or any of its agencies or departments, exceeds $5,000 in 
any one calendar year, where the ownership by the legislator in such business 
entity is in excess of 10% of the equity interests in such business entity as of 
the date of filing, or where the legislator received $1,000 or more as income 
from such business during the preceding calendar year. Do not list any time 
or demand deposit in a financial institution or any debt instrument having a 
fixed yield unless it is convertible to an equity interest. 


2. List the name, address and type of practice of any professional orga- 
nization in which the person reporting, or his spouse, is an officer, director or 
partner, or serves in any advisory capacity, from which income of $1,000 or 
more was received during the preceding calendar year. 


(a) If the professional organization in which the person reporting or his 
spouse is the owner, or an officer, director or partner, or serves in any advi- 
sory capacity, has, during the preceding calendar year, received any compen- 
sation or entered into any agreement whereby compensation would be re- 
ceived, for services rendered or to be rendered, as a retainer, or otherwise, 
from any trade organization, association or professional association, or from 
any person, firm or corporation whose regular business activities, as distin- 
guished from mere licensing to do business, is subject to regulation and exam- 
ination by a regulatory agency of the State of Alabama, and where such com- 
pensation to such professional organization during the preceding calendar 
year from any such trade organization, association or professional associa- 
tion, or corporation or other business entity exceeded or will, pursuant to an 
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agreement for services to be rendered exceeded the sum of $1,000, then the 
person so reporting shall list the name and address of such trade organization, 
association, professional association, corporation or other business entity. 


3. Information filed under Part “A” shall be maintained by the Commit- 
tees on Standards of Official Conduct and made available at reasonable hours 
to responsible public inquiry, subject to such regulations as the committee 
may prescribe, including, but not limited to, regulations requiring identifica- 
tion by name, occupation, address and telephone number of each person ex- 
amining information filed under Part “A”. 


PART “B” 


1. If any member of the Legislature shall receive any compensation or 
enter into any agreement with any person, firm, corporation or other business 
entity for compensation for services rendered or to be rendered, for assisting 
any such person, firm, corporation or other business entity in any way in any 
transaction involving the State of Alabama or any of its officials, agencies or 
departments, including representation in hearings before State agencies, 
boards or commissions, but excluding all courts, such member shall file with 
the Committee on Standards of Official Conduct of the respective house of 
the Legislature of which he is a member, within thirty days after the receipt 
of such compensation, or entry into agreement for such compensation, a 
statement in writing disclosing the following: (a) The name and address of 
the person, firm or corporation or other business entity from which such 
compensation has been or will be received; (b) Whether or not the compen- 
sation so received, or contracted to be received, exceeds $100 if the precise 
amount of such compensation has been fixed, and if not, state the basis on 
which such compensation is to be computed; and (c) The identification of 
the state agency, board or commission or official before whom the legislator 
will appear or with whom the legislator will deal in any transaction for the 
compensation so paid or to be paid to him. No specific form for the disclo- 
sure of the foregoing information is required, but a letter containing the re- 
quired information shall be sufficient. Such information filed under this Part 
“B” shall be maintained by such Committee on Standards of Official Conduct, 
and made available to responsible public inquiry in the same manner and 
vwnon the same conditions as the disclosures required in Part “A” hereof.

The Senate has passed the following House Bills and returns same here- 
with to the House: 


H. 815. ‘To amend the provisions of Title 22, Sections 206, 207, 208, 
209, 210, 211, 212, 213, 214, 215, 216, 217, 218, 219, 220, 221, 222, 223, 
224, 225, 226, 227, 228, 229, 230, and 231, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, to change the name of the state agency created by the Legislature; 
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to stabilize and regulate the milk industry in Alabama; to change the compo- 
sition of the Alabama Dairy Commission to be a Commission made up of five 
voting members, four of whom to be persons with no direct or indirect inter- 
est in the milk business and the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries; 
to invest the Dairy Commission with power to employ services of economists, 
accountants, and other experts to assist the Commission in carrying out its 
functions; to invest the Commission with the power to require distributors, 
producer-distributors, dealers, processors, or handlers to post sufficient bond 
to protect producers and producer payrolls from insolvency of distributors, 
producer-distributors, dealers, processors, or handlers, or default by said dis- 
tributors, producer-distributors, dealers, processors, or handlers in making 
payment for milk received; to require distributors, producer-distributors, deal- 
ers, processors, and handlers to make a full and complete accounting to pro- 
ducers, of all milk received, from all sources, including a complete fat and 
skim accounting; to require the commission to conduct cost studies and pre- 
pare findings of fact before fixing the prices for hauling, transporting, bot- 
tling, packaging, distributing, processing, and marketing milk; to invest the 
Commission with the power to fix by economic formula prices to be paid 
producers and producer associations for milk sold in the state of Alabama.

H. 471. To further amend Code of Alabama 1940, Title 51, Section 
348, as amended, which relates to the levying of a franchise tax on foreign 
corporations.

H. 2343. To abolish justices of the peace and justice courts in both 
criminal and civil matters and to provide in lieu thereof a court in each coun- 
ty and vesting each with jurisdiction formerly exercised by justices of the 
peace; providing for additional powers of said court; providing for its officers, 
and their appointment; providing for the term of office of the judge, his 
powers, duties, compensation, and for costs and fees in such court; providing 
for the transfer of all cases pending in justice of the peace court to said court 
hereby established; providing for additional powers of all of the chief law en- 
forcement officers on duty during certain nighttime hours relating to cases 
over which the court hereby established has jurisdiction; providing for appeal 
from said court; providing for procedure, practice and pleading in said court; 
to provide for the approval of bonds in such matters pending before said 
court. 


Mr. Stubbs, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Business and La- 
bor reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amend- 
ments, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 2132. (With Amendments): To amend Section 262, Section 272 
and Section 312 of Title 26, Code of Alabama of 1940, as last amended, so 
as to prevent an employee, or his personal representative or dependents, from 
suing another employee of the same employer, or the personal representative 
of such employee, for injuries, or death arising out of and in the course of his 
employment; and so as to exempt the workmens’ compensation insurance car- 
rier of any employer subject to the Act from liability on account of injury or 
death to an employee of the employer. 


Mr. Bank, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Health, reported 
that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were severally 
read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1404. To provide that certain injections, transfusions, transplanta- 
tions or transfers in, into, or unto the human body of human whole blood, 
blood plasma, blood products, blood derivatives, human tissue including, 
without limitation, corneas, bones or organs, or any type of prosthetic device, 
shall be for all purposes whatever the rendition of medical or hospital services 
by every person, firm, corporation, or other organization participating there- 
in; to provide that the rendition of such a service, whether or not any remu- 
neration is paid, is not for any purpose a sale of such human whole blood, 
blood plasma, blood products, blood derivatives and human tissue including, 
without limitation, corneas, bones or organs, or any type of prosthetic device; 
to provide that there shall be no liability for damages for the rendition of 
such services in the absence of proof of negligence or willful misconduct by a 
person, firm, corporation, or other organization participating therein; to pro- 
vide that no implied warranty of merchantability or of fitness for a particular 
purpose or any other kind or type of warranty shall accompany or be applica- 
ble to the rendition of any such service by any person, firm, corporation or 
organization participating therein; to amend Code of Alabama 1940 Title 7 
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A, § 2-316 by adding thereto subsection (6) to provide that no implied war- 
ranty of merchantability or of fitness for a particular purpose shall be appli- 
cable to the procurement, processing, storage, furnishing, donating, distribu- 
tion or use of human whole blood, blood plasma, blood products, blood de- 
rivatives, and human tissue including, without limitation, corneas, bones or 
organs, or any type of prosthetic device, for the purpose of injecting, trans- 
fusing, transplanting or transferring any of them in, into, or unto the human 
body; to provide that this Act shall be cumulative to, and in no sense in con- 
flict with Code of Alabama 1940, Title 7 A, § 2-314 (as amended by Act 
No. 743, Acts of 1969, approved September 12, 1969); to repeal ali laws or 
parts of laws in conflict therewith; and to provide an effective date upon pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or otherwise becoming a law. 


S. 345. To provide that psychiatric services rendered in state mental 
hospitals and facilities shall be compensable in any policy or contract of in- 
surance covering psychiatric services. 


S. 346. Relating to mental health; providing for the confidentiality of 
information, records, research data with mental health care delivery system; 
authorizing Commissioner of Mental Health to receive research data; prohib- 
iting identification of persons and providing a penalty for violation. 


S. 347. To amend Act No. 125, S. 86, Special Session 1909 (Acts 
1909, p. 163), an act relating to the authority of a probate judge to expend 
monies in his charge for the support of minors or persons of unsound mind. 


S. 457. To set up an Alabama Health Care Plan; to provide health 
care insurance for those Alabama citizens not otherwise able to obtain such 
protection; to allow insurance companies, on a non-profit basis, to organize 
for the purpose of offering health insurance under the provisions of the plan; 
to establish, through the Superintendent of Insurance, premium rates and ex- 
pense provisions; to provide relief from premium tax and recoupment of loss-

To provide that all contracts of insurance or policies of in- 
surance providing payment for health services issued or delivered in this State 
shall offer provisions to cover and include the services of chiropractors. 


H. 654. To provide for the incarceration in another state of an em- 
ployee of the Board of Corrections who is sentenced to prison in Alabama. 


H. 20. To amend Section 343 and Section 348 of Title 15, Code of 
Alabama (1940), which relate to the execution of convicts who have been 
sentenced to death. 


H. 1074. To provide that any municipality of the state may authorize 
any policeman or other employee of such municipality to assist the policemen 
or other employees of any other municipality of the state in the performance 
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of undercover work in such other municipality or its police jurisdiction for 
the purpose of enforcing the laws of the state or ordinances of such other 
municipality relating to the illegal possession, use, sale or disposition of nar- 
cotic drugs, marijuana or any other drug enumerated in Section 256 of Title 
22, Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended or the illegal possession or sale of 
alcoholic or malt beverages when such aid is requested in writing on behalf of 
such other municipality by the Mayor, or other Chief Executive Officer there- 
of, and to prescribe the conditions under which such undercover work may 
be performed. 


Mr. Jones (F), Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation No. 4 reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable re- 
port, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 2406. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 921, H. 1328, 
Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 1660) which exempts art guilds and 
their property from state, county, and municipal taxes, licenses, fees, and ex- 
cises, under certain prescribed conditions; to repeal conflicting laws in certain 
counties classified on a population basis. 


H. 2407. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 97, S. 105, Spe- 
cial Session 1965 (Acts 1965, p. 111) which regulates the per diem pay of ju- 
rors in certain counties classified on a population basis. 


H. 2408. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 145, H. 199, 
Special Session 1964 (Acts 1964, p. 212) which authorizes housing authori- 
ties incorporated under the provisions of the Code of Alabama 1940, where 
the employees of said housing authorities are subject to the provisions of the 
merit system to enter into a contract for the services of a director and assist- 
ant director and fix the compensation thereof; empowers said director and the 
assistant director to act as liaison personnel between the cities, the Regional

To repeal Act No. 244, H. 502, approved August 19, 1963, 
Regular Session 1963 (Acts 1963, p. 653), entitled, “An Act to provide addi- 
tional compensation or salary for the official court reporters in all circuit 
courts in all counties of the State of Alabama having a population of not less 
than 150,000 nor more than 300,000 inhabitants according to the last preced- 
ing or any subsequent federal decennial census; and providing for the pay- 
ment thereof.” 


H. 2410. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 432, H. 937, 
Regular Session 1961 (Acts 1961, p. 469) as last amended, which regulates 
the office of sheriff; authorizes the sheriff to employ certain personnel; pro- 
vides for the payment of compensation to the sheriff and the employees of his 
office; provides for the deposit of all collections by that office; establishes cer- 
tain exemptions for the sheriff; and designates certain duties to be performed 
by the sheriff's office in certain counties classified on a population basis. 


To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 165, H. 215, 
Special Session 1965 (Acts 1965, p. 216) as last amended which fixes the fee 
for the issuance of a pistol permit by the sheriff, and provides for the disposi- 
tion and use of such fee in certain counties classified on a population basis. 
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H. 2412. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 1008, S. 843, 
Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 1882) which provides for Supernumer- 
ary Clerks of the Circuit Courts and Registers of said Courts in Equity des- 
cribing their duties, setting up the requirements and qualifications, fixing their 
compensation, status and tenure of office and providing for the payment of 
their salaries in certain counties classified on a population basis. 


H. 2413. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 231, S. 402, 
Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 555) which provides for payment to the 
Recorder of the Recorder’s Court for ex officio services rendered in the trial 
of cases in the Recorder’s Court wherein there is charged a violation of the 
laws of Alabama a sum not exceeding $5,100 per annum, payable in 12 equal 
monthly installments from the county treasury; to provide for payment to the 
Prosecuting Attorney of the Recorder’s Court for ex officio services in the 
prosecution of cases in the Recorder’s Court wherein there is charged a viola- 
tion of the laws of Alabama a sum not exceeding $3,000 per annum, payable 
in 12 equal monthly installments out of the county treasury in certain coun- 
ties classified on a population basis. 


H. 2414. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 145, H. 541, 
Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 418) which provides further for the du- 
ties of the judge of probate; to authorize the discontinuance of keeping both 
“Minute Books” and “Final Record Books;” to authorize the probate judge to 
adopt and promulgate reasonable rules and regulations controlling public ac- 
cess to the system of recording and preserving records; to provide the manner 
of keeping records of the probate of wills; to prescribe the procedure for sell- 
ing copies of certain records; and repealing conflicting laws in certain coun- 
ties classified on a population basis. 


H. 2415. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 144, H. 540, 
Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 416) which provides further for the du- 
ties of the judge of probate; and to prescribe further the manner of keeping 
records and iecording documents, instruments and paper: to provide for the 
discontinuance of keeping copies or prints or records in well-bound books in 
certain counties classified on a population basis. 


H. 2416. To repeal Act No. 971, H. 1405, approved September 12, 
1969, Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 1716), entitled, “An Act to pro- 
vide for Supernumerary Clerks of the Circuit Courts and Registers of said 
Courts in Equity, in Counties having a population of not less than 150,000 
nor more than 300,000 persons, describing their duties, setting up the require- 
ments and qualifications, fixing their compensation status and tenure of office 
and providing for the payment of their salaries.” 


H. 2417. To amend the title and Section 1 of Act No. 369, H. 917, 
Regular Session 1969 (Acts 1969, p. 738) which fixes the compensation of

Relating to the ownership of oil, gas, and other mineral rights in Dale 
County; providing for the recordation of all instruments creating the same, 
and prescribing certain limitations and restrictions respecting grants, convey- 
ances, and ownership of such rights. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. The provisions of this Act shall apply only to Dale County. 


Section 2. All instruments creating separate or special interests re- 
specting the ownership of, or the right to extract, mine, or remove oil, gas, or 
other minerals from land, whether such interests be real or personal property, 
shall be recorded in the county in which the land is located, or the same shail 
be inoperative and void as against purchasers, mortgagees, and judgment 
creditors without notice. 


Section 3. In all grants, conveyances, and reservations of oil, gas, or 
mineral rights, whether the same is made by deed, lease, or other contract, if 
no provision is made as to when the oil, gas, or other minerals shall be ex- 
tracted, mined, or removed the owner or holder of such rights shall have ten 
years in which to make such extractions or removal. If the instrument speci- 
fies that the owner or holder of such rights shall have a reasonable time to ex- 
tract, mine, or remove the oil, gas, or other minerals, ten years shall be 
deemed a reasonable time. 


Section 4. The title to all oil, gas, or other minerals not extracted, 
mined, or removed from the land within ten years from the date of the deed, 
lease, or other instrument by which such rights were created, or at the expira- 
tion of the period agreed upon by the parties, shall revert to the owner of the 
land surface, unless it be otherwise provided in the deed, lease, or other in- 
strument.

Any person, firm, or corporation who violates any provision 
of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
punished as prescribed by law. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective upon the approval of the le- 
gal sale of alcoholic beverages by the qualified voters of Dale County.

To establish a merit system for the City of Talladega; to regulate the ap- 
pointment, removal, demotion, tenure and official conduct of all positions and 
officials of the city and of all its boards and commissions, with certain excep- 
tions; to empower the city council to organize all functions of the city into 
departments; to provide that the mayor shall be personnel director of the city; 
to establish a citizens’ merit advisory board and to provide for its duties; to 
require the city council to adopt rules and regulations for operation of the 
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merit system; to forbid certain political activities by certain city employees; to 
provide penalties for violating the provisions of this act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Applicability. This act shall apply only to the city of Talla- 
dega. 


Section 2. Division into Exempt And Classified Services. All offices 
and positions of the city shall be divided into the exempt service and the clas- 
sified service. The exempt service shall include: all publicly elective offices; 
the positions of voluntary personnel and personnel appointed to serve without 
pay; the positions of consultants rendering temporary professional employ- 
ment; all positions of attorneys rendering legal service; all positions held by 
members of boards and commissions of the city, whether or not a salary is 
paid for such position; the offices of city clerk and city recorder; the positions 
of all department heads and assistant department heads which may be pro- 
vided for by the city governing body; and the position of executive assistant 
to the mayor if such position is provided for by the city governing body. The 
classified service shall include all offices and positions and employees of the 
city and of all its boards and commissions not specifically excluded herein. 


Section 3. Exemption. The city board of education, and all offices and 
positions of such board, including all employees thereof, are exempted from 
the provisions of this Act, except that members of the board shall be included 
in the exempt service. 


Section 4. Merit Principle. All appointments and promotions within 
the classified service shall be made solely on the basis of merit and fitness 
demonstrated by examination or other evidence of competence. All appoint- 
ments and promotions, in both the exempt and classified services shall be 
made without regard to sex, race, religion, or political affiliation. 


Section 5. Departments. The city council shall by ordinance divide all 
functions of the city government, including that of all boards and commis- 
sions, into departments, which ordinance may be amended from time to time. 
Until changed by such ordinance, those departments in being on the effective 
date of this Act shall continue as the departments of the city. For such de- 
partments as it may deem desirable, the council may by ordinance provide 
for an assistant head of the department. So long as a police department is 
maintained as a separate department, the head and assistant head of the depart- 
ment, appointed by the mayor, shall serve respectively as chief and assistant 
chief of the police department. So long as a fire department is maintained as 
a separate department, the head and assistant head of the department, ap- 
pointed by the mayor, shall serve respectively as chief and assistant chief of 
the fire department. If the functions of the water and sewer board are divided 
into more than one department, the mayor shall serve as superintendent of 
the water and sewer board without additional pay therefor. If the functions of 
the water and sewer board are carried out under one department, the head of 
such department, appointed by the mayor, shall serve as superintendent of the 
water and sewer board without additional pay therefor. 


Section 6. Personnel Director. The personnel system of the City shall 
be administered by the mayor. He shall make all appointments in the classi- 
fied service, in accordance with ordinances adopted by the city council effect- 
ing the purposes of this Act. The mayor shall appoint all heads of depart- 
ment, and all assistant heads of department, for all such positions as may be 
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authorized by ordinance of the city council. No council member shall have 
authority to give orders or instructions to any member of the classified service 
or to any member of the exempt service appointed by the mayor, in the per- 
formance of their duties as a member of such service. 


Section 7. Merit Advisory Board. (a) There shall be a merit advisory 
board consisting of nine members appointed by the city council. The term of 
each member shall begin November 1, 1971, and the members shall be divid- 
ed into three classes. The terms of the first class, consisting of three members, 
shall expire on December 31, 1973; the terms of the second class, consisting 
of three members, shall expire on December 31, 1974; and the terms of the 
third class, consisting of three members, shall expire on December 31, 1975. 
After the expiration of the first term of each class, all terms of office shall be 
three years. All vacancies on the board shall be filled by appointment by the 
city council. 


(b) (1) The merit advisory board shall be broadly representative of all 
segments of Talladega, geographically, socially, racially, and otherwise. Mem- 
bers must be qualified electors of the city and resident in the city. No member 
of the board shall hold any other office or place of employment with the city 
or with any of its boards or commissions; provided, however, that three mem- 
bers shall be members of the classified service of the city. Not less than three 
members shall be members of racial minority groups in the city. 


(2) Each bona fide civic club, chamber of commerce, civic service orga- 
nization, city garden club federation, veterans’ organization, city ministerial 
association, labor union local, and any other similar bona fide organization in 
the city the purpose of which is to promote the welfare of the city or of some 
substantially large group of its residents, except religious, social or political 
organizations, or organizations affiliated with the school system of the city, is 
entitled to make one nomination to the merit advisory board, but no such 
nominee shall be an employee of the city. Six members of the board shall be 
appointed from among such nominees if nominations are made in sufficient 
numbers to meet the other requirements of this subsection (b). The city 
council shall have sole authority to determine from time to time what organi- 
zations may make nominations hereunder. Any qualified organization may 
change or renew its nomination from time to time and each nomination re- 
mains active until revoked or changed by the organization making it. 


(3) Members of the classified service shall nominate six of themselves 
as members of the merit advisory board, and the city council shall appoint 
three of such nominees to the board. Upon any vacancy by a board member 
so appointed, members of the classified service shall nominate two of them- 
selves to fill such vacancy, of which one shall be appointed by the council; 
provided, however, that the council may require the submission of additional 
nominations to fill such vacancy if necessary to meet the other requirements 
of this subsection (b). 


(c) Members of the merit advisory board shall serve without compensa- 
tion, but the city council shall provide for all reasonable and necessary actual 
expenses of the board. The board shall elect from its members a chairman, a 
vice chairman, and a secretary. Secretarial and administrative services shall 
be provided the board through the office of the mayor. The board shall meet 
as often as may be necessary to effectuate the purposes of this act. Five mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum. 


(d) In addition to the duties otherwise set forth herein, the merit advi- 
sory board shall (1) advise the mayor and city council on matters of person- 
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nel administration, including the development of personnel rules, a job classi- 
fication plan, and a systematic pay plan; (2) represent the public interest in 
the improvement of personnel administration in the city service; (3) make 
any inquiry it deems advisable concerning personnel administration in the 
city service; and (4) make recommendations to the mayor and city council] 
with respect to any of the foregoing duties. 


Section 8. Rules, Classification, Pay Plans. The mayor, with the advice 
of the merit advisory board, shall from time to time prepare personnel rules 
and amendments thereto to apply to all members of the classified service of 
the city and shall propose them to the city council. The council shall by ordi- 
nance adopt them with or without amendment. Such rules may be amended 
by ordinance from time to time by the council upon its own initiative, with 
the advice of the mayor and advisory board. These rules shall provide for: 


(1) The classification of all city positions, based on the duties, authority 
and responsibility of each position, with adequate provision for reclassifica- 
tion on any position whenever warranted by changed circumstances; 


(2) A pay plan for all city positions; 


(3) Methods for determining the merit and fitness of candidates for ap- 
pointment or promotion; 


(4) The policies and procedures regulating reduction in force and re- 
moval of employees; 


(5) The hours of work, attendance regulations and provisions for sick 
and vacation leave; 


(6) The policies and procedures governing persons holding provisional 
appointments; 


(7) The policies and procedures governing relationships with employee 
organizations; 


(8) Policies regarding in-service training programs; 


(9) Grievance procedures, including procedures for the hearing of 
grievances by the merit advisory board, which may render advisory opinions 
based on its findings to the mayor with a copy of the agrieved employee; and 


(10) Other practices and procedures necessary to the administration of 
the city personnel system. 


Section 9. Removal from Office. (a) Any officer or employee in the 
exempt service subject to appointment by the mayor shall serve at the plea- 
sure of the mayor. 


(b) The city council, upon notice and hearing, may remove, by a two- 
thirds vote of all those elected to the council, any member of the cxempt 
service, including appointees of the mayor, for incompetency, malfeasance, 
misfeasance, or nonfeasance, in office and for conduct detrimental to good 
order or discipline, including habitual neglect of duty. Any person so re- 
moved shali not be eligible for further appointment to the exempt service for 
a period of five years. 


(c) For purposes of carrying out the provisions of this Section 9, the city 
council, or a committee thereof duly authorized by resolution, may summon 
witnesses and compel their attendance and compel witnesses to testify and 
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produce books and papers, and may punish them by imprisonment, not ex- 
ceeding ten days, for failure to attend or refusal to testify or produce books 
or papers. The presiding officer of the council, or of the committee, may ad- 
minister oaths to such witnesses. During a session of the council, or of a com- 
mittee, held for such purpose any person who is guilty of disorderly or con- 
temptuous behaviour in the presence of the council, or the committee, may 
be punished by the council or committee, by arrest and imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding twenty-four hours. Such a committee may require any city employee 
to act as secretary of such committee. 


(d) Any member of the classified service shall be removed from office 
or disciplined in any manner only upon notice and hearing, for incompeten- 
cy, malfeasance, misfeasance, or nonfeasance in office and for conduct detri- 
mental to good order or discipline, including habitual neglect of duty. Any 
member of the classified service aggrieved by a decision concerning discipli- 
nary action taken against him shall be entitled to a hearing before the merit 
advisory board in accordance with rules and regulations for such hearings 
adopted by ordinance of the city council, and the merit advisory board shall 
make recommendations to the mayor concerning such cases. In making any 
recommendation to the mayor, the advisory board must make a finding of the 
facts upon which it bases its recommendations. The advisory board may, in 
its discretion recommend any alternative courses of action to that proposed 
by the department head concerning such employee. Final determination of 
any disciplinary action applied to a member of the classified service shall be 
made by the mayor, subject to this Act and the applicable ordinances adopted 
pursuant thereto. Pending such hearing and recommendations, and subject to 
merit system rules adopted by the council pursuant to this Act, the mayor 
may temporarily suspend any member of the classified service who is re- 
moved or suspended for cause by order of a department head, if the mayor 
deems it in the best interest of the city. 


Section 10. Political Activities. (a) No member of the classified serv- 
ice shall be an officer of a political party or hold political office during his 
employment. No member of the classified service shall be a candidate for 
nomination or election to any public office, or shall take any part in the man- 
agement or affairs of any political party or candidate or in any political cam- 
paign. 


(b) No person shall solicit or receive any assessments, contributions, or 
services, for any political party or candidate from any member of the classi- 
fied service. No member of the classified service shall, directly or indirectly, 
pay or promise to pay any assessment, subscription, or contribution for any 
political organization or candidate, or solicit or take any part in soliciting any 
such assessment, subscription, or contribution. 


(c) Nothing herein contained shall affect the right of a member of the 
classified service to hold membership in, and support, a political party, to 
vote as he chooses, to express privately his opinions on all political subjects 
and candidates, to maintain political neutrality, and to attend political meet- 
ings. 


Section 11. Employee Organizations. Nothing in this Act shall be con- 
strued to deny members of the classified service the right to organize, join, 
and participate, or to refuse to organize, join, and participate, in any lawful 
employee organization freely and without fear of penalty or reprisal, for the 
purpose of collective negotiation through representatives of their own choos- 
ing on terms and conditions of employment. No member of the classified 
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service shall be disciplined or discriminated against in any manner whatsoever 
because of membership or non-membership in any such lawful organization. 


Section 12. Miscellaneous Provisions. (a) The city recorder shall be a 
person licensed to practice law in the State of Alabama unless the council, by 
a two-thirds vote, provides by resolution that such qualification need not ap- 
ply. 


(b) Ali members of the city water and sewer board, or of any utility 
board of the city, appointed hereafter must be members of the city council, 
who shall receive no fees or remuneration whatsoever in the performance of 
such duties; provided, however, that the reasonable and necessary actual ex- 
penses of each member in the performance of such duties may be reimbursed 
based solely upon itemized statements of all expenses so incurred. 


(c) The city clerk and city recorder shall be elected by the city council 
as provided for by law, and their terms of office shall be in accordance with 
the general municipal laws applicable to the city. 


(d) The executive assistant to the mayor, if such position is provided 
for by the city governing body, shall be appointed by the mayor, and the city 
attorney shall be appointed by the mayor with the approval of the council. 


(e) All boards and commissions of the city provided for by law shall be 
appointed by the city council. 


(f) Either the council or the mayor, or both jointly, may appoint advi- 
sory or study boards or commissions on any matter involving the welfare of 
the city. Members of all such boards and commissions shall serve without re- 
muneration. 


Section 13. Transitional Period. (a) During the period of time from the 
effective date of this Act through December 31, 1971, no city employee hold- 
ing a position of employment with the city for one year or more shall be dis- 
charged or otherwise disciplined except for cause, upon notice and hearing; 
provided, however, that during such period of time any employee may be re- 
moved from any particular position if he is offered any other place of em- 
ployment with the city or with any of its boards or commissions. 


(b) Applicable general municipal laws of Alabama concerning the ap- 
pointment and removal of city officials including but not limited to the police 
chief, fire chief, city clerk and city recorder, shall remain in full force and ef- 
fect for the city of Talladega through the third day of October, 1971. 


(c) During the period of time from October 4, 1971 through December 
31, 1971, all appointments of city officials except the city clerk and city re- 
corder shall be made by the mayor with the approval of the city council, and 
all positions of employment with the city, including positions of employment 
with all boards and commissions, shall be filled by appointment of the mayor 
with the approval of the council. During such period of time any officer or 
employee of the city not subject to the provisions of subsection (a) of this 
section may be removed or discharged only by the mayor with the approval 
of the city council, or by a two-thirds vote of the city council. 


(d) Employees holding positions in the classified service on January 1, 
1972, who have held a position of employment with the city for one year or 
more immediately prior to such date shall be continued in their respective po- 
sitions without further examination, until separated from their positions as 
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provided by law. Those holding their positions less than one year immediately 
prior to such date shall serve a probationary period as prescribed by the merit 
system rules adopted pursuant to this Act with or without further examina- 
tion as may be prescribed by such rules. 


(e) All members of boards and commissions on the effective date of 
this section shall continue in office until the expiration of their term of office 
or until the occurrence of any event which removes them from office by oper- 
ation of law, and until the appointment for their successors as provided for in 
this Act. 


(f) During the period of time from the date of its appointment until 
December 31, 1971, the merit advisory board shall organize itself as provided 
for in section 7 (c) of this Act and shall exercise its duties as provided for 
only in section 7 (d) (1) of this Act. During such period of time it shall not 
have any jurisdiction over grievances of employees. 


Section 14. Unlawful Acts Prohibited. (a) No persons shall make any 
false statement, certificate, mark, rating or report with regard to any test, cer- 
tification or appointment made under any provision of this law or in any 
manner commit or attempt to commit any fraud preventing the impartial exe- 
cution of this law and policies. (b) No person shall, directly or indirectly, 
give, render, pay, offer, solicit, or accept any money, service or other valuable 
consideration for any appointment, proposed appointment, promotion or pro- 
posed promotion to, or any advantage in, a position in the classified service. 


Section 15. Penalties. (a) Any person who willfully violates any provi- 
sion of this law or of the policies shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable 
by imprisonment not to exceed six months, and a fine not to exceed $500.00. 
(b) Any person who is convicted of a misdemeanor under this law, shall, for 
a period of five years, be ineligible for appointment to or employment in a 
position in the exempt or classified service, and if he is an officer or employee 
of the city, shall forfeit his office or position. 


Section 16. Form of Government Change. In the event the city adopts 
a commission form of government, all separate powers, duties, and responsi- 
bilities assigned under this Act to the mayor or to the city council shall be- 
come the powers, duties, and responsibilities of the commission as a whole. 


Section 17. Severability. The provisions of this Act are severable. If 
any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, the remainder of 
the Act shall continue in full force and effect. 


Section 18. Repealer. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 19. Effective Date. Sections 1, 3, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18 and 19 
of this Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and approval 
by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law. Sections 5, 7, 8 and 
12 of this Act shall become effective on October 4, 1971. Sections 2, 4, 6, 9, 
10 and 11 shail become effective on January 1, 1972.

k. Board of Registrars—Each member shall receive Fifteen Dollars 
($15.00) per day for each day said board is authorized by law to meet. Said 
per diem to be in lieu of that otherwise fixed by law, and shall be paid ac- 
cording to the provisions of Title 17, Section 24, 1958 Recompiled Code of 
Alabama.

Clair County shall provide the Judge of Probate, each Judge of the Inferior 
Court, the Sheriff, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector, Register, and Circuit Clerk of 
the county with such clerical assistance, quarters, books, stationery, office 
equipment, postage, and other such conveniences and supplies as are neces- 
sary for the proper and efficient conduct of their respective offices.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Inferior Court of St. Clair County is abolished and 
there is hereby created and established a new Inferior Court System for St. 
Clair County, Alabama, to be designated as the Inferior Court System of St. 
Clair County, Alabama. The court hereby established shall have and exercise 
concurrent jurisdiction in all criminal cases arising in the county with that 
vested in and exercised by the several justices of the peace of said county. 
The said court shail have and exercise concurrent jurisdiction with the Circuit 
Court of St. Clair County in all civil cases in which the amount involved does 
not exceed One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), except in cases of libel, slan- 
der, assault and battery, and ejectment. 
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Section 2. That said court shall be composed and consist of two sepa- 
rate judicial divisions, to be known and designated as the Northern Judicial 
Division and the Southern Judicial Division, said separate judicial divisions to 
be composed of that territorial area now included within the similar styled ju- 
dicial divisions of the Circuit Court of St. Clair County, that is, that geo- 
graphical area now known and designated as the Northern Division of the 
Circuit Court of St. Clair County shall likewise be known and designated as 
the Northern Judicial Division of the court herein established, while that geo- 
graphical area now known and designated as the Southern Judicial Division 
of the Circuit Court of St. Clair County shall likewise be known and desig- 
nated as the Southern Judicial Division of the court herein established and 
the present laws pertaining to and governing venue in the judicial divisions of 
the Circuit Court of St. Clair County shall likewise pertain to and govern the 
venue of all cases in the court herein established. 


Section 3. That there shall be two judges of said court, one of whom 
shall reside in the Northern Judicial Division and preside over said division of 
the court, and the other shall reside in the Southern Judicial Division and 
preside over that division of said court. 


Section 4. The two judges holding office under the provisions of the 
act which this Act repeals shall continue to hold office until the general elec- 
tion of 1972 and until their successors are elected and qualified. At such gen- 
eral election, and every four years thereafter, there shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of St. Clair County two judges of said Inferior court of the 
county, one for the Northern Judicial Division and one for the Southern Judi- 
cial Division as herein constituted. To be eligible for election as judge of such 
court the person so seeking election must have been a resident and qualified 
elector of the particular judicial division of the court for which he seeks elec- 
tion as judge for at least one year prior to the date of the election at which 
such office is to be filled. At the time of such election only the qualified voters 
residing in that area of the county composing the Northern Judicial Division 
shall participate in the election for judge of such court for that division, and 
only the qualified voters residing in that area of the county composing the 
Southern Judicial Division shall participate in the election for judge of such 
court for this latter division. Vacancies in the office of the judge of said court 
for either judicial division shall be filed by appointment of the Governor and 
the term of office of the person so appointed shall be for the unexpired term 
of his predecessor and until his successor is elected and qualified. 


Section 5. That the judges of said court shall have and exercise all the 
powers and authority and perform all the duties now prescribed by law for 
justices of the peace of said State, except as otherwise provided herein. Said 
judges shall have the same rights and privileges and suffer the same disabili- 
ties and penalties as now, or may hereafter, apply by law to justices of the 
peace, except as otherwise provided herein.

(b) The costs to be assessed and collected in each civil case shall be as 
follows: In those cases in which the amount in controversy is $50.00 or less, 
$2.00; in those cases in which the amount in controversy is greater than 
$50.00 but not more than $100.00, $3.00; (Same formula increase $1.00 for 
each $100.00 up to $1,000.00) 


(c) Any other costs, fees, commissions, allowances provided for this 
court and the officers thereof under the act which this Act repeals or pro- 
vided for by general law governing courts of this type are hereby incorporat- 
ed into this Act. Provided, however, that all such costs, fees, commissions and 
allowances shall be collected and paid directly into the general fund of St.

Section 7. All costs assessed in civil cases and all costs, fines and for- 
feitures collected in criminal cases for St. Clair County shall be paid into the 
general fund of St. Clair County.

Section 8. The salary of each Inferior Court judge shall be Sixty-Five 
Hundred Dollars ($6,500.00) per annum, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments from the general fund of St. Clair County. 


Section 9. The judge of each Inferior Court is to appoint a Clerk and 
employ any other necessary assistants as authorized by the county governing 
body. The salaries of these clerks and assistants are to be fixed by the govern- 
ing body of the county. Said clerk shall before entering upon the duties re- 
quired of him as Clerk of the Inferior Court of St. Clair County, execute a 
bond in the amount of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) to be approved 
by the judge of Probate of St. Clair County, and filed in the office of the 
judge of Probate of St. Clair County, said bond to be conditioned in the same 
manner as now required of the bonds of the clerks of the circuit courts.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish a Court of Limited Jurisdiction in criminal cases and civil 
actions at law in Bullock County, Alabama; to define the jurisdiction and 
powers of the court hereby established; to provide for procedure in such 
court; and to provide for its officers, their appointment, terms of office, 
powers, duties and compensation, and for costs and fees in such court. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. A court of limited jurisdiction in criminal cases and civil ac- 
tions at law, which shall be known as the Inferior Court of Bullock County, is 
hereby created and established for Bullock County. Alabama. 


Section 2. (a) Except as provided in subsection (b), the court shall 
have power to exercise jurisdiction in all actions, causes, matters, proceed- 
ings, cases and actions for unlawful detainer and for the recovery of posses- 
sion of land, except actions in ejectment or actions in the nature of actions in 
ejectment, cognizable before the circuit court, or a county court, or justices 
of the peace of courts created in lieu of justices of the peace and all courts of 
like jurisdiction. It may adopt and enforce rules and regulations relative to 
pleading, procedure and practice, provided such rules and regulations are not 
contrary to the constitution and statutes of the state, and Jawmade rules gov- 
erning practice and procedure. 


(b) The court shall not have power to try persons charged with felonies. 
It shall not have jurisdiction of civil actions of ejectment or actions in the na- 
ture of ejectment or any civil actions when the matter or sum in controversy 
exceeds One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, nor take cognizance of any mat- 
ter or proceeding in equity. The court shall not have jurisdiction of work- 
men’s compensation cases, libel, slander, or juvenile or domestic relations cas- 
es. When the action is in detinue in which the plaintiff seeks to recover on a 
chattel mortgage or a conditional sales contract, the amount in controversy 
shall, for the purpose of determining jurisdiction, be the balance of the mort- 
gage debt or purchase price, as the case may be, or the value of the property 
in suit whichever may be less; and where the action is for forcible entry or 
unlawful detainer, the amount in controversy shall, for the purpose of deter- 
mining jurisdiction, be the amount of damages claimed. The court shall have 
jurisdiction of proceedings for discovery of assets of judgment debtors and 
shall exercise such jurisdiction in the same manner that is provided by law 
with respect to civil judgments in circuit courts. The court shall also have 
such other powers and authority that are, or may hereafter be, conferred 
upon the circuit courts, except as otherwise provided in this act. 


Section 3. The court shall not draw, organize, or empanel grand or pe- 
tit juries. The judge shall decide all issues of fact without the intervention of a 
jury. In the trial of cases before this court, the accused shall have no right to 
demand a trial by jury, but the judge shall determine both the law and the 
facts, without the intervention of a jury, and shall award such punishment in 
misdemeanor cases as the character of the offense may demand, and render 
such judgment in other cases as in his judgment may seem right and proper, 
and in the trial of misdemeanor cases no statement of the offense need be 
made other than that contained in the affidavit and warrant of arrest. 


Section 4. (a) A judge of the court herein established shall be elected 
by the qualified electors of Bullock County, Alabama, at the general election 
of 1972, and every six years thereafter. His term shall be for six years from 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding his 
election and until his successor is elected and qualified. 


(b) The governor shall appoint a judge of the court herein established 
who shall hold office until his successor is elected or appointed as provided 
herein. 


(c) The judge shall, before entering upon the discharge of the duties of 
Office, take the oath prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution. He may be 
removed from office for any cause enumerated in Section 173 of the Consti- 
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tution and in the manner provided by law. No person shall be eligible for the 
office of judge unless he is, at the time of his appointment, a qualified elector 
of Bullock County and duly licensed to practice law in the State of Alabama. 


(d) The judge shall receive an annual salary to be paid out of the gener- 
al fund of the County in equal monthly installments, as salaries of other 
county officers are paid, said salary to be fixed on October 1 of each year by 
resolution of the Bullock County Commission, and said salary shall be not 
less than Forty Eight Hundred ($4,800.00) Dollars per annum, and not more 
than Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars per annum. 


(e) The judge shall have authority to: (1) administer oaths and take 
acknowledgements; (2) issue search warrants; (3) exercise such other 
powers, jurisdiction or authority as may now or hereafter be conferred by law 
upon circuit judges, judges of county courts, and justices of the peace, includ- 
ing that of magistrates on preliminary examinations. Provided, however, the 
judge shall not have to exercise the powers, jurisdiction, or authority of equi- 
ty courts. 


(f) In the absence of the regular judge, the clerk of the court may, if no 
special judge has been appointed, accept a defendant’s written sworn plea of 
guilty and assess against such defendant such fines and costs as may be au- 
thorized by law; and any judgment so rendered by the clerk shall have the 
same force and effect as a judgment rendered by the judge of the court. 


Section 5. In the absence of, disqualification or inability of the judge 
of said court to act, he shall appoint in writing a special judge, who shall have 
full power to act for and in the place of the regular judge, said person so ap- 
pointed shall at the time of his appointment be a practicing attorney residing 
in the jurisdiction of said court. In case the judge of said court shall be una- 
ble to discharge the duties of his office by reason of sickness, disqualification 
or inability to hold said court, and shall not have appointed a special judge to 
act, it shall be the duty of the judge of the Third Judicial Circuit upon the re- 
quest of the clerk of said court to appoint a special judge, and in either event, 
said special judge shall receive the same compensation as the regular judge of 
said court during the time he serves. If, however, illness, disqualification or 
inability to serve by the regular judge shall exceed thirty days in each calen- 
dar year, the compensation of the special judge for all time served by him in 
excess of thirty days shall be deducted from the salary or compensation of 
the regular judge of said court. If during the tenure of a judge of said court 
he does not use thirty days during a calendar year, the balance of the thirty 
days may accumulate to a total of ninety days. 


Section 6. The court shall be open at all times for the transaction of 
business. Regular sessions shall be held on the first Tuesday in each month at 
the Courthouse for the trial of criminal cases, and on the first Friday in each 
month at the Courthouse for the trial of civil actions at law. Special sessions 
may be held at such times as the judge shall designate. Sessions may continue 
so long as may be necessary for the court to complete its business. The judge 
shall be available at all times to receive guilty pleas, assess fines and enter 
such orders and judgments as may be appropriate. 


Section 7. (a) The circuit clerk of Bullock County shall be the ex-offi- 
cio clerk of this court. In addition to his regular fees, commissions or com- 
pensation, he shall be entitled to receive as compensation for his services as 
clerk of this court the same fees, commissions, percentages, allowances, and 
other compensation that are or may hereafter, be alllowed to circuit clerks in 
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the State of Alabama subject to the limitations of Section 15 (b) hereof. In 
making his settlement with the state or county, as the case may be, the clerk 
shall retain such fees, commissions, percentages or allowances from any mon- 
ies collected as fees, fines and costs in said court. He shall have authority to 
purchase at county expense such records, stationery, office supplies and 
equipment as may be necessary to conduct the court’s business, subject to ob- 
taining purchase orders from the Chairman of the Bullock County Commis- 
sion. Before entering upon the performance of his duties as clerk of this 
court, he must give bond as required by law for clerks of county courts. He 
shall have the authority to appoint a deputy. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep all the records, files and 
dockets of the Court in an orderly manner and to perform all other duties re- 
quired by the judge. 


(c) The Clerk shall have power and authority to: (1) administer oaths 
and take acknowledgments and affidavits; (2) to sign and issue all processes 
issuing out of the court, including affidavits, summonses, subpoenas, writs, ex- 
ecutions, commitments and releases making same returnable to the court here- 
by established; (3) to approve bonds in civil and criminal cases including 
appeal bonds; (4) to enter all judgments, orders and decrees of the court; (5) 
to certify all appeals and transcripts; (6) to exercise all powers and authority 
which are now or may be hereafter conferred on clerks of courts. 


Section 8. The Deputy District Attorney shall prosecute for the state 
all criminal cases commenced in said court and shall receive as additional 
compensation therefor a salary not to exceed $100.00 per month, the amount 
of such additional compensation to be fixed annually on October 1 by the 
Bullock County Commission, to be paid out of the general fund. 


Section 9. (a) Except as otherwise provided in this act, the practice, 
procedure and process of the court as to parties, trial, competency of witness- 
es, admissibility of evidence, the taking of depositions, the filing of interroga- 
tories to opposing parties, regulation of suits, and the time within which suits 
may be brought shall be governed by the statutes and rules of practice, proce- 
dure and process governing the circuit courts. 


(b) In civil actions at law when the summons, writ of attachment, sum- 
mons and complaint in attachment, or other process has been executed on the 
defendant, or service perfected on him as required by law, the defendant shall 
appear and plead, answer or demur thereto within fifteen days, and the proc- 
ess issued shall so recite. If a defendant fails to plead, answer or demur with- 
in the prescribed time after service has been perfected on him, he shall be in 
default and on motion of the plaintiff judgment by default may be rendered 
against such defendant. 


(c) Interrogatories to adverse parties, as provided for by Article 8, 
Chapter 10, Title 7 Code of Alabama 1940, may be used, except that answers 
must be filed to such interrogatories within thirty (30) days after service of 
the interrogatories. If answers to the interrogatories are not filed within thrity 
days after service of a copy of the interrogatories, or when the answers are 
not full, or are evasive, the court may either attach the party and cause him 
to answer fully in open court, or tax him with so much costs as may be just, 
and continue the cause until full answers are made, or direct a non-suit or 
judgment by default, to be entered, or render such judgment or decree as 
would be appropriate if such defaulting party offered no evidence. 
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(d) All garnishment proceedings in the court shall be governed by the 
provisions of Chapter 27 of Title 7, Code of Alabama 1940, except that the 
garnishee shall appear and file his answer within fifteen days after the service 
on him of process of garnishment and the process shall so recite. 


(e) The discovery of assets of judgment debtors as provided by Article 
2, Chapter 21, Title 7, Code of Alabama 1940 may be had in this court as in 
circuit courts. 


Section 10. Execution may be issued on the judgment of this court and 
the revivor thereof had and actions thereon maintained in the same manner 
and for the same length of time and in accordance with the same procedure 
as is or may be provided by law with respect to judgments of the circuit 
court, provided that the scire facias to revive any judgment in said court need 
not be served for any greater length of time than is provided herein with re- 
spect to service of the summons, and provided further that an execution from 
said court need not have thereon an itemized statement of the bill of costs. 
The judgment of this court shall be subject to registration in the same manner 
and in accordance with the same procedure as is or may be provided by law 
for the registration of judgments of the circuit court, and the liens thereof 
shall attach and execution be issued thereon in the same manner and to the 
same extent and for the same length of time as is or may be provided by law 
with respect to circuit court judgments. 


Section 11. (a) No prosecution shall be commenced in such court ex- 
cept upon sworn complaint made to either the judge, or the clerk of the 
court, or the district attorney or the deputy district attorney who shall issue a 
warrant of arrest if he is reasonably satisfied that the offense has been com- 
mitted and that there is reasonable cause to believe that the accused is guilty 
or upon sworn complaint made as prescribed by Code of Alabama 1940, Ti- 
tle 13, Section 327. When the accused is arrested, the case shall be docketed 
for trial, and the trial shall be held and conducted as trials after indictments. 
The Clerk shall keep a record of all complaints made and all warrants issued. 
If the original complaint or warrant is lost, mislaid, or destroyed, a certified 
copy of the record shall be sufficient for the arraignment and trial of the ac- 
cused. 


(b) The judge shall have the same power and right to appoint an attor- 
ney to represent indigent defendants as judges of circuit courts. 


Section 12. The sheriff of Bullock County shall be the officers of said 
court and shall execute the processes from said court anywhere within Bul- 
lock County and make return thereof, and shall receive the same fees as are 
now provided by law for similar services, with respect to process issuing from 
the courts of justices of the peace and inferior courts created in lieu of jus- 
tices of the peace in said county. All writs of restitution or eviction shall be 
served by the sheriff. 


Section 13. The sheriff shall attend the sessions of the court in person 
or by deputy. He shall execute writs and processes of the court, and perform 
such other duties as he may be required to perform in the county court or the 
circuit court. 


Section 14. The judge of the court shall have the power to punish for 
contempt in all cases where the judges of the circuit courts of this state may 
punish for contempt, by fine not exceeding fifty dollars ($50.00) and by im- 
prisonment not to exceed five days, or by both fine and imprisonment. 
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Section 15. (a) For their attendance upon the sessions of the court, 
witnesses shall be entitled to the fees and allowances prescribed by law for 
witnesses in the circuit courts, which fees and allowances shall be taxed, col- 
lected, and paid in the same manner and according to the same regulations as 
apply in the circuit courts. 


(b) In addition to the fees for witnesses the court shall have authority 
to tax costs and commissions for the use of the officers of the court as fol- 
lows: (1) In each civil action at law the same as the circuit courts; (2) In 
each criminal case the clerk shall receive a fee of $5.00, which fee shall be in 
lieu of all fees provided by Title 11, Section 89 (2), Code of Alabama 1940 
and no solicitor’s or district attorney’s fees shall be taxed or collected. 


(c) A trial tax of one dollar ($1.00) shall be collected in each civil ac- 
tion at law, if the sum in controversy does not exceed one hundred dollars 
($100.00); in every other civil action at law a trial tax of two dollars ($2.00) 
shall be collected and in every criminal case a trial tax of $5.00 shall be col- 
lected. These trial taxes shall be paid into the county treasury. 


(d) In addition to the fines and forfeitures now provided by law to be 
paid into the general fund of Bullock County, Alabama, one-half (50%) of 
all other fines and forfeitures collected in this court are to be paid into the 
general fund of Bullock County, Alabama. 


Section 16. The judge of this court shall make any and all necessary 
rules for the conduct of the court and the officers thereof, for the filing and 
trying of cases, for the distribution and service of the processes of the court 
and generally with respect to the duties of the various officers of the court in 
their relation to the court, the authority herein specifically granted not to be 
construed as limiting authority generally and usualiy exercised by judges in 
making and enforcing the rules of the court. 


Section 17. The said court shall have the power to set aside, vacate or 
modify its judgments upon motion made in writing within five days after the 
rendition of same, which said motion must be promptly determined. 


Section 18. Any party desiring to appeal shall give bond with sureties 
to be approved by the clerk conditioned to pay all costs which may be taxed 
against him in the circuit court. If the judgment appealed from is for the pay- 
ment of money or for recovering of personal property and the party appear- 
ing desires to have the judgment superseded he shall give bond with sureties 
to be approved by the clerk and payable to the party or parties in whose fa- 
vor the judgment was rendered and in such penalty as the judge may pre- 
scribe conditioned to pay and satisfy such judgment and costs as may be 
awarded and taxed against him on the trial of the case in the circuit court. 
All such bonds shall be filed with and approved by the clerk within five days 
from the rendition of the judgment from which appeal is taken. This section 
shall not be applicable to judgments in forcible entry and unlawful detainer 
cases. 


Section 19. Appeals from judgments of said court to the circuit court 
in cases of forcible entry and unlawful detainer shall be taken within the 
same time and in the same manner and upon the same conditions with re- 
spect to bonds and surety as are applicable to appeals in like cases from jus- 
tices of the peace courts. 


Section 20. Any party aggrieved by a judgment, order, or ruling of the 
court may appeal the decision as herein provided: (1) If the case is a civil

case, the appeal or certiorari lies to the circuit court of Bullock County and 
shall be governed by Article 6 of Chapter 8, Title 13, of the 1940 Code, 
where the trial shall be de novo with trial by jury where demanded by either 
party as provided by Code of Alabamal940, Title 7, Section 264. Where a 
civil case is tried on appeal in the circuit court and the sum in controversy 
does not exceed one hundred dollars ($100.00) the issues shall be made up as 
provided by Code, 1940, Title 13, Section 486; otherwise the pleadings and 
trial shall be according to the regular rules of pleading and practice in the cir- 
cuit court. (2) In every criminal case, the appeal lies to the circuit court and 
shall be governed by Section 349 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama 1940, 
but with appeal bond to be approved by the clerk and with trial by jury on 
demand by the defendant as prescribed by Code of Alabama 1940, Title 13, 
Section 326. 


Section 21. It shall be the duty of the clerk to issue an execution in all 
judgments rendered in said court after five days from the entry thereof and 
place the same in the hands of the sheriff or other officer of the court who 
shall return such execution within sixty days thereafter, said return to show 
that he has collected said judgment and paid the same or the amount collect- 
ed, or is unable to find property of the person against whom the process is- 
sued out of which said execution can be satisfied in whole or in part. 


Section 22. If it shall appear to the clerk that in any case where an ex- 
ecution has been returned unsatisfied as to the costs of said cause and in the 
opinion of the clerk said costs can be collected by an alias execution, the 
clerk may issue such alias execution and may direct the sheriff or constable as 
to what property can be levied upon to satisfy said judgment, and the clerk 
may issue in such cases such other and further execution as he may deem 
necessary to enforce payment of costs against any party liable to execution 
for costs whether plaintiff or defendant. 


Section 23. When in any case execution against the defendant is re- 
turned “No property found” execution may issue against the plaintiff, in the 
name of the clerk, for all costs created by him in obtaining his judgment and 
attempting to collect the same. 


Section 24. The judge of said court is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to perform marriage ceremonies and collect and retain as part of the 
prerequisites of his office the fees which are now or may be allowed by law. 


Section 25. In addition to the power and jurisdiction herein conferred 
upon said court it shall have and is hereby given the authority and jurisdic- 
tion to sentence to perform hard labor for the County of Bullock for the pay- 
ment of fine and costs in the same manner and to the same extent as the cir- 
cuit courts of this state have authority and jurisdiction to do. 


Section 26. The judge of this court shall be furnished by the secretary 
of state, free of charge, a complete set of the Code of Alabama, together with 
the current pocket supplements thereto; and such Code shall be kept up to 
date. 


Section 27. If the defendant fails to appear as required by his bond 
said court shall enter a forfeiture against him and his sureties, and said court 
shall have the authority to issue and shall cause to issue scire facias to the 
bondsmen which shall be returnable in not less than twenty days from the is- 
suance date, and upon final hearing said court shall have the authority to pass 
upon the forfeiture and to make same final, or to take such other action as 
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the circuit court of said county may be authorized to take in case of appear- 
ance bonds in said circuit court. Said judge shall issue an alias warrant for the 
arrest of the defendant. 


Section 28. The judge of said court has the power and authority to re- 
quire the sheriff of this county, or one of his deputies to attend upon the ses- 
sions of said court; and shall have all the power and authority inherent in the 
judge of a court of law and conferred by general statutes of the state in refer- 
ence to bonds, commitments and recognizances. 


Section 29. If the defendant fails to appear as required by his bond 
and a forfeiture is taken, said forfeiture shall conform as near as practicable 
to the form of circuit court of this state. 


Section 30. If it appears to the court that any prosecution in said court 
is frivolous or malicious the court shall after hearing the facts render summa- 
ry judgment and tax the prosecutor or person who made the complaint or af- 
fidavit with the costs. When the costs are imposed on the prosecutor or per- 
son who made the complaint or affidavit he may confess judgment for the 
same with good and sufficient sureties, and failing to do so or presently to pay 
the same, such person must be imprisoned in the county jail or sentenced to 
hard labor for Bullock County for the payment of same for such a term as 
may be required to pay the same, not to exceed ten days. 


Section 31. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 32. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 33. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law for 
the purpose of authorizing the appointment by the Governor of a judge for 
the court hereinabove provided for; but the act shall not become fully opera- 
tive, nor shall the court be established until a judge therefor has been ap- 
pointed or elected as hereinabove provided and has qualified. Upon the quali- 
fication of a duly appointed judge the court shall thereupon be established 
and this act shall become fully operative.

Section 1. Any special agent selling hunting or fishing licenses in the 
City of Huntsville, Alabama, under authority granted by the Director of the 
County License Department pursuant to the provisions of Act No. 623, H. 
351, p. 1082, Acts of Alabama, 1951 Regular Session of the Alabama Legis- 
lature, may, on or after the effective date of this Act, charge a “convenience 
fee” on the sale of hunting and fishing licenses as hereinafter provided for. 
Said special agent shall retain the entire amount of said fee for his services in 
selling such licenses. 


Section 2. Said “convenience fee” shall be in the amount of 25 cents 
and shall be in addition to the amount of the license and the amount of any 
and all other fees authorized by law and may be charged because of the con- 
venience to the public to have hunting and fishing licenses available for sale 
at odd hours and at many locations other than the county courthouse. 


Section 3. Before any person shall charge the 25 cents “convenience 
fee” authorized by the provisions of this Act, he must post in a prominent 
and conspicuous place in his place of business where said hunting and fishing 
licenses are sold, and said fee is charged, a printed notice, which will be fur- 
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nished by the Director of the County License Department, of the additional 
25 cents “convenience fee” that will be charged under the provisions of this 
Act and notice of the fact that the license may be purchased without the pay- 
ment of this fee during ordinary business hours at the county courthouse. 


Section 4. Any person who violates any provision of this Act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The County Commission, or other similar governing body 
of Madison County (hereinafter called “governing body”) may by adoption 
of the proper resolution following a favorable referendum, such referendum 
being confined to the qualified electors who reside within the territory, area, 
or areas who come within the purview and-or jurisdiction of this legislation, 
create a County Planning Commission and further comply with the provi- 
sions of this Act. COMMISSION. The County Planning Commission shall 
have nine members, namely, three ex-officio members consisting of the Chair- 
man of the County Commission or similar presiding officer of the county gov- 
erning body and a member of the governing body and one administrative of- 
ficial of the county to be selected by the governing body, and six residents of 
the county to be appointed by the county governing body. Each county dis- 
trict shall have a representative on the board and the remaining members 
shall be appointed from the county at large. Members of the Madison County 
Commission, or similar governing body, and the Chairman of the Madison 
County Commission or any similar presiding officer of a governing body may 
serve as members of the commission notwithstanding the provisions of Title 
12, Section 7, of the Code of Alabama or any other provisions limiting the 
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offices which such governing officials may hold. All members of the commis- 
sion shall serve without compensation, and the members appointed from the 
residents of the county shall hold no other county office, except that one such 
member may also be a member of the County Zoning Board of Adjustment. 
The terms of the Chairman of the County Commission or other presiding of- 
ficer of the governing body and the individual selected from the county gov- 
erning body as members of the commission shal! correspond to their respec- 
tive tenures of office. The administrative official shall serve at the pleasure of 
the governing body. The term of each of the six appointed resident members 
shali be three years or until his successor takes office, except that the respec- 
tive terms of such members first appointed shal! be so arranged that the terms 
of two members will expire each year thereafter. Any vacancy in an appoint- 
ed-resident membership shall be filled by the county governing body’s ap- 
pointment of an interim member. The county governing body may in its dis- 
cretion remove any appointee member. 


Section 3. JURISDICTION OF COMMISSION. The jurisdiction of 
the commission shall extend to all areas of the county outside the boundaries 
of municipal corporations; provided, however, that where a municipality now 
or in the future is authorized to exercise and does in fact exercise planning 
and zoning powers in any area outside its municipal boundaries, such areas 
shall be excluded from the jurisdiction of the county planning commission. 
Municipal corporations in the county may, by petition of the governing body 
of the municipality, apply to come under the jurisdiction of the county plan- 
ning commission. The Madison County Commission or similar governing 
body, with the advice of the Planning Commission, shall have the right and 
power to accept or reject the petition of the municipality and the action of 
the Madison County Commission on the petition of the municipality shall be 
duly noted on the minutes of the Commission and when so noted the action 
of the Commission shall be final. 


Section 4. ORGANIZATION AND RULES. The Commission shall 
elect its chairman from among the appointed members and create and fill 
such other offices as it may determine. The term of chairman shall be for one 
year, with eligibility for reelection. The Commission shall normatly hold at 
least one regular meeting each month. It shall adopt by-laws for the transac- 
tion of business and shal! keep a record of its resolutions, transactions, find- 
ings, and determinations, which record shall be a public record. 


Section 5. STAFF AND FINANCES. The Commission may appoint, 
promote, demote, and remove such employees as it deems necessary for its 
work. The Commission may also contract with county or city planners, engi- 
neers, architects, and other consultants and with any local, regional, State or 
Federal agency for such services as it may require. The commission may co- 
operate with and accept funds from Federal, State and local public or semi- 
public agencies, private individuals or corporations, and may expend such 
funds, and may carry out such cooperative undertakings and contracts for 
planning studies necessary in the performance of its duties. The expenditures 
of the Commission, exclusive of gifts, grants or contract receipts, shall be 
within the amounts appropriated for the purpose by the county governing 
body. 


Section 6. GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE COMMIS- 
SION. It shall be the function and duty of the Commission to make and 
maintain in an up-to-date manner a comprehensive plan for the physical and 
economic development of the county. Such plan, with the accompanying 
maps, plats, charts, and descriptive material shall show the Commission’s rec-

ommendations for the use and development of the territory of the said coun- 
ty, including, among other things, the general location, character, and extent 
of highways, roads, viaducts, bridges, waterways, floodways, recreational 
sites, airports, open spaces, public buildings or other property, public utilities, 
either publicly or privately owned or operated, for water, light, sanitation, 
transportation, communication, power and other purposes, and the removal, 
relocation, widening, narrowing, vacating, abandonment, change of use or ex- 
tension of any of the foregoing highways, roads, grounds and open spaces, 
property, or utilities. The master plan shall also include a zoning plan for se- 
lected areas for the control of the height, area, bulk, location, and use of 
structures, buildings and land; except that nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to restrict or limit the type or kind of crop which may be grown. 
As the work of making the whole master plan progresses, the commission 
may from time to time adopt and publish a part or parts thereof, any such 
part to cover one or more major sections or divisions of the county or one or 
more of the aforesaid or other functional matters to be included in the plan. 
The commission may from time to time amend, extend, or add to the plan. 


Section 7. PURPOSES IN VIEW. In the preparation of the master 
plan the commission shall make careful and comprehensive surveys and stud- 
ies of the present conditions existing within the county with due regard to ex- 
isting agricultural uses, to land which by virtue of its fertility, proximity to 
water supplies, and other geographical features is particularly suited to agri- 
cultural uses, to neighboring municipalities, towns, and villages, to the growth 
of subdivisions, to the general population growth of the county, and make ad- 
equate provision for traffic, recreational areas and public utilities and other 
public requirements. The plan should be made with the general purpose of 
guiding and accomplishing a coordinated, adjusted and harmonious develop- 
ment of the county, which will, in accordance with present and future needs, 
best promote health, safety, morals, order, convenience, prosperity, and gen- 
eral welfare, as well as efficiency and economy in the process of development, 
and should promote safety from fire, flood and other dangers, the healthful 
and convenient distribution of population, and the wise and efficient expendi- 
ture of public funds. The plan shall be a public record, but its purpose and 
effect shall be to aid the planning commission in the performance of its duties, 
including making recommendations to the county governing body and assist- 
ing and cooperating with other Federal, State and local agencies so as to 
achieve coordinated, adjusted, and harmonious development. 


Section 8. SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS. The commission shall 
prepare and submit to the governing body for its consideration and adoption 
a code of regulations governing the subdivision of land within its jurisdiction. 
Such regulations shall include provisions as to the extent of the improvements 
to be made, including the arrangement of streets, curbs, gutters, sidewalks in 
relation to other existing or planned roads, highways and freeways and to the 
master plan for safe, adequate and convenient travel, traffic control, location 
of railways, utilities, access of fire fighting apparatus, recreation, light and air, 
for the avoidance of congestion of population through the designation of 
width and area of lots, and for the protection of floodways and the lessening 
of flood danger at building sites. Such regulations shall also include provisions 
as to the location and dimension of water and sewer and other utility mains 
and facilities to be installed for service to the planned subdivision. All such 
regulations shall be published as provided by law for the publication of reso- 
lutions of the county governing body and shall be the subject of a public 
hearing before adoption. Upon adoption by the governing body of such code 
of regulations, the planning commission shall be empowered to administer 
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and enforce the same and to approve and disapprove subdivision plats in ac- 
cordance with such code of regulations, a copy of the code of regulations to 
be certified to the office of the Judge of Probate. The governing body may 
amend the uniform code from time to time by following the same procedure. 
Compliance with the provisions of the code of regulations shall be a require- 
ment for approval of any subdivision plat; provided, however, that the com- 
mission may tentatively approve any subdivision plat prior to the installation 
of any of the required improvements, but any such tentative approval shall be 
revocable and shall not be noted on the plat; and provided, further, that in 
lieu of the completion of the required improvements prior to final approval of 
the subdivision plat by the commission, the commission may accept a surety 
bond requiring the actual construction and installation of such improvements 
at a time stipulated in the conditions of approval and fixed in accordance 
with the code of regulations adopted by the commission. The county is here- 
by granted the power to enforce such bond by all appropriate legal and equi- 
table remedies. For the purpose of this act “subdivision” means the division 
of a Jot, tract, or parcel of land into one or more lots, plats, sites, or other di- 
visions of land for the purpose, immediate or future, of sale or building de- 
velopment. It includes re-subdivision and, when appropriate to the context, 
relates to the process of subdividing or to the land or territory subdivided. 


Section 9. PROCEDURE FOR APPROVING SUBDIVISION PLAT. 
Whenever the governing body shall have adopted a code of subdivision regu- 
lations as provided in Section 7, and a certified copy thereof has been filed 
with the Judge of Probate, no plat of a subdivision of land within the com- 
mission’s jurisdiction shall be filed or recorded or otherwise given legal effect 
until it shall have been approved by the commission and such approval en- 
tered in writing on the plat by the secretary of the commission. The commis- 
sion shall act to approve or disapprove a subdivision plat within thirty days 
after its submission; otherwise such plat shall be deemed to have been ap- 
proved, and a certificate to that effect shall be issued by the commission on 
demand; provided, however, that the applicant for the commission’s approval 
may waive this requirement and consent to an extension of such period. The 
grounds for disapproval of any plat shall be stated upon the records of the 
commission. Any plat submitted to the commission shall contain the name 
and address of a person to whom notice of a hearing shall be sent; and no 
plat shall be acted on by the commission without a public hearing thereon. 
Notice shall be sent to the said address by registered mail of the time and 
place of such hearing not less than five days before the date fixed therefor. 
Similar notice shall be mailed to the owners of land immediately adjoining 
the platted land, as their names appear upon the plats in the county tax asses- 
sor’s office or on the tax records of the county. Every plat approved by the 
commission shall, by virtue of such approval, be deemed to be an amendment 
of or an addition to or a detail of the county master plan and a part thereof. 
Approval of a lot shall not be deemed to constitute or effect an acceptance by 
the public of any street or other open space shown upon the plat. The plan- 
ning commission may, from time to time, recommend to the governing body, 
amendments of a zoning ordinance or map or additions thereto to conform to 
the commission’s recommendations for the zoning of the territory within the 
approved subdivisions. The commission is authorized to agree with the appli- 
cant for approval of a subdivision plat concerning the use, height, area or 
bulk requirements or restrictions governing buildings and premises within the 
subdivision, provided such requirements or restrictions do not authorize the 
violation of the then effective zoning ordinance of the county. Such require- 
ments or restrictions shall be stated upon the plat prior to the approval and 
recording thereof and shall have the same force of law and be enforceable in 
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the same manner and with the same sanctions and penalties and subject to the 
same power of any amendment or repeal as though set out as part of the zon- 
ing ordinance or map of the county. 


Section 10. PENALTIES FOR TRANSFERRING LOTS IN UNAP- 
PROVED SUBDIVISIONS. Whoever, being the owner or agent of the owner 
of any land located within a subdivision, transfers or sells or agrees to sell or 
negotiates to sell any land by reference to, or exhibition of, or by other use of 
a plat of a subdivision before such plat has been approved by the county 
planning commission and recorded or filed in the office of the County Re- 
corder, shall forfeit and pay a penalty of $500 for each lot or parcel so trans- 
ferred or sold or negotiated to be sold; and the description of such lot or par- 
cel by metes and bounds in the instrument of transfer or conveyance of other 
document used in the process of selling or transferring shall not exempt the 
transaction from the penalties or remedies herein provided. The county may 
enjoin such transfer or sale or agreement by action for injunction brought in 
any court of equity jurisdiction or may recover the same penalty by a civil ac- 
tion in any court of competent jurisdiction. 


Section 11. ZONING: GRANT OF POWER. For the purpose of pro- 
moting the health, safety, morals, convenience, order, prosperity and general 
welfare of the state and counties. The county governing body is hereby em- 
powered to divide the portion of the county within its zoning jurisdiction into 
districts of such number, shape and area as may be found best suited to carry 
out the purposes of this act, and to provide within such districts for standards 
relating to the location, bulk, height, minimum elevation, number of stories, 
and size of buildings and other structures, the percentage of lot which may be 
occupied, the sizes of yards, courts, and other open spaces, the density and 
distribution of population, the uses of buildings, structures, and of land for 
trade, residence, recreation, agriculture, forestry, conservation, water supply, 
sanitation, floodways, public activities, and other purposes. Such provision 
shall be made in accordance with a comprehensive plan and shall be designed 
to lessen congestion in the streets and highways; to secure safety from fire, 
flood, panic, and other dangers; to promote health and the general welfare; to 
provide adequate light and air; to prevent the overcrowding of land; to avoid 
undue concentration of population; to facilitate the adequate provision of 
transportation, water supply, sewerage, schools, parks, and other public re- 
quirements. Such provision shall be made with reasonable consideration, 
among other things, of the character of the land and district and its peculiar 
suitability for particular uses and with a view of promoting desirable living 
conditions, sustaining the stability of neighborhoods, protecting property 
against blight and depreciation, securing economy in governmental expendi- 
tures, conserving the value of buildings, and encouraging the most appropri- 
ate use of land and of buildings and structures throughout the county territo- 
ry. For the purpose of providing for the division of the territory into districts, 
consonant with the conditions provided in this section, the planning commis- 
sion may make and certify to the governing body a single zoning plan for all 
the territory of the area which lies within the jurisdiction of the governing 
body or may make and certify separate and successive zoning-plans for parts 
of such territory which it deems suitable for urban or suburban development 
or which for other reasons it deems to have appropriate territorial unity for a 
zoning plan; and correspondingly any zoning ordinance or resolution enacted 
by the governing body may cover and include the whole territory lying within 
its jurisdiction or such territory as the commission deems to be appropriate 
territorial unit for a zoning plan; provided, however, no resolution governing 
more or less than the entire area covered by a zoning plan certified by the 
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planning commission shall be enacted or put into effect until it is first submit- 
ted to the planning commission for additional review and comment. 


Section 12. PUBLICATION OF NOTICE OF PROPOSED ZONING 
RESOLUTION. No recommendations for district zoning regulations pro- 
posed by the commission shall be enacted by any governing body under the 
authority of this article unless and until the proposed zoning resolution has 
been published for at least 15 days in advance of its passage in a newspaper 
having general circulation within the county or within the area to be zoned, or 
if there is no such newspaper, by posting the same at the county courthouse 
of the county wherein any area is to be zoned together with a notice stating 
the time and place that the resolution is to be considered for enactment by 
the governing body, and stating further that at such time and place all per- 
sons who desire shall have an opportunity to be heard in favor of or in oppo- 
sition of such zoning resolution; and provided, further, that no resolution or 
ordinances providing the regulations, restrictions, and boundaries passed un- 
der the authority of this article shall be amended, supplemented, changed, 
modified or repealed until notice and opportunity for public hearing shall 
have been given in accordance with the provisions of this section. 


Section 13. COUNTY BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT. In availing itself 
of the powers conferred by this article, the governing body of the territory 
served by the commission shall provide for the appointment of a board of ad- 
justment and may provide the said board of adjustment shall in appropriate 
cases and subject to appropriate conditions and safeguards, make special ex- 
ceptions to the terms of the zoning ordinance or regulations in harmony with 
its general purposes and interests and in accordance with general or specific 
rules adopted pursuant to this article. The board of adjustment shall consist 
of five members; one member shall be a member of the county planning com- 
mission selected by the governing body from among the six appointed resi- 
dent member of the commission; in addition, there shall be four other mem- 
bers of the board of county adjustment who shall be appointed from the resi- 
dents of the county by the governing body to serve for a term of three years; 
provided that in establishing the board of adjustment, the governing body 
may designate the terms of the four county resident member first appointed 
on such basis that the term of one member will expire each year thereafter. 
Such members shall be removable for cause by the governing body upon writ- 
ten charges and after public hearing. Vacancies shall be filled for the unex- 
pired term of any member by interim appointees designated by the governing 
body. The board shall select its chairman and adopt rules in accordance with 
the provisions of any ordinance adopted pursuant to this article. Meetings of 
the board shall be held at the call of the chairman and at such other times as 
the board may determine. Such chairman, or in his absence the acting chair- 
man, may administer oaths and compel the attendance of witnesses. All meet- 
ings of the board shall be open to the public. The board shall keep minutes of 
its preceedings, showing the vote of each member upon each question, or, if 
absent of failing to vote, indicating such fact, and shall keep records of exam- 
inations and other official actions, all of which shall be immediately filed in 
the office of the board and shall be a public record. Appeals to the board of 
adjustment may be taken by any person aggrieved or by any county official or 
administrative officer. Such appeal shall be taken within a reasonable time, 
as provided by the rules of the board, by filing notice of appear specifying the 
grounds thereof with the officer from whom the appeal is taken and with the 
board of adjustment. The officer from whom the appeal is taken shall trans- 
mit forthwith to the board all papers constituting the record upon which the 
action appealed from was taken. An appeal shall stay all proceedings in fur- 
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therance of the action appealed from, unless the officer from whom the ap- 
peal is taken certifies to the board of adjustment after the notice of appeal 
shall have been filed with him that by reason of facts stated in the certificate 
a stay would, in his opinion, cause imminent peril to life or property. Such 
proceeding shall not be stayed otherwise than be a restraining order which 
may be granted by the board of adjustment or by a court of record on appli- 
cation or notice to the officer from whom the appeal is taken and on due 
cause shown. The board of adjustment shall have the following powers: (1) 
to hear and decide appeals where it is alleged there is error in any order, re- 
quirement, decision or determination made by an administrative body or 
official in the enforcement of this article or of any ordinance adopted pur- 
suant thereto; (2) to hear and decide on request for special exceptions to the 
term or provisions of the ordinance upon which such board is required to 
pass; and (3) to authorize upon appeal in special cases such variance from 
the yard, open space, bulk and height requirements of the ordinance as will 
not be contrary to the public interest, when, owing to special condition of the 
building site or land, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the ordinance 
will result in unnecessary hardship, all in order that the spirit of the ordi- 
nance shall be observed and substantial justice done; provided, however, that 
nothing in this act shall authorize the board of adjustment to approve a use 
not permitted by the ordinance for the district in which the building site is lo- 
cated. In exercising the above mentioned powers such board may, in con- 
formity with the provisions of this article, reverse or affirm, wholly or partly, 
or may modify the order, requirement, decision or determination appealed 
from and make any such order, requirement, decision, or determination as 
ought to be made, and, to that end shall have all the powers of the officer 
from whom the appeal is taken. The concurring vote of four members of the 
board shall be necessary to reverse any order, requirement, decision or deter- 
mination of any such administrative official, or to decide in favor of the ap- 
plicant on any matter upon which it is required to pass under any such ordi- 
nance, or to effect any variation in such ordinance. The board of adjustment 
shall not be required to return the original papers acted upon by it, but it 
shall be sufficient to return certified or sworn copies thereof of such portions 
thereof as may be called on by such writ. The return shall concisely set forth 
such other facts as may be pertinent and material to show the grounds of the 
decision appealed from and shall be verified. 


Section 14. REMEDIES. In case any building or structure is erected, 
constructed, reconstructed, altered, repaired, converted or maintained, or any 
subdivision is established, or land used in violation of this article or of any or- 
dinance or other regulation made under the authority conferred hereby, the 
county attorney, or other appropriate administrative officer of the county in 
which the violation occurs may institute any appropriate action or proceed- 
ings to prevent such unlawful erection, construction, reconstruction, altera- 
tion, repair, conversion, maintenance, or subdivision of the land or use of the 
land to restrain, correct, or abate such violation, or to prevent the occupancy 
of any such building, structure, subdivision or land or to prevent any illegal 
act, conduct, business, or misuse in or upon any premises regulated under the 
authority conferred by this article. 


Section 15. APPEALS. Any party aggrieved by any final judgment or 
decision of a board of adjustment established pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 15 may within 15 days thereafter appeal therefrom to the circuit 
court or other court having jurisdiction within the county wherein the affected 
property of the aggrieved party is located, by filing with such board a written 
notice of appeal specifying the judgment or decision from which appeal is 
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taken. In case of such appeal such board shall cause a transcript of the pro- 
ceedings in the cause to be certified to the court to which the appeal is taken 
and the cause in such court shall be tried de novo. 


Section 16. CONFLICT WITH OTHER LAWS. Wherever the regula- 
tions made under authority of this article require a greater width or size of 
yards or open spaces, or require a lower height of buildings, or require a 
greater percentage of lot to be left unoccupied, or impose other higher stand- 
ards than are required in any other local statute or like ordinance or regula- 
tion, the provisions of the regulations made under the authority of this article 
shall govern herein. Wherever the provisions of any other statute or local or- 
dinance or regulation require a greater width or size of yards, or other open 
space, or require a lower height of buildings, or require a greater percentage 
of lot to be left unoccupied, or impose other higher standards than are re- 
quired by regulations made under authority of this article the provisions of 
such statute or local ordinance or regulation shall govern. 


Section 17. CREATION OF REGIONAL PLANNING COMMIS- 
SIONS. Any two or more counties, or parts of two or more counties, or a 
municipality and a county, or a group of municipalities and a county or 
counties are authorized to establish a planning region composed of the com- 
bined jurisdiction of participating counties and municipalities and to cooper- 
ate in the creation of a regional planning commission. Such planning commis- 
sion shall have a membership of from 9 to 15 members; provided, however, 
that if the total number of municipalities and counties forming a regional 
planning commission exceeds 15, the size of the commission may equal the 
number of municipalities and counties involved. Such a regional planning 
commission shall be created by a resolution approved by the separate vote of 
the governing body of each participating municipality and county; said reso- 
lution shall fix the number of members to represent each participating county 
or municipality on the regional planning commission, the terms of the mem- 
bers, and the division of financial support among the participants. The chief 
administrative officer, with the approval of the chief governing body, shall ap- 
point the members representing each participating county or municipality on 
the regional planning commission. Any governing body may withdraw from 
the commission on two-years notice to other participating municipalities and 
counties. The resolution creating the regional planning commission may be 
amended or repealed in the same manner as it was originally adopted. The 
chief legislative body of any municipality may designate the regional planning 
commission in which it is participating as the planning commission of such 
municipality, and in event of such designation the regional planning commis- 
sion shall have all the powers and duties of a municipal planning commission 
as set forth in Title 37, Chapter 16 of the Code of Alabama. 


Section 18. POWERS AND DUTIES OF REGIONAL PLANNING 
COMMISSION. The regional planning commission shall have all the powers 
and duties granted to county planning commissions by this article and shall 
be governed by Sections 4 and 5 of this article in its organization, rules, staff, 
and financing. It shall have the further duty to promote the mutual coopera- 
tion of planning commissions of municipalities within the region, and the co- 
ordination of the plans of such municipalities with the plans of the region and 
generally to confer with and advise municipal and county executive and legis- 
lative bodies and officials for the purpose of promoting a coordinated and ad- 
justed development of the region. To this end the regional planning commis- 
sion shall submit a copy of the regional plan or any adopted part of amend- 
ment to the governing body of participating counties and municipalities and 
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to the planning commission of each municipality having a planning commis- 
sion and located within the region; provided, however, that nothing in this ar- 
ticle shall be considered as restricting or abridging the powers of a municipal 
planning commission. 


Section 19. SAVING CLAUSE. The invalidity of any provision of this 
act shall not affect the validity of any other provision. 


Section 20. REPEAL. All laws and part of laws in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed.

(a) The rights, benefits and other employee protective conditions and 
remedies of Section 13(c) of the Urban Mass Transportation Act of 1964, as 
amended (49 U.S.C. 1609(c) ), as determined by the Secretary of Labor, 
shall apply to the operation by the Authority of any public transportation 
service and to any contract or other arrangement for the operation of such 
service. If the Authority acquires an existing transit system, the Authority 
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shall assume and observe all existing labor contracts and pension obligations. 
All employees of such system (except executive and administrative officers) 
shall be transferred to and appointed as employees of the Authority, subject 
to all the rights and benefits of this section. These employees shall be given 
seniority credit and sick leave, vacation, insurance and pension credits in ac- 
cordance with the records or labor agreements from the acquired transit sys- 
tem. The Authority shall assume the obligations of any transit system ac- 
quired by it with regard to wages, salaries, hours, working conditions, sick 
leave, health and welfare and pension or retirement provisions for employees. 
The Authority and the employees, through their representatives for collective 
bargaining purposes, shall take whatever action may be necessary to have 
pension trust funds, presently under the joint control of the acquired transit 
system and the participating employees through their representatives, trans- 
ferred to a trust fund to be established, maintained and administered jointly 
by the Authority and the participating employees through their representa- 
tives. No employee of any acquired transit system who is transferred to a po- 
sition with the Authority shall, by reason of such transfer, be placed in any 
worse position with respect to Workmen’s Compensation, unemployment 
compensation, pension, seniority, wages, sick leave, vacation, health and wel- 
fare insurance or any other benefits than he enjoyed as an employee of such 
acquired transportation system. 


(b) Prior to commencing to operate any public transportation service, 
or entering into any contractual or other arrangement for the operation of 
such service, the Authority shall take such action as may be necessary to ex- 
tend to the employees of the transit system, in accordance with seniority, the 
first opportunity for reasonably comparable employment in any new jobs in 
respect to such operations for which they can qualify after a reasonable train- 
ing period. The wages, hours, and working conditions for employees assigned 
to such new operations shall be a proper subject of negotiation with the labor 
Olgauizations representing the employees of the transit system. Whenever any 
labor dispute arises in the operation of any public transportation service oper- 
ated by or for the Authority, and collective bargaining does not result in an 
agreement, the Authority shall offer to submit such dispute to final and bind- 
ing arbitration by a board composed of three (3) persons, one appointed by 
the Authority, one appointed by the representative of the employees, and a 
third member, who shall serve as chairman, to be selected from a current list- 
ing of the membership of the National Academy of Arbitrators by agreement 
of the parties, or in the absence of such agreement, by obtaining a listing of 
seven (7) such members of the National Academy from the American Arbi- 
tration Association and by alternately striking a name from the list so sup- 
plied until only one name remains. The representative of the employees and 
the Authority shall determine by lot who shall first strike from the list. The 
decision of a majority of the arbitration board shall be final and binding upon 
the parties thereto. The expenses of arbitration shall be borne equally by the 
parties. Each party shall bear his own cost. 


(c) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Authority shall 
make deductions from wages and salaries of its employees upon receipt of au- 
thorization therefor for the payment of union dues, fees, or assessments, for 
the payment of contributions pursuant to any health and welfare plan or pen- 
sion plan, or for any other purpose for which deductions may be authorized 
by employees of any private employer, where such deductions are pursuant to 
a collective bargaining agreement entered into or assumed by the Authority.”

fects of succession in government of any city adopting the mayor-council 
form of government; to make various other provisions for any such city 
which adopts the mayor-council form of government and for the government 
thereof; and to provide for the means of abandoning the mayor-council form 
of government and the adoption by the city of other forms of municipal gov- 
ernment in lieu thereof.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To raise revenue by levying an excise and privilege tax on every person 
engaged in the severance of coal from the soil in this state; to provide for the 
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collection, payment and administration of such tax; to provide for the use of 
the proceeds of such tax; to provide for refunds of excess taxes; to provide 
for penalties for violation of the provisions of this Act; and to provide for 
eventual termination of such tax. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. When used in this Act, unless the context plain- 
ly indicates otherwise, the following words and phrases shall have the mean- 
ings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


(1) “Bonds” means any revenue bonds or notes that may at any time be 
issued by the Alabama State Docks Department pursuant to authorization in 
Act No. 64 of the Alabama Legislature of 1971 (Special Session), as same 
may be amended from time to time, for the purpose of constructing any sea- 
port facility. 


(2) “Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Revenue of the De- 
partment of Revenue of the State of Alabama. 


(3) “Person” means any individual, firm, partnership, corporation, asso- 
ciation or any combination thereof. 


(4) “Producer” means any person engaging in the business of severing 
coal from the soil within this State. 


(5) “Purchaser” means any person acquiring title, outright or condition- 
ally, to any interest in severed coal. 


(6) “Sever” means cutting, mining, stripping or otherwise taking or re- 
moving from the soil within Alabama. 


(7) “Seaport facility” means any improvements, including any real or 
personal property, structure, or equipment useful for any one or more of the 
loading, unloading, storage or other handling of coal, coke or any other mate- 
rials or products of any kind, that are useful in promoting, developing and 
operating seaports within this State and that are constructed with the pro- 
ceeds from the bonds as defined herein. 


(8) “Ton” means a short ton of 2,000 Ibs. 


(9) “Transporter” means any person transporting coal from the place 
where it is severed or from any other place to any other place within, or with- 
out, the State of Alabama. 


Section 2. Severance tax levied. There is hereby levied, in addition to 
all other taxes imposed by law, an excise and privilege tax on every person 
severing coal within Alabama. This tax shall be paid to the Commissioner by 
every producer who severs coal within Alabama at the rate of 15 cents per 
ton of coal severed. 


Section 3. Producer reports and payments. Every producer shall, with- 
in twenty (20) days after the end of each calendar month, whether or not he 
shall have actually severed any coal during the preceding month, file with the 
Commissioner a report. The report shall set forth, in a form to be prescribed 
by the Commissioner, the amount of coal in tons, if any, severed by such 
producer during the next preceding calendar month, the point of severance 
thereof, the amount of tax due, and such other information as the Commis- 
sioner may reasonably require for the proper enforcement of the provisions 
of this act. The producer shall accompany such report with payment of the

full amount of the tax shown to be due. The said report shall be signed by the 
producer himself in the instance of any individual producer, and by a mem- 
ber or officer or the manager of the producer in all other instances. 


Section 4. Purchaser and transporter reports. Purchasers and trans- 
porters of coal shall file a report with the Commissioner, upon forms pre- 
scribed by the Commissioner, within twenty (20) days after the end of each 
calendar month. The report shall state the names and addresses of all produ- 
cers from whom such purchaser or transporter has received coal during the 
respective said calendar month, the total quantity of coal so acquired and, in 
the case of a transporter, to whom and where each ton of coal was delivered, 
and such further information as the Commissioner reasonably may require 
for the proper enforcement of the provisions of this Act. The said report shall 
be signed by the purchaser or transporter himself in the instance of an indi- 
vidual purchaser or transporter, and by a member or officer or the manager 
of the purchaser or transporter in all other instances. 


Section 5. Use of tax proceeds. The entire proceeds of the excise and 
privilege tax imposed by this Act shall be paid into the State Treasury to be 
set apart and used for the following purposes only and in the following order: 


(a) So much thereof as may be necessary for such purpose is hereby 
appropriated and shail be paid by the State Treasurer into the special fund or 
funds established for the payment of principal of and interest on the bonds 
until there is on deposit therein, together with funds from other sources, an 
amount sufficient to pay principal and interest on the bonds during the suc- 
ceeding twelve months; and 


(b) From the balance thereafter remaining during each fiscal year there 
is hereby appropriated and there shall be paid by the State Treasurer into the 
reserve fund or funds established for the bonds until there is on deposit, to- 
gether with funds from other sources, an amount equal to the maximum prin- 
cipal and interest becoming due on the bonds in any one year; and 


(c) From the balance thereafter remaining during each fiscal year re- 
funds shall be made as provided by Section 6 of this Act; and 


(d) The balance, if any, is hereby appropriated and shall be credited by 
the State Treasurer to the account of the Alabama State Docks Department. 


Section 6. Refunds. In each fiscal year when the funds then on deposit 
in the special fund or funds created for retirement of the bonds equals the 
amount needed to pay all the principal and interest becoming payable on the 
bonds within the succeeding twelve months and the funds then on deposit in 
the reserve fund or funds created for the bonds equals the maximum princi- 
pal and interest becoming due on the bonds in any one year, the remaining 
tax proceeds (such remaining tax proceeds being hereinafter in this section 
referred to as “available proceeds”), shall be available for refund in the fol- 
lowing manner. 


There shall be refunded to each taxpayer an amount equal to the prod- 
uct of the available proceeds and a fraction of which the numerator is the to- 
tal taxes paid by such taxpayer during such fiscal year on severed coal not 
shipped, whether by the producer or any purchaser or transporter, through 
any seaport and the denominator of which is the total taxes paid pursuant to 
this Act by all taxpayers during such fiscal year on severed coal not shipped 
through any seaport, provided that no taxpayer shall receive a refund exceed- 
ing the amount of tax paid pursuant to this Act by such taxpayer for such fis- 
cal year on severed coal not shipped through any seaport. 
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The Commissioner shall determine the amounts, if any, to be refunded 
to the respective taxpayers under this section and shall transmit his approval 
to the Comptroller for payment not later than the last day of the fourth 
month following the end of each fiscal year. Any such determination by the 
Commissioner under this section shall be conclusive. 


Upon approval by the Commissioner of a refund to a taxpayer, the State 
Comptroller is authorized and directed to draw a warrant for payment there- 
of. There is hereby appropriated for this purpose out of the available pro- 
ceeds so much thereof as may be necessary from time to time to make the re- 
funds provided for by this section. 


The Director of the Alabama State Docks Department shall file with the 
Commissioner upon forms prescribed by him and at the time so designated 
by the Commissioner, a report stating the amount of coal shipped through the 
seaport facility, by whom it was shipped, the date of each shipment and such 
further information as the Commissioner reasonably may require for the 
proper enforcement of the provisions of this section. 


In the event all or any part of this section is determined by any state or 
federal court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid or unenforceable for any 
reason, including violation of any state or federal constitutional provision, 
such invalid or unenforceable provisions are hereby declared to be severable, 
and it is the express intent of the Legislature under such circumstances that 
this Act shall be construed and enforced as if such invalid or unenforceable 
provisions had not been included therein. 


Section 7. Civil penalties. In the event any producer shall fail, within 
the time hereinbefore provided, to file the signed monthly reports required, or 
in the event that the Commissioner is not satisfied of the correctness of the 
report as filed with him, or in the event any such producer shall fail to pay all 
taxes due, it shall be the duty of the Commissioner to ascertain the true 
amount of the coal severed, and to assess the tax based thereon. The Com- 
missioner is authorized to require the producer to furnish him with such in- 
formation, or further information, as he may deem necessary, and to require 
the production, at such place as the Commissioner may designate, of the 
books, records and files of the producer and to examine the same, and to take 
testimony of witnesses. Upon the ascertainment of the amount of the tax so 
found to be due, the Commissioner shall add thereto a penalty equal to fif- 
teen percent (15%) of the amount of such tax, together with all accrued 
costs and expense of making such ascertainment, and shall thereupon make 
demand upon the producer for the payment thereof; provided, however, such 
penalty may be waived by the Commissioner for good cause shown. 


Section 8. Criminal penalties. Any producer, purchaser or transporter 
who shall fail to comply with the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars 
for each such offense; and the willful filing of any false report shall constitute 
perjury and shall be punishable as such. 


Section 9. Termination of tax. The excise and privilege tax imposed by 
this Act shall terminate upon the redemption of, and payment of all accrued 
interest on, the bonds as defined herein. 


Section 10. Severability. The provisions of this Act are serevable. If 
any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not effect the part which remains, 
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Section 11. Inconsistent acts repealed. All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed. 


Section 12. Effective date. This Act shall become effective following its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

abrogation; the manner in which such consent may be given; the imposition 
and collection of a special handling charge of twenty-five cents (25¢) per 
ton on coal handled by the seaport facility, which charge shall be in addition 
to all other handling charges, wharfage fees and other charges made by the
